A step after that of Baptism, and (usually) 


before that of the Lord’s Supper, comes Pre- 


sentation to the Bishop “to be confirmed by 
him”: or, as the Rubric might more exactly 
read, to conjirm before him. In Holy Writ, 
this is, by St. Paul called, The-Laying-on-of- 
hands. This laying on of hands of the 
highest officer of the Church, is to certify, 
by this sign, God’s favor and gracious good- 
ness towards His children. The Bishop

prays that God’s Fatherly hand may be 
over them in spiritual blessings, as his own 
is presently and literally; that, as the hand 
is extended over a person to shield him 


from harm, so may God “defend” these | 


His children with His heavenly grace; and 
for many other most precious favors in their 
behalf, does he pray. It is a matter of no 
small moment, then “to be presented to the 
Bishop.” Kneeling before Him you are 
prayed for by his godly lips. Youare bless- 
ed with his counsel. You receive his bene- 
diction. And this, in the presence of the 
whole Church, of your dearest friends and 
kinsmen, of each other, now yokefellows in 
the Christian cause, and ‘of the great cloud 
of witnesses above, and of God Himself. * 
A writer nearly 1700 years ago, (Tertullian) 
says: “Hands are'laid on those who have 
been baptized, the officiating Bishop by his 
benediction invokiug the Holy Spirit.” 
Another, Cyprian, of the third century: 
“they who have already been baptized are 


brought to the rulers of the Church, for pray- | 


er and the laying on of hands.” Jerome, of 
the fourth century, Clement, Ambrose and 
Augustine, all mention the custom. Thus 
early, did this Christian custom arise. It is 
somewhat analagou 
rite, as Baptism is t Circumcision, and the 
Eucharist to the Passover. The day a Jew- 
ish boy was twelve, he went before some el- 
derly man to be blessed. At histwelth year, 
every Jewish boy was required to attend 
the passover. At twelve, Jesus went with 
His Parents, to this festival at Jerusalem, 
“after the custom of the feast.” 

And not only the consent of the earliest 
Christian days, but that of Scripture too, 
hath the custom. It is often said that three 
of the Apostles are known to have practised 
it. . This is hardly all that may besaid. All 
did. Not only did St. Paul confirm certain 
at Ephesus; and §ts. John and Peter, at Sa- 
maria; but— when the Apostles which were 
at Jerusalem, heard, * * they sent * * 
Peter and John!” All the Apostles thus 

-approved, for all were “at Jerusalem,” and 
selected two of their number to go and 
confirm in Samaria, where Philip, (who was 
a Deacon only)had preached and prepared 


to a previous: Jewish | 


the way. St. Paul calls confirmation one of 
the “principles,” or beginnings. Hence, itis 
intended for them who are commencing, or 
have commenced, the religous life. At the 
moment of reaching years of discretion, re- 
sponsibility, accountability, it thus, becomes 
the privilege of all. If baptized in fnfancy, 
it completes, in the mind of the recipient, 
the sacrament of Baptism. If baptized at 
adult years, it still is a most suitable form of 
publicly professing the Name of Christ, and 


| ‘as a solemn step tothe Supper of the Lord. 


It was universally. observed for the first 
1500 years of Christianity. It is still prac- 
tised by ninetenths of Christendom. ‘Three 
hundred years ago, some began neglecting it, 
and many of the best and wisest of their de- 
scendents would now like it restored. A- 
mong us, it has never been a lost jewel, but 
has remained in use by us, these eighteen 
hundred years. We should regret to see 
removed this one of the landmarks which 
our fathers have planted. Said Calvin. “I 
wish we had retained it. Hear Luther, and 
Beza, and Adam Clark, and many an other, 
in praise of the goodly rite. To the English 
Church, or the Norman, to the Saxon, to 
the British, to the Gallic; to the ancient 
Syrian, a Church “buried in the very sand” 
for ages, and, so, shut off from all danger of 
losing its early ways;—indeed to the very 
days of the Apostles themselves, we trace it. 

Mark: that you “confirm.” Now,a person 
cannot confirm something that is new. Thus 
you confirm or ratify the old, your olden, 
your former promises. You undertake noth- 
ing new. Neither Baptism, nor Confirma- 
tion could create any duty. Birth entails 
duty. Birth in a Christian land, entails 
Christian duties, It is one’s duty to fear 
God and love righteousness, whether bap- 
ized and confirmed or not. 
caped, either, by refusing to make an open 
profession of Christ’s Name. You will be 
judged by your Light—your Christian light, 
asa Christian-born person. What Confir- 
mation, then, is the manly and womanly 
recognition of your bounden duties. You 
now publicly “acknowledge” yourselves 
bound to live the Christian life, which it was

A New Object: Something to Think 
About. 


On the 1st of this month the Rector com- 
pleted the 12th Anniversary of his Rector- 
ship. Itis usual for clergymen to ask their 
people to signalize their anniversaries by 
putting forth some special effort for the good 
of their Parishes. During the Rector’s 
charge of this Parish, the Church building 
has been erected and paid for. The Ground 
principal which was for ten years $7000 @ 6 
per cent. has been reduced to $5500 @ 5 per 
cent. During all these 12 years the Rector 
has had no permanent habitation. Once or 
twice he has been obliged to remove because 
his residence was sold, a number of times he 
has had his rent increased with no addition- 
al salary to meet it. Besides, he has many 
a time found it inconvenient where he now 
resides, because he has been detained by 
callers on important matters, when he 
aught to have been on his way to service. 
Ifhe were alongside the church, he could 
say to such visitors: You hear the bell ring- 
ing for service; it is time I was in the Ves- 
try room. Please call again after service. 

No parish should rest satisfied with its ap- 
pointments until it has provided a home for 
its Rector. This parish has paid consider- 
able rent for the lot in the rear of the church 
which has thus far yielded no return. Why, 
then, should not a Rectory Fund be created 
in some way whereby a Rectory could, in 
time, be built on Collins st. It would make 
the Rector and his family more comfortable, 
he would no longer be subjected to increase 
of rent from the rise of real estate, strangers 
could find him more readily, the church 
building would show to better advantage, 
many annoyances from destructive boys to 
the property would be avoided. The Rec- 
tory once built, no taxes would have to be 
paid on it. By and by there will be built a 
Receiving vault on the Church ground, and 
it will, then, be very desirable to have the 
Rector nearer the Church. 

Several of our Church papers have collect- 
ed several thousand dollars for the endow- 
ment of Hospital beds. Successin that way 
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has led to the suggestion that the Rectory 
Fund might be made up through the col- 
umns of this paper. ; 

The Editor, then, would beg to announce 
that he will thankfully receive and acknowl- 
edge in Tur Cuurcuman monthly, all sub- 
scriptions sent for that fund. Who will have 
the honor of starting it? The money will 
be put at interest until it can be utilized. 

We shall be glad to have our many friends 
in the parish and out of it, as well as the 
neighbors of the Church, whose property 
would be enhanced in value by the erection 
of a comfortable Rectory, help us.

-# MEMORIALS. 3- 


The custom of perpetuating the memory 
ofa departed relative or friend by placing 
some beautiful article of furniture or decora- 
tion in the Church of which he or she has 
been a member, is one which is becoming 
quite common, and, we think, deservedly so, 
What can be more appropriate than this to 
connect the memory of a departed Christian 
with the House of Prayer to which he orshe 
loved to resort, and with which were as- 
sociated the most sacred and blessed thoughts 
and associations of such an one’s life. It is 
well enough to mark, in a modest way, the 
spot in the cemetery, where the body of the 
departed one rests, until, reanimated by the 
soul in Paridise, it shall rise at the Master’s 
call to a glorious and eternal resurrection. 
But the large sums of money that are often 
spent in elaborate and showy tombs, might 
be far better employed in building or dec- 
orating Churches, as memorials of the de- 
parted, which would thus keep their name 
and virtues in remembrance, and at the 
same time gratify the taste of the living, and 
make God’s House more beautiful. 

On last Easter day the Parish received 
two beautiful memorials, a Font and a brass 
Altar desk. We are glad to be able to state 
that two brass Offertory plates are to be pre- 
sented on Easter day, in memory of the Rev. 
Lucius Voight, the late Rector of the Church 
of the Messiah, Port Richmond. 

The example which has thus been set by 
afew might be followed by others. Some 
husband or wife might present a brass Lect- 
urn, which would cost $130, as a memorial of 
a departed partner, some parents might give 
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a brass chancel-rail in memory of a beloved 
child in Paradise; others might give Prayer 
books and hymnals for use at the Prayer- 
desks.

your duty to live any how! You “confirm” 
what you pledged at the Font, or what was 
pledged for you; you “confess” yourattitude 
as that ofa person already bound to do so 
by the additional reason oi your public and 
personal act. 

You may be young, but not too young if 
you have reached discreet years. You may 
feel too old for this simple rite, bat—remem- 
ber—“if any man con‘ess Me before 
men, him ‘will I confess before my 
Father which isin heaven; and ii any man 
deny me before men, him will I also deny 
before the face of my Father which is in 
heaven.” You may think yourself “un- 
worthy,” but, so are you, in a sense, of life 
and health and friends and food and raiment 
—will you—do you—reject these gifts for 
that reason? You may say—“I may fail;” 
but is this any bar? On the contrary, it is 
a very easy step, Christ’s yoke is light. 
He neither imposes inconsistencies, nor de- 
mands impossibilities. It is no proud pre- 
tension of piety. It is a profession ofa deep 
and sincere wish to obtain piety. It is not 
the prayer ofthe Pharisee; but of the Pub- 
lican. “<A desire of holiness is holiness, in 
the germ thereof” Then, as first the blade 
then the ear, and in due time the full corn 
in the ear, you may-go on as yon grow in 
age, growing in grace and in the knowledge 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. Some 
consider the Church to be for the holy only, 


—Alas, what a heresy. It is an inn; and 
inns are for the ill. Who was carried to the 
inn—the Samaritan, or the “certain man?” 
Means of cure are found at the hospital, 
as means of grace in the Church. These 
latter use, oh, sin-sick soul, and thou shalt 
find the Church thy place—and wonder that 
thou didst ever think the waters of Bethes- 
da for them that had no ailing atall. Some 
may think that there is plenty of time. 
What a whisper of Satan. Thou leaf, that 
may fallin a moment; thou inhabitant of 
but a speck in the immensity of creation, lay 
not up in thy heart so unworthy a thought. 
Thou art but as the grass that to-day is, and 
to-morrow is cast into the oven. 

You may object that you have not made 
sufficient preparation. Hasten then to make 
it. Begin now. Look at the hour glass— 
how fast go its sands. See your Rector; or 
drop him a line. Open the Prayer Book at 
the Service for Confirmation; and study a- 
new the Bible with such helps as you may 
be able to get. Prepare? yes; and with an 
earnest mind—a determined will—sorrow 
for sin—purpose ofamendment—trust in God 
—you may take this step with as full confi- 
dence as alittle child that walks a danger- 
ous path guided by a father’s finger. You 
may ask why vou may not live as godly a 
life ont of the Church asinit! “Thou fool!” 
Hast thou not tried it; and art thou satisfied 
with the attempt? Does a wise man plant 
his trees by the roadside, or in the orchard? 
Do our militia wave war as successfully as 
the regular troops? If you are ill of health, 
do you refuse to go to a better climate ?—Y ou 
may. insist that you are now quite as good as 
some Church-folk. Then try and be better 
than they. Remember about the mote and 
the beam. Accuse not others, in order to 
excuse y yorself, You may say you have bet 
a feeble faith, and an imperfect repentance. 
My brother, there is a way of increasing 
faith, and of deepening repentance; use 
what you haye of each, as a child uses his 
arms and gets strength with ‘the use. You 
surely will not tie your arms to your side, 
and then wonder you have no strength in 
them! Halt not,in fine, any longer between 
two opiniops. Betheman. Bethe woman, 
Ask “to be presented to the Bishop to be 
confirmed of him:” and if true to yourself, 
you will never repent it, but be blessed of 
it—Rev. R. W. Lowrie.

In some men’s scheme of religion, the | 
Crucifixion of Christ seems to absorb every 
other doctrine into itself; to stand alone, as 
in its own depths embodying all that men 
ought or can conceive of the Gospel. To 
others the Resurrection of Christ from the 
dead, the visible triumph over the grave, is 
almost solely worthy of a place among fun- 


‘damental beliefs; all beyond that and its 


consequences is practically subordinate— 
secondary—unimportant. But the Church, 
by the series of her celebrations, forces 
these theorists, in despite of themselves, to 
come forth from their narrow cells, and 
walk in the full daylight of consummate 
truth. She assigns its due honors to each. 
She does more than this, for she proclaims 
that either is shorn of its glory unless seen 
in the light of the other. The depths of the 
first day are measured by the heights of the 
third. She adores the agony, because the 
resurrection proves who He was that agon- 
ized; she adores the resurrection, because 
the agony attests how He loved that rose. 
She may divide them in conception, but 
she combines them in act. They are one 
atoning work; inseparable correlatives; per- 
fect only in union. And hence she will not 
let us pause too long even at the grave of 
the Saviour, She will not permit even a 
holy sorrow to be unchecked. She wills 
not that we still seek the living among the 
dead, but startles our dream of grief with 
that anugel’s trumpet-tone--“Ye seek Jesus 
the crucified. He is not here; He is risen!”

Confirmation is the name we commonly 


Because we give a public Confirmation to 
our Baptism, as one of the conditions of re- 
ceiving the Chrism many suppose that this 
is the whole substance of the rite. But it 
has nothing to do with the substantial part 
of the work, which is the confirmation of 
grace to the penitent believer by God’s 


Holy Spirit. Thus, if a baptized person, 
professing true penitence and faith, should 
be brought to the Bishop and be presented 
by his paster for Confirmation, an aged 
Bishop, through forgetfulness, might fail to 
put the question about the Baptismal Cov- 
enant and proceed, at once, with the prayer 
for the Seven .Gifts and the laying of 
hands—and it would be a true Confirmation. 
The Apostles, in all probability, did just 
this without any forgetfulness, but in full 
view of baptismal obligations, recently as- 
sumed. On the other hand, let a Bishop 
put the question and receive the answer; 
and then go on with the rest of the office 
without the laping on of hands, there 
would be no Confirmation at all. Confirma- 
tion, therefore, is God's work, not ours. It 
is not the recipient’s confirmation of his 
vows, by an open assent and renewal, im- 
portant as this is; nor is it the Bishop’s 
hands on the head. It is the Holy Spirit’s 
unction or Chrism, of which the laying on 
of hands is the outward sign. When igno- 
rant persons, therefore, say they see no 
good in such a ceremony, let them reflect 
whether there is no good in the Holy 
Spirit’s seven gifts of grace; and if, it has 
pleased God to make this solemnity the or- 
dinary means of these gifts and a token or 


pledge to assure us of them, we may be 


quite sure we have need of the great bless- 
ing attached to obedience and to the hum- 
ble acceptance of every instrumentality 
which God has made a means of Grace.— 
Bishop Coxe.

ORIGIN + OF + SURPLICED + CHOIRS. 


Nothing could have been more magnifi- 
cent than the dedication of Solomon’s 
Temple. Read only the arrangement of the 
singers; it isin m Chron., 5; 12: “And all 
the Levites, the singers, all of them of 
Asaph, of Heman, of Jeduthun, with their 
sons and their brethren, ARRAYED IN WHITE 
LINEN, having cymbals and psalteries and 
harps, stood at the east end of the altar, 
and with them an 120 priests sounding 
with trumpets, as the trumpets and singers 
were as one, to make one sound to be heard 
in praising and thanking the Lord; and 
when they lifted up their voice with the 
trumpets and cymbals and instruments of 
music, and praised the Lord, saying: For 
He is good, for His mercy endureth forever, 
that the House was filled with a cloud, even 
the House of the Lord. So that the priests 
could not stand to minister by reason of the 
cloud; for the glory of the Lord had filled 
the House of God.” 

In the Levites, then, which were the 
singers, all of them arrayed in white linen, 
we see the Jewish original—we ought to say 
in 


1r Chron., 29; 25: “All these things were | 


Gone according to the commandment of the 
Lord by His Prophets”—of those surpliced 
choirs by which the same Psalms of David 
have been sung in every age of the Christian 
Church.

ADYANTAGES + OF + SURPLICED 
CHOIRS. 


In the 10 or 12 surpliced choirs of this 
city there are 250 or 300 men and boys. 
Does any one believe that many of these 
men and boys would be found at the Church 
services twice every Sunday, and once or 
twice a week at the rehearsels, if they were 
not identified with such choirs? Alas! in 
all our congregations every one knows how 
easy itis to count the men. Think of the 
holy influence the Church. exercises over 
these men and boys as they regularly act as 
“Ministers of Praise” in the House of 
Prayer. 

The surpliced choir has also solved the 
problem of how to use the Church’s boys. 
Girls very soon band together to show, in 
some way, their love and devotion to the 
Church on her days of gladness, such as 
Christmas and Easter. But where are the 
boys? They do not organize and work to- 
gether in the same loving cause! The 
trouble is that there has been no united 
effort among them. Thus early, sex divides 
the ranks of the laborers in the’ Lord’s 
Vineyard, and it is in the Sunday School as 
in the Church; the work is left to the 
feminine element. Boys cannot, it is true, 
sew, crochet, or do the many little things by 
which girls make their money. There 
seems to be no demand, therefore, for their 
talent unless in a surpliced choir, where 
faithfulness to duty is most commendable. 

And, lastly, of those boys who would 
come to Church, is there not a strong 
temptation, where they sit where they 
please, to get into mischief? As choristers, 
sitting in the chancel stalls before the. con- 
gregation and Rector, they are either devo- 
tionally occupied in the praises of God, or 
listening attentively to the read and 
preached Word of God. 


OBJECTIONS + TO+SURPLICED 
CHOIRS. 


We abridge, from the Irish Ecclesiastical 
Gazette, the following plain and common- 


Sense answer to the popular objections 


against surpliced choirs: 

The prejudice which exists in the minds 
of some persons against surpliced choirs is 
extraordinary. It seems to be associated in 
these persons’ minds, with Romanism, false 
doctrine, and almost every other thing 
which they abominate and abhor. 

Now, it has always seemed to us, that if 
there be anything which above all other 
things shonld be dear to the “Protestant” 
mind, it is a surpliced choir. The “true 
Protestant,” instead of reeking in it a “rag 
of Popery,” should see in it a strong bul- 
wark against the corruptions and innova- 
tions of Rome. 

Let us explain ourselves. One great ob- 
jection to the Church of Rome, in the minds 
of Protestants, is the exaltation of the clergy, 
the putting them upon a pinnacle far re- 
moved from the laity, the entrusting them 
with those powers and rights whick the 
Protestant believes to belong exclusively to 
the Lord Jesus Christ. The consequence is, 
that the Roman Catholic priest belongs to 
quite a different Order than does the lay- 
man in that Communion, and the latter has 
no part in the Celebration of the Mysteries 
of the Faith. You, therefore, never see such 
a thing amongst them as a surpliced choir, 
nor would a number of laymen be allowed 
to sit in the chancel, clothed in almost the 
same dress as the priest. The priest acts 
by himself, clothed in his special dress, and 
having in attendance upon him only his 
deacon, sub-deacon and acolytes. 

In the Sister Church of England there is 
no such prejudice against a surpliced choir, 
and it is common in churches of all grades 
and opinions. Nay, we have even heard of 
a Methodist Chapel in England, and of a 
Presbyterian Place of Worship in Scotland, 
where surpliced choirs have been intro- 
duced. In fact, surpliced choirs are now no 
more thought of as marking doctrine, than 


is the surplice in the pulpit, with ourselves; 
they are common in village churches, and 
in our own churches, and are used alike by 
“High,” “Low,” and Broad.” : 

But some one will. say (we have heard 
the objection): “If you have a surpliced 
choir, you will not have congregational 
singing; the choir and organ will entirely 
monopolize it? We confess, that, when 
we heard this objection, we looked round to 
see if the person using it was in earnest. 
Surely such an objection would lie against 
having any choir at all. So far as our ex- 
perience goes, it is too common a fault for 
almost all the singing to come from the 
ordinary choir. We wish with all our 
heart that the objection were a true one; 
and that, in all non-surpliced choirs, the 
choir—as ought to be the case—acted mere- 
ly-as leaders of the people, in the voice of 
song. 

Perhaps, however, some one will say: “It 
is all very fine for you to talk thus; but, 
say what you will, a surpliced choir is a 
High Church thing, and tends to Ritnalism, 
and we will have none of it.” To such 
persons we put a simple fact: what Churches 
are*more free from Ritualism, and have 
always been so, than the Cathedrals? Who 
ever heard of a Cathedral being the centre 
of Ritualism? And yet, in these there 
have been surpliced choirs time out of mind. 
And, as for Ireland, who is there that ever 
said of one of our Cathedrals, that it was 
High Church, even not to say Ritualistic? 
People may dislike a Choral Service; they 
may think the choir would do just as well 
without. being arrayed in white; but the 
idea never entered even the most Protest- 
ant mind, that there—in the surpliced choir 
—was Ritualism. 

The fact of the matter is, that, in surplices 
you have the very cheapest kind of uniform 
that you can have, and the most becoming ; 
and if any one says: “Oh, you do not need 
a uniform,’ we make answer that, having a 
uniform is a great means for exciting a feel- 
ing of equality, and that experience has 
proved that a surpliced choir both attends 
more regularly, and is much more easily 
kept up than one where each member 


dresses as best pleases himself. It is, per- 
haps, one of the very best means for bring- 
ing together high and low, rich and poor, to 
sing the praises of God. No one sees what 
there is under the cassock and aurplice. 
All are equal so far as appearance go; and 
the peer may sit beside the peasant, and no 
one will be a bit the wiser. 

For all these reasons, we venture to ex- 
press the hope that here in our own Church 
of Ireland, surpliced choirs will become 
more common, and not be confined to any 
one School of thought. Those Churches 
and clergy who adopt them, will not only 
find their singing improved, but will have 
the pleasure of seeing a much better attend- 
ance of the members of the choir. It will 
be felt a matter of honorable necessity to be 
present, and to occupy their accustomed 
places. And as for those who are governed 
by prejudice rather than reason, minding 
what a few bigoted old maids, of both sexes, 
may say—a complete answer may be found 
in the facts above stated—that dissenters 


‘in. some places have adopted them; that 


the Roman Catholics never have had them ; 
that it is the bringing of a number of lay- 
men into the chancel, and placing them 
where they .can with difficulty be dis- 
tinguished from the officiating clergy; and 
last, but not least, that, when we here in 
Ireland have had them for years upon 
years (witness for instance, Trinity College, 
the Castle Chapel, Christ Church, and St. 
Patrick’s), there never has been even the 
taint of a suspicion of Ritualism. 
>} 


On, the glorious joy of Easter! However 
great the mystery that surrounds and con- 
ceals the future life, that future life is 
assured; and however little may be the 
knowledge which has been vouchsafed to 
man regarding that life, there is the belief 
—the profound, the all-absorbing conviction 
—for Christians, that thev “shall ever be 
with the Lord.” It is enough. It is the 
grandest statement, and the most wonderful 
knowledge ever given to man. There is no 
need of searching further into the mysteries 
of the future life, or of building other ideas 
regarding it—its employments and its joys.

Friend, the dearest of friends, is the glori- 
ous prophecy of Easter.

“The Reformed Episcopal Church.”

You ask me what I think of the “ Reform- 


| ed Episcopal Church.” I must tell you that 


I think very poorly of it. First ofall, because 
it is a schismatic body and under particular- 
ly aggravating circumstances. The most 
prominent founder of this sect was the late 


br. George D. Cummins, sometime assistant +

Bishop of Kentucky. He was originally a 
Methodist preacher, but for many years he 
had been in Priest’s orders, and for some 
years a Bishop. Through all those years, on 
his knees before Almighty Gud, he had said 
“from heresy and schism, good Lord deliver 
us.” He knew little theology, but he ought 
to have known what schism meant, and 
that it was a sin. Schism being a sin, can- 
not be justified underany circumstances. It 
was not in his case, even on his own show- 
ing. He founded his own sectin 1873. The 
Church was then what it was when he aban- 
doned the Methodists to become a mem- 
ber of it. Only four years before he foun- 
ded his sect, he said it is our duty to oppose 
those who seek to divide and destroy the 
Church, as well as those who seek to assim- 
ilate her,to the corrupt and idolatrous com- 
munions of the Oriental and Papal churches. 
For myself, I love the Protestant Episcopal 
Church more fervently as life advances. 
To me she is the fair and pure Bride of 
Christ, “the glory of the reformed church- 
es,” as Bishop Hobart called her, in 1814, in 
his sermon before the General Convention 
of that year. She is loyal to Christ and His 
trath, in her articles, offices, and homilies, 


and probably as far from imperfections as a | 


church can be, composed of iallible men, in 
whom the work of God's grace is always 
invomplete.” : 

Very soon after this, however, owing to 
his own lack of wisdom, Dr. Cummins’ rela- 
tions tu his diocese became very unhappy. 
And then, and not till then, he listened to 
the proposals of various disatiected persons 
to found a “new church.” Dr. Cummins 
was personally an amiable man, but he was 
avery weak man. By temperament, as well 
as by circumstances in life, he was unfitted 
for “the office and work of a Bishop in the 
Church of God.” He became the most 
pre: 4inent founder of a sect, simply because 
he was a Bishop. It is supposed that he 
would never have moved in the m-tter at 


him, and the solicitations of Dr. Cheney, a 
deposed priest, residing in Chicago. What 
is called the “Reformed Episcopal Church,” 
is a schismatic body founded in an act of 
willful schism, without any mitigating or 


extenuating circumstances. 

Another objection to it is that from the 
first it has tried to gain adherens under 
false pretences. When it suits their purpose 
to do so, its promoters claim that “itis real- 
ly the-eld Church teaching the old doctrines 
and walking in the old paths.” Under this 
pretence they creep into houses, “ beguiling 
unstable souls.” This is the testimony of 
every parish priest with whom they come 
in contact. The Rey.Richard Newton, D. D. 
of Philadelphia, in his* Seven Gocd Reasons 
for not joining the R. E. church,” says, “One 
clergyman, in this elty, in whose immediate 
neighborhood a Reformed church was or- 
ganized, told me that nearly every jamily in 
his parish had been visited, and urgently so- 
licited tojoin the new movement. The sim- 
ple truth is, that the efforts put forth in this 
cause, thus far, have been worse than useless. 
The money spent in these efforts would have 
done less harm if it had been thrown into 
the fire. The members of this new organi- 
zation are aiming to build new churches, 
and support additional ministers, in locali- 
ties whose spiritual necessities are already 
provided for. This is a useless multiplying 
of unneeded instrumentalities—it is a vom- 
plete waste.” 

The claim is not only made privately to 
individuals, but openly in the official organ 
of this new sect, that “it is the old Protest- 
ant Episcopal church.” The claim is false. 
This “ Reformed Episcopal church,’ has no 
connection whatever with our church. It 
is simply a sect; one of the newest and small- 
est of sects. It is not the “Old Church.” 
It has a different name, a different Prayer 
Book, different doctrine and teaching, a dif- 
ferent ministry, different ways, and is ani- 
mated by a totally different spirit. It has 
eliminated from its Prayer Book every ves- 
tige of the teaching of Scripture as to the 
Sacraments, as “this Church hath received 
the same,” and has hath been held and 


| taught from the Church of the first days 
all but for the financial support promised | 


down to this. This so-called “Reformed 
Episcopai Church” has no more connection 
with our cnurch than the Methodist or the 
Baptists 1. ve. In becoming connected with 
it a Churchman would be guilty of schism, 
Continued on the Seventh page.

-# EASTERTIÐE. 8— 


We have been passing through the“ grèat 
forty days.” They may well be called 
“great” for their issues were most impor- 
tant. Our Blessed Lord remained on earth 
these forty days after His resurrection to be 
seen of men—to prove His humanity, and 

‘to prove also that He had a “spiritual body.” 
He desired to teach His followers'the reali- 


ty of His resurrection, and yet would wean 
them from any idea of a continued carnal 
presence. This intercourse of our Blessed 
Lord with his disciples after His resurrec- 
tion, we repeat, was forty days. We may 
consider the great forty days to indicate our 
life fir this world wded “and supported by 
the supernatural spiritual presence of Christ, 
He spent the time in imparting what was 
neediul for us during our probation here, for 
it is said of Him, in the book of the Acts of 
the Apostles, that to the Apostles “ He show- 
ed himself alive after His passion by many 
infallible proofs being see of them ft rty days, 
and speaking of the things pertaining to the 
kingdom of Gid.” “The kingdem of Gud” 
means, in this passage, as in other places in 
Holy Scripture, the Church cn earth. We 
are left to gather what Christ-said during 
this time by what the Apostles did. We 
may believe, therefore, that Ordinances 
which by many are regarded merely as 
Apostolic, were instituted by Chiist Him- 
self, or that He authorized the Apostles to 
institute theri which adds to their sacred- 


“ness. ` Amorig the directi’n he left, no doubt 


was, that His followers should keep Festi- 


| vals, as they were kept from the first by the 


Holy Apostles. And this leads us to speak 
of the keeping of Ascension Day. There 
has been a gradual decadence in the obser- 
vance of this great day for years, until very 
generally it has come to be not observed at 
all. The Church gives to this Festival the 


lessons, and special preface in the Commu- 
nion office. The Church wished, in thus 


| honoring this day, to bring before us the 


mystery of the Ascension, and the contin 1- 
ance of Christ’s work for us above—that 
there isin heaven One in our nature who 


| has lived man’s life on earth, and that thou 


who art really His shalt be where He is. 
This day should: be more valued and ob- 


served} the same as in the early times, and 


for centuries; on the same footing with the 
Nativity, Easter Day, and Whitsun-Day. 
Within a very few years past, we have no- 
ticed that the Church’s attention has been 
called to the fact that she has consented to 
the world’s robbing her of this festival, and 
that she should make an effort to get it back

again. May the time be near at hand when 
business will be suspended on this great day 
on which we commemorate the Ascension 
of our dear Lord into heaven, and that every 
Church will be filled with devout worship- 
pers—recognizing the day -which speaks to 
them of Heaven—the Christian inheritance 
and home; in which a place is taken for us 
by our Head and Representative.

It is not a matter of discouragement, but 
of regret and sorrow, that so few avail them- 
selves of the weekly celebratlon of the Holy 
Communion. Those who are there have 
the benefit, if so be that they come with 
the right dispositions and purposes; and 
were there but two persons who attended, 
the Rector would still-deem it his privilege 
and duty to have this service. He knows 
that it is as necessary for himself, as. great 
a privilege tor himself, as for any one else; 
he knows it to be the one service especially 
commanded by our Blessed Lord; he cannot 
question the iact that the Apostles, who 
were moved by the Holy Ghost, celebrated 
this Sacrament weekly he knows-as a mat- 
ter of fact that the early Christians made 
it the great service of the Lord’s Day, and 
always attended it; he knows that the Pray- 
er Book calls tor a celebration weekly; he 
knows all this too well to let any considera- 
tion of numbers influence his feelings as to 
whether he ought to continue it or not. 
Surely, too, we ought to remember that the 
promise of our Lord’s presence with His dis- 
ciples, on any coming together, does not de- 
pend upon numbers, but upon faith and de- 
votion. So he is not discouraged. But he 
sometimes thinks that his people are miss- 
ing much. He hears them talk of want of 
peace, of lack of faith, of deadness to spi~it- 
ual things. How many want love, and zeal, 
and charity? how many feel that the seen is 
real, the unseen is vague and uncertain? and 
they are surprised, they are troubled, they 
find it getting darker instead of brighter, 
evil in them seems to triumph over good. 


And yet, Christ says, “Come unto Me,” and 
they will not come. They donot daw nigh 
to Him in the way He hasappointed. They 
pray little, they study His Word very sel- 
dom, they do not come to Christ’s Holy 
Table, to be'fed with spiritual food. The- 
Christian life is a supernatural. It needs 
other food than words. Speculations do 
little toward’ strengthening it. Feelings, 
impulses, good intentions, are only the 
soul’s sign of hunger. If it is to be satisfied 
and nourished, there must be gifts from 
God. To active obedience, to a good life, to 
prayer, to hearing in order to practice, has 
God promised the revelation of Himself. 
“Draw nigh unto God, and He will draw 
nigh unto you.” But to all these and to all 
other means of grace He has added this one, 


| “the breaking of bread,” that “our sinful 
? 


bodies may be made clean by His body, and 
our souls washed in His precious blood, 
that He may evermore dwell in us and we 
in Him,” Who can say that he is deserted 
of God, that he cannot overcome himself, 
that he eannot believe, that he cannot love, 
that he cannot submit to God’s providential 
care in misfortune, until be has tried in 
God's way to love, to believe, and to act? 
One would think that of all places of devo- 
tion this one would be most dear, where 
the death or Christ is shown forth until He 
come. One would be positive that souls 
tried by many difficulties would seek this 
strength and armor. One would think that, 
in that in bereavement and sorrow, the 
Altar would be the place to which the soul 
would fly away that it might be at rest. 
The Christian life, we say again, is a super- 
natururallife. It must be developed by the 
Holy Spirit. The means of grace are not 
charms to work independently of our will, 
but, with and by and in our will, they are 
God’s appointed instruments for openiny 
the eyes of the spiritually blind, and for 
showing to the soul that peace which pas- 
seth understanding.

— EARLY + COMMUNION. #- 


To those who “feel too tired,” or “it is too 
much trouble,” to attend an early celebration 
ofthe Holy Communion, we would commend 
fur their consideration “old Dr. Thomas 
Scott, the iamous commentator. He was a 
tremendous worker. At 4 o’clock in the 
morning of every alternate Sunday, winter 
as well as summer, he was summoned to 
breakfast, and then went ont to meet his con- 
erezation, about three anda halt miles away, 
probably the only church in London attend- 
ed so early as six o’cluck in the morning. He 
usually had 200 or 300 auditors, and adminis- 
tered each time the Lord's Supper. He used 
to observe thatifat any time tempted to com- 
plain at so dismal a walk in the depth of 
winter, the sight of the newsmen equally a- 
lert for a different purpose changed his re- 
pinings into thanksgivings.”

—eARVICE TO THE CONFIRMED. 3- 


1. Never neglect your prayers, morning or 
evening. 

2. Examine yourself carefully as to 
thoughts and manner of life, at least once in 
the week. 

3. Read every day,and think over, at least 
a few verses of the Bible; before you begin 
ask God to bless what you are going to read. 

4. Come to church every Sunday, and at 
other times as you have opportunity. Take 
care not to be late; kneel when you ought, 
and join heartily in the service. 

5. Come weekly to Holy Communion (ney- 
er without earnest prayer and careful self- 
examination), bearing in mind your Lord’s 
command, “Do this in remembrance of me.” 


To neglect it is disobedience and ingratitude ~ 


to Him, and loss and danger to your own 
soul. : 

6. Give regularly and systematically “upon 
the first day of the week,” and give through 
the parish envelopes. 

7. Let no one persuade you to neglect the 
services of the Church in which you have 


been confirmed. 

8. Avoid religious disputes and idle gossip; 
try to think and speak well of every one. 

9. Watch and pray against e" impurity in 
thought, and word and thought and deed. 
Keep from all places and compasy in which 
you are likely to be tempted. 

10. Always be strictly honest and truthful 
and d» your duty wherever you are, as “a 
servant of Christ.” 

11. Do your best to help others by your 
example, your influence, your prayers. 

12. Try to do some special work for God in 
HisChurch. Ask your Rector to assign you 
some work. 

13. Read these rules at least once in the 
week; see where you fail, and ask God to 
help yon to keep them for Jesus Christ’s sake.

rules, go at once to your clergyman for ad- 
vice.

1. Make your communions every Sunday, 
and always after self-examiuation. 

2. Remain kneeling in your place from 
the end of the Prayer of Consecration, till 
you go to receive, asking God for a clean 
heart, that you may worthily receive that 
Holy Sacrament. 

3. In taking your place at the rail, be 
careful not to obstruct others, but go your- 
self to the farthest unoccupied space. 

4. Should you find the space all occupied, 
do not stand looking on, but kneel where 
you are until those at the rail are about to 
retire. 

5. Remove your gloves and lift your veil 
before coming to the altar rail. You would 
not meet an earthly friend gloved. “This 
is my Body; this is my Blood.” 

6. When you come to the rail kneel 
straight upright with your head erect, and 
reserve acts of worship to the time before 
and after being at the altar. 

7. Receive the species of Bread in the 
palm of your right hand making your left 
hand a support for the right, and never in

your fingers; thus raise it to your lips, and 
be careful lest you leave any Crumbs on 
your hand. 

8. When you receive the Chalice gnide it 
by holding the base, and receive only a very 
little. 

9, Never wipe yourmouth a‘ter receiving, 
either with your hand or with a handker- 
chief. 

10. When you are returned to your place, 
kneel and thank God for His gracious gift, 
asking Him for all your needs—bodily and 
spiritual—for we never have such an oppor- 
tunity for prayer as when we are in the 
presence of the Holy Sacrifice, and when 
He is dwelling in us and we in Hiwa. 

11. Endeavor always to make on offering 
on occasions of the celebration of the Holy 
Communion. Go not, if it can be helped, 
before the Lord, in this feast of thankfal re- 
membrance, empty-handed. The Prayer for 
the whole estate of Christ’s Church militant 
reads: “Accept our alms,” &c., and can any 
one afford to be shut out of any of the pray- 
ers of the Church? 

12, Kneel to receive the Blessing and do 
not rise {from your knees until the Priest 


has consumed what remains of the Blessed | 


Sacrament, 
“The Reformed Episcopal Church .” 
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a sin, from. which, all his life on bended 
knees before Almighty God, he hasasked to 
be delivered. It could not be pleaded in his 
excuse that “he knew -no better.” Every

“The” Church versus “Our” Church. 


Churchmen are very often twitted about 
their use of the phrase “the Church” when 
speaking of that divine Society which, by 
God’s mercy and not by their own merits, 
they are members. Their reply to all such 
remarks is plain. Their appeal is to God’s 
Holy Word. ‘“Tothe Law and to the Tes- 
timony!” “Search the Scriptures,’ we say, 
and give us chapter and verse or such an 
expression as “our” Church. We do not 
find it in the Old; much less do we find it in 
the New. What we do find is“ the” Church 
and that everywhere. Our Lord says. “ Up- 
on this Rock I will build my Church,” liter- 
ally “the Church of Me”), “Tell it- to the 
Church,” “Ifhe neglect to hear the Church.” 
So to the Apostles. They know no other 
language. It is always “the Church,” “the 
Church of God,” “the Church in Jesus 
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Christ.” Never once do they say “our” 
Church, or “my Church. Even when they 
speak of “Churches” it is not of Societies 
separated from each other and under differ- 
ent forms of government. “The Churches” 
are simply local branches of “the Church” 
visible portions of one visible Society found- 
ed by Christ’s Apostles and still under an 
Apostolic Ministry ordained by them. 
There are “the Churches of Galatia,’ and 
“the Churches of Asia,” and “the Churches 
of Judea,” and “the Church in Pergamos,” 
and “the Church in Sardis’ and “the 
Church in Philadelphia,’ but-all are parts 
of one visible Body, having one common 
government of Bishops (or Apostles), Priests 
(Presbyters or Elders) and Deacons, owning 
“one Lord, one faith one baptism.” These 
“ Churches” are not detached bodies hav- 
ing a right to say, “our Ministry” and “our 
Charch.” They are simply parts of “the 
Church” in this or that. city or country. 
When, then, a Churchman speaks of “the” 
Church: in England or Canada, or “the?” 
Church in Pennsylvania, or in California or 
in-New York,- meaning thereby the local 
portions of that historie body which is 
known in this country by the legal and 
popular name of “ Protestant Episcopal,” 
he is merely using the language of Holy 
Scripture, the language which the Apostles 
used and would use if they were now on 
earth. $ 

Let us hold fast to Scripture language, 
brother Churchman, and not be carried 
away by modern novelties innovations, no 
matter how “liberal” they may be supposcd 
to be. Let us not degrade “the Church of 
the living God” by calling it “our” Church, 
Is there not something almost blasphemous 
as well as intensely narrow and unscriptural 
in the expression? As if we could fi und 


the Church just as one might found a politi- | 


cal party or benevolent society ; or as if we had 
a sort of exclusive right to its privileges, or 
could take credit to ourselves — peculiar 
characteristics. 

It“is not “our” *Church;‘It is “the” 
Church of all men, the city that “lieth four- 
square” with its gates open towards all the 
winds of heaven, that all may enter in. 


When we ask men to-enter its holy doors 
we are not inviting them to join “our 
Church, or to unite themselves to a club 
that represents “our” peculiar tastes and 
fancies “our” notions of what is right or 
fitting in worship or goverment. We bid 
them enter “the“ Church of all ages, not 
founded by us or our forefathers, but “the 


| Church of God, built upon the foundations 


of the Apostles and Prophets, Jesus Chri-t 
Himself being the head corner stone.” To 
speak of that ancient and divine society of 
which we are members as “our” Church, is 
toclaim credit for something which is not 
ours but all men’s. It is to be illiberal and 
sectarian. To speak of it as “the” Church is 
to confess that it is a thing utterly above 
and beyond our power to make or unmake 
a thing whose excellence we, therefore, can 
claim no credit. It isto be liberal in the 
true sense of the word, and to be personally 
humble. The Church is God’s building 
—from foundation to roof, not “ours.” To 
speak of it as “our” Church, is to use the 
language of nineteenth century sectarianism. 
To speak of it as “the” Church, is to use the 
language of Christ, of His Apostles, and of 
His Holy Word.

— KEEPING + THE + TONGUE. 3- 


Keep it from frivolity, There is so much 
call for the wise use of God-given speech 
that is a great evil.when its high powers for 
good are made empty and vain. Frivolous 
speech will react on character. One who 
habitually uses lightness in conversation 
will tend to become empty in character, 
incapable of those deeper motives and ho- 
lier aspirations that mark the good man. 

Keep it from unkindness. Words are some- 
times wounds. Not very deep wounds al- 
ways, and yet they irritate. Speech is un- 
kind sometimes when there is no unkind- 
ness in the heart; so much the worse that 
needless wounds are inflicted. So much the 
worse that unintentially pain is caused. 
How many heartaches, how much bitter- 
ness, how many estrangements, how much 
deep and utter misery, has unkind speech 
caused. 

Keep it trom falsehood. It is so easy to 
give a false coloring, to so make a statement 
that it may convey a meaning different 
from the truth, while yet there is an ap- 
pearance of truth, that we need to be on our 
guard. Truth is an essential in the dealings 
of man with man. Without it, society goes 
down. There are very many who would 
shrink from telling a lie, who yet. suffer 
themselves in such inaccurate or exagger- 
ated or one-sided statements that they 1eal- 
ly come under the condemnation of those 
whose “lying lips are an abomination to 
the Lord.” 

Keep it from slander. The good reputation 
of others should be dear to us. It is a cause 
of sorrow in the whole community when a 
man’s good name is aspersed.

the Lord’s Day by thousands who profess- 
edly follow Him as diciples who says to . 
them, “Thou shalt keep the one day holy 
unto the Lord.” God has given to man six 
days in which to labor— to have recreation 
—to do with, in a sense, as his own. He 
may, if he chooses, labor five days and de- 
vote one day every week to pleasure. He 
may, if he likes, work every day accounting 
his nights of sleep and rest sufficient pleas- 
ure. He may devote at times the whole six 
days to pleasure if he will. But the one 
day in the seven God reserves unto Him- 
self,on which man is to show his duty to 
his Creator by holy services and quiet med- 
itation. Itis the Lord’s Duy: not a day 
devoted to man’s pleasure and wantonness. 
And yet, because it is legally a day of rest, 
men have appropriated it altogether; and 
we, therefore, see it desecrated by worldly 
pleasures and sin.

Men may 
call me a knave, a fool, a rascal, a scoundrel, 
and I am content; but they shall never, by 
my consent, call me ‘Bishop.’ For my sake, 
for God’s sake, for Christ’s sake, put a full 
end to this!. Let the Presbyterians do what 
they please, but let the Methodists know 
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their calling better’ — Wesley's Works, XIII, 
58.

1. When you gointu a new parish, take 
a letter {rom your former rector, and present 
it the first oppurtunity; and make the av- 
quaintance of the rector and tell him your 
place of residence. 

2. Inquire how the Church is supported 
and pay according to your ability. Engage 
in some Church work. The Sunday school 
isa good place. Intimate to the Rector a 
willingness to help in some way the work of 
the Church. 

3. Be present and punctual at Church 
whenever it is open. Join heartily in the 
service, and do all you can to make it spirit- 
ed and attractive. 
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4. While as yet you are a stranger in the 
place, do not go visiting from one place of 
worship to another, to look about. Stand 
by your own. Ifyou have no preferences 
or convictions, you are not of much account, 
and cannot expect much notice. If you 
have any preferences and convictions, then 
act upon them, and you may be sure you 
will not lack appreciative recognition and 
sympathy.

-e THE + CHURCH + DRAG. 3- 


Teamsters have a way of locking the 
wheels of their wagons in going down hill: 


they use what is called a “drag.” There 


are some things besides wagons that require 
a‘‘drag,” or something similar, to hold 
them back. Nothing short of a patent “air- 
brake” would do for some speakers in Con- 
vention . ; 

When things are going too fast, or going 
wrong, or going down hill, the “drag” is a 
very useful appliance, but we never sup- 
posed that it would be consideret helpfulin 
going up hill. There are some people, how- 
ever, who use it everywhere and upon all 
oceasions. In fact, they become drags. 
themselves, and are never so happy as when 
they are blocking the wheels of progress on 
the up-grade. 

There are some in the Church. They are 
of different patterns, and their capacities 
for friction vary inversely as the squares of 
their importance in other respects. Indeed, 
they are, as a class, quite helpless for any 
real work. It requires nothing but inertia 
to be a “drag.” A very little, in that capa- 


eer ee eer epee 
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city, goes a long way. The smaller the 
nature, the more it enjoys the appearance 
of power in putting on the brakes. One 
small man can stop a train, while it would 
take a hundred-horse-power engine to start 
it. 

The Church drag is to found in nearly ev- 
ery congregation. He sits when the congre- 
gation kneel. If he responds in the service, 
he isalways one sentence behind; if he sings, 
he ignores the choir and the time, if not the 
tune. When the text is announced, he as- 
sumes a look of superior intelligence, which 
as the sermon goes on, subsides into an ex- 
pression of blank indifferance. He carefully 
avoids every indication of interest or atten- 
tion. He is too intent on managing the 
brakes, to go to sleep! 

The Church drag likes to be on the vestry; 
probably because in that position he caa 
get a better hold of the handle that controls 
the machine. In the vestry he never votes 
for anything that he approves, so that he 
may be able to say, if it fails, that he never 
voted for it; that puts the responsibility on 
those who did. He never fails to oppose, 
what he disapproves, and that is nearly ev- 
erything. He is especially hostile to meas- 
ures that originate with the rector. He 
seems to consider himself commissioned as 
a censor of that dangerous member,—a kind 
of Tribune of the people, to shield them 
from the oppression of pastoral despotism. 

We have spoken of the Church drag in 
the masculine gender. If repcrt is to be 
trusted, there are several of the feminine 
sort, that are not to be despised. It is said 
that a child, by touching the key that con- 
nected the electric wires, blew up Hell-gate 
with nitro-glycerine. We have seen some 
parishes go to pieces about as suddenly; and 
it was a woman that touched the key! 

We leave the subject here, however, with- 
out pretending to exhaust it. It is a serious 
subject, and hardly admits of playful hand- 
ling. The Church is rousing herself to go 
forward, and is shaking the dust from her 
chariot wheels. The way is steep and rug- 
ged; the pass is thronged with enemies, 
and every soldier should put his shoulder to 
the wheel instead of locking fast with the 


iron chains of prejudice and , suspicion. 
Spite of all hindrance of friends and opposi- 
tion of enemies, she moves, and the line of 
battle is extending along the mountain 
side.—Living Church. x

—& CHORAL + SERVICE, 2

“The service began. I cannot tell you 
how much I was affeeted; I had never had 
such of worship, and I never shall have such 
another view, until I gain the gate. I am 
so ignorant of the Church service (this is his 
language, meaning the Episcopal Church; 
that choral service must have affected him 
very much indeed;) that I cannot tell the 
various parts by their right names, but the 
portions which most affected me were the 
prayers and responses which the choirsang. 
I had never heard any portion of a suppli- 
cation—a direct prayer—sung by a choir, 
and it seemed as though I heard, not with 
my ears, but my soul. I was dissolved—my 
whole being seemed to me like an incense 
waited gratefully towards Ged. My soul! 
then didst thou magnify the Lord, and re- 
joice in the God of thy salvation! And 
then came to my mind the many exulta- 
tions of the Psalmns of David, and never be- 
fore were the figures so grand, so noble. 
Throughout the service, and it was an hour 
and a quarter long, whenever an “amen” oc- 
curred, it was given by the choir accompa- 
nied by the organ and congregation. Oh, 
that swell and solemn cadence yet rings in 
my ear. Not once, not a single time, did it 
occur in that service, from beginning to end, 
without bringing tears to my eyes. I never 
knew, I never dreamed before, of what 
heart there was in the word Amen. Every 
time it swelled forth and died away solemn- 
ly, not my mind, but my whole being said, 
Saviour, so let it be!”

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-e THE + CHURCH. 3- 


The Rev. James C. Richmond, “a burning 
and a shining light” in his day, said in a 
lecture on “The Church”: 

“My friends, why is it that we do not all 
belong to one Church? Why do we have 
different names, ete. Let us try. to answer 
the questions. Let us go around to all the 
churches in this city and try to find out what 
separates them. Let us begin in the north 
part of our city, the stone church, St. John’s 
Church as we call it. Here stands a beney- 
olent looking man at the door. ‘My friend, 
what is this building for?’ ‘This, sir, is a 
place where the Christian religion is taught.’ 
‘But’, we ask, ‘what do you teach for the 
Christian religion?’ ‘Go in, sir, and you 
will learn? We enter, listen: ‘I believe in 
God the Father Almighty Maker of heaven 
and earth, and in Jesus Christ, ete., etc.’ Well 


my friends, that sounds well. Let us come 
down town and stop at the plain wooden 
building. ‘What do you teach here, my 
friend?’ ‘We teach the Christian religion.’ 
‘Why, that is what they teach up at the 
stone church; why don’t you unite with 
them?’ ‘Oh, we don’t believe in water bap- 
tism, we don't believe in eternal ordinan- 
ces, in a rezular ministry, etc.’ ‘Ah, I see; 
they say up at the old stone church, ‘I be- 
lieve.’ You say, ‘I don’t believe? Let us 
come down town and stop at the big church 
with the high steeple. ‘My friend, what is 
this great building for; whatdo you do in 
here?’ ‘We teach the Christian religion,’ 
‘Why, that is what they do upat the old 
stone church. Why don’t you go up there 
and unite with them?’ ‘Oh, we don't believe - 
in infant baptism; we don’t believe that any 
baptism is valid except by immersion.’ ‘Ah, 
Isee! They say up there, ‘I believe,’ but 
you say, ‘I don’t believe,’ We come to the 
next church. ‘What do you do here, my 
friend?’ ‘We teach the Christian religion.’ 
‘Why don’t you go up there to the old stone 
church? that is what they do up there.’ ‘Oh, 
we don’t believe in the Divinity of Christ.’ 
‘Ah, I see; they say, ‘I believe,’ you say, ‘I 
don’t believe.’” So he passed from church 
to church and summed up by saying, “The 
difference between the Church and other 
Christian bodies is only this: the Church 
says, I believe; the others say, I deny. Ev-. 
ery denomination of Christians is founded 
upon the denial of some one or more articles 
of belief which the Church of Christ has al- 
ways held and valued. 


— >; 
Should Tired People Go to Church.: 


Many of those who stay at home all day ` 
Sunday because they are tired, make a great 
mistake; they are much more weary on 
Sunday night than they would have been 
had they gone to Church at least once; as 
the time must often drag heavily on Sunday 
for the lack of something to do and to think 
about; and the consciousness of having 


spent the day unprofitably must sometimes 
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add mental dissatisfaction to languor that 
follows idleness. 

Morever, these tired people would often 
find refreshment for their minds and their 
hearts in the quiet services of the Church. 
They would secure by means of them a 
change of mental atmosphere, and the sug- 
gestion of thought and motives and senti- 
ments which are out of the range of their 
work, For a hard-working mechanic or 
salesman, or house-keeper, this diversion of 
the thought to other than the customary 
themes might be the most restful way of 
spending a portion of the day of rest. 

We happen to know of several cases in 
which this prescription has been used with 
excellent results. Those who wanted to 
stay at home because they were too tied to 
to go on Sunday to Church, have been in- 
duced to try the experiment of seeking rest 
for their souls as well as their bodies, in the 
Church on Sunday; and they testify that 
they have found what they sorght; that 
the observance has proved a refreshment 
rather than a weariness, and that their Sun- 
days never gave them so much good rest 
when they staid at home, as they have giv- 
en them since they formed the habit of 
Church-going.

The Presbyterian Assembly has put itself 
on record in favor of kneeling in prayer.

—& A Good Parish Enactment, 3— 


Asmall parish in a western diocese having 
had its harmony sadly marred by the com- 
plaints of two or three dissatisfied parish- 
ioners against the existing administration, 
a Parish Meeting was called, which, after 
passing a vote unanimously sustaining the 
Rector, adopted the following resolutions 
without a dissent. If every parishin the 
land would adopt a similar canon and obey 
it, parochial disturbances and ministerial 
changes would be the rare exception, in- 
stead of, as now, the general. rule. 


Resovled, That as representatives of—— 
Parish,——, charged with the duty of pro- 
moting, in ev ery “practicable way, its highest 
interests, we desire to place on record our 
hearty. disapproval of a practice which is 
sometimes the cause of much parochial dis- 
turbance—namely, the practice of making 
complaints against the Rector’s conduct on 
of parishioners, not to him but to one anoth- 
er; thus wounding his feelings, marring his 
influence, and stirring up strife, prejudice 
and discontent. 


Resolved, That if parishioners feel them- 
selves aggrieved by any thing which the 
Rector has said or done, or left undone, it is 
their bounden duty to go first, and at once, 
to him, and make afrank and friendly state- 
nient of their grievance; and when he has 
refused to make explanation or ro give sat- 
isfaction, there will be time enough (if duty 
requires it) to make complaint in other 
quarters, 


Resolved, That, in our opinion, if this 
course were always honestly pursued, it 
would prevent a large proportion of those 
disagreements which too often soil the pur- 
ity of private Christian character, mar the 
peace of the Church and hinder its growth; 
and we hereby pledge ourselves to our Rec- 
tor and to bachi other, that we will conscien- 
tiously pursue this course, if emergencies de- 
manding it should ever arise.

Hence, the question arises— Upon 
what was the Church founded ? ` 
The reply of large numbers to this.

ment,” This is usually the reply of 
members of the Presbyterian, Bap 
tist, Methodist, and other religious 
societies. There is scarcely a Prot 
estant in this country outside of the 
Episcopal Church, who will not give 
this answer to this question, if it be 


| is thought to be best, 


| Church, 


It is owing to this very general be- 
lief, that there are among the Prot- 
estant Christians of this country so 
many different organizations and 


| forms of Church government, and so 


many different creeds, or beliefs. We 


are told that the Church was founded - 


upon the New Testament; that no 
definite creed and no precise form of 
Church government are laid down in 
the New Testament; and that, there- 
fore, each and every religious body 
is free to form its own creed, and 
adopt that form of government which 
Consequently, 
we find in existence numerous relig- 
ious bodies, with different- forms of 
Church government and different 
systems of doctrines, all professing to 
be derived from, and founded upon 
the New. Testament. The result is 
discord where there should be con- 


| cord, and disunity where there should 


be unity. 

Now, is it true that the Church 
was founded upon the New Testa- 
ment’ Let us see? ‘ 

It is evident that if the Church was 
founded upon the New Testament, 
the New Testament must have ex: 
isted before the existence of the 
Was such the fact? All 
Biblical students admit, that the first 
Epistie to the Thessalonians was the 
first written of all the books of the 
New Testament, and that this Epis- 
tle was written not earlier than the 
year 52. All the other books of the 
New Testament were written arter 
this date. and the book of Revelation 


| about the year 95.. But the Church 


was organized and began to exist in, 
the year 33. Hence,the Church was 


| in existence at least nineteen years 


before any portion of the New Test- 
ament was written, and sixty two 
years before it was completed. Con- 
sequently, the Church was in exist- 
ence and numbered its members by 
thousands many years,before the 


New Testament existed, and there- 
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fore, itis impossible for the Church 


to have been founded upon the New 


Testament; in the order of time, the 
Church, and not the New Testament, 
was first. 

This important historical fact 
should always be remembered, and not 
only remembered, but taught.

When Jesus said to 
St. Peter, as recorded in St. Matthew, 
xvi: 18,—‘“And I say also unto thee, 
That thou art Peter, and upon this rock 
I will build my Church,—it is plain 
that it was not then established. 
The Church of God at that time was 
the Jewish Church. Of the Jewish | 
Church were Jesus and the Apostles 
members; and to her rites and cere- | 
monies did they conform. | 
_ Again, when we read in the second | 
chapter of the Acts of the Apostles, | 
—And the Lord added to the Church | 
daily such as should be saved,”—it is 
plain that the Christian Church was | 
established? Hence, it is evident that | 
the Christian Church was established | 
at some time between these two dates. j 
- But these dates, according to the | 
cüronology given in the Bible, are a- | 
bout one year apart. Can we come | 
any nearer to the time? ` | 
As both the Jewish and the Christ- 

ian Churchs are the Church of God, | 
and as the latter was to be a contin- 
uation of the former, with larger priv- 
ileges and blessings, it follows that |

Hence, it is altogether probable that 
the Christian Churéh was established 
during the forty days that elapsed 
between the Resurrection and the As-

This conclusion is confirmed, not 
only by the fact that the sacrament 
of Baptism, which is the sacrament il ee 
of admission into the Christian haa 


period, but also by the facts, that 
during that time the Apostles were | 
ordained to succeed Christ as His 
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earthlyrepresentativesin the Church, | 
and that during these forty days He | 


spoke to them of the things pertain- 
ing to the kingdom of God.

And since the 
Church has existed for more than 
eighteen hundred years, Christ must 
have had ambassadors on earth dur- 
ing allthis time. In fact,since Christ | 
is the great Head of the Church, 
must not the ministry also have orig- | 
inated with Him? | 
That it did, is the belief of the | 
Church. The Christian ministry be- 
gan with the Apostles, and it has | 
been continued by successive ordina- | 
tions to the present time. Whether | 
this ministry has been perpetuated | 
in three orders, or two orders, or one | 
order, all except Congregationalists | 
hold that it originated with Christ. | 
Even Congregationalism teaches that | 
Christ ordained the Apostles. What | 
it denies, is that the power of ordi- | 
nation was vested in the Apostles, | 
It holds that Christ vested the or- | 
daining power in the laity, and that 
all the Apostles ever did was to con- | 
firm the appointments or ordinations 
of the laity. All other denomina- 
tions bold that Christ vested the | 
power of ordination in that ministry | 
whom He appointed, and that it has | 
been continued by successive minis- | 
terial ordinations to the present time, | 
On this point there is no difference 
between Episcopalians and Presby- 
teriaus, That wherein they differ, | 
is whether the succession has been | 
continued in the order of Bishops, or | 
or in the order of Presbyters. | 
Concerning the appointment of | 
ambassadors for Christ, there are, | 
therefore, three doctrines. There | 


is, first, the Episcopal, which holds 
that Christ vested the ordaining | 
power in the order of Apostles or | 
Bishops, and that it has through | 


them come down to the present time. | 


There is, second, the Presbyterian, 
which holds that Christ vested the 
ordaining power in the order of Pres- 
byters, and that it has been perpetu- 
ated through them. There is, third, 
the Congregational, which holds that 
Christ vested the ordaining power in 
the laity. All three appeal to the 
Scriptures and ancient Church testi- 
mony in support of their views. An 
examination of these will, therefore, 
be next in order.—Rev. G. W. South- 
well.

Some think the 
“certain poor widow” that: “ threw 
in two mites, which make a farthing,” 
was Alexander's widow; but that 
can’t be, for “she cast in all that she 
had, even all her living.” Many, in 
giving a penny, call it the “ widow s 
mite,” when it is not the thousandth 
part of their “all.” The real Mrs. 
Alexander gives the “ farthing” out 
of her “ abundance,” and but seldom 
looksup. Those who give the cent 
when not able to give more, may 
well look up, for they shall receive a 
reward. Such pennies count as jew- 
els in the Savior’s book of remem- 


brance. A mystery it is how the 
Alexanders manage to choke the 
voice of conscience, so that after 
drinking all the week from the 
streams whence “all blessings flow,” 
on Sunday they can lay on God’s 
Altar as a thank offering the small-

By Whom are Ambassadors - 
Appointed.—No. 6. 


Having, in a previous _ article, 
shown what is meant by an Ambas- 


-sador, the next. point to be consid- | 


ered is the manner of appointment 
to the office: This is necessary in 
order that we may know the Author- 
ity by which Ambassadors act. If 


men appoint themselves. to this. of- | 


fice, or are appointed by those who | 
have no authority to appoint them, 
we have great reason to doubt their 
_ being true and lawful Ambassadors. 

Now, reason and observation both 
assure us, that only those are lawful 
‘ambassadors who are appointed by 


the powers they represent. For in- 


stance, suppose the Emperor of Rus ` 


sia wishes to be represented by an 
Ambassador at. Washington, it is 
plain. that no one can be that Am- 
bassador, except -him whom the Rus- 
-sian Emperor appoints. The Em- 
peror appoints the Ambassador and 


gives him his credentials. »He may. 


select a: citizen of Russia, or a’ citi- 


zen of England, or a citizen of this. 


country. .He may appoint: whom he 


` pleases, yet. the appointment: to be 


~ valid: must come from him either di- 
rectly or indirectly ; if he does not 


| make the appointment himself, it 


must be made by his prime ministers, 
or someone whom he authorizes to 
make the appointment. . 

The person so appointed'is received 
by the President at Washington as 
the duly accredited Ambassador of: 
Russia to this country. The Prosi- 
dent would have no right to receive 
any other Any person appointed 
by any body.of men, or by any man, ` 


or power, other than the Court of 


Russia, and presenting himself at 
Washington as the Ambassador of 
Russia, would be at once rejected by 
the President.as an impostor Were 


| the English Court to appoint and 
‘send a man to Washington, as the 
| Ambassador of the Russian Emperor, — 

and with uo credentials: or commis- - 


sion other than that given by the 
English Court, he would be at once 
rejected. Or, were the people of this 
country, in convention assembled, to 
appoint one of their own number to 
be the Ambassador of the Russian 
Emperor to this country, he, too, ne 
would be at once rejected.. In either 
case, persons claiming to be Russian _ 
Ambassadors, would not-only be re- 

jected at Washington, but they would” 


also be rejected by the Russian Em- 


peror himself. Not being appointed 
‘by him, he would give them: no re- 
cognition. He would brand them as 
impostors, and take no notice Onn on 
whatever, 

Equally as futile would be ‘the 
claims of any one who should appoint: 
himself to the” office. He might — 
think himself to be exactly adapted © 
for the position. of an Ambassador; — 
he might think.he had: the neces: — 


“sary experience and qualifications: 
he might represent that he felt pe: 
culiarly impressed to enter upon the 
work; none of these claims would 
make him an Ambassador of the 
_ Russian Court, or entitle him to any 
recognition whatever, 
It is evident, therefore, that none 
are lawful Ambassadors,except those 
duly appointed by the powers they 
© represent. Theirauthority can come 


onfy from the rulers whom they |

Many persons have an idea that 
they are free from religious duties 
until they agree to be bound by them. 
They think that attendance upon 
worship, the support of the Church, 
the avoidance of unprofitable amuse- 
ments, and the maintenance of high 
Christian character may be binding 
upon the acknowledged Christian. 
but they do not appiy to the irrelig- 
ious man, especially the avowed 

sceptic, 

But moral obligation is not created 
by contract, nor does it depend upon 
belief. It requires no contract to 
bring a man within the range of 
God’s physical laws. Disregard of 
the laws of health is punished, irre 

spective of the ignorance or disbelief 
of him who disregards them Strych | 
_ nine would kill, even though the vic- 
tim did not believe in the power of 
poison or the fact of death; and so 
of the civil laws It requires no 
contract to obligate a man to obey 
the laws of the State. He may be 
ignorant of those laws; he may re- 
fuse to obey them; he may deny 
their existence ; yet they bind him, 
and for their violation he is justly 
punished. And so of the moral laws: 


jt requires no contract to bring man 
under their authority. By the very 
nature of his being he is under their 
authority. js 

There can be no evasion of the 
laws by which God carries on his 
moral government. They must be 
obeyed or disobeyed. Among those 
Jaws are the duties pertaining to the 
Church of Christ. That Church is 
a most important part of that moral 
government. Indeed, it is, on earth, 
the very embodiment of that moral 
government. It is the duty of every 
one to whom that Church is present- 
ed, to enter it, to sustain it, and to be 
conformed in conduct and -character 
to its teachings Each one of these 
duties is binding; and the non per- 
formance of the first—that of enier- 
ing the Chureu—by no means les- 
sens the obligations of others; nor ` 
does disregard of them all either 
change their nature or diminish their 
force. The Divine law which lays, 


| these duties upon every one, is an 


eternal fact; and neither its exist- 
ence nor its power is in any way af- 
fected by men’s belief concerning it.

tolic times or the Church of the first 
centuries. It must possess a duly 
commissioned ministry, of Apostolic 
origin. It must hold the “faith once 
delivered to the saints”. 

Does any church fail in these 


marks, then though it may be great 
in numbers, powerful in influence 
and rich in good works it is not the 
Church we are looking for. -It is not 
a God-appointed custodian of ‘souls, 
and no man-devised and ordered 
church can be. 

‘Does the Episcopal Church bear 
these marks? Our answer is, apply 
to it the test of an honest judgment; 
try it by facts and history; and we, 
are willing to abide by the result. 
If it cannot bear the trial the sooner 

‘it falls the better. ` 
Our desire is to rest in the Church 
of Christ. One, Catholic, and Apos- 
tolic. If we have not found it, we 
will seek elsewhere until we do, for 
it may be found.—Trinity Pottsville 
Monthly.

THE GIFT OF PENTECOST. 


If there is any one subject about 
which the Christian minister should 
speak with the most diffident and de- 
liberate caution, it is the subject of 
spiritual influence—the work of the 
Holy Ghost in the hearts and lives 
of men. What the Scriptures teach 
and what the Church has always 
maintained may be briefly stated, 
without much danger of mistake, as 
follows: That the Holy Ghost is the 
Author and Giver of life; That all 
holy desires and good cueing and 
just works, in the hearts and lives of 
men, proceed from Him; That He 
came down visibly and wiradat 
from heaven, upon the Apostles on 
the day of Pentecost—not only to 
qualify them for the discharge of all 
the duties of their office, but to attest 
the reality of the Saviour’s exaltation 
and power ; and to assure the Church 
and the world by the most incontes- 
tible proof, that He is present, in the 
Church, and in every office and min- 
istration of the same, as the Comfor- 
ter and Sanctifier of His people, and 
as the Omnipotent and Omnipresent 
God, to change convert, transform, 
regenerate, and save the world. But 
that His miraculous influences and 
extraordinary gifts and attestations 
have not necessarily ceased, and that 
His true and genuine operations upon 
the soul can only now be ascertained 
by the scriptural fruits of holy living; 
not by fancies or inward impressions, 
or by flights of feeling and imagina- 
tion, but by the scriptural fruits of of 
living.

and irreverent. Who told the Rev., | 
Dr. Somebody that the Judge of the | 
quick and the dead does not care 
what men think about baptism? On 
what authority does this glib preach- 
er set aside with one wave of his | 
hand the words’of Scripture? Jesus 
Christ will be the Judge of quick and 
dead; nothing is more certain than 


—— 


that. He does care about what 
“church” they belong to He came 
to set up a kingdom. He sent out 
the seventy to announce it. He 
commissioned a ministry.to go every- 
where, preaching, teaching, baptiz- 


ing—that is receiving men into that - 


kingdom—said expressly, “He that 
believeth. and is baptized shall be 
saved” When men said to the 
Apostles, “What shall we do?” they 


said: “Repent and be baptized” 


Yet preachers and papers presume 
to tell men that “in the great day of 
account the judge of quick and dead 
will not ask men what they thought 
about baptism, or to what- church 
they belonged”. The impression in- 
tended is that these are matters of 
no importance; that the Saviour 
does does not care what we think as 


to these things He does care. 
Why should He have said all that 
He did about the Kingdom of God, 
if it be of no importance? Why have 
enjoined baptism, if it be that about 
which it does not matter what we 
think? In che future as in the past, 
rash and irreverent men will, no 
doubt, presume to know what God 
thinks and what He will do. Still, it 
might be supposed that they would

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SYSTEM IN GIVING. 


The greatest enemy that giving 
for religious purposes has is irregu- 
larity, want of system. It is not so 
in other things of a kindred nature. | 
A man truly religious is regular in’ 
his prayers. He has set times for 
prayer. It may be morning and | 
evening; but in any case it is regu 


lar.. Sometimes he finds occasion for | 


extra prayers. When death hover, 
near his loved ones; when danger 


threatens; when depression attacks | 
him, he offers special prayers, but | 


these are over and above his regular | 
system of devotions. He honors God | 
with his prayers, but he does it sys- 
tematically. It has at any rate a| 


foundation in system; if the system | 
is broken in upon it is usually for | 
the purpose of extension. He wishes | 
to give sometimes an occasional ad- 
dition to his systematic rule. 

In the same way should a rule be 
laid down for the guidance of a man 
giving for religious purposes. It | 
should be systematic’ “Honor the. 
Lord with the first fruits of thine in- 
crease.” What is a man’s increase? | 
Surely it is his income. Whatever 
comes in to him in return for his la- 
bor is his increase. In the ease of | 
him who has a fixed salary the in- | 
crease is readily known. At the end | 
of every week, month or quarter he | 
gets it, and the golden rule of Sys. | 
tematic giving is to honor the Lord 
with the first fruits of every check | 


received, of every week or month's | 1 


pay or quarter’s salary that comes | 


into his hands. He should never | 
take the whole of anything that he | 


gets He should consider that part 


of it belongs to God. Of the Jews, 
God demanded the one tenth of their 
increase, and even before Moses, 
Jacob promised to return to God one 
tenth of his income. The law of 
tithes was not, therefore, strictly a 
Mosaic Law. Has this law ever 
been repealed? If so, when and by 
whom? Has it ceased to be binding? 
If so. when did it cease, and by 
whose command? But however 
small the fraction one may choose to 
give to God out of his income for the 
work of His Church, still he should 
make it. He should honor the Lord 
with the first fruits of his increase. 
He should put away a little for God’s 
cause of everything that comes into 
his hands. By this means he would 
not only be always receiving, but he 
would be always giving. He would 
at least always be collecting material 
for giving. A man is never really 
happy in his giving till he realizes 
that so long as he acknowledges 
that there is a God over him, and 
that the work of that God on earth 


| depends, to a great extent, upon his 


exertions and those of his fellow 
creatures, he has no right to take 


H 
| anything without reserving some 


portion of it (however small) for 
Him. We should sanctify our means 
by honoring God with them.—

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OUR PARISH INVALIDS. 


I have belonging to my parish, 
say about four hundred souls. Of 
these, about one hundred are child- 


ren; and supposing that fifty adult | 


persons are detained at home, this 
would leave about two hundred and 
fifly pessons who ought to be in reg- 
ular attendance upon the Sunday 
service; bnt on the contrary, seven- 
ty-five is regarded as a large attend- 


ance. We seldom have more than | 


fifty present. So, here are from one 
hnndred and seventy-five to two 
hundred persons absenting them- 
selves from church. And what is 
the cause? Why, I meet one and 
another of the absentees during the 
week, and ask why I missed them. 
The answer ithe same in all cases ; 
they were not feeling very well But 
when there comes an unpleasant 
Sunday, then the number of invalids 
is greatly increased, and on very bad 
days my congregation numbers not 


over a dozen; and of course I must | 
be content, for I cannot expect those | 
in feeble health to expose themselves | 


in inclement weather, 


about the valetudinarians of this 
parish. I goto their place of busi- 


they almost invariably answer, “very 
well, I thank you, sir.” And if some- 
times they tell me they are not feel- 


ing very well, this does not keep | 


them from their place of business- 
Even on rainy days it is the same ; 


and, what is more, I often meet on | 


such days ladies whose health never 


permits them to leave home on in- 
clement Sundays, picking their way 
through mud and wet, I tremble 


for the consequences, and expecting 
certainly to be sent for, with a mes- 
sage saying, that “ Mrs. So-and.so, 


| who has been in feeble health for 


some time, imprudently ventured 
out on an unpleasant day, and is not 
expected to live;” but no such mes- 
Sage comes. I never hear of our 
ladies being not very well until the 
next Sunday. 

But perhaps these are only cases 
of Sunday sickness. This is entirely 
a mistake. I have services in the 
church once during the week, and 
then my congregation is very much 
smaller than on the Lord’s Day ; 
and if it rains, nobody comes. I 
have a theory that the locality of 
the church has something to do with 


| this matter, for we have in E Pluri- 
bus Hall, in our town, frequent pub- 


lic lectures and exhibitions on week- 
days and as sure as I go there, so 
sure am I to find all my invalids 


| present, and apparently enjoying

Now I frequently 
drop in at his office during business 
hours, and I find him as frequently

SUNDAY’S 
DUTIES AND FANCIES. 


We lately read, in the Saturday’s 
issue of a western daily paper, 
words to this effect: “To morrow is 
Sunday, and we can take an extra 
morning nap, and spend the day as 
our fancy dictates.” Here in a brief 
item is given the ‘thought that rep- 
resents the shocking abuse of Sunday 
in American towns and cities. We 
work all the week faithfully to sat- 
isfy and please our employers—we 
give them full days and extra hours, 
and attend carefully to business, and 
so we should. It is a duty we owe 
to those to whom we engage our 
services and time. But when Sun- 
day comes, “do as you please,” no 
duties then. No God who sustains 

life and health to worship. No Sav- 
iour who loves us to be praised. No 
Divine Being to be obeyed. The 
‘day appointed for duties to God, 
thoughts of God, and the worship of 


God made a day to do as fancy dic- 
tates. In one word, the abuse of 
Sunday by using it for other than 
its proper purposes, shuts God out of 
a human life. Duty to God ignored, 
or laid aside for our own pleasure, 
leaves us in this world servants of 
toil, with no heavenly rest, Doing 
as we please on Sunday means that 
we recognize human duties, but none 
Divine; and yet the jirst four (not 
the last four) of the ten command- 
ments tell our duty to God, and the 
other six our duty to man. Our 
Saviour also interpreted these ten 
commandments when He said: “This 
is the first and great commandment: 
Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with ‘all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind. The 
second is like unto it: Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself” Duty 
to God is placed first; duty to man, 
second. Have we not reversed the 
order, man first, God second, or what 
follows naturally—man first, self sec- ` 
ond, God nowhere in our life? 

This is a question for the serious 
consideration of those who use Sun- 
day as fancy pleases rather than as 
God directs,

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The words Bishop and Episcopacy 
have a definite and precise meaning | 
in ecclesiastical nomenclature, set- 
tled by immemorial usage. They 

“are applied to an order of the Christ- 
ian“ministry, and that order is one 
handed. down from the first. This 
order was once instituted, and only 
once; if lost, it could never, except 
by miraculous intervention, be re- 
placed. Such has ever been the ac-@ 
cepted theory of the Church. Such, 
in any event, has been her practice. 
The Church has known no such | 
thing as an indigenous or self-pro- | 
‘duced ministry, any more than na- | 
ture knows anything of spontaneous 
or self:produced life. This is just | 
~ what is meant by “Apostolic Succes- 
sion,” nothing more nor less, and it | 
is as much a fact as is that other | 
succession of human life handed 
down from father to son. ‘There is 
no organized life without it. The | 
name may be borrowed, but the 
thing cannot be. A bishop is a 
bishop; and nothing else is. Such | 
we take to be one of the radical | 
principles of the Church’s theory. 
The election of six additional “bish- 
ops”, or, as they used to call them, | 
general superintendents, by the re- | 
cent Methodist General Conference | 
could not help calling to mind the 
- letter Mr. Wesley wrote to Asbury, | 
one hundred years ago, September

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CHURCH ROBES. 


Some reasons for robes in divine 
‘service may be given as follows: 


First—We dress to show respect. 


to our company. We would not like 
to rush out of the shop or wash-tub 
into the presence of any decent 
neighbor, much less‘a potent earthly 
ruler. Why then, if we really be- 
‘lieve in His special communion with 
us at set times, should not the clergy 
rejoice to cover their often unsightly 
clothes with that pure white which 
typifies the righteousness of those 
who by faith are in Christ Jesus? 


- Secondly—The robe suggests the 
purpose for which we assemble, wor-. 


ship, and not fashion (or the reverse 
of it), as the clergyman’ s purse, taste 
or whims might dictate. 
-Thirdly—God gave the Aaronic 
priesthood their robes on Sinai, copy- 
ing them from those of the grand 
Prayer Book service of heaven (see 
Isaiah and Revelation). Robes are 
not Jewish, then, strictly, but divine. 


They point forward to the vast 
“white clad company whom no man | 


can number’, to the true temple, of 
which that of the wilderness was but 
a copy. If robes are necessary to 
cover the unsightliness of the angels 
in themselves (see Rev. vii), it ar- 
gues a presumptuous spirit for a 
man to say any dress (or none) is 
good enough for divine worship.

LEY us remember that hot weather is not a very satisfactory excuse 
for negle@ting God’s worship. When we read in the Gospel that a man 
refused to do his duty because he had bought a yoke of oxen and wanted 
to prove them, and that another had bought a farm and must needs go 
and see it, we say, ‘‘What frivolous excuses,” and we never think how 
much more frivolous it is to neglect the same duty because the weather is 
warm. a 

Tue Committee appointed by the Diocesan Convention to make ar- 
rangements for the celebration of the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of the 
Consecration of the Right Rev. O. W. Whitaker, D. D., have asked the 
clergy and congregations of the Diocese to contribute $6000 as a token of 
their affection and regard for him as their Bishop. The amount obtained 
will be expended in the endowment of a Scholarship in the Philadelphia 
Divinity School, or in some other manner which will be agreeable to the 
Bishop.

very aptly replies: “It is a matter to which we have not given particular 
attention, but we are able to say that ample room is provided for 850 
kneelings. Our aim has not been so much to crowd the greatest number 
of people into the smallest possible space as to give every worshipper an 
opportunity to bend his £zees in prayer rather than his spine.” 
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THERE are too many people in the Church who cannot be religious 


in cloudy weather. 
DIVINE WORSHIP. 


Divine worship is made up of two elements, praise and prayer. Outside of these 
there is a third element, instruction, edification, which is usually included in the idea 
of the public service of Almighty God, but which, strictly speaking, is not directly 
worship at all, f : 

_ Thus, then, it appears there are three elements which make up usually the com- 
posite services of the Church, which we call the public worship of God,, viz: 

1. Prayer. 2. Praise. 3. Instruction or edification, in Bible lessons, catechism, 
or sermon, or lecture. 

Now, the stranger in Church finds the congregation assuming different postures 
from time to time, standing, sitting, kneeling, and he is perplexed, and asks: “ What 
am I to do? How am I to know when I am to stand, or sit, or kneel? These changes 
seem arbitrary and conventional, and I suppose I must learn them, as one acquires a 
language, by imitation and by practice.” 

This is a grave mistake. These postures are not conventional. They are the 
outward, bodily expression of what is simply right and fit and proper. The statement 
of the case will be enough. Saat 

Would one enter a house and address the master or mistress sitting? Would he 
not stand? Would a committee appointed to wait upon a mayor ofa city, a judge of a 
court, or a governor of a State, enter his presence and sit while they presented their 
address? Onward still, Would one or many gain access to the chief ruler of a land, 
and when they were before him, sit down? Would persons having some urgent re- 
quest to make, some great favor to seek from an carthly sovereign, come before him 
and sit down? Nature responds in every one of these ¢ : ‘No.’ Decency says 

No.” What, then, are we to answer when these suppositions are made in reference 
to the King of kings, the Almighty, Omniséient, Omnipresent, Infinite God ? 

Well, then, all the stranger has to do is to ask to whom is this part of the service 
addressed, is it to God or man? On his answer to this question his posture will to 
some extent be determined. If it be to God he cannot sit, that posture would be dis- 
respectful to his fellow-men ; unless necessity compels, it would be impious towards 
God. He is forced, then, to the alternative that he must cither stand or kneel, for 
these are the only reverent postures for us to assume when addressing God. Which, 
then, shall he do, stand or kneel? This question is met and answered by these prin- 
ciples, viz.: 4 
: 1. The normal general position when offering prayer is kneeling; the exceptional 
is standing, never sitting. ; ‘ 

; 2. The normal general position when offering praise is standing; the exceptional 
is kneeling, never sitting. i 

There remain the parts of the service devoted to instruction or edification. Here 
we either stand or sit; stand at the beginning of the service, or in other formal specific 
exhortation as in the Communion office, as a mark of respect to the authority which 
addresses us and calls us to repentance, or a sense of gratitude ; and when listening to 
the solemn recitation of the Gospel in the celebration of the Holy Eucharist. At 
other times we sit, as during the reading of the lessons or the delivery of sermons. 

The results, then, which we reach, are briefly these : y : 

1. In the portions of the service addressed to God we must never sit; we must 
either kneel or stand. 

2. In prayer we usually kneel, occasionally stand, never sit. 

3. In praise we usually stand, occasionally kneel, never sit. 

4. When solemnly addressed, as at the beginnsng of Morning Prayer, or in the 
exhortation in the office for the Holy Communion, and when listening to the Holy 
Gospel, we stand. 2 

5. At other times when addressed we sit. 

If ever there was an irreverent age, surely this is the age. The worship of the 
body is required by the second Commandment, and its refusal is threatened with pun- 
ishment to the third and-fourth generation. A bad example is an evil thing, and the 
refusal of outward bodily homage to God is an awful impiety, and not only invokes 
Jehovah’s curse on ourselves, but also injures our children and children’s children by 
the contagion of an evil example.—-Bisirop SEYMOUR. :

THE INVINCIBLE SCRIPTURES. 

This age of ours is criticising very severely the utterances of the Divine Record. The 
task is again being undertaken, that has failed again and again in the early ages of 
Christian truth, to destroy its harmony, and deny its Divine inspiration, that it may 
no longer be the guide of men, or speak with authority, as no other book speaks, to 
the soul. Critics suppose that the finding of mistakes or inaccuracies will prove that 
it is not the Word of God. They think that if they can point out that some of its 
pages are mere tradition, or Jewish fables, that they can destroy confidence in its 
utterances, And, still further, they suppose that if they can show that some deeds 
were committed by the nation of the Jews that are contrary to our ideas of God, and 
what would occur under a Divine government, that all thinking men will throw their 
Bibles into rubbish heaps, or store them on the upper library shelves to be looked at, 
perhaps, as curiosities, but discarded as the law of their life. All this may sound very 
plausible to the ear of a critic, and may commend itself to the mind of one who has 
listened with credulity to the voices that cry Liberty, and tell us that the Bible en- 
slaves the human mind, and destroys the human will; but, beloved, believe me with 
a wiser credulity, so long as that Bible contains the ten commandments as the code of

love wrought by the Saviour’s hand ; yes more; so long as it contains its Christ as the 
great centre of all its teachings, and the cross of Christ as the index of Divine love ; 
neyer—no neyer—will it be possible to break the power of the Scriptures; and though 
its covers may become dusty among a careless people, and its pages never read by 
those who are running the mad race after riches, still to the thoughtful inquirer it 
will ever pour forth the treasures of its wisdom; to the afilicted, it will speak words of 
hope; to the discouraged it will give an inspiring thought, and to the sinner it will 
ever offer the salvation his soul so greatly needs. In every circumstance when a 
thoughtful man feels his contact with the great facts of life, if his ear is but attentive, 
he will hear the voice of God, instructing and guiding his anxious mind into channels 
of eternal truth, as he reads the pages of the Bible, which becomes to him the word 
of God.

Loyalty to one’s own parish and com- 
munion should show the wisdom and consistency of idéntification with 
a Choral Society in his and her own Church. We hope this rule will not 
be broken by any of our people.

Our thanks are herein given to Mr. Turner for the gift of two sec- 
tions of iron fence in the front yard, and to Mr. Robert Patterson, of our 
choir, for the labor he bestowed in setting it up. 


WE express our warm appreciation of the action of the Councilmen 
of our ward in having an eledtric light placed last month at the tower 
corner. ‘The light was badly needed, and while it has made it pleasant 
to walk on Collins St. at night, it shows off the beauties of our garden 
and vines. The stranger now loves to pause a moment as he passes the 
church to enjoy the prospect. 


Ir was our sad duty to officiate at the funeral of Emmanuel Rose- 
warne on July 29th. The burial office was said in the church, a large 
number of the choristers rendering the music, Mr. Rosewarne had been 
a devoted parishioner and communicant for several years. He lived a 
godly life and with eternity in view. ‘‘Mark the perfect man, and behold 
the upright, for the end of that man is peace.”’ 

Dirricurties IN Cuurch Worx.—Chureh work, like everything else in this 
world, is attended with certain difficulties, which must be overcome as far as possible, 
before it can be made entirely successful. To know these difficulties is to be on the 
way to their correction. Let us consider some of the greater ones, in connection with 
the work of our parish, as we are entering upon the working year— 

1. It is difficult to make persons feel a personal responsibility for the success of 
any parochial undertaking, and to realize that success depends upon the work being 
done just as any other work is done. Men who are prompt and active in all that per- 


tains to their own affairs, are procrastinating and indifferent in affairs of the Church, . 


seeming to feel that they do not require the same qualities displayed in the workers to 
accomplish what is laid upon them. Women, ever watchful in their domestic affairs, 
do not hesitate to neglect Church work, and be indifferent to the duties connected 
with it. The first difficulty to be overcome, then, is to make Church members feel 
that, if they would make their work successful, and their parish active, they must 
manifest the same zeal, earnestness and promptness in it that they manifect in work 
for themselves. And a realization of this fact will bring with it the kindred convic- 
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tion that each one has a duty in the matter, on the principle that each one must con- 
tribute something to create complete success anywhere. There must be no drones in 
the hive. 

2, Again, it is difficult to find leaders in Church work. A majority of persons 
are ready to work if some one will lead them and tell them what to do; but such 
guides are scarce. Hence, it is always difficult to find chairmen for committees, even 
among those who are willing to work on such committees. Realizing this difficulty, 
earnest workers should endeayor to train themselves for such positions, and be willing 
to undertake the work and do the best they can. Many efficient persons lack only 
self-confidence, and that alone can be acquired by forgetting self in a desire to see the 
work of the Lord prosper. Faith will accomplish wonders here as elsewhere. 

3. Again, it is difficult to induce persons to attend meetings in large numbers, 
and thus the enthusiasm and moral force of numbers are lost. It is, of course, a fact 
that non-attendance does not necessarily argue a lack of interest, for many of the best 
workers seldom attend these gatherings. They argue that they can do nothing to con- 
tribute to the success of a meeting, and that they will not be missed, whereas their 
presence would be an encouragement to others, and their suggestions helpful. One of 
the first things for Church members to do in the way of reformation in this matter, is 
to make it a point to attend meetings of Guilds of which they are members, whether 
they ¢hink they can be of service or not. 

4. Another difficulty to be contended with is the feeling that persons can grad- 
uate in Church work. This is a fatal error. We must work as long as we are able. 
If individuals manifest capability for any particular position, that is the strongest pos- 
sible reason why they should hold it. The law of rotation does not apply there. That 
is God’s particular gift to them, and they must use it in His service. Lack of time is 
no argument for declining such positions, either, for time, as much as anything else, 
belongs to the Lord. This difficulty is one of the greatest met with in the Church. 
Persons so early tire, and are so ready to argue that they have done their ‘‘share,’’ 
which they can only do by continuing in the harness, at the particular work for which 
God has fitted them. 

5. The last difficulty we shall mention is the failure on the part of communi- 
cants to realize that they are “not their own.” They have not the spirit of self-con- 
secration which adorned the life of the Master. They are not as self-forgetful as He 
was, or as ready to say, “Here I am; send me,” when His work is to be done. Trace 
indifference, shirking, every difficulty to its source, and it will be found, more than 
anywhere else, in a lack of that spirit which every true Christian should possess. Dear 
people, when you find yourselves lagging in parish work, look within for the cause, 
and you will find it in lack of devotion to Christ and a lack of real interest in His work.

PAROCHIAL Worxk.—AIl in a parish, who are able, are to do its 
work. ‘The Rector is an ‘“‘ overseer,” or a superintendent, whose duties 
are chiefly defined in the Church’s form and manner of ordination. He 
is a messenger, a watchman, a steward. He is ordained to be a “ godly 
example and pattern for the people to follow.’’ Wherever this is done 
success is the reward, Parochial failures are caused by the error that 
Gods’ ministers are set apart to be the proxies of His people. ‘‘Go work 
in My Vineyard” is a command for every Christian. Ask yourself—What 
am I doing for Christ? Don’t trouble yourself about your feelings, but 
about your failings. Don’t disturb your mind with religious difficulties, 
but seek enlightenment by doing what you can. Try to make someone 
else a Christian and you will learn to rejoice in your own confession of 
Christ. Endeavor to share your Church privileges and they will become 
all the dearer to you. Now is the time to identify yourself with some 
one or more of the Guilds of the parish which exist to do special kinds of 
Church work. Membership and co-operation in these will encourage 
your Rector and help forward the work of Christ, whose servant he is. 


Our Sunday-school needs workers, men as well as women. ‘There 
is a certain strength and dignity given by the presence of male teachers 
which a school cannot have without them. ‘here are certain boys’ 
classes which cannot be maintained without male teachers. ‘I‘hese classes 
are really the most important ones in the school, and yet for the want of 
proper teachers they vanish away. Let the members of the congregation, 
let parents take more interest in the Sunday-school, and it will do its 
work better. The practical head of the largest banking house in this 
city is the most laborious and faithful superintendent of one of our most 
successful schools. If our men had the spirit and appreciated the im- 
portance and the glory of the work, they would not be kept back from it 
by the effort or sacrifice it would require.

Mr. Henry Budd’s Bible Class for married and single women will be 
resumed on the third Sunday afternoon in September, and the Rector’s 
Class for men, at the same time. We hope to see present all the old 
members of both classes, and we would suggest that each of them should 
try to bring a stranger. a 

THERE is one department of parish work in which many parishioners 
fail to co-operate with their Rector, viz.: as teachers in the Sunday- 
School. Three or four teachers are absolutely needed at once. It is 
clearly the duty of some of the parishioners to take a class. Does the way 
lie open for you to undertake one? Then the burden of responsibility is 
already upon you. It is a heavy responsibility, but you do not avoid it 
by refusing to teach. God never yet asked of a soul what it could not 
do. He will give the needed powers. It is a good work which He has 
“prepared for you to walk in.” You will need patience, and the grace 
of perseverance and diligence. You will have blue times, discouraging 
Sundays, when you will think you accomplish nothing, and will be 
tempted to give it all up, but as you.are constant on rainy days as well 
as sunshiny ones, so be faithful through times like these, knowing that 
while you will be held responsible for the conscientious doing of the work 
you have nothing to do with results. God, in His own good time, will 
give the increase, and a rich reward will be yours. He will not forget 
your work and labor of love. Even the giving of a cup of cold water 
shall in no wise lose its reward. How much greater shall be the bless- 
ing of those privileged to lead Christ’s little ones to the sight of His 
blessed face that he may give them drink of the water of life. 


THE Vestry, finding the plans too elaborate, which were kindly 
drawn up by Mr. Walter J. Smith, for an enlarged infant-school room, a 
reading room for St. Andrew’s Brotherhood, and a kitchen, the smallest 
bid requiring more than $3000 to execute them, are obliged reluctantly 
to abandon them for less expensive ones. We are assured that even these 
will necessitate our raising $800 or $900 more than the fund now amounts 
to. Nobody can be more disappointed than ourself over the delay in 
securing these additional accommodations to do our work effectively and 
the revelation that the fund collected for the purpose is largely insufficient. 


Now that summer is gone and the parishioners are at home again, 
two things should follow at once. The first should be a very large in- 
crease in Church attendance, and the second should be a larger increase 
in the offerings at every service.

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Our Parisi Hous ANNEX.—The plans prepared by Mr. T. F. Miller, who was the 
architect of our church;are now being carried out by Mr. Jos. Heaton, the lowest bidder 
to whom the Building Committee awarded the contract. The annex is to be a two- 
story brick structure and will be 30x57 feet. On the first floor there will be an en- 
larged chapel for week-day services, a library for the Sunday-school, a robing room, 
and Women’s Bible Class Room; on the second floor the infant-school room, a reading 
room for young men, anda kitchen. On Sunday afternoons the chapel will be used 
by the Reetor’s Bible Class for Men. The work is to be completed by Dec. Ist, and 
the contract price is $2050 ; but there are many extras which will run the cost up to 
$2500. The Building Fund, as last reported, amounted to $1122. The new subscribers 
are: Mr. Anthony C. Hookey, $10; Mrs. John Farnum, $100; Miss Sally M. Waln, 
$100; Mrs. C. G. Taitt, $20; Mrs. Thomas A. Biddle, $15; Mr. H. G. Talmadge, 31; 
Clara Margerum Talmadge, “to help provide more room for the little children like 
herself,” 10 cents; grand total, $1368.10. It will thus appear that about $1200 more 


` must be raised to pay the cost of the absolutely needed annex. It would give the 


Rector great pleasure and relieve him of much financial anxiety, which has been a 
heavy cross to him for twenty-two years, if he could receive subscriptions of any 
amount the next few weeks from the parishioners or outside friends. What a stimulus 
it would be to renewed activity in the Lord’s vineyard, if the whole cost of the annex 
could be met as soon as the work is finished. 

Ir was our sad duty on the 7th inst. to officiate at the funeral of Mrs. Ann Burns, 
who was one of the charter members of this parish. She had reached her 74th year 
and was always deeply interested in the welfare of this church. She was, too, one of 
its regular attendants and contributors until a few years ago when she lost her sight. 
She was a faithful communicant, a good mother who raised two families of children, a 
sincere friend, a sympathetic neighbor, a worthy member of the societies she was con- 
nected with, and her end was peaceful. Such a life has brought her, through the 
merits of her Saviour Whom she loved, a blissful rest in paradise. Requiescat in pace. 
Her funeral took place from the church, and our choir attended and sang beautifully 
and impressively as they always do on such occasions in the church and at the vault 
where her body was temporarily placed.

When death gets his 
fingers upon his arm there will be no excuse that can postpone righteous judgment. 

Again there are people, —Church people too—who have a great deal of Sunday 
company. Sometimes the guests are persons brought up outside of the Church, at 
other times they are nothing but Sunday pleasure seekers. They do not care whether 
their host and hostess go to Church or not; presumably they would rather they would 
not and of course they would not think of showing them the politeness of accompany- 
ing them to their Church as a mark of appreciation of their hospitality. 

I conceive that no person who pretends to be a Churchman should allow the 
hollow excuse of hospitality to keep him from the higher duty of serving God by 
appearing publicly at the stated services of the Church. If my guests are such as rob 
me of my peace with God and interfere with my discharge of sacred duties, then they 
and I must part company and the less of such guests I have the better, for the Master 


said “Whoso loveth father or mother more than me is not worthy of me,” and if so 
what shall be said of him who allows mere friendship to seperate him from “‘the love 
of Christ which passeth knowledge.” f 

It is certain that the cause of Christ and His Church will not prosper so long as 
professing church people act the part of time-servers and fear to offend the world 
while they calmly ignore and affront God. How are we really different from those 
whom we permit to keep us from Church? | 

Is not our sin the grosser and more flagrant, for we profess Christ and they do 
not? We believe in the assembling of ourselves together, they do not. What must 
the worldly think of us who say we.believe and do not practice? They at least are 
fearless and open in their wrong doing, but what are we? Think of it, Churchman, 
what is your profession worth, what does your religion amount to and what does it 
count for? The very act that openly proclaims your standing with Christ, you forfeit 
for the sake of one who laughs in his sleeves at your inconsistency. —&,. Æ. Gesner,

ANNuAL Festival of the Guilds.—This festival was held on Wednes- 
day evening, Jan. 23, (Dedication week) and was celebrated by a hearty 
service and an eloquent sermon by Bishop Coleman, of Delaware, on the 


text, “ Lord, what wilt Thou have me to do?” ‘The Rector read the 
annual reports of the guilds, and he regrets that, for want of space, he 
can give herein but a brief synopsis of the work of each guild during the 
year. (1) The Sunday-school. Total receipts, $420.71 ; expenditures, 
$392.01; balance, $28.70. (2) The Chancel Guild has 17 members. Total 
receipts, 93.90; expended as follows: For music, $10; vestment closet, 
¢10; Easter decorations,$5; dishes, $20; silver knives, forks and spoons, 
$38.40; total expenditures, $83.40; balance, $10.50. (3) Decoration Guild 
has 34 members. ‘Total receipts, $198.61; expended as follows : Chancel 
extension, $23.78 ; Easter decorations, $33.55; subscription to N. Y. 
Churchman, $3; Thanksgiving Day decorations, $4; flowers on All 
Saint’s Day, $10; plants for church grounds, $32.41; expenses of supper, 
$15; special objects, $30.11; Christmas decorations, $31.84; Parish house 
Annex Fund, $20; total expenditures, $203.69 (4) Vestment Guild has 
15 members. It has made 7 new cottas, repaired a number, and has 
commenced work on several cassocks which it hopes to have ready for 
use at Easter. ‘Total receipts, $73.02. Expended for Academic hats for 
choristers, $6; linen for cottas, $5.83; set of book markers $3; serge and 
linings for cassocks, $25.66; towards rent of piano, $2; for gas and coal, 
$5; total expenditures, $47.49; balance, $25.53. (5) Choir Guild is com- 
posed of the senior choristers—has 13 members. Receipts, $119.79; ex- 
penditures, $107.11; balance, $12.68. (6) Thalia Literary Society has: for 
its object the development of musical and literary taste, and the promo- 
tion of sociability among its members. Its meetings are held on the 2nd 
and 4th Saturday evenings in each month, and a small fee is charged to 
meet its expenses. Receipts, $15; expended, $8 for rent of piano. (7) 
Choral Society has 38 members—meets every Tuesday night for rehearsals. 
Receipts, $72.62. Expended for Director, $25; printing, $4.50; parish 
house annex fund, $15.57; sundries, $1; total expenditures, $46.07; 
balance, $26.55. (8) Gals’ Friendly Society (Senior Branch) has 64 mem- 
bers and 5 associates. Receipts from Conundrum Tea, $33 ; from two 
kindergarten autograph quilts, one of which was presented to St. Chris- 
topher’s Hospital on Thanksgiving Day. Expended: G. F. S. Memorial 
House, $50; coal fund, $5; new chairs, $5; desk, $5; literature, $4; kitchen 
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table, $2.25; balance, $13.16. (9) S4. Andrew's Brotherhood has 19 menm- 
bers and 2 probationers. Receipts, $55.59; expended: for new chairs, 
$10; coal and gas, $3; notice board, $4.25; printing and advertising ser- 
vice, $8.05; for charter, $5; sundries, $24.09; balance $1.24. Some of the 
members have done much visiting among strangersand sick parishioners. 
Others have beautified the exterior of the church. A parishioner has 
donated over 100 standard volumes for the foundation of a library. (10) 
Boys’ Department of St. Andrew's Brotherhood, organized Jan. oth, has 
13 members. Receipts, $2.80; expended, $2. (11) St. Timothy’ s Guild 
for boys under 15 years of age, has 26 members. Receipts, $13.50; ex- 
pended for memorial Litany service book, $11; balance, $2.50. 

After the service the members of the guilds returned to the parish 
house and were sumptuously entertained by the Chancel Guild, the 
Bishop, and the Rev. Messrs. Fulforth, Price and McHenry being among 
the number. The total receipts of all the guilds during the year amounted 
to $1160.15. 


The XII Volume.—With this issue begins the first number of the 


twelfth volume of The Parish Churchman. It has appeared with regu- 
larity every month for eleven successive years, and is therefore an estab- 


lished agency of the parish. It has proven an untold blessing to the wel-. 


fare of the parish, and words of commendation have been uttered on its 
account by parishioners and others. But it would seem that those who 
appreciate, as they say they do, its monthly appearance, would do some- 
thing towards its publication. No subscription has ever been asked to 
support it, but in June last, owing to the depression in business, some 
Kensington merchants who have been our patrons for years, feeling the 
necessity of curtailing their expenses, dropped their ads.” and, as a con- 
sequence, to the loss we believe of much instruction that might have been 
given, the paper had to be reduced from 12 to 8 pages. Since then, we 
have been unable to restore its former size. The Editor, who is the Rec- 
tor, should be spared all financial anxiety in its publication, and parish- 
ioners and friends can prevent it in three ways, namely, give themselves 
something each year towards its support, secure an advertisement or’ more 
from those with whom they deal in business, and purchase from those 
who now advertise in its columns. Advertising in this paper is valuable 
for several reasons: ‘he rates are 50 cents for the small space and $1 for 
the larger per month. ‘The circulation is 500 per month, and distributed 
directly among people who can read and appreciate. It is not thrown into 
doorways and yards, or left on doorsteps; a year’s advertising gives a 
circulation of 6000 copies in monthly issues; twelve times a year an 


“ad.” is handed to 500 people, and we are sure each number is read ~ 


on an average by at least four persons. Members of the congregation 
should advertise their business, if only to show others that they approve 
of our efforts. With the hope that these suggestions may be carried out, 
and with best wishes for its numerous readers and advertisers, The Par- 
ish Churchman enters upon the 12th year of its existence.

How many parishioners remember that the Wednesday night ser- 
vice is a fixed appointment in the parish for nine months in the year? 
Do you? If you do, how is it that you do not show yonr loyalty by being 
present regularly? Where there is no physical infirmity, nothing but un- 
avoidable business should keep any parishioner away. Attendance upon 
entertainments is an utter disregard of the parish engagement on that 
night. 


Gop willing, the Rector will preach his 23rd anniversary sermon as 
incumbent of the parish on the first Sunday night in March. Every par- 
ishioner should be present to hear the Accounting Warden’s report of the 
finances for the year. The anniversary will be a specially interesting one 
to the Rector, and he thinks it ought to be equally so to every one of his 
parishioners. 

The Holy Rite of Confirmation is to be administered in this parish on 
the 2nd Sunday after Easter, April 28th. On Thursday, Feb. 21st, at 8 
p. m., the Rector will organize a Confirmation Class, to which he invites 
all those who would like to prepare for the Holy Rite. ‘The class will 
meet every week thereafter on the same night until the Bishop’s visita- 
tion. Every possible excuse for delaying Confirmation that can be offered 
— Whether it is that you do not think it so necessary ; that you will wait; 
that you are not fit; that you are as good as many who have been con- 
firmed; that there is Some personal reason, that cannot be explained, for 
delay; that your view of it is not the same as the Bible seems to present; 
these, and all the other excuses you may think of, are not, in God’s 
sight, worth the breath it takes to make them. He would much rather 
have you say honestly and candidly, ‘I won't become a Christian because 
I don’t care enough about eternal things to take the trouble;’’ for that 
is usually what all excuses mean, if the heart speaks out honestly and 
truthfully. I say usually, but there are some who have real doubts in 
their hearts, and will come gladly if these are removed. Well, take Christ 
at His Word; He knows better than you do. You say, “It is not abso- 
lutely necessary to make a public confession of Christ.” He says, ‘‘Who- 
soever shall deny Me before men, him will I deny before My Father 
which is in heaven.” It is denying Christ to refuse to confess Him. You 
say you will wait. He says, “Now is the accepted time; zow is the day 
of salvation.” Remember that to-morrow may never come to us. The 
man who owns whole blocks of houses, and acres of land, does not own 
one single minute of to-morrow. It is a mysterious possibility, not. yet 
born. You say you are not fit. That is true; but then you are not fit to 
live, if exact justice were done. Christ asks no fitness. He says He 


ee

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caine to save those who were utterly unworthy. You never will be fit to 
touch Christ in any way; if we were fit or worthy, there would have been 
no use of his death. He does not ask or expect it. 


“All the fitness He requireth 
Is to feel your need of Him.” 


The oft-presented excuse that you are doing about as well as others who 
profess to be Christians, is after all a cowardly one. In the first place 
you are not asked to profess Christianity, but to confess Christ, which is a 
very different thing. It is a strictly personal matter between you and 
Him, and He says, ‘‘ Everyone shall give account of Azmself to God ; 
therefore, judge not one another any more.’’ If every Christian on earth 
has failed in duty it is nothing to you; or rather it is all the more reason 
you should enter that life of faith and live, that there may be at least one, 
yourself, who will be true and faithful. The easy-going, everyday life 
of so many people is very comfortable as we go along through the world; 
but we cannot thus escape our individual responsibility. The ostrich 
hides her head in the sand and imagines her pursuers cannot see her be- 
cause she cannot see them. So do we.. But all the while the day of set- 
tlement is coming on. We refuse to see it; we hide our faces; but every 
day it is 24 hours nearer; at last it must be met, and in the very presence 
of God; there, only those who have confessed Him before men, will Christ 
confess and acknowledge to His Father. We will then realize, as never 
before, the fulness of the Saviour’s.own question: ‘‘What shall it profit 
a man if he gain the whole world, and lose his own soul.”’

Two Rules for Churchgoers.—In a free church, like ours, always (1) 
go forward to the front seats ; (2) go to the farther end of the pew. 

(1) It is really curious the way in which people persistently, and in 
spite of remonstrance, place themselves, when the congregation is small, 
at points as far as possible removed from the officiating priest and from 
their fellow worshipers. And this when they come together for ‘‘ Com- 
mon Prayer.” - When persons enter a church for private devotion, it is 
natural that they should seek isolation; but common sense (which is sadly 
neglected in matters of religion), suggests that for united worship, the 
two or three, or twenty or thirty, should be really ‘‘ gathered together.” 
Go forward and fill the front seats. 

(2) The practice of establishing oneself at the aisle end of the pew 
while the rest of the pew is unoccupied, is equally foolish and incon- 
venient. It prevents other persons from easily securing places, and leads 
to unnecessary interruption in devotions. Go fo the furthest ees

Sunpay is ‘The Lord’s Day,” not yours. The other six days are 
given you to use for all manner of occupations pertaining to this world’s 
duties. This day is given to you to use for God in that special sense in 
which you recognize the duties of the world to come. We are not to do 
as we choose, but as God commands. We are to use it for worship, not 
fun or pleasure. Remember, it is the one day in seven that belongs par- 
ticularly to your Lord. The way in which so many now use Sunday 
loses sight of this fact, and while we may cease from labor, we do not 
occupy our time in accordance with the divine plan. In this regard we 
break the 8th commandment—vwe steal God’s time and appropriate it to 
our own use. Assuredly the day is not properly spent unless a part of it 
is spent in the worship of God. 
you will enjoy the service and receive the blessing. 
ioner were a worker for the parish how much more successful would it be! 
Are you a worker? Do you not see that common sense and reason 
leadsus to expect that God should be the most wonderful of all beings 
and things? Which must be the most worderful—the Maker or the thing 
made? ‘Thou art man made in the likeness of God. Thou canst not 
understand thyself: how much less canst thou understand God in Whose 
likeness thou art made? Already our diminishing congregations, 
owing to the heat, have diminished the amount of offerings. As the cur- 
rent expenses of our churches are nearly the same in summer as the rest 
of the year, this season is usually a trying time to the vestries because of 
threatened deficiencies in the income. A communicant in another par- 
ish attended a service in the early part of the summer and presented an 
offering of $5 to “make up” for his coming absent Sundays, as the next 
day he went on his vacation of several weeks. It was an act worth imi- 
tating. If those of our people who expect to be absent from church a 
number of Sundays this summer would follow his example, our treasury 
by Sept. 1st would be kept in a healthier condition than usual at this 


season of the year.

‘Tou hast made Summer.’’—So spake the royal Psalmist as with 
rapture, he gratefully beheld the works of the Creator. Since, therefore, 
the glory and beauty of summer-time come from Him, we are not to for- 
get that it, as well as the other seasons, are to be used for His glory Who 
made them. Summer is not a time to waste and dwadle away. Itis not 
a time when we can go away from home, and throw overboard the ordi- 
nary restraints that our position in Church and society require. If we 
are servants of God, the Lord’s Day ought to be hallowed to him in the 
summer vacation, wherever we are, as much as.at any other time. Loose- 
ness of manners and morals in summer hotel life is notorious. The Chris- 
tian’s influence must count for good at all times and in all places. ‘Then 
wherever you go, be known as Christians. Support and maintain the 
Church services. Sing in the choir. And again, don’t forget that at 
home there are people, not so fortunate as you, who cannot get away 
during all the heated term. ‘hey need the Church’s ministrations: as 
much, if not more than in the winter. Help give it to them by paying 
your usual subscriptions and other obligations just as if you were there.

Vestry, towards the removal of the debt on the parish house annex, which 
is now reduced to $579.00. ——— Matting Fund for the parish house.— 


Some months ago the children of the Sunday-school raised $48.65 for this 


purpose, but as 220 yards of matting will be required to cover the main 
room, which would cost about $143.00, it is necessary to ask the parish- 
-ioners and their friends to contribute the balance. When the new church 
was finished we secured the iron rail which encloses it by small subscrip- 
tions for each foot of rail. This plan proved effectual, and no one felt 
‘the burden of helping to provide the needed durable rail. We propose to 
raise the matting fund in a similar way. The Sunday-school children 
have already made provision for 75 yards. To secure the remaining 145 
_yards we ask each parishioner and our friends to pay fora yard or two at 65 
cents per yard. Please give us the pleasure of acknowledging a long 
list of subscribers towards this fund in the September issue of this paper, 
If any one does not think the patchwork-carpet on the floor at present 
should be removed, if only for sanitary reasons, we invite him to make a 
personal, inspection of it. ——— During July and August there will be 
Evensong without sermon every Sunday night at 8 o'clock, Special 
music will be sung at the offertory. ——— The Women’s and Men’s and 
Miss Massey’s Bible Classes have suspended until September. ‘The 
‘Superintendent of the school, Mr. F. P. Buckley, will be at his cottage 
at Sea Isle on Sundays, and the school will be conducted by the Rector. 
It will be open all summer from 2:15 to 3:30 p. m., and substitute 
teachers will be cordially welcomed, and may do Sone setvice in the 
school, ——— Sunday is the Lord’s Day, not Yours.—It is most cer- 
- tain that the obligation of keeping Sunday as a ‘‘ Day of Rest and Wor- 
ship” sits much lighter upon the consciences of a large mass of people 


Í to-day than it did upon our forefathers. This tendency of professedly | 


Christian people ‘‘to forsake the assembling of themselves together,” 
and to turn Sunday into a mere time of loafing, is no doubt growing 


among us; and unless the tide is stemmed, the next generation will have 
no use for churches during the months of July, August and September, 


and places of worship will stand silent and closed for a fourth part of the 


year, There is no use in trying to disguise the fact. We may as well 


face the truth, and the sooner we have some plain speaking upon the 
matter, the better it will be.—St. John’s Parish Kalendar (Newark, N. J.)

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2 we) he Advantages of Forms of Prayer.—We conduct the public services 


of the Church according to set forms of prayer. Some Christians leave 
the arrangement of their services entirely to their minister, and do not 
know what prayers he is going to offer until he has offered them. They 
claim that the use of forms is a hindrance to spiritual worship. We claim 
‘that, when rightly used, forms are a help ; and that there are advantages 
in their proper use that cannot otherwise be secured. (1) We know before- 
hand what things we are going to ask for. (2) We are thus enabled to 
make the prayer our own, as well as that of the minister, and do not have 
to decide first of all whether it is a prayer that meets our approval. (3) 
We are thus not dependent on the judgment of the minister as to what 
things we ought to ask. (4) There is greater comprehensiveness in forms 
of prayer, and we are less liable to omit the things we ought to ask. Even 
those who do not use forms of prayer use forms of praise. There is just 


as much need that our hearts should be attuned to the same desires as 
that our voices should be attuned to the same music. Whatever is said 
in favor of forms of praise can be said in behalf of forms of prayer. 


THE change of the day of rest from the 
seventh to the first day of the week—from 
the Jewish Sabbath to the Christian Sun- 
day—is a standing evidence —it might al- 
most be called a tangible evidence—of the 
resurrection of Christ. The Sundays since 
the first Haster-day are all so many links 
in an unbroken chain.

Notes on the Clergy List.—A glance at the names on the clergy list 
of the American Church show some interesting things and perhaps a few 
unknown facts. We have 1 Pope, 1 Monk, 5 Abbotts, 1 Archdeacon, 9 
Bishops, only 2 Churches and 1 Sexton. Of all these only five are Par- 
sons and 3 only may be called Shepherds. What they will do for vest- 
ments I cannot tell, for we have only 1 Hood and 2 Copes. I find no 
record of a churchyard, but suppose there must be one, as there are 4 
Graves and 1 Coffin. 

Among the characters of Scripture history may be mentioned, 1 
Abel, 11 Adams, 1 Joseph, 1 Cain, 2 Daniels, 1 David, 1 Saul, 2 Moses’, 
3 Andrews, 6 James’, 3 Johns, 5 Matthews, 1 Paul, 4 Peters and rr 
‘Thomas’. Only 5 of the clergy are Benedicts (rather a strong argument 
for celibacy). The trades are represented by 12 Bakers, 8 Barbers, 12 
Cooks, 20 Millers, 1 Painter and 3 Plummers. Among the clergy are 3 
Black, 37 Brown, 11 Gray, 10 Green and 13 White. In addition to the 
3 Birds mentioned are 11 Martins, 2 Partridges and 1 Crowe, and ‘6 of 
the clergy are Hunters. 

An ecclesiastical ‘‘Zoo’’ might be begun with the 5 Bucks, 1 Lion, 
1 Drake, 2 Bulls, 1 Duck, 1 Fox and 2 Lambs. Among the nobility are 
2 Kings, 3 Lords, 2 Earls, 3 Knights; and there are 10 Pages. In the 
whole list of the clergy I find only 1 Goodfellow, 1 Goodman and 2 
Christians. I find also 2 Long clergymen, 1 Small and 3 Short. My 
time is limited so I cannot count the Smiths and Jones. teen

THE Matting Fund.—Since last report this fund has received a gen- 
erous subscription of $6.50 from Mr. F. P, Buckley who, as Superinten- 
dent of the Sunday-school, is desirous like ourselves of brightening and 
making more attractive the main room in the parish house. Rooms 
where children meet should be pleasant places to the eye. Two other 
subscriptions of $1.00 each were received from Joanna Moore and Mr. 
Valentine Schleicher. Previously acknowledged, $48.65; grand total, 
$57.15. The carpet which has been in use many years is all worn out, 
and it would be very encouraging if the parishioners would help us to 
replace it this month with cocoa-matting. ‘Two hundred and twenty 
yards will be required, and eighty-eight of these have been paid for. 
We would again suggest that our parishioners and friends subscribe for 
a yard or two at 65 cts. per yard. Will not each one kindly consent to 
do this, and do it at once? We should like to have the matting in place 
by Oct. ist. Mr. F. P. Buckley, the accounting warden, whose 
interest is always shown in everything connected with the welfare of the 
parish, has generously promised to pay the last $50.00 of the $579 debt 
which still rests on the annex to the parish house erected last winter. 
We hope we may be able to secure the payment of this cheering sub- 
scription by raising the balance of the debt, $529, this fall. The 
Wednesday night services will be resumed in the chapel October 2nd, at 
8 o’clock. — We express our hearty appreciation of the good work 
which has been done by our choir during the summer. Our people en- 
joyed, too, a number of solos, beautifully rendered, by our old parish- 
ioner and friend, Dr. Jas. S. Hickey, and one also by Mr. Renton. 


THE sessions of our Sunday-school have been continued all summer, 
and the attendance was larger than ever before during the corresponding 
period. Let the parents in the congregation see that their children attend 
the school at 2:15 o’clock, and that they have on their return home a 
leaflet paper containing the lesson for the following Sunday, In this 
way it may be known whether or not they have absented themselves. A 
number of more teachers are needed, and it is hoped that some persons 
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will offer themselves aź once to train up the young in the way they should 
go. Mr. Henry Budd has been spending some time in Europe, and he 
will resume his Bible class for women on his return. Miss Massey has 
been recuperating all summer in the White Mountains and will soon be 
welcomed by her large class of interesting girls. Mr. F. P. Buckley will 
soon be in his place again as the efficient superintendent of the school, 
and then the Rector will resume the charge of the Men’s Bible Class. 
We pray that God may incline the hearts of a good many more persons 
in the parish to attend all the Bible classes more regularly than last year. 

INVITATORY.—The Church of the good Shepherd, by its free and 
unassigned seats, its Gospel preaching, its hearty worship, its cordial 
welcomes, as well as by the calls of its bell, is frequently saying to every 
soul within the reach of its influence: ‘‘Come thou, and worship and 
work with us, and we will do thee good.”

It 
never lasts more than twenty-four hours. 5. It generally attacks the 
head of the family. 6. No physician is ever called. 7. It always proves 
fatal in the end—to the soul. 8. No remedy is known for it except 
prayer. 9. Religion is the only antidote. It is becoming fearfully pre-

If there is a decline in the habit of church- 
going, one chief reason for it is that thousands of children have been 
allowed to grow up without forming and cultivating this habit. Some 
parents have the foolish notion that it does a child no good to be com- 
pelled to attend church. They do not reason this way about attending 
school or about the learning of other wholesome habits. The boy who 
has an aversion to the daily washing of his face or combing of his hair is 
not allowed to exercise his preferences in these matters. He learns habits 
of neatness, habits of study, habits of industry, by being compelled to 
cultivate such habits. Why not in the same way teach him habits of 
reverence, of worship, of Sunday observance and church-going ?

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The Need of Sunday-school Teachers. —Many people, young and old, 
when aroused by any cause to take up Church work, experience a damp- 
*ening of their enthusiasm when a Sunday-school class is offered them. 
It seems too homely, simple and ordinary an occupation. ‘They think 
that to teach in the Sunday-school, as any one may do with little trouble 
and no romantic aspect of sacrifice about it, savors of smallness. Yet, 
good friends, there is no more noble, important, self-sacrificing and Christ- 
like work on this earth than to take the place and voluntarily assume the 


‘‘parts and lots?’ of sponsors who desert young children at the font; to 
mould their fresh young hearts and minds into living stones of that tem- 
ple which is the Body of Christ. As the clergy look toward the future 
of the Church, they know that the most important work for it is, or may 
be done in the Sunday-school. Yet, how many of. our schools have’a 
staff of teachers who have the faintest conception of the grave nature of 
their task? Are the clergy responsible for this state of affairs? We have 
to beg, plead, implore, bribe and coax to get any kind of teachers at all 
for the children who come to us without any effort on our part to bring 
them in. We hope against hope that teachers dragged in in this way will 
grow in competency, and the anxiety bred of uncertainty is not among 
the least of the burdens of a parish priest. At ths same time there are 
many men and women in the parish who, with a little pains and instruc- 
tion, could make the Sunday-school a shining success, increase the power 
and broaden the life of the parish, and hold up the hands of the Rector 
in a work which, from its human side, is far more the people’s concern 
than his, ———— St. Paul's Bell, of Chester, says, ‘‘ Teachers are needed 
for the Sunday-school. As our Rector has said, ‘there is no nobler work 
in which a Christian man or woman can be engaged.’ We need espe- 
cially young men. We have the material, but it won’t materialize. It 
floats around us like a nebulous cloud of star-dust, which the force of 
gravity is not yet able to consolidate. We have young men and maidens, 
qualified, competent, of good intentions and sincere, if sometimes vague 
aspirations in the Christian life. We have grown men and women equally 
able and upon whom an equal responsibility rests. These form our star- 
dust, our nebulous system. What then is the force needed to chrystallize 
all this good intention, this vague aspiration, this sometimes loving de- 
sire for service, to make of it a little world of life and light for itself and 
others? Nothing but the w//. What keeps men and women from this 
great work? Self-indulgence. It is hard to say it; yet let each one hon- 
estly examine and see all shams, all self-deception swept away, trying to 
know himself or herself as God knows, whether, after all, the real secret 
of lack of service in this noble field of sacrifice and effort is not, in plain 
words, ‘self-indulgence.’ ’’ 


Systematic Giving.—Excellent as are high resolves upon the subject of Christian 
Giving, giving will not be effective, unless it is SYSTEMATIC. $ 

Just as many a great mercantile scheme has failed because of the lack of system, 
so do men not give to God as they ought, because they do not give systematically. 
They do give, perhaps, but they give impulsively ; they give irregularly ; they give 
under social pressure, only. And so the stream of Christian liberality becomes small 
and intermittent, and there is no reliable foundation upon which to carry on the great 
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work of the Church. But, if thus to leave what we shall give to the Church of God | 
to be determined by chance, without any principle or system to guide us, be so clearly 
unscriptural and wrong, what is the systematic giving that the Church requires? 

It is INDIVIDUAL : ‘Let every one of you lay by him in store.” It does not say 3 
that the Church generally must give. It is not satisfied with a fair general average as s 
to the amount collected. It wants, not the rich alone to give of their abundance, but 
the poor, also, of their poverty. Jf giving is a duty, a// must perform it. If it isa. 
blessed privilege, a// are entitled to its enjoyment. If we are not faithful with the 
little we have, what shall we be when God shall give us Mork? Not a single one whom | 
He does not command to bring something: ‘‘Let every one of you lay by him in store.” E 
No proxys in the matter of Christian giving; a few representatives of the congregation | 
cannot perform this duty in a sort of wholesale way (even were they willing so to do) 
for the individual members. A father cannot act for his family ; nor a sister for a 
brother; al? must come thentselves. What made the ancient Jewish Church, in all 
temporal things, so grandly sustained? What? But that whenever they came up to 
the Temple of God, not one came up empty. Ah, if every one of the non-contribut- 
ing members of our Churches would only give even oze cent per day, it would, ordi- | 
narily, more than make up the amount needed for the conduet of our Zions. And the 
vestries, instead of spending their time devising ways and means, would spend it in 
planning efforts to capture souls for the Kingdom. 3:

But ‘‘ What?” says one of those well-meaning but ill-judging persons, who are 
always telling the poor that they are too poor to do any good, or indeed, to do any- | 
thing, but ged whatever good they can out of somebody else. “What; you don’t sup- 
| pose the Apostle meant the poor, do you?’ We reply that we most certainly do ; for 
we happen to know that, as a matter of fact, nearly, if not quite all of the Christian 
converts-at Corinth were of the very poorest class of the city; and yet the Apostle says S 
to them: “Every one of you lay by him in store; and, I suppose, when St. Paul says 
‘Every one,” he means “Every one.” Our House of Bishops, then, did not err when 
they said, “That itis the duty of every member of the Church.” to do his part to sustain 
the cause of Christ. 

But we must have a Time for bringing up and offering our alms ; and the regular 
Apostolic rule was: ‘‘Upon the first day of the week.” Inasmuch as the need of 
giving is constant, and the discipline of it ever useful, it is only by habitual practice 
that the ends that are contemplated in it, can be properly attained. We are, that is, 
to dedicate a certain (not an uncertain) sum to God, daily or weekly, and then on 
“ The Lord's Day,” to bring it up to the house of God and make a religious offering 
of it, not’so much of grateful charity for those worse. off than we are, as an act of 
thanksgiving to our Saviour Christ, for His redeeming grace, and of glory to the God 
of our salvation. This habit will not only make the giving of a considerable annual 
sum much easier, in the giving of many littles rather than one much ; and cultivate 
a holy habit, which shall influence for good, one’s whole after life ; but through the 
never making the Church lose, for any single, or more frequent, absence, and through 
the depositing of the regular offerings for the Sundays we have missed, on the alms- 
basin, the first Sunday we are present, it gives a steadiness to the revenues of the 
Church, which it will not otherwise have. 

Lastly, with all our giving, we must give CONSCIENTIOUSLY, “As God hath Aen 
pered him.’’ This simply means, of course, a definite percentage of all God’s bless- 
ings tous The Apostle does not lay down here just what the percentage is, in each 
case, to be ; he only enjoins that a definite proportion be given; leaving to each man’s 
conscience what that proportion shall be. The Jewish law was that of the tithe, the 
giving to God of, at least, 10 per cent. of all his income, and as much more (often 
amounting to a fifth or a third), as his conscience moved him to bestow. But, what- 
ever we do, each one ought to decide to give regularly, some fixed sum, whether it be 
1 cent per day, or 5, or 50 cents per day, and then not only shall each year of grace 
be richer in helpfulness to our souls, but if we go on giving until we feel it, God has 
promised to ‘Pour us out (such) a blessing, as there shall not be room enough to 
receive it.” — Tacoma Parish Leaflet. f

Mrs. A. Newton, 
treasurer, or Mr. Joseph W. McGinley, secretary. ———— Mr. Henry 
Budd’s first instruction in Church History was given in the chapel on 
Thursday night, Nov. 7th. The next instruction will be given Dec. 5th. 
While the instructions are given through the Decoration Guild, every- 
body is invited to attend. Thursday, Nov. 28th, has been appointed 
Thanksgiving Day. ‘This day is not, strictly speaking, an institution of 
the Church. It had its origin in puritan New England, though the 
Harvest Home Festivals of the Mother Church were very similar in char- 
acter and purpose. ‘he Church has adopted Thanksgiving Day because 
the Government has sanctioned its observance, and ours is the American 
Church. Since she has adopted it, she vigorously upholds its faithful ob- 
servance. A prominent Presbyterian minister in New York last Thanks- 
giving Day closed the doors of his church because ‘‘ He knew,” he said, 
“his people preferred to attend a foot-ball match.’’ ‘Those who are used 
to ‘preaching houses,’ to being ‘‘entertained in Church,” slip away 
when more attractive features are offered elsewhere. The motive of 
church-going should be “worship,” and when the President of the United 
States and the Governor of the State order us to assemble in God's 
House to offer up our thanks to Him for His mercies, those who have 
been accustomed to go church for prayer, praise and thanksgiving prima- 
rily, realize that they have a duty to perform to God, and all the base-ball 
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games or foot-ball matches in the country will not supercede this obliga- 
tion. Go to church on Thanksgiving Day and worship the Lord “in the 
beauty of holiness.” If we are really in earnest when we say “we thank 
Thee for our creation, preservation, and all the blessings of this life,’ a 
Thanksgiving Day service affords especial opportunity for giving expres- 
sion to our gratitude to “the Giver of all good gifts, for the fruits of the 
earth, by which men live and are sustained, At such times also the offer- 
tory will be a fitting measure whereby to guage the depth and sincerity 
of our gratitude. As usual, the offerings will be given to the Episcopal 
Hospital, and we should be glad to receive contributions of fruits, vege- 
tables, jellies, flowers, ete.—meet symbolism of what we owe to God—not 
only for the sick and poor in our own parish, but for the House of Mercy, 
411 Spruce St., and the old ladies in the G. L. Harrison Memorial House. 
If there is one work which should surely be carried on with generosity it 
should be the blessed occupation of Him Who, in the same breath in 
which He said, ‘‘ Preach the Word,” said also, ‘‘ Heal the sick.” To 
David, the Hebrew, the duty was clear and impressive: ‘‘ Blessed is the 
man that provideth for the sick and needy ; the Lord shall deliver him 
in the time of trouble.” In one of the German school-hospitals one dark 
and stormy night the children were sitting down to supper, and the 
teacher had said their usual grace, ‘“Come, Lord Jesus, and be our Guest 
at this time.” But one of the children looked up into the teacher’s face 
and said, “You always ask the Lord to come; why does He never come; 
will He really come?’ ‘‘Oh! yes,” the teacher answered; ‘‘certainly He 
will come.” “Then,” said the boy, “I will set a chair for Him to-night 
to be ready when He comes.” And soon a knock was heard at the door, 
and a poor man was let in all dripping with the rain and famished 
with hunger. ‘They tended him with care, and led him at length to the 
empty seat by the child, and the boy’s eyes were opened to the truth, 
and he said, “ I see it all now. ‘The Lord Jesus could not come Himself, 
and so He sent this poor man in His place.”

Sucu is the beauty and symmetry of the Christian year that all the 
events of our Lord’s life, and all doctrines necessary for the soul’s salva- 
tion are, in it, yearly presented to the hearts and minds of her children 
by Holy Church. As the season of Advent recurs, the teachings con- 
cerning our Lord’s second appearing come with new power. We daily 
pray, “Thy Kingdom come,” in the Lord’s Prayer; and express our be- 
lief in His second coming in our Creeds, and when the Holy Eucharist is 
offered, the priest says: “And in His Holy Gospel didst command us to 
continue a perpetual memory of that His precious death and sacrifice 
until his coming again;’’ and thus we are constantly reminded of that 
glorious day; yet, the Church in an especial way emphasizes at this 
season the second Advent of our Lord. The thoughts suggested at this 
time are three-fold. First, the greatest fact in the past history of the 
world, viz.; that the Lord Jesus Christ took upon Him our flesh, came 
into this world, and thereby redeemed it. Second, that after appearing 
on earth, He appeared in heaven, in the real Holy of Holies (of which the 
Jewish temple was a symbol), clad in our humanity, and there ever inter- 
cedes for us, and yet is in the Church until the end of time. ‘The third 
thought is that greatest event for the future, even that He will come 
again in all His glory, Lord of lords and King of kings, to take His chosen 
to Himself, and to judge the world. Very graphically does St. Paul ex- 
plain these three appearings in the 9th chapter of Hebrews. First, He 
appeared in the little town of Bethlehem ‘‘to put away sin by the sacri- 
fice of Himself;’’ then He entered ‘‘into heaven itself, now to appear in 
the presence of God for us,” and last, ‘‘ unto them that look for Him shall 
he appear the second time without sin ynto salvation.” ‘The true key-note 
of Advent is that; as our Lord went away, so He will come any day, to 
judge the world. Will parents please help the children of our school to 
make their Christmas offering $40, to be presented at the Christmas ser- 
vice on the afternoon of the first Sunday after Christmas? The offering 
is to be used for the support of our Diocesan Missions, and $40 is the 
amount assessed by the North-East Convocation upon this parish for this 
year. We propose that our offerings on Christmas Day be divided 
into three parts and distributed to the Diocesan Christmas Fund for the 
relief of the widows and children of deceased clergymen, to the General 
Fund for the relief of the aged and infirm clergy of the Church at large, 
and to the Clergymen’s Retiring Fund Society, which pays an annuity 
to its members on their reaching sixty years of age. To the Christian 
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mind the very thought that any aged minister of Christ should end his 
a days in penury and want is too terrible to contemplate, if Christian people 
will only pause and think on the subject. ZZ zs a simple duty to see that 
the sufferings which must come to many of those who have given their 
lives and labors to the service of the Church and the Master are lightened 
and lifted as far as they can be. The Juvenile entertainment, given 
by Mrs. Goodfellow and her invaluable assistant, Miss Louisa Smith, on 
Thanksgiving night, gave universal satisfaction. The little folks per- 
formed their part splendidly. A valuable addition was the presence of 
the parish orchestra who, under their leader, Mr. Samuel W. Budd, dis- 
coursed sweet and enlivening music. It was, too, their first appearance 
| in public, and many eulogistic remarks we heard concerning their success.

Those Kus) Sundays. aie “Pacific S ve the riot 
colloquy between a “ Fair-Weather Christian” and his conscience, on a 
rainy Sunday morning, when the man was tired with the previous week’s 
fret and worry, and the open fire-place was more than usually attractive, 

. and the Sunday paper full of interesting items : 

“I find it possible to go out into the rain to attend to business, or to 
hear a concert. Why, then, should I stay from church on account of 
bad weather ? 

“I have promised to be Christ’s faithful soldier, and surely one is a 
poor soldier who cannot march in the rain. I never heard of ‘ fair- 
weather’ soldiers. 

“I expect the rector to be there. I would be greatly surprised if he 
should stay away. Has he not a right to expect me there?”’ 

This reminds us of the husband who told his wife, who had just in- 
vited him to accompany her to church: ‘‘Oh, dear! You go to church 
for me!’ After she had gone, he took the paper and laid down on the 
lounge for a ‘‘rest.’’ For a certain class, however, the Scripture says 
there ‘‘is no rest,” and so, he had not been lying down long, before he 
fell asleep, and dreamt that he was dead, and had gone to the Gate of 
Paradise, seeking admission to the higher joys of heaven. ‘The angel in 
charge, however, said to him: “Are not you the man that told your. wife 
to go to church, join in the prayers, sing the hymns, hear the sermon and 
everything for you ?’’ “Yes!” ‘Well, then,” said the angel, “I guess 
she will have to come in here, for you, too!’ There is no habit that is 
more easily acquired than that of non-church going, and none that is 
more difficult to break oneself of. And yet, it is an essential to all 
Christian life and development. How would our children get their edu- 
cation if they did not go to school at all, or only when they felt like it ; 
or how would our businesses prosper, if we only went to them when the 
weather was fair, and the thermometer not more than five degrees above 
or below “temperate?” And, yet, what is the Gospel, but a school- 
master, to lead men to Christ; and what, after all, is religion, but ‘‘Doing 
business with the Almighty ?”’

THE PARISH CHURCHMAN. 


Ws urgently want one or two more teachers in the Sunday-school. 
The work of teaching may be somewhat hard, but it is a vastly import- 
ant work. Itcomes next to the ministry, and should be regarded as a 
very honorable calling. An earnest, persevering Sunday-school teacher 
may even now hear the Master’s commendation: ‘‘Well done, good and 
faithful servant.” There are some professing Christians, and some 
in this parish, who are afflicted with a peculiar disease which, for want 
of a better name, may be called Sanday All-Gone-Ness. Excessive heat 
or unusual cold brings it on, and the slighest suspicion of a wandering 
cloud, or the least sign of an overcast sky, makes the attacks violent, if 
not painful. Between noon and twilight the victims are comparatively 
easy, but before 7:30 o’clock the disorder assumes a very alarming form, 
lasting about an hour to an hour-and-a-half. From that time until the 
next Sunday there is no return of the distressing experience. A doctor 
is never called in to prescribe for these unfortunate sufferers, and the dis- 
comfort is borne with patient and uncomplaining fortitude. In our 
opinion nothing can cure them of this disorder but an application to the 
Physician of souls and a faithful use of the services of the Church. 


Busy People and the Week-day. Service.—The Rev. E.G. Murphy 
says : “I wish to remind you that the week-day service has a permanent 
place in the Church’s system, and that while many of our parishes are 
accepting daily services of morning and evening prayer, a custom which 
is certainly in harmony with the implicit intention of the prayer book, it 
surely is well for us to keep, with all diligence, our one regular week-day 
service upon Wednesday night. We are living in a day when “ being 
busy ” is supposed to be a condition of enfranchisement from all the 
higher and more sacred obligations of experience. The danger is present 
in the lives of women; in the lives of men it is conspicuous. In a time 
when many men who have wives seem really too busy to be husbands, 
and when many men who have children seem really too busy to be fathers, 
we need not be surprised if there are also men who seem really too busy to 
be Christians. The tyranny of being busy has intruded upon the home as 
well as upon the church. 

Now, I would not inveigh against the real interests of the com- 
mercial or professional career. To me there is an indescribable sacred- 
ness in all work, whether of hand or brain, just so long as it is honest 
work and just so long as the work presefves and matures and completes 
the man. But when a man begins to have no time for his wife, no time 
for his children, no time for his church, and no time, my brother, for his 
God, the time has come to stop and ask, what, after all, is he doing with 
himself? That is a poor process of growth which preserves the merchant 
or the lawyer, and destroys the man. It is the man that Christ would 
save; it is the man that the home and the church would keep. And the 
busier the man, the more real the need that he, while he works, shall 
take time to love, time to believe and time to pray. Let me say again 
that business has a right to be, and that to be busy is a man’s true prov- 
ince. It is not against the sane and legitimate interests of business 
that I would speak. I would say, however, that whenever the business 
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ceases to belong to the man, and when the man begins to belong to the 
business, that the man’s impoverishment is near in all that makes him 
most a man. And I would declare, as plainly as I can, that if the busi- 


ness interests of life are to hold their proportionate place within a man’s ~ 


experience, it would be most well for him to take the measure of his day 
from those quiet moments through which Christ and the church move 
out to him, to claim him, and to bless him simply as a man. If you are 
busy I would ask you then to come to these services, to come rwladly and 
regularly, just because you are busy, for the busier you are, the more you 
need to come. The bondage of pre-occupation is an entrancing servitude 
but it brings a peril and it demands a price. F ,

When all men on earth are 
blessed, when the sunlight of heaven gilds the hills and valleys of the 
world, aud wraps the blue seas in eternal calm, then may men rest from 
their working and their giving—not before, ’Till then let the demands be 
made, and made boldly. ‘The situation is plain. God owns a man, and 
all he has, and is, and will be. Ask him to give for one of God’s pur- 
poses? You only ask him to accept the situation, to acknowledge the 
fats. ‘There is no call for timidity. Let the applicant do Azs duty. It 
rests with him to whom he applies whether 4e will do Ais. He should at 
all events be furnished with frequent and favorable opportunities. 


Tue Sunday-school Christmas service took place on the First Sun- 
day after Christmas.

— The Girls’ Friendly 
Society sent a Christmas box to the Rev. Francis Willis. for his work 
among the Indians of Minnesota. — Brotherhood Items.—Mr. G. 
Harry Davis is to deliver an address at the Brotherhood service on the 
Third Sunday after the Epiphany at 7:30 P. M. He is “the veteran ” of 
the Brotherhood, and there should be a large number of men to greet him. 
There will be special music on the occasion, ——— Five or six Brother- 
hood men attended the reception to the Bishop of Alaska at the Church 
House on the evening of December 2d. — The net proceeds of the 
Thanksgiving night entertainment were $42. — We have much 
pleasure in mentioning the generosity of two parishioners who, as in 
times past, made it possible to present each of the 4o choristers with a 
Christmas book. — Thirty-six members of the choir, with the rector, 
in their vestments were photographed on Christmas Day. ‘The photo- 
graphs are now for sale at 50 cents each. The Choral Society will 
give their concert earlier this year than usual, viz.: on Thursday, Jan. 
23d, in dedication week. The programme will be a fine one, and will 
include selections by the celebrated Carlton Banjo Club. Let the parish 
house be filled. Tickets 25 cts. Thus far the receipts from the 
Rev. Mr. Duhring’s instructive stereopticon lecture on the Holy Land 
have been $13; expenses, $1. — Matting Fund.—Two dollars was 
received towards this fund last month. ‘The proceeds of Mr. Duhring’s 
lecture are to be added to it, viz.: $12; previously received, $88.50; grand 
total, $102.50. The 220 yards of matting required for the floor of the 
main room of the parish house will cost $115.50 It will thus appear that 
$13 more must be raised before this great necessity can be supplied. It 
would rejoice us greatly if the matting could be placed upon the floor be- 
fore the annual meeting of the guilds. 

On the Second Sunday night in Advent Mr. James Mason and Mr. 
Forrest Buckley were formally admitted to the Senior Chapter of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew, and Percy E. Crockett to the Junior chapter. 
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THE 7th anniversary of the Decoration Guild was celebrated on the 


Feast of the Epiphany. All afternoon and evening “the latch string”’ of 


the parish house was easily lifted to the members of the guild and their 
friends. At 4 o'clock service was held in the chapel when the rector 
addressed a number of old folks of the parish, who were afterwards the 
guests of the guild. A bounteous supper was spread for them in the infant 
school room, In the evening, service was again held in the chapel when 
the rector congratulated the guild om the work it had accomplished dur- 
ing its existence. Its financial receipts amounted to about $1500. Supper 
was again spread for all the members present, and at its close a beautiful 
lamp was presented to Mrs. John Moore, the indefatigable worker of the 
guild, in a poem composed by Mrs. Goodfellow. ‘hen the rector himself 
was greatly surprised by the presentation, through Mr. Longshore, of the 
serviceable gift of a revolving chair from the guild. The rector acknow- 
ledged his complete surprise, and expressed his hearty thanks for the 
gift. Many of the members presented little bags which contained an 
offering for every year of their age. The contents amounted to over $7. 


ON the Fourth Sunday night in Advent the venerable Archdeacon 
Rev. T. C. Brady preached on Missions under the auspices of the Mis- 
sionary Association of the Divinity School of Philadelphia. ‘The offering 
on the occasion—$10— was given to the Association to help support their 
Missionary in China. — The Christmas Day offering amounted to 
$15.50. It was distributed between the Diocesan Fund for Disabled 
Clergy, etc., the General Relief Fund for the Aged Clergy, and the 
Clergymen’s Retiring Fund Society. — The warmest thanks of the 
parish is due to the choir for their splendid music on Christmas Day and 
the Sunday following, and to members of the parish orchestra for their 
services on the latter day. — Our venerable and faithful parishioner, 
Mrs. Mary A. Cooper, has contributed $25 to the Rectory Fund. May 
God bless her, continue her to us for a little while longer, and often 
refresh her spirit with the anticipated rest of Paradise. — Our 
devoted vestryman, Mr. John Waters, and his wife have our sympathies 
and prayers in their present sad bereavement. Would that God might 
be pleased to remove its cause in the restoration of their daughter’s health! 


PARISH House Annex Debt.—The subscriptions towards this fund 
last month were: Mrs, C. Bostwick, $15 ; George H. Rapson, $50; Mrs. 
W. W. Paul, $2; Miss Annie Frazier, $10; Miss Laura M. Goeltz, $5 ; 
total for the month, $82. This reduces the debt to $342, and it is the 
only indebtedness on our property. — The Annual Meeting of the 
Guilds.—This will be held during Dedication Week on Wednesday even- 
ing, Jan. 22, at 8 o’clock. The Rev. Wm. B. Bodine, D.D., the rector 
of the Church of the Saviour, West Philadelphia, is to preach on the 
occasion. The members of all the guilds will meet in the chapel at 7:30 
P. M., and enter the church in procession, ‘The secretaries of the different 
guilds will please hand the rector the annual reports of the different guilds 
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before that evening, so that they may be gotten into shape to be read at 
the meeting. We hope the members of the guilds will make a special 
effort to invite their friends and neighbors to attend the service. If this 
is done, the church will be filled, and it ought to be full to welcome the 
visiting preacher. The rector is very anxious to get rid of the remaining 
debt on the parish house annex, viz.: $342, and he cordially asks every 
parishioner to deny himself to place in the specially prepared envelope at 
least $r in the offertories of Dedication Week towards its liquidation. 
The 24th anniversary of his rectorship is approaching (March 1st) and it 
would be a source of great satisfaction to him anda cause for thanks- 
giving to God if he could report at that time that the parish property 
was without debt. — “One of the common and deplorable facts 
about our Church-life is losing interest in the Church and in spiritual 
things. Great numbers there are in all of the parishes who for some 
reason have allowed themselves to ‘fall out by the way.’ Brought up, it 
maybe, in Christian families and in the Sunday-school, they have been 
baptized’ and confirmed. ‘They have been admitted to the Holy Com- 
munion and to all Christian privileges. They ‘did run well for a season.’ 
But something happened, and now all is different. In many cases, no 
doubt, the first step was irregular attendance upon the services of the 
Church. ‘The importance of regular habits in the Christian life was not 
felt to be so great as it really is, andethe result has been disastrous if not 
fatal. Whatever the cause, while the Church suffers, the great loss is to 
the person himself. As no one can eat our bread for us, so no one can 
do our Christian duties and enjoy our Christian privileges for us. 
Neglect here means to us spiritual starvation and that, where there is 
enough and more than enough for the nourishment of our souls. There 
is always an abundance in ‘the Father’s House;’ and we can get it 
nowhere else. It should need no urging on the part of the rector or 
others to make us see so plain a truth. We do not go to church to confer 
a favor upon others, no matter who they are. We go to worship God and 
to receive for ourselves the blessings which He will graciously give us in 
the appointed way. Church-going is not the only thing, but it is a very 
important thing ; and when that is done with regularily and in a devout 
and humble spirit other means of grace will not be neglected. It must 
be said, therefore, in all kindness and in the hope of doing a real service, 
to all who feel that they have lost, or are losing, their interest in religion, 
that their privilege is to begin again, ‘to do the first works,’ to alter their 
present habits, to return to their place in the House of God, and He will 
surely bless them. Set about it at once, even if it cost a strong effort of 
the will and some real self-denial. The happy result will be worth vastly 
more than it costs. Interest will revive, life will be renewed, and the 
soul will rejoice in new ‘times of refreshing.’ ’’-—Calvary Church Chimes,

sions. — The North-East Convocation meets the latter part of this 
month at the Episcopal Hospital Mission building. 
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“Mars your wills whilst you are in health,” this is the substance 
of one of the rubrics in the Office for the Visitation of the Sick. Remem- 
ber, whenever it is possible, the church with which you are concerned,— 
its Rectory Fund, for instance, and some of the Diocesan organizations 
for Christian charity as well as the Board of Missions. ———— The offer- 
ings received in the birthday box in the tower entrance are for the Rec- 
tory Fund. We want every member of our congregation to remember this 
box. Surely, vou have had a birthday within the year past. Have you 
made an offering of one cent, or more, for the number of the years given 
you to spend below—to spend in God’s service? What a difference 
a down pour of rain makes in the size of even those congregations where 
Church life is most active. We do not wonder that many ‘‘ devout 
women ” are kept away in stormy weather, but we do wonder somewhat 
at the absence of the men. Are these wives and sisters the magnets which 
draw you, good men, now to the sanctuary and now again to the quiet 
of the fireside? Let the attractive power of the home keep you there 
frequently upon week nights, but when Sunday comes, even if it brings 
heavy rain with it, remember God’s house is open, that He is being wor- 
shipped there, and your presence, as the representative of the family best 
able to attend, coming in the right spirit, will bring blessings to you, and 
those dear to you, and aid in honoring the great Father of all. 


EARLY Communion.—Canon Liddon was the greatest preacher of 
the Church of England in this generation. He was a man who walked 
with God. He had found out, before he passed to his reward, many of 


the secrets of strength divine. Concerning one of them he wrote: * A 
Christian of the first or second century would not have understood a 
Sunday in which, whatever else might be done, the Holy Communion 
was omitted; and this great duty is best complied with as early as pos- 
sible in the day, when the natural powers of the mind have been lately 
refreshed by sleep, when as yet the world has not taken off the bloom of 
the soul’s first self-dedication to God, when thought and feeling and pur- 
pose are still bright and fresh and unembarrassed ; then is the time, for 
those who would reap the full harvest of grace, to approach the altar. It 
is quite a different thing in the middle of the day, even when serious 
efforts are made to communicate reverently. Those who begin their 
Sundays with the Holy Communion know one of the deepest meanings 
of that promise, ‘They that seek Me early shall find Me.’ ‘The hour 
fixed for the celebration of the Holy Communion in this parish every 
Lord’s Day,.except on the first Sunday in each month, is 8 o’clock. Some 
of our communicants are finding out from personal expefience what help 
and comfort may come from this most elevating service. We hope that 
others—many more—may become sharers in this joy. — The Girls’ 
Friendly Society has contributed $5 towards the matting fund, and $5 
towards the payment of the piano in the parish house. Contribu- 
tions of money for the decorations on Palm Sunday and Easter Day 
should be handed in at once. Plants and cut flowers can be brought to 
the church on Easter Even. — An opportunity will be given to 
receive Holy Baptism on Easter Even at 4:30 P. M, in the church,

Waar is due the Rector.—Is or is it not due the Rector to notify 
him upon any change of your residence? Is or is it not due him to 
notify him when your children are taken from the Sunday-school. and 
why? If you are in affliction and need his comfort and counsel, is it not 
due him to let him know of it? If you are a stranger desiring to become 
a recognized parishioner, is it not due the Rector to ask him to call upon 
you? Is it not your duty, if receiving the benefit of his ministrations, to 
support in some regular way his work? Is it not due him to be regularly 
at church and Holy Communion, and so to encourage him in his arduous 
work? Is it not due him to pray for him, and to believe that he is doing 
all things for the best ‘till you know to the contrary? ‘There are some 
parishioners who show by their actions that they recognize no obligations 
towards him. For instance, one communicant obtained recently the ser- 
vices of a priest from another Diocese to marry her, two others were 
married by a Methodist minister, and a fourth went to another State to 
be married where both of them were strangers. With not one of these 
parishioners did the Rector ever exchange an unkind word.

Let this com- 
ing Easter be one long to'be remembered in the parish as one on which 
every communicant came to the Holy Communion, Let our appreciation 
of this greatest festival of the Christian Year be manifested not only in 
the joy of our hearts, but in the beauty of the decorations of the Lord’s 
house. — Our choir room needs cocoa matting. Twenty-five dollars 
will furnish it and the passage way. It would bea cause of rejoicing 
if it could be purchased before Easter. — An election for 10 vestry- 
nren, to serve the ensuing year, will be held on Easter Monday night from 
8 to 9 o'clock. — Special musie will be rendered at Evensong on 
Passion Sunday, Palm Sunday and Good Friday, the ‘‘Story of the Cross” 
by Sir John Stainer being rendered on Palin Sunday. — Our usually 
large Sunday evening congregation was augmented on the rst Sunday in 
Lent, February 23d, by representatives of Centennial Lodge, Sons of St. 
George and Florence Nightingale Lodge, Daughters of St. George, when 
the Rev. Mr. Duhring preached a stirring sermon in the line of Brother- 
hood work, One reason he emphasized for the absence of so many men 
from church was Sunday ‘‘spiritual grip.’ The Reé¢tor baptized five 
adults on the occasion, and welcomed Mr. Win. R. Sterling, of Chicago, 
a member of the General Council of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew to 
the service. — The offering on the Second Sunday in Lent, at the 
A. M: service for the Armenian. Relief Fund, was $13.50. The Ash- 
Wednesday offering for the Deaf Mute Mission was $5. — Our 
vestryman, Mr. Waters, and his family have the assurance of the prayers 
and sympathy of their fellow-parishioners and our own in their recent 
sore bereavement. — Contributions of home-made cakes, pies, bread 
and jellies are for sale on Saturday nights in Lent in the library room of 
the parish house from 8 to 10 o’clock. — Good Friday is a day to be 
spent as far as is possible in church and in retirement. f late years we 
have had the inestimable privilege of what is called the ‘‘ Three Hours,” 
a service held from noon until three o’clock, in memory of the time that 
our Lord hung upon the fearful cross. The ritual is of the simplest. No 
one who has ever attended such a service will not say that nothing in 
which he ever joined brought him nearer to the cross and the thorn- 
crowned Saviout. Some may find three hours too long a time to be in 
church, but it is not obligatory to remain the whole time. During the 
singing of the hymns the going out and coming in can quietly be done. 
However hurried your private devotion may be on other days, they 
should not be on Good Friday. You should often be on your knees, 
confessing your sins, acknowledging the awful difference between your 
professions and your practice, promising amendment, and begging for 
grace and help from on high. Then you should also in Holy Week give 
much time to meditation. Think over your Lord's agonies, caused by 
sin, your sins also entering in. ‘Think of the love that prompted all this, 
how impossible to repay. Resolve to do what you can to return some 
portion of that love by helping your fellow-men. Let the word ‘‘quiet’’ 
be the key-note of Good Friday—quiet speech, quiet action; the quiet 
that comes with death and burial. So doing, so living, you will come fit- 
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tingly to a joyful Easter. The Easter Offering. —To meet our annual 
obligations and needs the offering this year should amount to $350. It is 
hoped that every communicant and well-wisher of the parish will restrict 
his personal expenses during Lent and lay by for his Easter offering what 
he saves daily in the way of self-denial. Then when glorious Haster dawns 
once more, his offering will express to a loving Heavenly Father his appre- 
ciation of His many mercies and goodness. — During the Holy sea- 
son there should be a conscientious withdrawal from the world and its 
attractions and amusements; and, instead, the time devoted to public 
worship, private prayer, the study of God’s Holy Werd; to abstinence 
and fasting, aid to increased activity in deeds of mercy and love for our 
dear Master’s sake. — There are three classes of people who are con- 
cerned with the Bishop's visit to this parish for the Apostolic Rite of Con- 
firmation on the Second Sunday after Easter, April 19th, at 7:30 P. M. 
(1) Those who have sons and daughters between 14 and 20, who have 
not yet be21 confirmed. Of course, they cannot summarily bring such 
people to the Bishop, but they cinnot well answer to God for it if they let 
the matter drift, and through indifference or hesitancy fail to set before 
their sous and daughters their duty. (2) There are the young people 
themselves, who having now reached years of discretion should face the 
facts of life and deal with them. Religion is one of those facts from which 
no one can escape, even if he wished. (3) Those grown men and 
women who are practically Christiahs, but who have not been willing 
thus far to be definitely counted upon as upon the Master’s side. In all 
these cases the ground of the obligation is the same. There is no other 
institution in existence but the Church of Christ which has for its pur- 
pose to make the world good. There are plenty of institutions for keeping 
the world in order, for feeding it when it is hungry, for clothing it when 
it is naked, for instructing it when it isignorant; and these are all excel- 
lent. But Christ’s society is fora higher purpose. It is to get men set 
right with their inmost selves and with Almighty God, with life and 
death and the future. He asks recruits for this Divine Society. He de- 
clares that he will make up his final judgment of every man largely upon 
the way in which he has or has not responded to this call. He wants to 
know upon whom he may count. ‘‘ He that confesseth Me before men, 
him will I also confess.” Coming to Holy Baptism and Confirmation, 
then, is not a profession that one is better than his fellows; or that he is 
better to-day than he was yesterday; but that he is in sympathy with the 
aim and purpose of the Son of Man, and wishes to be so counted, Quite 
a number have already joined the Confirmation Class which meets every 
Tuesday night in the chapel at 8 o’clock. Our parish list, however, shows 
that there are still many others who, as yet, have given no intimation 
that they want the grace of Confirmation. The Rector will be glad of the 
opportunity of speaking with such, either at their homes or at the Con- 
firmation instructions, if only they will in some way make known to him 
their willingness to consider the things that belong to their peace, 
Surely, an Episcopal visitation is God's call to the unconfirmed to decide 
aright as to what they ought to ‘‘do to be saved,” “Seek the Lord 
while He may be found.” l

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gaged, is seemingly done. The services have been attended, the self- 
denial has been endured, the public confession of Christ has been made, 
and now they are left, as it were, with little or nothing before them, and 
with apparently no answer to the question “ What are we to do now?” 
And what is the answer to such a question? Can any one say that because 
one thing has been done a// is done? Nay; no matter how helpful our 
Lent, or how earnest our preparation for Confirmation, we are not done, 
we have only begun! If we have risen to a somewhat higher plane of 
thought and action, we are to stay there, and be careful not to backslide 
until we can attain unto even higher levels of the spiritual life. In other 
words, what we are to aim at is, the development of Christian character; 
and this is always the result of growth. It is a great thing to accept of 
the terms of salvation as laid down in the Gospel, and to be baptized and 
confirmed. This, however, is but the beginning of the Christian life in 
which we are daily to ‘‘ grow in grace and in the knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ;’’ for Christianity is not a sentiment, it is a life; 
it is a continuous spiritual process, like the development of the human body, 
so that there are “ babes in Christ,” who afterwards become ‘' childven of 
the kingdom,” and then ‘‘ s¢vozg in the Lord and in the power of His 
might.” And this is the way of nature; nothing spasmodic; everything a 
growth. The thought, therefore, of the Christian character being a growth 
is at the basis of the entire sacramental’system of the Church. The means 
of grace, so graciously provided by the Church, in her Morning and Even- 
ing Prayer and Sacraments, are but as the reviving sunshine and refresh- 
ing dew to the Christian characters that have been placed as tender plants 
in ‘‘the vineyard of the Lord of hosts.’ Even so, she would enable us to 
rise every morning, both to get and to do some good, to cultivate some 
grace, to mortify some sin, and to endeavor to live a little better than yes- 
terday, striving, by Divine help, so to live that those who see us can tell, 
by our very spiritual growth, how long it has been since we were born 
the second time as since we were born the first. But we have need to 
beware lest discouragement overtake us when we look at the great attain- 
ments of many of the saints and martyrs. They, however, began at the 
bottom round of the spiritual ladder, and went up gradually, step by step. 
Our Lord, therefore, does not expect us to open all the avenues of our 
nature to His indwelling all at once, but will be satisfied if we do it 
gradually, every day endeavoring to do something, however little, pro- 
vided it be our best. 


Tur Church enjoins that such ‘‘sick persons as are of ability’ 
should often be put in remembrance to take order for the settling of their 
temporal estates while they are in health. The Rector would suggest 
that the Reciory Fund and a Partial Endowment to maintain, in part, the 
services of the church are objects to which bequests might be made. Let 
each one be urged to leave behind him, out of the means from which he 
must part, some bequest, however small, to aid the work of the Church 
which has conferred upon him benefits which are, in the hour of death, 
his one hope and stay. ‘This is our reasonable and bounden duty.

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THE RECTOR, Teacher, 
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May 14th is Ascension Day, or Holy Thursday. As usual on this 
day, there will a Celebration of the Holy Communion at 10 o’clock. Shall 
those who profess and call themselves Christians on such a day, the day 
of their Lord’s exaltation, fail to render Him His due worship? When 
angels, whom He never redeemed, fall down and worship Him, shall we 
be unmindful of our holy obligation and privilege to adore Him? Shall 
we not join in spirit with the whole company of heaven, with angels and 
saints, in one grand anthem of praise, singing: ‘‘Worthy is the Lamb 
which was slain, to receive power and riches, and wisdom and strength, 
and honor and glory and blessing.” One special thought is voiced in 
our meditation upon the Ascension. It is the solemn truth, that as He 
went, so He will return. That day is not revealed, yet many devout 
hearts, who are in touch with the secrets of the other world, seem already 
to hear the gathering together of the angelic hosts, the reading of the roll 
call of the great army of heaven, the preparations for the sound of the 
last trump ; and they believe that not very far distant is the time when the 
sign of the Son of Man will appear in the heavens, Staying Home from 
Church. —The habit of absenting one’s self from the Sunday services of 
the church is one very easily made. Sometimes it is occasioned by sick- 
ness; very often some small excuse, some grudge against a member, some 
resentment ata fellow-member’s fault, is the occasion. Jesus will be 
there, even if an unworthy member is present. Jesus may be present espe- 
cially to meet and forgive that unworthy. member, and who are we that we 
should judge a brother or a sister? We must be careful not to repeat St. 
Thomas’ error or we may also—we certainly will also—repeat his unbe- 
lief. If we do not, like him, come back. again to the place where Jesus 
meets His disciples, how can we expect to meet Him? At least let no 
one be so jealous for the honor of Christ and His Church that he shall 
dishonor both by avoiding both.—7he Independent. 


We shall soon reach the time of year when many of the parish activ- 
ities are suspended, and the Church has the appearance of resting. But 
this is only to fit and prepare us for greater work ; otherwise, our period 
of apparent inactivity would be one of ‘“‘rust’’ rather than “rest.” We 
must not imagine that in the great summing up of our lives, the Lord 
will leave out of account all the summers. By far the larger portion of 
His own teachings and work, as recorded in the Gospels, took place in 
the summer time. He must, therefore, have considered his hearers just 
as susceptible of instruction and just as responsible for their opportuni- 
ties in summer as in winter. During the other seasons we have been 
giving our strength and energy in working for others. Summer is pre- 
eminently the season for seeking supplies of grace and strength for ows 
selves. Sometimes in working for others we almost forget our own spir- 
itual life and its needs. ‘hen, too, the cold and storms of winter have 
oftentimes prevented our worshipping God in ‘“‘His Holy Temple.” Now 
we have no such hindrance. Many will, indeed, leave their homes for 
rest and change of scene, but although they cannot attend their parish 
church, yet, wherever they are, the Lord’s Day should find them in the 
Lord’s house. Those who have separated themselves from the Lord all 
summer will find that they cannot, by a single effort of the will, draw

very near to Him when they return in the autumn. Religion is not a play- 
thing that can be cast: aside and taken up at pleasure. They will have 
done themselves a great injury and will suffer a loss that may be irrep-

his church, with its free and unappropriated seats, is supported by 
the free-will offerings of the worshippers. The members of the last Con- 
firmation class, and strangers who wish to become identified with the 
parish, will find pledges in the envelope racks for Parish Support. These 
should be filled up for a certain amount to be paid weekly, and then de- 
posited in the alms-basin, Those who make such pledges will. be pro- 
vided guarterly with dated weekly envelopes for the reception of their 
offerings. St. Paul says, in I Corinthians xvi;2z—‘‘Upon the first day of 
the week Jet every one of you lay by him in store, as God hath prospered 
him.” Surely his words—‘‘every one of you’’—must apply to every person 
who has a weekly income or wages, and such persons should consider it 
their duty and privilege to contribute, ‘‘as God prospers them,” to the 
support of the parish and the spread of Christ's Kingdom. 


The Chancel Guild gave their usual semi-annual treat to the Choir 
on Easter Monday night. The Salvation Army.—‘‘We may freely 
admit that the Army has done good, we may admire as a powerful en- 
gine, for good or evil, the admirable system of government; but we can- 
not, as Churchmen, view without the greatest disapproval, one tremen- 
dous defect in the scheme of teaching. ‘There is a true belief in the 
Divinity of Christ, there is a full realization of His work as the Saviour of 
the world, there is an earnest and simple consecration of the whole life to 
Him, but there is a total ignoring of that sacramental system which He 
founded, on which He laid such stress, and which the Chureh’ Catholic 
knows by experience to be its very life blood. How can we truly obey 
Christ unless baptized with His baptism ; how can we really grow in 
grace unless we eat of His body and blood? ‘This never appears in the 
Army system of teaching any more than if it did not exist, or as if the 
New Testament were not full of it. To us then, independent of any noisy, 
common, irreverent methods, independent of any dislike of despotic au- 
thority, we must fault the Salvation Army because it has totally left the 
Scriptural system of the Church of the ages, and is trying to ground men 
in the Christian life, without any use of that supernatural grace which is 
given in the two great Sacraments.” —Rev. Dr. Clinton Locke. 

That well-worn witticism of the minister who prayed for those absent 
brethren who were at home ‘‘prostrated on beds of sickness and chairs of 
wellness,” is pitiably applicable to some people on most Sundays. How- 
ever bright and beautiful the day, these brethren (and they are usually 
men, full grown and able-bodied) are conspicuous by their absence. They 
probably make some excuse for themselves—they would be ashamed to 
have the true reason for their absence known—and flatter themselyes 
that their laziness and indifference will not be found out. These men do 
not deny God in word, or announce themselves as infidels or agnostics; 
they excuse themselves, very likely, on the ground of extreme fatigue 
and the need of rest. But none the less their course is productive of harm 
to others as well asto themselves. Their children see it and determine to

These 
men have clearly lost something through their selfishness; will they ever 
realize it and do differently?—Awstin Parish Notes.

What impressed me first was the 
fact that everyone on entering knelt down and said a prayer, and then 
sat quietly, without recognizing friends, or smiling, or whispering ’till 
the service began. But what moved me most of all was the fact that 
when the service was over, when the blessing had been pronounced, and the 
last hymn sung, and the clergyman and the choir had gone; the people 
did not hasten from their seats with the buzz of inquiry and remark. 
They knelt down again, leisurely and quietly, as if they were in no hurry 
to be gone, and when they did i 


go it was with the dignity and ‘silence of 
those who realize that they have been in the House of God. All this was 
new to me, L-had never seen it. These simple facts,” the old man 
went on, “Jed me to inquiry on my part into the spirit and history of the 
Church; with the result that after some months I entered the fold.” 
Bearing in mind this incident, let our young people, more especially, 
be assured that they may by their reverent conduct in God’s house, by 
refraining from conversation and levity during service; be instrumental 
in winning someone to the Church who as yet knows nothing of its 


wisdom and beauty.

In Washington’s diary from 1789 to 1791, is found almost invariably, 
on Sundays, this record: ‘‘ Went to St. Paul’s Chapel in the forenoon.”’ 
He reverently communicated at the altars of our Church. It was in St. 
Peter’s Episcopal Church in Virginia, that our first President pledged 
his troth before the altar, to the young widow Custis. ‘he laity of our 
Church and Washington’s were foremost as patriots. Of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence, two-thirds, it is claimed, were Church- 
men. The first prayer in Congress fell from the lips of Duche, one of our 
clergy. The Church of Washington and Franklin is worthy of the in- 
telligent consideration of all. It is an interesting fact that the national 
anthems, ‘‘ Hail Columbia,” and ‘‘The Star Spangled Banner,” were 
composed by churchmen ; the one by Francis Hopkinson, a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, the life-long friend of Bishop White, of 
Pennsylvania, and associated intimately with him in the Councils of the 
American Church at period of its independent organization; the other by 
Francis S. Key, a Maryland churchman of prominence, both in church 
and state. Both Hopkinson and Key were members, at different times, 
of the General Convention of the American Church, and took an active 
part in furthering church work and church institutions. 


THE Girls’ Friendly Society Summer Home, ‘‘ Hillside,” Fallsing- 
ton, Pa., was opened on Saturday, June 13. ——— Mr. White, a member 
of our choir, has the sympathy of his friends in the parish in his recent 
bereavement. Masters Bertie and Jessie Hucknall, trebles, from 
Nottingham, England, and Mr. Harry Page, tenor, lately leader of the 
Beacon choir, are welcomed to our choir. — The proceeds of the 
Choir Concert were $36. Of this amount $25 was used for payment of 
music bill; #2 for choir room matting fund, and $4.50 for concert ex- 
penses, leaving a small balance in the treasury of the Choir Guild. 


Two beautiful anthems, by Sir John Stainer, have lately been ren- 
dered by our choir, one, ‘‘ Leave us not, neither forsake us,’’ for Ascen- 
sion-tide, the other, “I am Alpha and Omega,” for Trinity Sunday.

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Ir ts the rule of some conscientious Christians to contribute to their 
parish church, before their departure from the city, an amount for the 
Sundays they expect to be absent during the summer equal to that which 
they would give in the offertory, if they were present. Ifall of our parish- 
ioners would adopt such a rule, this parish, which has no pew rentals, 
would have a much smaller deficiency in its treasury every autumn. 
Even if you are absent for only one Sunday during the summer, make up 
your offering for that day on the following Sunday, — The First 
Principle.—Taking the example of St. Andrew, who set out first to find 
his own brother, the Brotherhood of St. Andrew has taken as its field of 
labor the “brother nearest you,” and from that it works out to the widest 
limits of the inhabited world. The special feature of the organization, 
however, is to reach the man next you; the man you work beside in the 
office or the shop, the man you meet at luncheon, or walk home from 
business with. Brotherhood work has nothing of the boom element about 
it; it is a very quiet personal effort to reach individual souls for the Mas- 
ter. The men the Brotherhood need are men of endurance, long-winded, 
men of staying power, who will put every ounce of manhood they possess 
into the work and keep it there. — St. Paul says, “ Let not the sun 
go down upon your wrath”? or irritation. What is condemned here is 
not anger, but exasperation, which consists in anger cherished and 
nursed until it is in danger of becoming pure vindiGiveness. Even anger 
against sin, or rather against some particular sinful act, if retained long 
aud brooded over, is apt to degenerate into bitterness. The word “‘imita- 
tion,” suggested by Ellicott, perhaps indicates most satisfactorily the 
point of transition where honest anger is just about to pass over into bitter 
hate. To prevent any such transition from taking place, the Apostle 
proposes a time limit for the retention and expression of his anger. His 
meaning plainly is: ‘In no case, however justifiable your angér, let it be 
of long duration.” The parishioners will be glad to learn that the 
Vestry have elected Mr. William Stiles to the position of cornetist in our 
choir. — The Brotherhood members are again put under obligation 
to Mr. Jos. Needles for the further donation of 14 books for their library.

The great stimulus to this fund is the 
promise of $500 from the venerable Lawrence Lewis, which is payable 
only during his life-time when the present fund reaches $4000. The fund 
still lacks $1963 of that amount, and in view of the uncertainty of life to 
all, but especially to the aged, every parishioner should consider it a 
privilege to increase the fund by a subscription, payable now or later, lest 
in case of Mr. Lewis’ death we should lose his large subscription. When 
the $4000 is made up, we repeat, in this issue, that we have good hope 
that the Advancement Society of Penna. will grant us the last $500 of the 
$5000 we are aiming to reach as a minimum amount for the purchase of 
a rectory. We should like to have a report as soon as possible from the 
holders of the $5 albuins and the tithing dollars. 


PARISH WorkK.—‘‘Now among our divisions of labor comes parish 
work, which again must be taken up, for it has been laid aside and dust 
has gathered on the floor of the well-known guild rooms. ‘There are, of 
course, a few marvellous parishes where the most wilting heat never 
cares to penetrate, and where the “hustling” never ceases; but as a gen- 
eral thing just as bears hibernate, so do parishes ‘‘summerate,’’ But now 
again they wake to life, and what we lump together under the title of 
“parish work” begins. At the head must be the rector. His headship 
is clearly defined by the law of the church, which says of the rector that 
he has, by virtue of his office, exclusive charge and care of all the spiritual 
concerns, and of the music and all ritual observances. He has the full 
direction and control of all guilds, societies and associations within the 
parish. He opens the church building when he thinks proper, and calls 
meetings of vestry or congregation as he sees fit. He should let it be 
known that all societies and guilds are purely his creatures, removable by 
him whenever he chooses, and entirely subject to his wishes. 

But a head is not all that is necessary. What is a head without a 
body? How can it do its work unless it be nourished by the blood mak- 
ing, the digestive and the respiratory apparatus? No more can a rector 
do anything without helpers, without the division of labor. He must 
arrange, and the people who have just had their vacations, and some 
who have been unblessed with any vacation, must take hold and help 
him. Now in most parishes, about the middle of September the rector 
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will get up some Sunday morning and preach about waking up and tak- 
ing hold, and that the ‘‘parish work’’ now was commencing, and he 
needed recruits of all kinds. My parishioners were as certain such a 
sermon would be preached as that the sun would rise. I remember 
meeting a prominent man one Monday and asking him why he was not 
at church. ‘‘I felt sure,” he said, ‘‘ that the drumming-up sermon was 


` going to be preached, and you would put it so strong that I would feel 


obliged to offer to do something, and so I stayed away.” Now do not 
act like that man. When you hear the call respond to it, and do not put 
off responding. How I dreaded the Sundays in September! I had a very 
large Sunday-school, which required at least forty teachers, and even 
then some classes would have twenty scholars. I had to “nag the con- 
gregation, again and again, plead, entreat, make myself tiresome, before 
these could be got together, and it all could have been avoided by a 
prompt response to my appeal. 

So, then, when you hear the rector say: ‘‘I cannot carry on the 
manifold work of this parish by myself, will you help with it?’ respond 
cheerfully and conscientiously. If you really have reasons, which after 
a thorough searching of your heart before God, are valid and you cannot 
take part, go and tell the rector so. He will not expect impossibilities. 
But if, by making some sacrifice of time, or comfort, or money, you can 
lend a hand somewhere, go and catch hold of the rope. Do not wait to 
be asked; offer yourself. Say, ‘‘Hereram I, take me.” Stand ready. Jet 
it be felt on all sides that men and women, young and old, want to do 
something for the Church and for the work of Christ. One word more— 
do not kick if the rector does not put you in as high a place as you feel 
your very great fitness merits.’ ’—Rev. Clinton Locke, D. D. 


As usual, at the close of summer, our treasury fiuds itself with a 
deficiency.

That is a great deal to be thankful for, but, nevertheless, it will hamper 
our winter work until it is paid off. Each parishioner is therefore kindly 
requested to present a special offering for its removal in the special enve- 
lope on October 18th, the Sunday-school Anniversary Day. A concerted 
action on the part of all parishioners ought to remove it on that day, and 
it is hoped everybody will be represented in the effort. Flowers 
for decorations on the Anniversary Day may be brought to the church 
Saturday evening, October 17th, at! 3 o'clock. All Saints’ Day 
falls on Sunday this year. It would be a fitting time to present memo- 
rials of departed relatives. Six windows on the East side of the church 
are yet to be filled with memorials, The Men’s Guild has been 
organized for all males over 16 years of age. A business meeting is held 
on the second Tuesday of each month. On all other Tuesdays the Guild 
room is open for reading, games and social intercourse, from 8 to I0 P. M. 
It is hoped all the men of the parish will avail themselves of the benefit 
of membership and endeavor to bring their friends with them. ‘The 
officers are: F. P. Buckley, Prest.; E. Scholefield, Vice-Prest.; William 
Mason, Sec’y; G. A. Ritchie, Treas.; Samuel Clark, Librarian. Com- 
mittee on Reception, Robt.

Our MgTHOD.— We rent no pews in this church. ‘The seats are 
open to all. You are at liberty to sit anywhere you like; if you want 
the same place every Sunday, you can almost always have it by coming 
to church rather early. Our only revenue is derived from the Sunday 
offerings of the people, collected morning and evening. These offerings 
are of two kinds, casual and systematic. A large part of the casual offer- 
ings comes from non-parishioners and varies considerably in amount, 
according to the time of year and the prevailing weather. The regular 
parishioners are expected to make systematic offerings through the enve- 
lopes provided for that purpose. ‘The worshipper signs a promise, puts 
it on the alms-basin, and then at the stated times puts his money into an 
envelope and offers it when the collection is made. By this plan rich and 
poor fare alike in the church; he who can give $5.00 a week has no more 
privileges than one who can give five cents. No one is bound for any 
longer period than he chooses, because the pledges can be discontinued 
at any time by notifying the Accounting Warden to that effect. The 
Vestry earnestly desires to impress upon all members and friends of The 
Good Shepherd parish the need that every one so connected with us should 
pay something towards Parish support. The payments should be regularly 
made, according to ability, be the amount what it may. Only in this 
way can the duty of Parish support be fairly divided, and our current 
expenses met. Please signify to the Rector or the Warden the amount 
you are willing to subscribe weekly. In a letter received from a 
parish priest occurs this sentence; ‘‘ pledged some amounts at differ- 
ent times, and as far as I know, has never paid them. I never give 
transfers unless the party applying is clear on the treasurer’s books.” 
We very much doubt if this is a legal position, but we have no doubt at 
all as to the justice of the position, The Christian who fails in the duty 
of supporting his Church from sheer neglect and indifference, and not 
from actual inability, is assuredly not a Christian in ‘‘ good standing.”’ 


Worshippers should remember that all the canticles can be found at 
the end of the small hymnals, with proper pointing for chanting.

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Methodism and the Anglican Church.—The Rev. Dr. Jackson, a Meth- 
odist minister of Columbus, Ohio, says in regard to ‘‘making churches” : 
“I wish to challenge and utterly deny and repudiate the common idea 
that a set of human beings have a right to found an organization and 
call it a Church.” Hesaysin regard to the character and work of the 
Anglican Church: ‘‘’There is no land upon which the sun shines in his 
daily circle around the globe where her footsteps have not gone, always 
with the blessings of Christian culture and civilization following in their 
course. The voice of her liturgy, the chant of her choirs, and the anti- 
phonal responses of her congregations are heard—like England’s drum- 
beat—around the world, and everywhere they are the evangels of faith 
and hope and love to myriads of human hearts. May God cause His 
face to continually shine upon her; her walls are salvation and her gates 
are praise.” In using such language of the Church of England, Dr. 
Jackson is but republishing the sentiments of John Wesley himself. In 
the preface of the prayer book which Mr. Wesley set forth in 1684, is the 
following language: ‘‘I believe there is no Liturgy in the world, either in 
any ancient or modern language, which breathes more of a solid, scrip- 
tural, national piety than the Common’ Prayer of the Church of England. 
Little alteration is made in the following edition of it, which I recommend 
to our Societies in America.” And again he says: ‘‘ Whenever the 
Methodists leave the Church, God will leave them. We do not, we will 
not form any separate sect, but from principle remain what we always 
have been—true members of the Church of England. Hold all the 


doctrines of the Church of England. Hold her Liturgy. I approve her 
plan of disipline, and only wish it could be put in execution.” If all 
these things are so, what conceivable justification is there for the ex- 
istence of the Methodists as an organization, separate from the Church of 
John Wesley, and of what precious and priceless things are they depriv- 
ing themselves?

It will be 
remembered, too, that we have a pledge for $500 from Mr. Lawrence 
Lewis, payable when our present sum shall reach $4000 during his life- 
time. It will thus appear that we have still to raise $1825 to secure both 
of these large pledges which would then make the total fund amount to 
$5000, It is known that we are trying to persuade the parish to make a 
great effort to signalize our 25th anniversary as Rector next March by 
the possession of a rectory. That time is not far off, and much remains 
to be done to make the enterprise a success and the occasion one of great 
rejoicing to the parish. Weare confident, however, that success would 
follow, if each parishioner would exert himself among his friends, as do 
other congregations at such times, to secure subscriptions for the fund. 
We shall gladly authorize any of our parishioners with a certificate and 
pass book to make such collections. We want to say one thing more in 
this connection, and it is this—A very suitable house for a rectory, now 
empty, on Cumberland street, can now be purchased for something over 
$5000 ; indeed, it has the best location of any house, for our purpose, we 
know of at the present time which is offered for sale. If the activities of 
our people, and the generosity of our friends, could all be directed at once 
to greatly increase our present fund we might see our way to purchase 
this house before next March. It will be too bad if some one else should 
purchase it and thus deprive us of the best chance we shall have to secure 
a rectory that the parish would always be proud to own.

SuNDAY, Oct. 18th, St. Luke’s Day, was joyously observed in this 
parish as the 28th anniversary of our Sunday-school. The music both in 
the Church services and the Sunday-school was splendidly rendered, and 
we express herewith our thanks to Mr. Kirschman and Mr. Reigel who 
officiated at the organ during Mr. Longshore’s absence at the Brother- 
hood Convention, and to Mr. Banks who played for the Sunday-school. 
Mr. Crump, the school precentor, had reason to be pleased with the 
spirited manner in which the school rendered their carols. We express 
our gratitude herewith to him for his continued efficient services. The 
Rev. Mr. Graff’s address and Mr. Henry Budd’s were both interesting 
and instructive. The offerings all day, though good for these dull times, 
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fell short $72 of meeting the summer parish deficiency. They amounted to 
$108, of which the school contributed $43. Five of our teachers and 
the Rector attended the service of Intercession for Sunday-schools at St. 
Simeon’s on Monday evening, Oct. roth. No Christian should long 
content himself with simply coming to the Church’s services. He should 
be a doer as well as a hearer of the Word. It is doing the will of God that 
makes us acceptable to Him. Thanksgiving Day is not, strictly 
speaking, an institution of the Church. It had its origin in Puritan New 
England, though the Harvest Home Festivals of the mother Church were 
very similar in character and purpose. The Church has adopted Thanks- 
giving Day because the Government has sanctioned its observance, and 
ours is the American Church. Since she has thus adopted it she vigor- 
ously upholds its faithful observance. A Presbyterian minister in New 
York last Thanksgiving Day closed the doors of his meeting house be- 
cause ‘‘ He knew,” he said, ‘his people preferred to attend a foot-ball 
match. This is the natural result of the ‘‘preaching’’ theory. Those 
who are used to ‘‘ preaching houses,” to being ‘‘entertained in church,” 
slip away when more attractive features are offered elsewhere. ‘The 
motive of church-going should be “ worship,” and when the President of 
the United States and the Governor of our State order us to assemble in 
God’s house to offer up our thanks to Him for His mercies, those who 


‘have been accustomed to goto Church for prayer, praise and thanks- 


giving primarily, realize that they have a duty to perform to God, and 
all the base-ball games or foot-ball matches in the country will not super- 
cede this obligation. Let us go to Church on Thanksgiving Day and 
worship the Lord in the beauty of holiness. As usual the offerings will 
go to our Diocesan Hospital. Our choir led the music on Friday 
evening, October 30th, at one of the services held at the Church of the 
Messiah, Port Richmond, in commemoration of its foundation fifty years 
ago. We express herewith our congratulations to the Rector and his 
people, and this parish added somewhat to the joy of their services 
through the loan of some of our plants. G

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Church-going in Bad Weather.—It is a matter very greatly to be 
desired that all persons who believe in the Christian religion should 
solemnly resolve that the question of weather shall never interfere with 
their public worship of God. Were it true, as many seem to think it is, 
that the main object of church-going is to listen to a sermon, it would be 
hard to find a clergyman who would be so presumptuous and egotistical 
as to ask any one to go through the rain to listen to Ats discourses. He 
would say: ‘‘By all means stay at home if the weather is bad.” But if, 
on the other hand, we believe that the church is truly ‘“‘God’s house,” if 
we believe that He is actually, though invisibly present to hear men’s 
petitions, to accept their adoration, and to bestow a Divine blessing, 
whenever two or three meet together in His holy name, if we believe that 
the main object of church-going is not so much to hear a sermon as to 
render this homage, to address these petitions, to receive this blessing, 
through the regular sacramental channels, and to honor this sacred cause 
by the public demonstration of loyalty to it—then surely such a trifle as 
bad weather ought to have no effect whatever on our church attendance. 
If the church zs ‘‘God’s house,” let us attend its services regularly and 
devoutly without regard to weather. Suppose that some of us were 
visiting Washington, and were invited by the President to confer with 
him at the White House, would we say, if it should happen to rain, ‘‘ It 
is not worth while to go?’’ Should we not rather say, ‘‘It would be a 
mark of disrespect to our nation’s head to permit a trifle like rain to keep 
us away?” But what is the allegiance due to the Chief Magistrate of 
the United States as compared with that which we owe the ‘‘ King of 
kings and Lord of lords?’ This subject is important, too, when viewed 
from another standpoint. Death is coming to us all., Who knows when? 
Let us prepare ourselves, then, for the other world, not alone by mere 
honesty and charity, but in a Christian way, by adding to these virtues 
the worship of that holy temple where Christ has promised to be present 
ina special and most blessed manner. Let us avail ourselves of every 
opportunity to bow before our God, and gain, at His altar, a truly Chris- 
tian fitness for the last great change. ——— Mr, Joseph W. McGinley, 
Jr., has succeeded Dr. Goodfellow, who Has renioved to South Dakota, 
as organist in the Sunday-school, a position which he has long and faith- 
fully ‘filled,

— Bishop Temple, of London, has beep ap- 
pointed the Archbishop of Canterbury, and Bishop Creighton, of Peter- 
borough, succeeds him as Bishop of London.

— An Organ Recital, 
by Prof. A. Hormann, a graduate in music of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, will be given in the church on Thursday night, Dec. 3rd. Our 
choir will render a processional and recessional hymn, and eminent 
vocal talent will also assist. A silver offering will be taken, part of 
which will be given to the Rectory Fund.’ Let there be a large attend- 
ance. —Our Thalia Literary Society is preparing a first-class enter- 
tainment for Dec. roth, with the view of paying off the balance of debt on 
the parish house piano. If everyone will help them in this effort, the 
net proceeds ought to be sufficient to dispense with further monthly con- 
tributions to the piano fund. — At the Reformed Episcopal Synod, 
held last month, “Bishop” Campbeli said he ‘‘stated a fact which must 
be recognized, that the Reformed Episcopal Church is not growing, and 
the results are not adequate to the amount expended.’’ ‘Thus, facts are 
demonstrating that there never was a more needless schism.

Mary A. Cooper, our oldest parishioner, who celebrates her 93rd birth- 
day Nov. gth. May her remaining years be blessed with health, happi- 
ness, the consolations of the Holy Spirit, and the prospect of a joyous 
hereafter !

Every child born into the world has some gift which must be used to 
the glory of God if he fulfills his destiny, We are to give what we have, 
and not bemoan that we have not more to give. We are to do our duty, 
as the Church Catechism puts it, and that duty is generally pretty well 
defined for those who seek to know what it is. If oneis in poverty, he is 
not expected to do the same thing as the man of wealth. If one is defi- 
cient in scholarship, his duty is not the same as that of the highly educated. 
“Of Thine own’’ we are to give. Advent.—While the civil year 
begins on the first day of January, the Church year commences on the 
first Sunday in Advent. This is because, while the State marks out its 
year according to its physical sun, the Church lays out her year with 
reference to the Sun of Righteousness, Who is now about, at Christmas, 
to rise with healing in His wings The word Advent means coming, and 
refers to our Lord’s past coming in the great mystery of the Incarnation, 
to His present coming in the Spirit in our hearts, as well as to His final 
coming at the judgment in power and great glory. Advent, therefore, is 
a suitable preparation for Christmas which always represents to us the 
lowliness to which the Eternal Son of God condescended to stoop in 
becoming mau. Of course, we cannot do otherwise than love the Babe 
of Bethlehem, the Child of the temple, the Son of the Virgin, the Com- 
panion of the Apostles, the Healer of the sick, the Friend of Bethany, 
the Man of sorrows, the Crucified. But Advent tells us that we are to 
adore as well as love, and that we must recognize in all these the trium- 
phant King of Glory Whose infinite majesty must never cease to be con- 
templated, because we are approaching His presence of whom the Father 
said, ‘‘When He brought the First Begotten into the world, let all the 
angels of God worship Him.” 


Neglect of the Holy Communion.—‘‘There is no clergyman, I suppose, 
who is not constantly pained and grieved at the habitual neglect of the 
Holy Communion, by the baptized and confirmed members of his congre- 
gation, and the refusal of multitudes of others, supporters of the Church, 
interested in its work and welfare, men of honest and reputable lives and 
conscientious conduct, the refusal of such to make any open acknowledg- 
ment of their faith in the Gospel, or their allegiance to the Saviour of 
their souls. We stand up to preach in churches crowded full of men and 
women, respectable, well behaved people, interested in the services and 
the sermon, giving their money freely for the support of the Church, 
bringing their children to Baptism and Confirmation, sending them to the 
Sunday-school, oftentimes teachers there themselves; we see all this, and 
when He, who isthe Author and Source of the Gospel, and without 
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Whom, or His Divine fullness, it is all hollowness and unreality—when 
He comes to meet these, His children, at His own board and feed their 
souls with the Bread of Life they turn away from Him in indifference and 
neglect, and depart with the thoughtless crowds that care for none of 
these things.’’—Szshop Morris. Many Christians are very much 
on their guard lest they might come too frequently to the Holy Communion. 
They are soon afraid. But it never occurs to them that there is greater 
danger in going to the other extreme and not coming frequently enough. 
If a Christian cannot come in a proper spirit once a week, mnch less if he 
waits a month or three. 


Christmas Evergreens and the Sundayschool Festival.—The approach of 
Christmas devolyes upon every Parish priest the duty of asking his people 
for contributions towards the decoration of the church in honor of Him 
Whose Birthday is celehrated at that time, and to assist the teachers of 
the Sunday-school in remembrance of the Heavenly Fathet’s gift of His 
dear Son to our world, to give the children of their classes some inexpen- 
sive gift which will make their hearts happy and impress upon them 
God’s love to them and all mankind which Christmas declares. In these 
two items of expense every parishioner should have ashare. Contribu- 
tions, however small, may be handed to Mr. Longshore, the President of 
the Decoration guild, for the evergreens and flowers, and to the Rector, or 


- Mr. Buckley, the Superintendent, or any of the teachers for ‘‘the children’s 


treat,” or they may be placed in envelopes in the alms-basin and properly 
marked for what purpose they are to be used. The beautiful pur- 
ple hangings on the altar, pulpit and lectern are the combined gift of the 
last Confirmation class and the Vestment guild. We have now a com- 
plete set of hangings for all the Church seasons for which the parish is 
indebted to our energetic Vestment guild. They made at their recent 
entertainment over $60. ———— The visit of the Bishop of Niagara to our 
church on December 1st brought a number of clergymen to the service, 
viz.: the Rev. Dr. Olmstead, of St. Asaph’s, Bala, the Rev. Mr. Hobson, 
of New York, both of whom participated in the service, and the Rev. C. 
L. Fulforth, of The Messiah, and Rev. D. D. Smith, of Emmanuel. The 
sermon of the Bishop contained powerful reasons why men should go to 
church, The Bishop was entertained by Mr. and Mrs. Isaac Schlichter, 
and several of the clergy dined with him. So pleasant was his visit that 
he promised to come again and spend a Sunday with us. 


Absent yourself from church and you starve your own soul, discourage 
your Rector, and depress your congregation. ——— There is nothing so 
certain as death, or so uncertain as the time.

through means. Every Sunday, the Prayer Book bids us say: ‘‘We bless 
Thee for the means of grace.” By grace we understand God’s free favor 
in blessing, benefitting, improving, correcting, strengthening, comforting, 
etc., our hearts, and bringing us to holiness of life. By means of grace 
we understand those channels, agencies and ‘instrumentalities through 
which God has determined to confer these blessings of His grace. Some 
of these means are private, for example: (1) Private prayer, (2) Study of 
the Bible, (3) Self examination, (4) meditation. Some of these means are 
public, for example: (1) public worship, (2) The Lord’s Supper (3) Works 
of charity. No Christian who would live, and grow in holiness, and 
ripen for heaven can afford to neglect these means of grace.

‘The music will be de- 
scriptive of the coming of the Messiah. If the parishioners will show their 
appreciation of this effort of the choir, by a large attendance, there will be 
other similar services held on Wednesday evenings during the winter.

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Brotherhood of St. Andrew.—The annual meeting of the Philadelphia 
Local Council of the Brotherhood was held at Christ Church, German- 
town, on St. Andrew’s Day. ‘The following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: Chaplain, Rev. H. R. Harris, D. D.; President, Ewing L. 
Miller; Vice President, J. Lee Patton; Secretary and Treasurer, Frank 
H. Longshore. The subjects discussed in the Conference were: ‘The 
Brotherhood Man in Diocesan Missions,” opened by E. H. Bonsall; 
“The Brotherhood Manin Rescue Missions,’’ opened by H. Cresson 
McHenry, of our chapter, and ‘The Brotherhood Man in Hospital 
Work.’’ opened by Mr. Longshore. Fifty-two chapters were represented, 
and the delegates numbered 209. In the evening the Bishop of Niagara 
preached a most excellent sermon. He urged the Brotherhood to exert 
their influence in discouragiug the use of the bicycle on Sundays—an evil 
which is greatly increasing and drawing men, yes, and women too, from 
church attendance. ———— Tendencies to the Church.—During the past year 
twenty-one ministers of different denominations have come into the Church 
seeking Episcopal Sanction for their labors. Every one of these is re- 
quired to wait six months to a year before ordination. Then he com- 
mences asa Deacon and waits another year or two before reaching the 
priesthood. ‘This is a considerable sacrifice to make, but it shows how 
the truth of the Church’s position forces itself on thinking men, and their 
strength of character to follow out their convictions. Of the 21 there were 
9 Methodists, 5 Presbyterians, 3 Congregationalists, 2 Roman priests, 1 
Reformed Episcopalian; and 1 Swedenborgian.—/ xchange. 


The Choir Guild held a special meeting at the residence of W. F. 
Hughes on Tuesday night, Nov. 23. Action was taken to give the an- 
nual concert of the choir in January, and a Committee was appointed to 
prepare a programme. Twelve members were present and all hada good 
time socially. — Our choir rendered a half hour’s musical service 
at the Eastern Penitentiary a few Sunday afternoons ago. ‘The warden 
has since expressed his appreciation of the visit by himself and the pris- 
oners, 


As usual on Christmas Day there will be a celebration of the Holy 
Communion at 6 o’clock and at 10.30, and this being one of the days of 
obligation for the reception of the Holy Eucharist, every communicant 
should receive. — The Rev. Dr. McVickar, of Holy Trinity Church, 
has been elected the Bishop Coadjutor of Rhode Island, and Bishop Tal- 
bot, of Wyoming, has been elected Bishop of the Diocese of Central Penn- 
sylvania. The former has signified his acceptance, but the latter has not.

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Rectory Funp.—A notable event in the history of the parish 
occurred on Tuesday, Dec. 15th, when the Vestry took formal action to 
purchase the house 2353 East Cumberland street as a rectory. The 
house was valued at $6000, but the Vestry paid $3000 cash for it, and 
gave a mortgage for $2000 at 5 4-10 per cent. The Rector agreed to pay 
the interest on the mortgage and the taxes until the former should be 
liquidated. Mr. Lawrence Lewis very kindly paid his pledge for $500 
before we had complied with the condition he had attached to its pay- 
ment, which made it possible for the Vestry to pay $3000 cash for the 
rectory. The subscriptions since last report were: Mrs. A. E. Bagley, 
$5; Mrs Mary R. Fox, $1; C. W. Cushman, $1; Wm. Gwinnutt, $1 ; 
Joanna Moore, $1; Birthday chest, 55c.; “ A Friend,” $5; the Misses 
Massey, $10; Jr. Girls’ Friendly Society, $5; Mrs. Patterson, $1; Eliz. 
Turner Bible Class, $5; Arthur Mallon, $25; Lawrence Lewis, $500 ; 
total for the month, $560.55; previously acknowledged, $2966.59 ; 
grand total, $3027.14. Of the $2000 principal of the mortgage the 
Advancement Society of Pennsylvania have promised the last $500. It 
will thus appear that $1500 must still be raised to free the rectory from 
debt. We hope to receive towards this deficiency before March rst, the 
Rector’s 25th anniversary, many more individual subscriptions and the 
collections of the dime albums and tithing dollars. The annual 
meeting of the Parish Guilds will be held on Thursday evening, January 
21st, the consecration day of the church, at 8 o'clock. As usual there 
will be a procession of all the organizations of the parish. Will the sec- 
retaries of the different guilds please give the Rector the annual report 
of each organization the Sunday before? Envelopes will be prepared for 
a special offering for the rectory fund which will be received on that 


occasion. Jet every member of the guilds make an effort to have the- 


church filled at that service. The Reétor and his family took 
formal possession of the rectory on the last day of 1896. 


Offertory Alms.—(z.) The Offertory is an act of worship. When we 
stand and bless God, we worship Him. When we kneel and pray, we 
are worshipping. When we make our offerings, it is an act of worship. 
We are not giving to the Rector, or to the Vestry, or merely to the object 
for which the collection is announced; we are giving to God. Remember, 
when you drop your money in the alms-basin, you are worshipping God. 
(2.) The offertory gives an opportunity for all to Join in this act of worship. 
When the basin comes ’round it is presented to all alike, without dis- 
tinction, that all, giving what they can, may together worship God. 
(3.) The offertory supposes the same willingness on the part of all to give. 
Not the same ability as to amount on the part of all, but the same ‘‘will- 
ing mind.” And this is the main point. ‘First a willing mind.” (See 
2 Cor. 18:12.) (4.) The offertory makes it possible for all to give. Of 
course, still according to their means. ‘The amount you give, being a 
proportion, will grow with your means. (5.) Zhe offertory should always 
be associated with prayer. When you drop your offering in the alms-basin, 
ask God to bless it. What does the Rector do when, after the collection, 
he stands before the altar? See, he lifts up the alms-basin and stands 
quietly for a few moments before lowering his arms and placing the basin 
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on the altar. What is he doing? Why, he is asking God to accept what 
you and the rest of the congregation have freely given to Him. He is 
presenting your alms to God. If you have tried todo your duty when 
the basin came to you, this thought need not make you uneasy ‘‘ Thy 
prayers and thine alms are come up for a memorial before God.” Lastly, 
the offertory ts the Church's Plan of Finance. Rightly used, it will be 
sufficient for all needs, and will beat all extraneous methods of getting 
money. We are sometimes told that it is not, like pew rents, ‘ʻa certain 
source of income.” But it is both a certain and a growing source, where 
the people Axow their duty because they have been taught it, and do 
their duty because they have the fear of God before their eyes. 


We are about preparing a new Parish Register and would like to 
get information in regard to changes of address, and the names and 
address of all new parishioners. The next meeting of the Phila. 
Local Council of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew will be held in Grace 
Church, 12th and Cherry streets, Monday evening, Jan. 18th. Bishop 
Gailor, of Tennessee, is to make the address. The Rev. Mr. 
Duhring has been engaged to preach on Sunday evening,’ January 24th, 
and the Ven. Archdeacon Brady on Sunday evening, January 31st. ‘Ihe 
Rev. J. D. Hills, the chaplain of the Phila. Local Council, is to preach 
for us some Sunday night in February. Will the ladies of the parish 
come themselves, and make an effort to bring their fathers, husbands, 
brothers, male neighbors and other male friends with them to all these 
services ? Mr. Longshore received valuable assistance in the 
Christmas dressing of the church from members of the Decoration Guild, 
the Men’s Guild, and both chapters of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew. 
Those who contributed towards the decorations have our warm thanks. 


ALi-DAy meetings of the Sunday-school Institute of the Diocese will 
be held on Monday, Jan. 1rth, at Holy Trinity Chapel. Our teachers 
ought to try to be present. We herewith thank the two kind 
parishioners who made it possible to give our 50 choristers much finer 
books than ever before as a Christmas remembrance.

Churchman.—I was glad to see you at the cathedral yesterday. 

Protestant.—O, yes! I like to go ’round dnd visit other churches 
occasionally. I see good in them all. Of course, I think my church is the 
nearest to the pattern shown in the New Testament, but I am not bigoted. 

C.—So your church is founded on the bible? P.—Yes, most assuredly. 

C.—Well, I am glad to say that mine is not. P.—What do you 
mean by that? i 

C.—I mean that the bible is not given as a pattern whereby men may 
construct churches, but that it is a history of the Church already founded. 
I am content to be in the Church which Christ founded, and of which the 
New Testament is a history. If I claimed that my Church was founded 
upon a pattern shown in the bible, I should thereby assert that it was 
merely a human organization, and not the Church which is the one body 
of Christ.

Every delay hardens the heart, strengthens the habits of sin, 
widens the distance between the soul and the cross, increases a love for 
the world, drives God from the thoughts, and leads to a state of coldness 
and indifference, “Behold, zow is the accepted time ; behold, zow is the 
day of salvation.” Death, the judgment and eternity are at hand. Do 
your duty and you can face these with joy; neglect your obligations to 
God, and death, the judgment and eternity will bring you continual self- 
reproach and woe. Remember the public confession of Christ which He 
demands of every one: “Whosoever shall confess Me before men, him 
will I also confess,” acknowledge, “before My Father and the holy 
angels; but whosoever shall deny Me before men shall be denied before 
My Father and His holy angels.” He divides all men into but two 
classes, the confessors and deniers of Him. If we will not confess Him 
we are necessarily reckoned by Him among His deniers. Confess Him, 
then, I beseech you, in Holy Baptism and Confirmation, and accept Him 
with all your heart, and live for Him with all your might. Take Him as 
your only rightful Lord and Master and make the best of life, so using 
“things temporal that you finally lose not the things eternal.”

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THE Rector and Mrs. Goodfellow extend their hearty thanks to the 
Reception Committee consisting of Mrs. Isaac Schlichter and Mr. Long- 
shore for untiring efforts which contributed so greatly to the success of 
the “ Double Anniversary ;’’ to Mr. and Mrs. Schlichter for their many 
valuable substantial gifts to the Rectory, and the expense of the recep- 
tion; to the Men’s Guild, Decoration Guild and Brotherhood Chapters 
for the handsome rolling-top oak desk; to the Chancel Guild for the 
beautiful oak dining-room table; to the Decoration Guild for the floral 
decorations at the rectory reception; to the Girls’ Friendly Society for an 
artistic silver cake tray, etc.; to many other parishioners and friends for 
beautiful and costly gifts. ——— The fine weather of the first Sunday in 
March brought very large congregations when the Restor ‘preached his 
twenty-fifth anniversary sermon as Re¢tor, in the morning, and the Rev. 
G. M. Christian, D.D., of Grace Church, Newark, N. J., and the son of 
the late Joseph M. Christian, who founded the parish, in the evening. It 
was pleasing to see very many old parishioners present, and our old 
High-school classmate, Mr. Nathan Taylor. At the close of the Rector’s 
sermon he was overwhelmed with surprise when Mr. Henry Budd step- 
ped forward to the entrance to the chancel, and after a characteristic 
graceful speech containing congratulations on having reached the twenty- 
fifth milestone in the Re¢tor’s relationship to the parish, he presented to 
him on behalf of the vestry, the congregation and friends in the Diocese 
a purse containing $500 in gold which, he explained, was to be used by 
the Rector and Mrs. Goodfellow in making a trip to England to attend 
the Pan-Anglican Council and to visit the Cathedrals, parish churches, 
ctc., of the Mother Church. ‘Though the anniversary gift had been in 
process of accumulation for months, and had been a secret with many, 
the Rector had in no way received any intimation of sucha gift, and 
he replied as well as his surprise would permit him to do, expressing his 
heartiest thanks to all who were represented in the fund and his warm 
appreciation of their affection, and of the pleasure it would afford him and 
Mrs, Goodfellow in visiting the scenes of many of the parishioner’s old 
homes in their native country. The Rector reported that he had bap- 
tized 4 adults and 62 infants during the year, presented 41 confirmees, sol- 
emnized 15 marriages and officiated at 28 burials. During his 25 years’ 
incumbency he has baptized 1473 persons, presented 24 Classes for Confir- 
mation containing 529 persons, solemnized 525 marriages and officiated 
at 1052 burials. ‘The receipts for the year, including the rectory fund 
and what the various guilds raised, were $5820.16. T'he total receipts 
for 25 years were $105,300.00. — We cannot refrain from expressing 
in this public manner our thanks to Mr. Longshore and Mrs, Schlichter, 
who started and directed the ‘‘anniversary purse,” and will our friends in 
and out of the parish, and the dear little children, too, accept this way of 
receiving thanks for their generous contributions towards the fund? 


We sincerely wish that we could persuade a good many more of the 
parishioners to attend, for their own benefit, the excellent instructions of 
Mr. Henry Budd every Tuesday night during Lent in the chapel, at 8 
o’clock sharp. It is due also to Mr. Budd that he should be rewarded 
by a large attendance, because of the great inconvenience to which he 
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puts himself in coming so far, and also because of the much time he gives 
to the preparation of his instructions. Let us hear, then, of the chapel 
being full every Tuesday night. — The next monthly meeting of the 
Philadelphia Local Council of the Brotherhood will be held at St. Paul’s 
Church, Camden, N. J., on Thursday evening, March 18th. Speakers: 
Rev. J. D. Hills, and Prof. F. S. Edmonds, of St. Matthew’s Church. 
Messrs. Churchill, Waters and Longshore represented our chapter at the 
last meeting at the Church of the Advent. — During Lent the ladies 
of the Decoration Guild will offer pies, cakes and home-made bread for 
sale in the library room every Saturday night from 8 to 10 o'clock. ‘I‘he 
committee, consisting of Mrs. Moore, Mrs. Hoppart, Mrs. Newton, Mrs. 
Fullerton, Mrs. Comas, Miss Richards, Miss Olley and Miss Wilson, 
would be pleased to take orders or receive contributions for the sale. 

The Bishop’s visitation for the administration is approaching. After 
Palm Sunday evening, April 11, another opportunity for fulfilling the duty 
to God and man in the Holy Rite of Confirmation will have passed. One 
more sin—that of procrastination—will be added to the list against those 
who so persistently put off the important step. It would be very cheering 
if the Rector could present in this his 25th Confirmation Class a large num- 
ber of persons in the parish who are not yet professedly and, by obedience, 
on the Lord’s side. What can possibly be more important than to prepare 
for the future spiritual life? But leaving all personal gain aside, we 
beseech you, brethren, by the mercies of God—by the love of our Master 
and only Saviour—that you put off no longer the decisive step and the 
important moment. May the love of God, in giving His only Son to die 
for us, constrain you to action zow., — —— The Easter Offering is usually 
the largest of the year, and is the fruit of the Lenten self-denial, A man 
resolves, for instance, to give up smoking for forty days, and during that 
time whenever he feels like taking a smoke he drops into a mite-box 
whatever that smoke would have cost him. Or some theatrical stars 
come to town during this period whom he particularly wants to see, but 
he denies himself and puts into his box the price he would have paid for 
a seat or seats. Ora woman gives up all merely social calls and devotes 
the time thus gained to some special work by which she can earn money 
for her box. When the season is over, each one is surprised to find how 
much his or her box contains, and gladly lays it upon the altar as a 
special gift consecrated by the self-denial it has cost him. Or if one 
does not care to follow this systematic method (though it is the best way) 
he writes out a cheque on Easter Day for as large an amount as he can 
spare, and puts it into the alms basin. But to be a genuine Easter offering 
it must be a special gift, over and above his regular payments, or what he 
promises that his regular payments should be. 

To look back twenty-five years and consider all that has been done 
during our incumbency, gives encouragement—to look forward to all that 
there is still to do, to raise our people to a sense of their privileges and 
duties, gives a feeling of great responsibility. May we not hope that all 
our people, realizing how God has blessed us in the twenty-five years 
past, will during this 26th year of our relation as Rector and people try 
to follow the wishes that may be expressed and be active in the various 
departments of parish work.

The Israelites were bap- 
ed, for the bible says they 


went through on dry ground, and may have only been sprinkled with the 
spray. The Jews baptized, as the original reads, when they came from 
the markets ; and yet we know that their custom was merely to dip the 
hand in water—not to immerse their whole bodies. Three thousand per- 
sons were baptized in Jerusalem on the Day of Pentecost ; but as there is 
no brook ankle-deep within many miles_of that city, it could hardly have 
been by immersion. St. John the Baptist baptized multitudes in Jordan; 
yet it seems improbable that these people were provided with anything 
like the modern baptismal garments, or that they were plunged in their 
ordinary clothes and sent dripping to their homes. ‘The jailor and his 
family were baptized in the prison at midnight, and it is unlikely that 
they sallied forth at that hour to find a stream deep enough for immer- 
sion. When we add to these arguments the fact that the early Chris- 
tians did baptize both by sprinkling and immersion—when we consider 
that Christianity was designed for the whole world, and how unreason- 
able it would be to expe converts to be plunged through the ice of 
Greenland, even if they might safely be immersed in the milder clime of 
Judea—when nothing is said in Holy Scripture concerning the quantity of

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water to be used, nor a single instance given where it can be ‘positively

‘Therefore, whether it be in a 
bason, a font, a river, or an ocean, let no scruples about the mode disturb 
you; but say with the eunuch, ‘‘See, here is water. What doth hinder 
me to be baptized?”’ During Holy Week the services will be: Mon- | 
day, Tuesday, Wednesday and Easter Even at 9 a. m.; Maundy Thursday, 
a celebration of the Holy Communion in the chapel, at g a.m.; Good 
Friday, 10 a. m., from 12 to 3 p. m.; Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thurs- 
day and Good Friday at 8 p.m. The first service on Good Friday is 
fixed at 10 o’clock to allow a space before the Three Hours’ Service from 
12 to3 p.m. The sad events commemorated during Holy Week should 
be sufficient to draw every Christian to God’s house as often as possible 
to the many services appointed. At “The Three Hours’ Service” every 
person should feel free to come and depart as his circumstances may 
require. Opportunity will be offered for the administration of Holy 
Baptism on Easter Even in the church at 4:30 p. m.

In these four words we have the explanation 
of the wondrous power of the gospel over all classes and conditions of 
men. Confronted by death, the vast procession of perishing humanity 
moves on to the inevitable doom.

It fills 
the soul with lofty ideals and thrills the yearning heart with thoughts of 
love and scenes of beauty. But what are these in the presence of the 
universal doom. Philosophy would soothe the restless mind by lofty 
speculations upon the harmony of the Cosmos. But what is philosophy 
to us if we must die? Heroic souls are struggling to free mankind from 
temporal servitude, but no man can deliver his brother from death. In 
the midnight of this universal despair the promise comes: ‘‘Because I live 
ye shall live also.” It comes attested by a miracle, assured, confirmed, 
by the return to life of One who was dead, and behold, He is alive for- 
evermore! Let the heavens rejoice and let the earth be glad! 

“Then lift your glad voices in triumph on high, 
For Jesus has risen and man cannot die.” 

Ian Maclaren on Church Service—One of Dr. John Watson’s lec- 
tures before the Yale theological students was on ‘Phe Public Worship 
of God.” The evident leaning of this Scotch Presbyterian minister 
towards a liturgical service was a surprise to all who heard him. Here 
is a comparison that he made during the course of his lecture i ie 

“One of the most futile arguments between church-goers is where one insists on 
service and the other on sermon. Why, gentlemen, it is the service which makes the 
heart tender and ready to receive the truths of the sermon which follows! Whether 
a liturgy shall be used I will discuss, and I hope you will free me from the charge of 
partisanship.” Š 

The reasons pro and con he summed up as follows: 

“Because a liturgy whose sources have been from the best of thought since the 
middle ages and answers so generally all the needs of men has a stateliness of form, 
dignity, and purity of style which cannot fail to uplift the people. 

“The liturgy will lift the people out of provincialism and into the Church Catholic. 

“The liturgy will meet the needs of all sorts and conditions of men. 

“It makes the worshippers independent. The faults of the minister do not 
prevent them from worshipping. , 

“Tt is suitable for old people because it does not change. 

“A liturgy can be taught to children and ever after they will loveand remember it.”

Rogation Days are the 
three days preceding Ascension Day. They are days of prayer and fast- 
ing, and are set apart as a season for invoking God’s blessing upon the 
earth that it may yield abundant food. Thanksgiving Day is the au- 
tumnal response of the spring petition. Ascension Day (May 27).— 
Coming, as it does, on a week day, and having no secular or social recog- 
nition, Ascension Day does not receive the general observance to which 
its high dignity amongst the Church festivals entitles it. It is distin- 
guished by having a proper preface appointed for it in the Holy Com- 
munion office, showing the high esteem with which the Church would 
have us regard it. It was necessary for our sake that our Lord should 
have ascended into heaven. 1, That He might there continue His work 
as our great High Priest, pleading in unison with His priests on earth, 
the one oblation of Himself once offered for the sins of the whole world. 
2. That He might send the promised Comforter to be an indwelling 
Presence in His Church to the end of the world. 3. That He might 
prepare a place for us, that where the Son is, thither we may also go.

Whitsun Day (June 6th) is the fourth of the great feasts of the 
Church. It commemorates the coming of the Holy Ghost in the pleni- 
tude of grace and power to begin the new order of sanctification.

The Great Forty Days.—For aught we know our Lord might have 
remained on earth after His resurrection fifty, sixty, or a hundred days. 
Why, then, was He ‘‘seen of them forty days?” Because that seems to 
be, in Holy Scripture, the period that is significant of probation before 
some great event. Forty days was the time it rained upon the earth 
before the flood. ‘Ihe time Moses was in the Mount before the giving of 
the Law. The time Elijah spent in journeying to Horeb. The time of 
probation for Nineveh. As, therefore, it was forty days after His birth 
before our Blessed Lord was presented in the temple; and again, forty 
days after His baptism before he entered upon His earthly ministry ; so 
now we see our Risen Master waiting forty days after His birth from the 
grave before He ascends into the Heaven of heavens, *' to make interces- 
sion for us.” But why called ‘‘The Great Forty Days?’ Because these 
were the days during which the Risen Lord reappeared at least ten times 
to His chosen followers, that He might not only reassure them of the 
reality of that ‘miracle of miracles,’’ but ‘‘speak’’ to them also, of “the 
things pertaining to the Kingdom of God—which is Mis Church.’ But 
again; why was it necessary that His followers should know so accurately 
concerning the do¢trines, government, trials, hope and coming triumph 
of the Christian Church? Simply because it was part of His divine pur- 
pose to make ‘‘the Church, ‘‘ //és Body,” the shrine and organ of His 
Spirit; the outward and visible instrument by which benedictions, to the 
end of time, should fall upon the souls of the faithful. 

Whispering in Church.—The worst of all kinds of sound in church is 
that of human voices not engaged in the service; worst in indecency, 
worst in moral transgression. Even religious conversation is wrong ; 
secular conversation is profanity. Comments on the service itself if fav- 
orable and friendly, are impertinent ; if critical, are disgraceful ; if comi- 
cal, or calculated to provoke laughter, are infamous. For all mutual 
communications that appear to be necessary, a sufficient forethought 
would, in most instances, obviate the necessity. If those who whisper 
would think twice first, they would commonly see that no serious harm 
would come of keeping still ’till after the service. The insult lies against 
God, against His courts, against the authorities of the Church, against 
the congregation. A whisper reaches farther than the whisperer im- 
agines. And wherever it reaches it may rightly stir indignation. It isa 
form of ¿Z manners, the more deplorable because it is scarcely capable of 
rebuke and suppression by any other means than a general sense of good 
behaviour and a right éducation.—ishop Huntington.

— We are pleased to welcome 
into our choir Messrs. Smith, Walker and Steele, and to have Mr. Pell 
return to the parish and choir. -—— The Men’s Guild express herein 
their thanks to Mr. Samuel Budd for the donation of many books for 
their library. — The Wednesday night services were resumed Oct. 
6th in the chapel on Dickinson street at 8 o’clock. Let the parishioners 
at the outset of Fall resolve to set apart every Wednesday night for wor- 
ship and instruction in righteousness. ‘Their own souls will be made 
stronger for the battles of life by such help, and their example will be 
wholesome to others and encouraging to the Rector.

We protest against 
their reading the indecencies in the newspapers and we protest against 
their reading the papers at all on Sunday defore they have attended to their 
religious duties! Why cannot one concede so much even as that to the 
Heavenly Father and the Blessed Redeemer ?

—The Rector was greatly and agreeably surprised 
on reaching home to find that Mr. and Mrs. Schlichter had undertaken, at 
their own expense, to fresco the walls in the nave of the church. The 
walls greatly needed such treatment*owing to stains from the ventilators, 
as the Rector suggested in his last anniversary sermon, and the work was 
undertaken because it was needed, to give the Rector a pleasant surprise 
on his return home, and to commemorate the 25th anniversary of his 
Rectorship.

Dr. Hickey, the 
first organist of the vested choir, was present, and gave humorous reminis- 
cences of the first choir boys. Mr. Harry Page delivered an appreciative 
ode which he composed for the occasion, the choir sang a number of 
anthems, solos were sung by Mr. Steel and Mr. Gwinnutt, the Rector 
presented the purse, Mr. Longshore expressed his surprise and thanks, and 
refreshments were served, making altogether a very enjoyable occasion.

The Prayer Book and the Bible —Every part of the Prayer Book is 
interwoven withthe very words of Holy Scripture. From the beginning 
of Morning Prayer to the very end of the service, it bears witness to the 
inspiration and authority of God’s Word written. Witness the opening 
sentences of Morning and Evening Prayer, the Scriptural language ofthe 
General Confession, the very words of Scripture in the Declaration of 
Absolution and in the versicles. The Lord’s Prayer and many of the 
Canticles are taken bodily from the Psalms and the Gospels. The Creeds, 
as Article VIII declares, are ‘‘thoroughly to be received and believed,”’ 
because ‘‘they may be poved by most certain warrants of Holy Scripture.” 
Every collect and prayer pleads either some Scriptural promise or some 
truth revealed concerning God in Holy Scripture, as in the prayer for all 
conditions of men, or in that of St. Chrysostom. These, in addition to the 
two appointed Lessons and the Psalms of the Psalter, the Ten Command- 
ments, the Epistle and Gospel, make a treasury of Scripture teaching 
which is the posession of no other body of Christians in time of Divine 
Service. The Call to Work.— October calls upon you to consider 
the various departments of work connected with the parish, and to choose 
your field of action. What can you do of active, aggressive won for the 
Master? Many of you have no connection with the Guilds. ‘The Master 
calls upon every man, woman and child of this parish to do some work for 
Him, and, generally, it will be better done by association with some 


Guild. Use care in deciding your field of action. Then make HE 
for your guidance and endeavor to keep it for your own good, o r 
good of those who are influenced by your example, that nothing sha 

excuse you from attending worship regularly in God’s house or the A 
ings of the Guild, or from performing the work of your choice anio wou : 
not excuse you in your business, in your home duties or in your pleasures. 
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Owing to the Rector’s absence in Europe no issue of the parish paper 
has been published since May. The Rector and his wife returned 
from England on Saturday, Sept. 18th, after a very enjoyable trip to Ire- 
land, England, Scotland and Paris, and on the Monday evening following 
a warm reception was given them in the parish house. It was very 
cheering for them to meet again a very large number of the parishioners. 

Home is dearer forthe absence; and our Church more. precious for 
the contrast. But if we have been taught that perfection has not been 
found in the Church, either here in America or there in England, we 
have also learned by what methods to improve what we have received 
and guarded as from our fathers; to avoid some methods, which, if trans- 
ferred to our side of the Atlantic, would work harm; and with more sedu- 
lous care to set in order our part of the one great kingdom of Christ, so 
that we may the sooner welcome that dear Lord and Saviour Whose right 
it is to reign in every land and every heart. 


St. Giles’ Cathedral; Scotland.—On Sunday evening, Aug. 22, we 
attended a service in this cathedral the character of which greatly sur- 
prised us. It is the old parish church of Edinburgh, and is supposed to 
have existed as early as 854. At the Reformation the numerous shrines 
and altars were broken up, and the church divided into four sections by 
the erection of massive internal walls, the eastern portion being used as the 
church of St. Giles’, and it is in the possession of the Presbyterians. The 
service, liturgical for the preacher alone, was a strange one for Presbyte- 
rians. At the outside the verger, attired in a cassock with an attractive 
red collar, and holding a mace before him, preceded three ministers in 
black gowns with College degree hoods hanging down their backs. One 
of the ministers was conducted to the pulpit from which he read prayers. 
He announced the hymns twice, then the tune was played, then the hymn 
was announced again and read throughout. Another minister turned his 
back to.the people in the nave and announced the first lesson in stento- 
rian tones, then he turned and again announced it to those sitting in the 
nave. Then a psalm was chanted bya mixed choir. ‘This sung, a lesson 


from the New Testament was announced in the same manner as the first 
lesson. ‘Then afew more liturgical prayers were said, another hymn was 
sung, then the minister in the pulpit was ushered out of it by the verger 
who conducted the preacher for the evening into his place. Before the 
sermon precomposed prayers were said, and the choir chanted the Lord’s 
Prayer. After the sermon the offerings were taken in bags and conveyed 
to the minister in the chancel who received them in a plate. ‘Then 
another hymn was sung, and the benediction pronounced. ‘The ritual 
throughout greatly surprised us, but we could not help but feel that it 
was a poor imitation of the impressive service we attended in St. Mary’s 
Episcopal Cathedral of the same city in the morning.

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Religion versus the ‘‘ Wheel.’ (A Sunday Discussion).—‘'Good morn- 
ing, Tom, what makes you so thoughtful! What’s the matter with 
you?’ This was the way Ned Hills accosted Tom Dales on Sunday 
morning about half-past twelve. ‘‘Well,’’ said Tom, “I was thinking 
over some remarks made by the Rector this morning in church. How 
do you support your church, Ned?” 

“Why, as far as I can make out, we don’t support it at all. Our 
pastor pegs away at us every Sunday about deficits that must be made 
up, and we have some entertainment about every three weeks in the year, 
and quarterly ‘special collections,’ and annual strong, hard pulls, and we 
‘get on,’ or at least keep going. I suppose it is the same thing every- 
where, and can’t be helped. Why do you ask the question ?”’ 

‘Well, said Tom, ‘for two Sundays our Rector has been saying 
sonie pretty plain things tous in a pretty plain way, talking about Church 
support, and it set me thinking.” ‘‘What was it all about?’’ said Ned. 

“Why we, or rather some of our people, make their offerings in enve- 
lopes. I don’t. I never liked the bother, and I don’t like the idea of 
pledging myself to give a fixed sum every Sunday, and I thought that it 
would tie me up to the church every week, and I would be forever mis- 
laying my envelopes—’’ “Just the way I mislay my ferry tickets,” inter- 
rupted Ned. ‘Well, that is rank carelessness; if you always put your 
ticket in your pocket you can’t mislay it.” 

“What’s to hinder your putting your envelopes in your pocket, or 
at least in your bureau drawer?’ 

“That is true, and all these objections I have made about the enve- 
lopes are nonsense, and that is what I have been thinking about walking 
home fromechurch. ‘The whole thing isin a nut-shell. J have never 


. before considered that my offering was necessary or in any way important. 


I knew that the Church got along, and whenever anything was said about 
needing money I suppose I thought that Mr. H. or Mr. M. would send in 
their checks and it would beall right. But you see the Rector puts it in 
another light. He says that as everyone has entrusted to him gifts from 
God, whether knowledge, or money, or influence among our friends, 
every one is thereby made a steward and must render back to God his 
just proportion of those gifts. He says every one/’’ Here Ned interrupted 
again. ‘‘The pastor read this morning the chapter from St. Peter in 
which was the verse: As every man hath received the gift, even so minister 
the same, as good stewards of the manifold grace of God.’ 

That was our Rector’s text this morning,’’ said Tom. ‘‘I never 
thought of it before. A'fellow ought to use his gifts for the benefit of 
other people, and as the Church is the chief agency for doing this, we 
fellows ought to see that the Church is decently supported.” 

“Yes,” said Ned, “but we don't do it, and I declare, when you think 
of it, it’sashame. And we never think about trying to influence any one 
about going to church, and all that sort of thing. I suppose we are afraid 
that the fellows will set us down as sanctimonious. Are you going out 
on your wheel this afternoon?” ‘‘No, not to-day. I had along pull yester- 
day and I have to get a new tire.” 


“My wheel’s a beauty,” said Ned. “Yes, I know all about it, but 
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there are lots of fellows that you and I Know that don’t go to church. 
Why can’t we tell them all about the ‘superior qualities’ of religion and 
use our ‘influence’ with them and give them ‘points’ just as we do about 
wheels? “How often do you goto church?” ‘‘Nearly every Sunday, 
except in Summer, and I frequently puta quarter in the alms-basin, 
although I only had a nickel this morning.’’ ‘‘Do you suppose that you 
go to Church more than thirty Sundays in the year?’ “About that, I 
guess.” ‘Do you average a dime every time you go?’ ‘‘More, I think 
—well, about that, anyway.” ‘‘That’sthreedollarsayear.’’ “ That ain’t 
much, that’s a fact. Oh, it must be more than that. I never thought of 
all this before. You must have had a hard dun this morning.” 

“No, not a bit of it, but the fact is I don’t beleive that I do any more 
than you do, and it isn’t right. My salary is the same as yours, and I 
have spent one-fifteenth of it this year on my wheel. I’ve had a lot of good 
out of my wheel, but I ought to get just as much good out of religion, 
and more too, and why can’t I give ‘one-fiftenth’ to religion? Entertain- 
ments don’t count, because we get the value of the ticket in pleasure. 
Ned, let us agree on something about a systematic way of paying our 
dues to the Church and to charity for one full year and see what will 
come of it. I tell you what I will do, make it five cents on every dollar 
for this first year! When we get started in this we will no doubt begin 
to understand that it is a privilege and that we ought to deny ourselves 
something if we really intend to do our full duty as good stewards of the 
manifold grace of God.” ; 

“All right, Tom, here’s my hand on it, and I am glad that we met, 
and I shall try to use your arguments with some of my friends and induce 
them to join us in decently supporting the church.’ — Zyinity Kalendar.

Every child born into the world has some gift which must be used to 
the glory of God if he fulfills his destiny, We are to give what we have, 
and not bemoan that we have not more to give. We are to do our duty, 
as the Church Catechism puts it, and that duty is generally pretty well 
defined for those who seek to know what it is. If oneis in poverty, he is 
not expected to do the same thing as the man of wealth. If one is defi- 
cient in scholarship, his duty is not the same as that of the highly educated. 
“Of Thine own’’ we are to give. Advent.—While the civil year 
begins on the first day of January, the Church year commences on the 
first Sunday in Advent. This is because, while the State marks out its 
year according to its physical sun, the Church lays out her year with 
reference to the Sun of Righteousness, Who is now about, at Christmas, 
to rise with healing in His wings The word Advent means coming, and 
refers to our Lord’s past coming in the great mystery of the Incarnation, 
to His present coming in the Spirit in our hearts, as well as to His final 
coming at the judgment in power and great glory. Advent, therefore, is 
a suitable preparation for Christmas which always represents to us the 
lowliness to which the Eternal Son of God condescended to stoop in 
becoming mau. Of course, we cannot do otherwise than love the Babe 
of Bethlehem, the Child of the temple, the Son of the Virgin, the Com- 
panion of the Apostles, the Healer of the sick, the Friend of Bethany, 
the Man of sorrows, the Crucified. But Advent tells us that we are to 
adore as well as love, and that we must recognize in all these the trium- 
phant King of Glory Whose infinite majesty must never cease to be con- 
templated, because we are approaching His presence of whom the Father 
said, ‘‘When He brought the First Begotten into the world, let all the 
angels of God worship Him.” 


Neglect of the Holy Communion.—‘‘There is no clergyman, I suppose, 
who is not constantly pained and grieved at the habitual neglect of the 
Holy Communion, by the baptized and confirmed members of his congre- 
gation, and the refusal of multitudes of others, supporters of the Church, 
interested in its work and welfare, men of honest and reputable lives and 
conscientious conduct, the refusal of such to make any open acknowledg- 
ment of their faith in the Gospel, or their allegiance to the Saviour of 
their souls. We stand up to preach in churches crowded full of men and 
women, respectable, well behaved people, interested in the services and 
the sermon, giving their money freely for the support of the Church, 
bringing their children to Baptism and Confirmation, sending them to the 
Sunday-school, oftentimes teachers there themselves; we see all this, and 
when He, who isthe Author and Source of the Gospel, and without 
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Whom, or His Divine fullness, it is all hollowness and unreality—when 
He comes to meet these, His children, at His own board and feed their 
souls with the Bread of Life they turn away from Him in indifference and 
neglect, and depart with the thoughtless crowds that care for none of 
these things.’’—Szshop Morris. Many Christians are very much 
on their guard lest they might come too frequently to the Holy Communion. 
They are soon afraid. But it never occurs to them that there is greater 
danger in going to the other extreme and not coming frequently enough. 
If a Christian cannot come in a proper spirit once a week, mnch less if he 
waits a month or three. 


Christmas Evergreens and the Sundayschool Festival.—The approach of 
Christmas devolyes upon every Parish priest the duty of asking his people 
for contributions towards the decoration of the church in honor of Him 
Whose Birthday is celehrated at that time, and to assist the teachers of 
the Sunday-school in remembrance of the Heavenly Fathet’s gift of His 
dear Son to our world, to give the children of their classes some inexpen- 
sive gift which will make their hearts happy and impress upon them 
God’s love to them and all mankind which Christmas declares.

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Brotherhood of St. Andrew.—The annual meeting of the Philadelphia 
Local Council of the Brotherhood was held at Christ Church, German- 
town, on St. Andrew’s Day. ‘The following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: Chaplain, Rev. H. R. Harris, D. D.; President, Ewing L. 
Miller; Vice President, J. Lee Patton; Secretary and Treasurer, Frank 
H. Longshore. The subjects discussed in the Conference were: ‘The 
Brotherhood Man in Diocesan Missions,” opened by E. H. Bonsall; 
“The Brotherhood Manin Rescue Missions,’’ opened by H. Cresson 
McHenry, of our chapter, and ‘The Brotherhood Man in Hospital 
Work.’’ opened by Mr. Longshore. Fifty-two chapters were represented, 
and the delegates numbered 209. In the evening the Bishop of Niagara 
preached a most excellent sermon. He urged the Brotherhood to exert 
their influence in discouragiug the use of the bicycle on Sundays—an evil 
which is greatly increasing and drawing men, yes, and women too, from 
church attendance. ———— Tendencies to the Church.—During the past year 
twenty-one ministers of different denominations have come into the Church 
seeking Episcopal Sanction for their labors. Every one of these is re- 
quired to wait six months to a year before ordination. Then he com- 
mences asa Deacon and waits another year or two before reaching the 
priesthood. ‘This is a considerable sacrifice to make, but it shows how 
the truth of the Church’s position forces itself on thinking men, and their 
strength of character to follow out their convictions. Of the 21 there were 
9 Methodists, 5 Presbyterians, 3 Congregationalists, 2 Roman priests, 1 
Reformed Episcopalian; and 1 Swedenborgian.—/ xchange. 


The Choir Guild held a special meeting at the residence of W. F. 
Hughes on Tuesday night, Nov. 23. Action was taken to give the an- 
nual concert of the choir in January, and a Committee was appointed to 
prepare a programme.

— The Rev. Dr. McVickar, of Holy Trinity Church, 
has been elected the Bishop Coadjutor of Rhode Island, and Bishop Tal- 
bot, of Wyoming, has been elected Bishop of the Diocese of Central Penn- 
sylvania. The former has signified his acceptance, but the latter has not.

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The New Year.—We have entered upon a new year, and it is veiled to 
every mortal eye. We can go into it conscious thatif we do our part our 
work will be blessed. Our God is ever the same. ‘The passing years 
cannot affect Him. We change, but God does not. Let us endeavor to 
make this year the best year we have lived. May it bring peace and 
happiness and prosperity to every parishioner; deliverance from noisome 
pestilence, from the arrow that flieth by day and from sickness that 
destroyeth in the noon-day. And if it bring the close of life to some, as 
we know it must, may God direct in peace, ‘‘Christian, acceptable, sin- 
less, shameless, and, if it please Him, painless’, 


The Pastor to his People.—I\s it your rule to attend service on Sunday 
morning and to receive the Holy Communion regularly? Do you realize 
that it is sinful to absent yourself from Church on Sunday, and from the 
Holy Communion without good reason for doing so? Do you attend the 
Wednesday night service? Do you conscientiously and in the sight of 
God weigh your excuses for not performing religious duties? Have your 
children been baptised, and do you instruct them about the Bible and the 
Church, and do you prepare their minds for Confirmation? Do you en- 
courage and require your children to be regular and punctual in attending 
church on Sunday morning and Sunday-school in the afternoon? Are 
you and your children regular in your private devotions? Do you say 
grace at meals, and have family prayers? What is your rule for giving 
regularly and systematically of your substance to the Lord for the support 
of His minister and the maintenance of public worship? Do you pay 
your Church dues regularly? When you are sick and would like your 
Pastor to visit you, do you notify him of your sickness as you do your 
doctor, or let him find out your sickness by accident, and then reprove 
him for his seeming neglect? Do you ever ask your Rector if there is any 
way in which you can help him in his work, whether he needs any teach- 
ers in the Sunday-school, or assistance in the Girls’ Friendly Societies 
or other Guilds? Do you pray to God to bless your Rector’s labors? 
What are vou doing to increase the efficiency and interest of the Sunday 
morning congregation, the Sunday-school, and, in general, the cause of 
Christ in this community? The seats in “The Good Shepherd” 
are free to all; but those occupying them are expected to observe the fol- 
lowing: (1) To behave as in the presence of God. (2) To contribute 
according to their ability. (3) To remainin their places after the service 
until the Rector and the choir have retired. ‘The Rector is supported, 
and all the work of the parish is carried on, wholly by means of the offer- 
ings. To help those who desire to give systematically the Accounting 
Warden will furnish envelopes in quarterly packages for weekly offerings. 
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The Carol Service of our Sunday-school was held on Sunday after- 
noon, Dec. 26. The school nearly filled the church, and they sang their 
carols most creditably, Mr. Crump leading the main school, and Mrs. 
Goodfellow the Infant-school. ‘Their offerings amounted to $38.53. 


Punctuality in Church.—A writer once proposed that some one offer a 
prize for an essay on the advantages of a late attendance at the worship of 
the house of God. It is obvious that such a treatise would, if well argued, 
be a solace and comfort to large numbers who, in their uninformed state 
of mind, cannot avoid a slight twinge of conscience when they file in after 
the worship has commenced and with squeaking shoes, and other demon- 
strations, remind everybody that they have come at last. Scripture 
precedent and authority are always effective in an argument, but one 
would hardly quote the five virgins who happened to be a little late. 
Now in these days when Apostolic usage is so much sought for, would 
it be well toinstance the Apostle St. Thomas, who, being late, was absent 
when our Lord appeared to the other disciples. One might take an 
economic view of the subject, and show how much valuable time is saved 
in a year by shortening every service of worship 15 to 30 minutes. It is 
quite an aggregate; and all that time devoted to the delicate studies of 
the toilet, might have a marvellous effect in cultivating a correct taste in 
dress. If, with similar arguments, and others that might occur, one could 
be able to prove to the world, the flesh, and the devil, that there are good 
reasons for late attendance at church, and that God has granted in all 
ages peculiar blessings to those who keep Him waiting for praise, one 
cannot do a better service than to bring out these consoling views; for 
what unhappiness they must endure, who, amid hurry and flurry, and 
shame-facedness, are obliged to fling themselves into the house of God, 
panting for breath, and out of sorts with themselves and every body else, 
as unfitted as possible to enjoy the calm retreat of the holy place. Do 
pity them, somebody, and write something for their comfort.

Similar Cases. —“ Believe and be baptized, and thou shalt be saved.” 
Infants cannot believe, ¢herefore they ought not to be baptized. Exactly 
so. “Except ye repent ye shall all likewise perish.” Infants cannot re- 
pent, ¢herefore they must all likewise perish. ‘This we command you, 
that if any would not work, neither should they eat.” Infants cannot 
work, therefore they must not eat.’’ The Christmas decorations 
were never before so beautiful. ——— Holding On.—An infidel passing 
through the shadows that hang around the close of life, and finding him- 
self adrift amid the dark surges of doubt and uncertainty, without an- 
chorage or harboring in view, was urged by his skeptical friends to “hold 
on.” He said: “I have no objection to holding on, but will you tell me 
what to hold on by?” Here is a question which men will do well to con- 
sider before they reach the closing scene.

Excluding the envelope offerings of the fifty persons in the parish who 
contribute in envelopes, the loose offerings for the above Sunday nights 
amount to $21.71. The figures show undoubtedly how largely ‘The 
Coppersmith Family” is represented in our offerings. An Exchange says, 
“St. Paul portrays the life ofa Church enemy thus: “Alexander, the 
coppersmith, did me much evil.” Alexander did not leave his photograph 
when he left the world, but his zage is stamped on the copper cent that 
still exists, and in the lives of his descendants. How Alexander did “much 
evil” St. Paul does not say; but the answer is heard in the sigh that often 
escapes the lips of pastors and vestries as they witness the large propor- 
tion of his coppersin the Offertory. We give the portraits ofa few 
members of the Coppersmith family. Mr. Alexander Jr.—This son I met 
at Lancaster, Pa. And this was the way he talked: “Mr. Long, I am 
tired of Church matters. It is always ‘give’ ‘give, —a constant reach- 
ing into the pocket.” As these remarks were interspersed with heavy 
draughts on his pipe, I was tempted to ask. ‘‘which costs you most— 
which requires you to ‘give,’ ‘give,’ most—your tobacco or your church? 
Let me see: 5 cents a day would be a small sum for tobacco—35cents a 
week—$18 a year. How much weekly for the church?’ His only 
answer was a puffof smoke. I found out afterwards that his habit was 
to give one cent in the offertory. 35 cents weekly for tobacco—one cop- 
per cent for salvation! Miss. Alexander.—Her portrait I give just as she 
was taking her last look before going to the Academy of Music for an 
evening entertainment. She gladly dropped her 50 cent silver piece as 
admission fee. It seemed no great sacrifice. Next Sunday I saw her in 
church, arrayed in silk, and decked with goid, and as the alms-basin 
passed from her fingers that sparkled with jewelry, she dropped in one 
copper cent! I'was surprised until I remembered that she was the 
daughter of Alexander, the coppersmith. Alexanders Widow.—This is 
a likeness of the one for whom she is often mistakén. Some think the 
“certain poor widow’’ that “threw in two mites which make a farthing’’ 


ciency in the current expenses amounted to $112.01. 
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was Alexander’s widow; but that can’t be, for she cast in a// that she 
had, even ALL her living.” Many, in giving one cent, call it “the widow’s 
mite,” when it is not the thousandth part of their “all.” ‘The real 
Mrs. Alexander gives the ‘‘farthing’’ out of her “allowance,” and but 
seldom looks up. Those, indeed} who give one cent when not able to 
give more, may well look up, for they shall receive a reward Such cents 
count as jewels in the Saviour’s book of remembrance. Buta mystery it 
is how the Alexanders manage to choke the voice of conscience, so that 
after drinking all the week from the streams whence ‘‘all blessings flow,” 
on Sunday they can lay on God’s Altar as a thank-offering the smallest 
possible gift—one cent—that which is next to nothiug, and then arise 
and loudly sing with God’s people the Doxology, ‘‘Praise God from 
whom all blessings flow.” The poor widows, whose gifts into the treas- 
ury of God of any sum, even one cent, may be attended with sacrifice, 
will ever be welcome in the House of God and find acceptance with Him, 
but the descendants of Alexander, the coppersmith, who have been attend- 
ing The Good Shepherd the past year should renounce their relationship 
with their old ancestor who did St. Paul much evil, and join the faithful 
parishioners who, every Sunday, make it a rule to give to the cause of 
God ‘‘as He hath prospered” them. :

The Confirmation of Children. —“How sad itis to find that the great- 
est hindrance to the confirmation of children is found in the parents them- 
selves. They do not trust the dear Lord’s own words which tell us of 
His love and longing for children, They are afraid, they say, to take 
the responsibility of letting them come so young; yet they seem to have 
no fear of the thousand-fold more awful responsibility of holding back 
their souls from Christ, Remember how he said, ‘Whoso shall offend 
one of these little ones. it were better for him thata millstone were hanged 
about his neck and he were cast into the sea.’ I beg you do not tire in 
your labors and persuasions till you gain those young soulsso dear to Him. 
Take Zis chosen point of age as a mark in your work, and work by that. 
Be sure that they are well instructed, but do not demand too much: the 
Creed, the Lord’s Prayer, the Ten Commandments perfectly; the other 
questions of the Catechism ‘sufficiently.’ You have no right to add other 
or higher standards of intellectual fitness. The Lord made the coming 
to Him easy. He stooped to the very first beginners. He wants His Church 
and His Ministers to do the same. Take pains that they come devoutly, 
but accept a child's devoutness. Do not demand of the child the man’s in- 
telligence, the man’s matureness, or the man’s gravity.’’—Bishop Paret. 


Read what the Bible says about Confirmation in Acts 8: 5-17; Acts 
19: 1-6; the Epistle to the Hebrews 6:1, 2, ———_ The Confirmation Class 
will meet every Thursday night in the chapel on Dickinson street, at 8 
o’clock. If there are any persons who cannot attend the class but who 
would like to receive the grace of this Apostolic Rite, the Rector will be 
glad to arrange for their instruction and preparation in some way which 
will suit them ‘One objection against Confirmation is, “I am not quite 
ready.’ What does the Bible say? ‘‘Now is the accepted time.” God 
desires us to do His will zow, not at some future time. Nothing is so 
hurtful as delay. An old story tells us that the devil once held a great 
Council to devise means to make of none effect a large Christian gath- 
ering. One suggested that:-—‘“ They go and tell the people that all they 
heard of Christianity was false. But the devil said, That would be no use, 
as people know that itis true. Another snggested that they whisper in 
the ears of all, that Christianfty was true, in the main, but that the Bible 
was full of error, and need not be believed. But the devil said, this is of 
little use, we may draw some away by this, but the great multitude will 
not listen. A third suggested, Let us go and tell the people that all that 
they hear is true, but persuade them there is no hurry, and to put off their 
conversion until to-morrow. “Yes,” said the devil, “this is the best way to 
ensnare the souls of men.” ‘There has been nothing so fatal to the soul 
as delay. “As a part of the Divine Church founded by Christ and 
through the valid ministry, which has come down from the Apostles, the 
Episcopal Church can bestow in Confirmation the gift of God's Holy 
Spirit, the Seal of His promise, the ordination of the royal priesthood; by the 
laying on of the Apostolic hands of her Bishops. So that he who seeks 
this sacred Rite may be fitted to exercise at the hands of her priesthood, 
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all the brighter.

If there is one thing that ought to be remembered in connection with 
Lent it is this; Jesus went away from the multitude, He went out into 
the wilderness. He went where He could be alone. He went where in 
silence and undisturbed He could commune with Himself and his Father. 
It should be noticed also fn this connection, that ever after these memor- 
able forty days in the wilderness, when our Lord needed rest and recuper- 
ation, strength to meet the trials that were awaiting Him, He retired to 
some lonely spot, there to wrestle if need be, at any rate to pray and get 
that comfort and consolation which He required for His spiritual nour- 
ishment, just as He required to breathe the air about Him to sustain the 
life of His body. What, then, means the custom of Churchmen giving up 
during this season many customary pleasures and diversions? Does it 
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mean that these things are harmful in themselves? Notat all. But it 
does mean that as mau cannot live by bread alone, so if He would live 
by the Word that proceedeth out of the mouth of God, he, too, like Jesus, 
must take his season of retirement from the world to gather strength from 
above for the increasing conflicts of life. He must learn to commune with 
his own heart and be still. He then learns that while in many things man 
depends upon his neighbor for help and encouragment, yet there is a time 
when he must view himself as an individual, standing alone with his God, 
searching and proving his own soul, being searched out and known of God.

(if you have grace enough) would be the best ofall. And cut yourself clean 
off from worldly pleasures of all sorts during Lent. Loyalty to Christ’s 
Church will prompt this compliance with the regulations of the Church to 
which you belong. — With this issue The Parish Churchman enters 
upon its fifteenth volume. We express herewith our warm thanks to the 
Kensington merchants who have helped us to publish it forso many years 
without resort to subscriptions. -——-— A Dazzling Argument.—You 
teach” said the Emperor Trajan to Rabbi Joshua, ‘That your God is every- 
where. and boast that He resides among your nation. I should like to 
see Him.” ‘‘God’s presence is, indeed, everywhere,’’ replied Joshua; 
‘suppose we try to look at His ambassadors ?’’ The emperor consented. 
The Rabbi took him in the open air at noon-day and bid him look at the 
sun in the meridian splendor. ‘I cannot,” said Trajan; ‘‘the light daz- 
zles me.” ‘“Thou art unable,” said Joshua, ‘‘to endure the light of one 
of His creatures, and canst thou expect to behold the resplendent glory 
of the Creator? Would not such a sight annihilate thee ?”’ 
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The Rector’s Twenty-sixth Anniversary.—In his anniversary sermou, 
preached on Sunday evening, March 6th, the Rector stated that the Par- 
ish Register showed that there had been baptized during the year 11 
adults and 39 infants; 45 persons had been confirmed; 9 marriages solemn- 
ized and 32 persons buried. ‘Thirteen persons had been received by trans- 
fer and 45 were admitted as communicants by Confirmation, making a 
total of 329 communicants. The financial receipts were, thiough the 
Accounting Warden, $1996.75; Holy Communion alms, $67.33; interest on 
“Henry Budd Memorial Fund,’’ $207; through the Guilds $1064.99; $6co 
had been paid on account of the Rectory mortgage, the principal of which 
is now reduced to $1400; total receipts for the year were $4006.26. In 
addition to these receipts the walls of the church have been beautifully 
frescoed, the expense of which was borne by a generous parishioner. 


Rector and People.—The relation of pastor and people is a most beau- 
tiful one; more than that, it is most sacred. It is of God. ‘The longer it 
continues, then, with apparent usefulness, the longer ought it to continue. 
It ought not to be rudely disturbed or broken. The faithful, conscientious 
pastor often has periods of depression. He thinks that he is not suc- 
cessful in his work, because he does not all the time see outward evidence 
of his success; forgetting that in the very nature of the case, the best 
results of his work do not lie on the surface of things. And well disposed 
congregations, satisfied and grateful to their clergymen, go on their way 
year after year, thinking their duty done to him so long as they pay their 
pew rent; forgetting, on their part, that that is not his true compensa- 
tion. What he wants, above all, is their confidence, their love, their 
hearty co-operation with him in all his efforts to do God’s work among 
them. He has a right to expect some kindly expression of these from 
time to time. But he should not be disheartened if these do not always 
come just when he wants them most. Oftener than is supposed, they are 
there in the hearts and good-will of his people, and eventually they will 
show themselves.—Bzshop Vincent. 


Valuable parishioners are the faithful and devoted Christians of the 
congregation. Their godly lives are a blessing to the parish. People who 
are true to Christ commend the Church. They are the best and strongest 
sort of argument for the existence of God, the Gospel of Christ, and for 
the American Church. Adversaries may attack our arguments, but they 
cannot contradict a noble life. Every earnest Christian is a valuable par- 
ishioner. Church-going is one instance of the helpfulness of valuable 
parishioners. Although they attend divine service in order to wor- 
ship Almighty God, and hear His Word, and receive His grace, their 
devotion is blessed as a ministry to others in cheering the Rector’s heart, 
in giving a wholesome example to others, and in aiding the Church to 
appear worthy of herself before the community. They love the courts of 
the Lord’s House, and the negligence and indifference of others is not 
countenanced by them. To attend the services is one of the first Christian 
duties; it is also a powerful means of helping a parish. They who can 
do nothing more than this are of large worth, nor will a valuable parish- 
ioner stand aloof from the parochial activities. Guilds and Sunday-school, 


and perhaps other spheres, offer opportunities for serving God and the 
Church, and the people who assist in at least one of these, are of great 
account. Everyone might undertake at least one task for the Church, 
though it be nothing more than to attend a Guild meeting. Reader, what 
kind of parishioner do you consider yourself? 

The Lenten Service Attendance.—The Lenten week-day services were 


very encouragingly inaugurated. A large number was present, and we 
hoped for growth and still better things in the future, But the elements 
seem to have been against our realizing this hope. With rain and snow 
on two successive Church nights since Lent began the numbers rather 
decreased, But why should this be? We are quite sure that the rain 
does not prevent people from going to places of amusement. It does 
not prevent them from making social visits, from attending teas, or going 
to parties. It does not keep them from going to an entertainment in the 
parish house. Witness the crowded condition of ours on the awfully 
inclement night of our very successful choir-concert given last month. 
The fact is, we think, that people have an idea that church-going is for 
their sole benefit ; that nobody particularly wants them to go to Church; 
that they will not be missed. On the contrary, when social or business 
relations are concerned, there generally exists a feeling that their pres- 
ence is needed and will add to the general profit, welfare or enjoyment. 
There are a vast number of people, not even middle-aged, who ‘would 
personally far prefer a quiet day or evening at home to some long, and 
possibly dull, social or business engagement. People must learn that 
they are wanted at the Church service. God wants them; their Rector 
wants them for encouragement of himself and others, and their fellow- 
worshippers want them because they are members of a body, and it con- 
cerns the health and edification of the whole that all the members should 
apply themselves to growth and healthful life through the means of grace,

Or a woman gives up all merely social calls and devotes the time 
thus gained to some special work by which she can earn money for her 
box. When the season is over, each one is surprised to find how much 
his or her box contains, and gladly lays it upon the Altar as a special 
gift consecrated by the self-denial it has cost him. Or, if one does not 
care to follow this systematic method (though it is the best way), he writes 
out a cheque on Easter Day for as large an amount as he can spare, and 
puts it into the alms-basin. But to be 4 genuine Easter offering it must 
be a special gift, over and above his regular payments. ‘These offerings 
in this parish are appropriated to the Episcopal and Convention ,Fund, 
the Susteptation Fund, General Missions and the water rent, the obliga- 
tions which the parish must pay every year; and, if they are to be met, 
it will be necessary for every parishioner to be represented by his or her 
special envelope filled with their self-denial offering to Almighty God for 
the many mercies and goodness He has bestowed upon them.

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In early days the Easter greeting was ‘‘Christ is risen,” and the 
response ‘‘Christ is risen indeed,” or “And hath appeared unto Simon,’’ 
This beautiful custom is still retained in the Greek Church. ‘‘The Lord 
is risen indeed,’’ is the foundation of the Church, the inscription on the 
banner of her armies, the strength and comfort of every Christian heart, 
and the grand hope of humanity. This is the day when we shout ‘Alleluia! 
for the Lord God omnipotent reigneth,’’ for there is in this day the joy 
of a great certainty. It is the certainty that death cannot hold us forever 
captive, that Christ has won for us the victory over it; it is the certainty 
that we shall rise, and, if Christ’s true servants, reign with Him forever. 
The Apostles entered on their work with one conviction prominent beyond 
all others, the certainty of the resurrection, Whenever they preached, 
we may believe this doctrine held a conspicuous place. It is Christian- 
ity’s foundation stone. Take it away, and the whole structure crumbles 
into dust. Is it not so? Try to imagine what Christianity would be 
without the resurrection. What would the day be if the sun were blotted 
from the sky? Eliminate the resurrection from Christianity, and what 
have we but a mere human system, which will have its little day and 
cease to be? Deny it, and you take all the spring from the year, all the 
light from the day, all the green from the summer’s landscape. 
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“Behold, I show you a mystery,” says St. Paul. In these words 
he was not referring to the continued existence of the soul after death. 
This indeed is a mystery, yet conceivable as in the order of nature. But 
St. Paul is speaking of the resurrection of the body; that it shall be raised. 
restored, incorruptible. This is a mystery transcending natural law. 
That the soul should enter upon its final and eternal state, “clothed upon”? 
with a glorified body, is not the conjecturing of human philosophy; it is 
a mystery revealed and witnessed to by the resurrection of our Lord. We 
shall not, as disembodied spirits, mingle our songs with those of angels 
and arch-angels about the throne, but with spiritual (yet real) bodies we 
shall stand there, seeing as we are seen and knowing as we are known, 
praising Him Who has exalted our humanity, body and soul, to the right 
hand of God. Faith in immortality is not unreasoning. It rests 
on an intellectual conviction. One beleives in God for a reason, possibly 
no more reason than the good one of the authority of wiser people, or for 
a combination and multiplicity of godd and sufficient reasons. Faith in 
immortality depends on belief in an eternal God, in the immateriality of 
the soul, and in the teachings and the resurrection of Jesus Christ. These 
reasons, well thought out or felt, but not analyzed, will convince most 
people that we shall live beyond the grave; or, at least, that the balance 
of evidence, not mathematical, but probable, settles that way. Then let 
it settle. Rest init. ——— “I seldom hear the bell toll for one that is 
dead but conscience asks me: ‘What hast thou done for the saving of that 
soul before it left the body? ‘There is one more gone into eternity! What 
didst thou do to prepare him for it? And what testimony must be given 
to the Judge concerning thee?’ °’ — Richard Baxter.

he Christian world welcomes no holy day with such joy as the 
Feast of the Resurrection. Easter is essentially the great Church day of 
the year. The Church stands before the world that she may witness to the 
Resurrection of the Lord Jesus, that she may preach Him Whose Incar- 
nation, Life, Death, Resurrection and eternal rule in heaven, make life 
worth living, and assure men that in spite of physical decay and death 
for the body, there is a resurrection for the body, and for the soul an 1m- 
mortality. If Christ be not risen, we are indeed of all men the most 
miserable, we are without hope, and have been cruelly deceived as to our 
eternal interests, for then Christ is not our victor; but death and destruc- 
tion, temporal and eternal, have dominion over us. God be praised, such 
is not the case; but Christ risen from the grave, arrayed in His glorious 
manhood, is seated on the throne of heaven. He is the matchless Repre- 
sentative, Divine Man, the Head of the human race. The great empire 
of living souls is His. He isin constant aud intimate communication 
with myriads of human beings to whom by His death and triumph and 


exhaustless life He is made wisdom and righteousness and sanctification 
and redemption. To beleive in the reality of a risen and ascended Saviour 
is to live under a cloudless sky. to look with clear and open vision on 
life and duty, to be content with the work and place which God has given 
us, and to await with calm and loving hope the day when the angel of 
death shall meet the spirit on the threshold of the eternal world and carry 
it to the sweet rest of Paradise.

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Monday evening from 8 to 9 o'clock, — ~ Thanks are herewith given 
to Mr. Jules Kerlé, of “The Nativity,” Rockledge, for a donation of 12 


yards of black serge for veiling purposes in the church. —-— The Vest- 
ment Guild have been kept busy during Lent, and they have made a 
number of cassocks and cottas for use at Easter. ————— The Saturday 


night sales of pastry, etc. during Lent by a few energetic and faithful 
members of the Decoration Guild have been very successful, and we ex- 
press herewith our warm appreciation of their arduous labors for the 
Master’s sake. — A number of our parlshioners, viz.: Miss Wilbra- 
ham, Mr. and Miss Schlichter, Miss Katie Beney, and Miss Jennie Mas- 
sey have had our sympathy and prayers in their illness, and the latter 
are still continued that God may soon restore them to health and strength. 


The Seamen's Mission has opened a reading room for the use of sea- 
men in the parish house of “The Messiah,” Huntingdon and Edgemont 
streets. It is open from 10 a.m. to lo p.m. every day except Sunday. 
Here is an opportunity for our Brotherhood members to visit the room occa- 
sionally and converse with the men. — The Easter Offering.—In our 
American Church it has for many years been usual for earnest Church 
people to make a special free-will offering on this great festival, and in a 
great many parishes these offerings form an important item in the income 
of the year. Under the Old Testament dispensation it was enjoined that 
at three festivals in the year—the feast of the Passover, the Pentecost, 
and of tabernacles, no man should appear before the Lord empty; but that 
every man should give as hie was able, according to the measure of the bless- 
ing of God upon him. And at the great Christian festival of Easter it is 
surely the duty of every man, woman and child to come into the presence 
of the Lord with some adequate recognition of the blessings which they 
have received during the year. There is no home, however humble, 
which has not received some benediction from the Giver of all good gifts, 
and the Easter offertory is an occasion when some acknowledgment of 
these good gifts should be made. Precious as the poor are in the sight of 
God, it must be remembered that giving to the poor is not the highest 
gift. ‘The poor ye have always with you, but Me ye have not always,” 
were the words of the Master. It was the alabaster box, and the oint- 
ment poured forth, that was the acceptable gift to the Lord. And offer- 
ings which are devoted to the ministrations of God’s Word and Sacra- 
ments stand very much in the same relation to the service of God as the 
breaking of the costly alabaster box to the worship of the Saviour. In 
making an Easter offering, there should be a clear recognition of the 
duty of self-denial. A gift which is scarcely felt can hardly be accept- 
able to that Divine Master, who commended the poor widow because she 
had cast in ‘‘her all” for the service of the sanctuary. This parish has a 
number of annual obligations, some of these to the Diocese, which it has 
usually met out of the Easter offering, and to mect these and a part of 
the current expenses for the summer months, it wil! need not less than 
$300. If the parishioners will realize their responsibility, and give with 
some sense of proportion, the parish obligations will all be met, and the 
heart of the Rector will be greatly gladdened.

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About seventy-five of our parishioners said a tender good-bye to Mr. 
Longshore as he left Philadelphia on Saturday afternoon, April 30, on 
the Steamer Waesland for Queenstown. He received many tokens of 
affection which helped to cheer him as he started to take a well-earned 
vacation abroad for three months from the scene of his Church labors for 
ten years. The Reception given him in the parish house on the previous 
Thursday evening was a specially interesting occasion. Addresses, echo- 
ing the sentiments of the many persons present for a don voyage and a safe 
return, were delivered, and there were recitations and choruses, and the 
inevitable wind-up with refreshments. ‘The Decoration Guild had the 
latter in charge, while the Reception was under the efficient direction of 
Mr. Harry Page. ———— We express our warm appreciation of the amount 
contributed as an Easter offering. The total amount for all pur- 
poses was $324.07. The Sunday-school’s proportion of it was $122.73. 
Out of these offerings were paid $45 for coal, $9 for insurance, $& for the 
Jewish Society, $13.27 for Sustentation Fund, $35.22 for the Episcopal 
and Convention Fund, $40 for water-rent, and $30 for General Missions. 
A generous Vestryinan has kindly promised to remove the deficiency of 
$194 in the current expenses reported by the Warden on March 1. ‘There 
is nothing in the treasury to apply to any Summer deficiency that may 
arise, and the only wise thing to do is for every parishioner to contribute 
every Sunday, according to his ability, whether he is absent from church 
or not. Weare hoping that the large number of persons recently con- 
firmed will all become regular weekly-envelope contributors. They are now 
of ‘‘the household of faith,” and, as its members, should gladly contribute 
towards its support. If they will all do so, a considerable increase will 
be made in the yearly receipts. For their information we publish the 
following statement of our regular yearly expenses:—Salaries: Rector, 
$1200; organist, $300; sexton, $182; water rent, $40; care of organs, $40; 
coal (average for year) $100; gas (average) $95; insurance (yearly) $34.75; 
North-East Convocation, $40; Episcopal and Convocation Fuud (about) 
$35; total for the year, $2366.75 exclusive of offerings for General Missions 
and other extra-parochial objects. Pledges for new contributors will be 
found in the envelope racks. ——— According to His Ability.—‘ Every 
man according to his ability,” says St. Paul. Not every man according 
to his mood and fancy, but every man according to his ability. Not every 
man according to other peoples’ givitig, or other peoples’ ability, but 
every man according to his ability. How much more easily all the needed 
funds of every parish would be raised if this were the recognized standard 
of giving in the Church to-day! Just now the subject of the ‘‘penny in 
the plate’’ is receiving more than an ordinary share of attention. The 
Church Economist says, ‘‘It is an exhilirating fact that here and there 
people are revolting against the penny as a measure of one’s gratitnde to 
God for the benefit received at his hands. ‘rue, it is still the case that 
the collection-plates are liberally besprinkled with these coins, and, as 
yet, only an occasional voice is raised against this mockery of thank-offer- 
ing to the Lord’’ But the silence has been broken, and let us hope a 
movement has been inagurated which shall frown down and cast out this 
iniquity. But how about our old friend, ‘‘the widow’s mite?’’ Well, our 


personal observation is that the practice of penny-tossing is not confined 
to widows, but is largely indulged in by robust and prosperous-looking 
men, and by extremely elegant and charming young women, who have 
not the remotest suggestion of widow’s weeds. Moreover, the copper car- 
ries with it no hint of being all the giver has; “even all her living,” to 
quote the Bible phrase. If the penny placed in the plate is the last cent 
a man has in the world, or the first cent a child has earned, doubtless it 
would have great value in God’s eyes, and might be blessed beyond the 
wealth of a Vanderbilt. But, ordinarily, a penny asa gift to God and 
the Church is an insult, ‘There is hardly a child in the slums so poor 
but he can and does do better than that at the candy shop or for the hand- 
organ man, We say, therefore, that we are glad to see evidences that 
pastors, church officers, and friends of religion are coming to realize the 
impiety of such a burlesque as one-cent gifts to the Lord by well-dressed 
and well-fed attendants on public worship.’-———On April 26 the Rector 
paid $500 more to help extinguish the Rectory mortgage which is now 
reduced to $900. We acknowledge the receipt of $5 from Miss Ida Wil- 
liamson’s dime album towards the Rectory debt. We shall be obliged if 
the many other holders of the albums will return them to us with the 
money raised through them by June Ist. The Visible Church. ‘To 
become members of the visible Church is not merely to be enrolled as pas- 
sengers on the ship that will carry us to a haven of rest on the other side 
of the sea of life. It is enlisting in the army to fight the battles of our 
Lord for truth and right in this world. It is an enrollment as laborers 
to work in the Lord’s vineyard. When we enter into covenant relation 
with God and become members of the visible Church we accept Christ as 
our King and Lord, becoming His servants, and we should begin at once 
to do His work. — Valuable Parishioners-—Parishioners may be 
divided into two classes. One class is composed of the faithful people, 
who are a help and an ornament in the Church, and whose praise is in 
the hearts and on the lips of all who know them. ‘They are a precious 
comfort to the Rector and the mainstay of the parish. ‘They are always 
in their places during divine service, unless hindered by some necessity, 
ready ever with aid and sympathy and appreciativeness, and invariably 
to be depended upon to support every necessary undertaking. In them 
we have the valuable parishioners. The other class consists of those, 
who, though their names are on the roll of communicants, are of no real 
account to their parish, Indeed, the parish is scarcely theirs except in a 
most remote sense. Nothing pertaining to the Church arouses their in- 
terest. At the best they are spectators, and not very inspiring ones 
either. They donot know what is going on, and they do not care, and 
nobody expects them to do anything. When parochial schemes and pos- 
sibilities are canvassed they—their purses, co-operation, and even their 
good wishes—are left out of the calculations, just as though the individ- 
uals themselves were not in the land of the living. ‘They are never counted 
upon for any good work. If they were only right the case would 
not be so distressing, but they are a dead weight upon the parish, and by 
their example hinder the glorious work of saving souls and blessing the 
world. Let us not characterize them, except to say that they are not

No; he fights 
manfully in that little part of the battle immediately before him, encour- 
aging those on either side, and by his enthusiasm and earnestness carries 
forward the whole line to glorious victory, regardless of any hindrance 
that any one individual in that line nay offer. So it is with public wor- 
ship. Let each one among us say for himself: ‘This Church is mine, it 
is my service, and I resolve to avail myself of the privileges of worship- 
ping, regardless of my personal dislike for the Rector, the music, the 
Vestry, or my fellow-worshipper.’’ Let us, one and all, be faithful in 
this one thing—the regular attendance at pubiic worship. There are 
many who say: ‘‘Oh, it doesn’t make any difference whether I go to 
church or not.’’ That is not true: it makes the greatest possible differ- 
ence. The best work, the greatest Church work that you can do, is that 
done by your presence at the services. You do not know how far-reach- 
ing in its example that silent presence is. The security of a building 
depends on the presence of each individual stone in its own place. Equally 
does the security of the spiritual Church depend on your individual pres- 
ence at its services. Especially would I urge your faithful and reguiar 
attendance at the Holy Communion. It is a Sacrament ordained by 
Christ Himself, whereby in a special way He gives Himself to you and 
helps you to live up to your resolutions, and to’ be better men and 
women. ” —Rev Charles Scadding . 

The Bishop of the Diocese confirmed 51 persons ov the evening of 
Low Sunday, April 17th. As usual, the church edifice was not jarse 
enough to admit all who wanted to attend the service, ———— The Rector 
proposed to this year’s Confirmation Class the placing of a stained gia-s 
window in the church in memory of their confirmation. As such a window 
would cost $100, it would be necessary for each of the candidates to con- 
tribute $2 each. One member has contributed $2 for herself and $2 for 
some one else unable to give. We shall be glad to receive the subscrip- 
tions of the other members of the class either at once or in September. 

The only subscription towards Mrs. Collier’ s proposed window since 
last issue of the parish paper was twenty-five cents from Mrs. Emma L. 
Cannot this fuud be given a more vigorous push during the Summer? 


The Choir Guild’s repeated concert on April 21 was equally well 
rendered, and the attendance was good though not so large as at first. 

The faithful women of the Decoration Guild who conducted the Sat- 
urday night sales of bread, cake, etc., during Lent, realized $35.40. 
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The auxiliary choir of ladies rendered good music at the early Easter 
Day service. The Junior Brotherhood has presented two oak um- 
brella stands for use in the church. Our Brotherhood was repre- 
sented at the Local Council of the Brotherhood at the Church House on 
April 19th by two members, and at the Conference of the Boys’ Depart- 
ment on April 29th by 20 members. One of our boys, John Ramsey, 
made some excellent remarks at the latter meeting on the subject, ‘What 
a Boy can do for Christianity.” A good meeting of both Chapters of our 
Brotherhood was held in the chapel on Tuesday night, April 26th. The 
Rev. Mr. Green, of the Seamen’s Mission, was present and gave an inter- 
esting address. George Waters has been elected Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Senior Chapter of the Brotherhood whose regular monthly 
meetings hereafter will be held on the 3rd Tuesday of each month. The 
corporate communion of both chapters will be made on the 2nd Sunday 
of each month at 8 a. m. The Organ Recital under the direction 
of Prof. Reuben S. Horman on Thursday evening in Easter week was, as 
usual, an uplifting function to all lovers of sacred music. Unfortunately, 
the weather was bad, and so many of the delicate parishioners were ab- 
sent. ———— The Lord Bishop of Niagara spent a couple of days at the 
Rectory during Passion Week. — The North-East Convocation will 
meet at the Church of the Messiah, Hnntingdon and Edgemont streets, 
on Tuesday, May 24th, at 8 p.m —--—The social meeting of the Men’s 
Guild on Tuesday night in Easter week was an enjoyable affair. About 
40 men were present, and they were kindly entertained by Mr. Roger’s 
Graphaphone and refreshed with other things. — The parishioners 
contributed $17 for the Easter decorations. ‘Ten members of the Decora- 
tion Guild raised $24 in jugs. — The four Easter services were full 
of life and power, and were well attended. Many persons communicated 
at the 6 o’clock celebration. ‘The choir was large all day and the music 
must have given great satisfaction to every one present. ‘The floral deco- 
rations, too, in the opinion of many, were the most beautiful of Mr. Long- 
shore’s arranging. ‘The glorious fact of the resurrection of Christ thrilled 
every faithful heart. -—-— May 19th will be Ascension Day. On that 
day there will be Morning Prayer and a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion in the chapel at 10:30a.m. Perhaps it is because this great fes- 
tival of our Risen and Ascended Lord always comes on a weekday, Thurs- 
day, perhaps it is because people do not stop to think, that so many are 
apt to forget or ignore this day. Let it be otherwise with us this year if 
our business will permit. Ascension Day teaches us that our Saviour, 
Jesus Christ, still in His two natures, human and divine, ascended up to 
heaven and sitteth on the right hand of His Father and our Father, ever 
interceding for us sinners, showing His precious wounds, pleading in our 
behalf His one great sacrifice. As Christmas day tells us, year by year, 
of the Holy Babe, both God and Man Who took upon Him our flesh, so 
Ascension Day tells us of the completion of the great work of the Incaine- 
tion, and that we have a Great High Priest in heaven Who éan be 
touched with the feeling of our infirmities, and Who is still both God and 
man. Let all who can, then, observe the day gladly and attend the ap- 
pointed service. 
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. Time passes, and as it departs it takes our dear ones from our side 
and leaves a great void in our hearts. This reflection arises from the 
remarkable fact that within one week in last month three of our Vestry- 
men were mourning the departure of three members of their families. 
Mr. Kenworthy’s mother-in-law, Mrs. Callanan, an old lady of 86 years, 
had been practically dead to the world for a number of years, and so 
death was a blessed relief to her worn-out body and faculties; Mrs. E. E. 
Wright, the beloved wife of our worthy Vestryman, Mr. Richardson L. 
Wright, had been sick only a day or two, and her death was unexpected, 
and Mr. Henry Budd’s brother, Francis Budd, had been an almost help- 
less invalid for many months, and so his departure had been expected 
from day to day.. Him we did not know, but he was a faithful vestry- 
man of Advent, our mother parish. Mrs. Callanan’s many infirmities 
had excluded her from society for many years, but she had always been 
a devoted servant of Christ. Mrs. Wright was interested in the welfare of 
this parish and of that of the Church in general, and she showed her faith 
by her works, and left an example for all who knew her to follow. She has 
passed from death into life, and is now, with loved ones gone before, in 
Paradise. God grant the consolations of the Gospel to the households 
which have lost these beloved members; the consolations of a consecrated 
memory, and a hope of those reunions through Christ where eternal real- 
ities transcend even the best symbols of earth and time. God raise up 
ever to the Church new servants to emulate the good examples of these 
faithful ones who have passed out of our sight. May they all rest in peace!

The Use of Wine at the Holy Commnnion.—The following memoran- 
dum was addressed by the late Bishop Stevens to a clergyman of this 
Diocese, some of whose candidates for Confirmation being teetotalers, ob- 
jected to receive the element of wine in the Holy Sacranent. The Bishop’s 
age at the time, experience, and well-known moderation as a theologian, 
entitle his utterances to the respect of all Christians. His memorandum 
is as follows: ‘‘Our Blessed Lord used the ordinary wine of the country, 
even as he used the ordinary bread of the country at the institution of the 
Lord’s Supper. In His divine omniscience He looked through all the 
future, and saw every possible consequence of such an act. Yet He de- 
liberately chose the ‘blood of the grape,’ when He would symbolize the 
Blood of the Cross, and in His infinite wisdom, which can do no wrong, 
ordained that it should be used in all places and ages, and among all con- 
ditions of men as the one Divine way of celebrating the Lord’s supper. 
To hesitate at taking a small sip of wine from the chalice, because it is 
used by others for intoxicating purposes, is to reflect on our Blessed Lord’s 
wisdom and goodness and love and purity, and to affect to be purer and 
holier than He. The Lord Jesus—if you take the wine in His strength 
and at His command—will keep you from all evil consequences to your- 
self and others; whereas disobedience to His command dishonors Him, 
insults Him; sets up your judgment against His, and will put your own 
self-will above the positive command: ‘‘Drink ye all of this.”

In every congregation of Christians there are usually to be found 
those who are indifferent to their obligations, neglect their duties, and 
“ won’t go to Church because they cannot pay,” that is, because they 
think they cannot subscribe a regular amount for Church support. In 
almost every case the reason given is not true and is not conscientiously 
sincere. For a while a person may not be able to pay as much as usual, 
or as they would like, yet it is not true that they cannot pay anything, 
for any observer may note that, month by month, money is spent for this 
or that thing equal in amount to what would be a helpful subscription 
to Church support. For example, a person has been paying a dollar a 
month; they imagine that amount a burden, though they could pay 
twenty-five or fifty cents a month ‘‘without feeling it,” but they do not 
and will not. Is it true, then, that they ‘‘cannot pay anything?’ Not at 
all. They simply will not do their duty according to their real or supposed 
ability, and they give the untruthful reason that they are ‘‘not able.”’ 
And then think of the lack of reason and principle shown in one who de- 
liberately shuts himself off from the means of grace, wilfully refuses to 
perform the duty of public worship, and carelessly discourages his fellow 
parishioners in doing their duty, because he cannot, or thinks he cannot 
pay for parish support! Think of the shame of it! the disgrace of it ! 
—Parish Helper, ——— On Easter Day a well-known Philadelphia rector 
requested his congregation not to put pennies into the plate. He had 
made, he declared, careful observation of their outward appearance, and 
he believed no one was so poor as to be unable to follow his advice, which 
would preserve them from the sins of covetousness and sacrilege. If, how- 
ever, there were any so poor as not to be able to give more than a penny 
he would ‘‘dispense’’ them from their duty. It takes a courageous man 
to break up the penny-savings system of ecclesiastical financiering. DIE 
only kind of adults who are given permission and credit for such gifts are 
“poor widows.” The proper text for the modern prophet is the rich man 
“casting in two mites’ or even ove. 

Twenty-seven young men of the parish have organized a ‘‘ Good 
Shepherd Wheelmen.’’ They will meet at periodical times at the Parish 
House for “runs,” but will neither practice nor encourage Sunday cycling 
for pleasure.

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Summer.—We have now come to the time of year when many of the 
parish activities are suspended, and the Church has the appearance of 
resting. But thisis only to fit and prepare us for greater work, otherwise 
our period of apparent inactivity would be one of “rust” rather than ‘‘rest.”’ 
We must not imagine that in the great summing up of our lives, the Lord 
will leave out all the Summers. By far the larger portion of His teach- 
ing and work, as recorded in the Gospels, took place in the Summer time. 
He must, therefore, have considered His hearers just as susceptible of in- 
struction and just as responsible for their opportunities in Summer as in 
Winter. During the other seasons we have been giving our strength and 
energy in working for others, Summer is pre-eminently the season for seek- 
ing supplies of grace and strength for ourselves. Sometimes in working for 
others we almost forget our own spiritual life and its needs. Then, too, the 
cold and storms of Winter have oftentimes prevented our worshipping God 
in His Holy Temple. Now we have no such hindrance. Many will, 
indeed, leave their homes for rest and change of scene, but although they 
cannot attend their parish church, yet, wherever they are, the Lord’s 
Day should find them in the Lord’s house. Those who have separated 
themselves from the Lord all Summer will find that they cannot by a single 
effort of the will draw very near to Him when they return in the Autumn, 
Religion is not a plaything that can be cast aside and taken up at pleasure. 
They will have done themselves a great injury and will suffer a loss. that 
may be irreparable. Church Attendance in Summer.—lf our religion 
is not merely a pretence but a reality, it is unnecessary to be told that we 
have duties to God which must be fulfilled in Summer as well as in 
Winter. If we believe that Christianity is to teach men how to be true 
to their manhood, and that worship is an expression of manly acknowl- 
edgement—then in selecting a place for summer recreation we will always 
ascertain if there is a church accessible and be guided accordingly. If 
we are at home we will always be present at the services of our parish 
church. Church attendance alone will not make us Christians, but it is 
hard to understand how a man can be a Christian and neglect the ordi- 
nances of worship. As an example to others, our attendance at church is 
of inestimable value. It marks us at once as respectors of religion, and 
as acknowledging its claims and authority. Too many inhabitants of 
country neighborhoods are injured by the godless example set them by 
city visitors, who encourage them in their disregard of Sunday and Divine 
service. In these latter days, when neglect and defiance of God’s laws 
are bringing forth all kinds of unsound fruit, there is urgent need that 
Christians everywhere should give closer heed to their walk, and consider 
the effect of their outward lives upon those around them. The 
Vestry are thankful to be able to report, through the generous contribu- 
tion of $200 from one of its members, that all the current expenses of the 
parish have been met toJune 1st. The treasury, however, is empty, and, 
therefore, every parishioner should know how very important it is that 
his usual weekly offering should find its way into it for every Sunday of 
the Summer. Unless this be done, there will be a large deficiency in the 
expenses by September. A clergyman says that a parishioner presented 
at the outset of the Summer an offering of $5.00, most probably to ‘‘make 
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up” for his coming absent Sundays, as the next day he went on his 
Summer vacation for several weeks. Suppose all our parishioners who 
expect to be absent from their church this summer would give the same 
amount or something approaching it, what a help it would be to our 
depleted treasury. — Christian Giving, 1 Cor. xvi, 1, 2 teaches us, 
is positive, “As I have given orders;’’ personal, ‘‘Let every one of you;’’ 
private, ‘lay by him;” periodical, ‘‘upon the first day of the week;’’ pros- 
pective, ‘that there be no gatherings when I come;’’ and proportional, 
“‘as God hath prospered him.” 


It gives us pleasure to note the good attendance of our choristers at 
the services during the absence of Mr. Longshore, and the excellent ren- 
dition of the music under the efficient direction of Mr. McGinley at the 
organ, — The Brotherhood boys did splendid self-denial work on 
Decoration Day in re-painting the church fence and some of the windows 
of the church. The work is to be continued, and contemplates re-varnish- 
ing of the front doors. — The Decoration Guild has made new dust 
covers for the church furniture. — Mr. F. P. Buckley, though not, 
of course, a member of the last Confirmation Class, with his usual char- 
acteristic generosity, has given $5.00 towards the proposed Confirmation 
Class window. Mrs. Jane Kay has given $2.00; total receipts, $11.00. 
We shall be pleased to receive subscriptions from all the other members of 
the class during the summer. Fifty cents has been received from Mrs. 
E. Leggoe towards the proposed Mrs. Fannie Collier window, making 
$30.75 received thus far for this purpose. Please let us hear from other 
friends of this departed saint. Sunday is the Lord’s Day, not yours. 
The other six days are given you to use for all manner of occupations 
pertaining to this world’s duties. This day is given you to use for God 
in that special sense in which you recognize the duties of the world to 
come. We are not to do as we choose, but as God commands. We are 
to use it for worship, not fun. Remember it is the one day in seven that 
belongs particularly to your Lord. The way in which so many now use 
Sunday loses sight of this fact, and while we may cease from labor, we 
do not occupy our time in accordance with the Divine plan. In this re- 
gard we break the 8th commandment—we steal God’s time and appro- 
priate it to our own use. Nothing cheers and encourages a Rector 
more in his work than the regular attendance of the people on all the 
means of grace. How much better is the sermon when the prospect of a 
good congregation awaits the preacher. How much better is the service 
rendered when the responses and Amens, strong and clear, betoken a full 
attendance. It is not much to ask for the faithful priest. Is it not easy 
thus to give him your support ? — ‘Cannot a man be a good Chris- 
tian without ever going to Church ?’? Even many communicants answer 
this question affirmatively if their occasional and sporadic attendance upon 
Divine services is any indication of their mental processes. The true an- 
swer is: No, it is most improbable; experience has proven it so. “Going 
to Church” does not necessarily make a good Christian, but it is an un- 
mistakable fact that the best Christians the world over are those who 
attend church most regularly.

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It is very saddening and astonishing to notice how many well-inten- 
tioned Christians content themselves with the smallest public acknowl- 
edgment to Almighty God by attendance at His House on His own special 
day. Even the best disposed are not ashamed to go but once a day, 
though they may not have the excuse of duty, distance or delicate health 
to hold them back. Infinitely more seem to think that an uncertain and 
far less regular attendance is quite sufficient, and'they are never seen at 
the appointed week-day service? ‘The ingenuity of the apologies made is 
very wonderful, and not a little varied.’ Nearly all begin and end with- 
out the faintest possible conception that the primary object of public service 
is to worship God. The accompaniments are merely details, and though 


they should receive all due attention by those responsible for them, and: 


be conducted with reverence and in order, with a fitting sense of the peo- 
ple’s needs, still their failure, if it exists, is no excuse. ‘The duty of 
common prayer and public worship still remains. ——— With the return 
of the Fall the Sunday evening congregations are increasing in numbers. 
Why should there not be a corresponding increase in the attendance at 
the 10.30 morning service. Surely there ought not to'be an empty pew, 
and there will not be if the faithful parishioners will take a little trouble 
during the week to invite some friend or neighbor to accompany them 
to church, Church going is not merely a habit, it is a duty, and a 
very profitable and pleasant one. When the house of God is neglected, 
it is both a sign of coldness and a producer of indifference. No one ought 
ever willfully to neglect the courts of God’s house. He thereby shows 
dishonor to God and indifference to His people. But the greatest loss is’ 
to himself. The soul starves for want of spiritual nourishment when our 
Father's House is forsaken. Some may indeed go to the church services, 
and still famish, but those who neglect them will certainly become ema- 
ciated Christians, if they be Christians at all. We herewith give a 
special commission to every loyal parishioner to bring some stranger with 
him every Sunday morning. Personal Inguiry.—Will you please 
tell me if there is a good reason why any persons should consider their 
house a place more attractive than God’s House on Sunday? Why, 
friend, you and I know that God is not pleased with stay-at-homes, and I 
don’t wonder, for He is in His holy house to receive His invited guests, 
and a lot of them neglect to call upon Him, and then, when someone asks 
them why they refuse His invitation, they make a lot of miserable ex- 
cuses which God won’t listen to; and how is it all to end? What is God 
going to do about it? I know that He has “done something about it” 
in the cases of a great many people, and I expect that everyone who 
neglects Him will hear from Him, and at a time that will be less ‘‘con-

venient” than now. Do you know that there is a celebration of the Holy 
Communion every Sunday morning except the First in each month at 
8 o’clock, and on each first Sunday at 10:30 o'clock?) Do,you know that 
there is an opportunity every Sunday morning at 10:30 o’clock and every 
Sunday night at 7:30 o'clock, and every Wednesday night at 8 o’clock 
to worship God in other ways? Do you know that it is Christ Himself 
Who invites you to be present in His house a¢ least on these occasions ? 
Do you know that His mother said to the servants in Cana of Galilee, 
‘“‘Whatsoever He saith unto you, Do it!?’? The. coming of Fall 
should set going the parish machinery. It should enable us all to take 
hold with energy of the work that lies before us. In undertaking it, how- 
ever, we have need to bear in mind the fact that it should be, not a 
cause, but a result, of our lives as Christians. It is in part, at least, the 
work that shows our faith, the outgrowth of that spirit of conviction that 
led earlier Christians: to cry ‘‘Lord, what wilt Thou have me to do?” 
The more faithful we are in spiritual things, the more work-ful we shall 
want to be in material things. Our work, then, must be the outgrowth 
of our worship, and in turn it will be found to react, and by a natural 
law increase the fervor of our spiritual life. If any of you have not been 
associated with the parish guilds in the past we hope you will at once 
identify yourself with one at least. ‘They need your presence and your 
co-operation. The Minister of Christ or Rector of a parish is a 
captain, directing the aggressive march of the soldiers of Christ (the 
Church) into the territory of the enemy (the world). ‘‘Go ye into all 
the world and preach the Gospel to every creature ’—not to you only 
who are already within the fold, but to the lost sheep wandering outside. 
His work is to lead you by influence and love and good deeds to ‘‘win the 
erring souls to Christ’’—to bring in the fulness of His glorious kingdom, 


-and bring true peace to hearts ‘‘at enmity with God.” The life of the 
‘parish should touch each human life in the community.

One or two teachers are needed ad once in our Sunday-school. Are 
we wrong in looking for additional help in a field of such great work as 
our school? ‘There are some who certainly could aid in the school, 
and who are glad enough to let their children attend. ‘his cry for more 
teachers should not, in our congregation, be heard, without being in- 
stantly answered. Let us hope to see fresh workers on hand next Sunday. 


The Methodists were originally a society in the Church of England 
somewhat similar to our present Brotherhood of St. Andrew, and John 
Wesley was their leader. Fifty years after organization of this Society 
in a sermon on Heb. v, 4, Mr. Wesley said: ‘‘Did we ever appoint you 
to administer the sacraments, to exercise the priestly office? Such a de- 
sign never entered our mind * * * and in doing it you renounce the first 
principle of Methodism, which was wholly to preach the gospel. * * * It 
does by no means follow that ye are commissioned to baptize or to ad- 
minister the Lord’s Supper. Ye never dreamed of this ten or twenty 
years after ye began to preach. Ye knew ‘no man taketh this honor into 
himself but he that is called of God, as was Aaron.’ O contain yourself 
within your bounds! Be content with preaching the gospel.” Thus it 
can be seen that Mr. Wesley himself never regarded the Methodist society 
as a church, nor Methodist preachers as clergymen.

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The 30th Anniversary of the Sunday-school will be observed on Sun- 
day, Oct. 16th, by a special sermon at 10:30 o’clock, with the singing of 
special hymns by the School in the church at 3 o’clock and an address by 
the Rev. Frank F. W. Greene, the Missionary to seamen in this city. 
The offertories at all the services will be applied to the deficiency in the 
current- expenses of the parish. - The Vestry find themselves, as 
usual, at the end of Summer with an inevitable deficiency in the current 
expenses. This, it seems, will.continue to be the rule every year until 
there can be created an Endowment Fund of $5000 or. more, the interest 
of which could be used to meét the Summer current expenses. On the 
1st of October a year ago the deficiency was $312; this year it is $229. 
The debt causes anxiety and inconvenience to him to whom it is due, 
and it is proposed to send a printed circular to each parishioner asking 
that a dollar subscription, if possible, be presented on the Sunday-school 
Anniversary Day, Oct. 16th, or on the Sunday following, if more conve- 
nient to any. Some, of course, can give more than a dollar, and their 
larger ability will be needed to make up the shortage of others. It should 
not be possible to find the envelope-offering missing from a single parish- 
ioner on’one.of the two Sundays. Who will be the first person to 
start an Endowment Fund for the parish? Make your wills! Remember 
the Endowment Fund in your wills! Do it whether you have much or 
little of this world’s goods to leave behind you. A widow, recently de- 
ceased, had but very little of this world’s goods to leave when she passed 
hence, but of that little she bequeathed $10 to her parish church. God 
bless her, and we tell you, friends, that her bequest will come up for a 
very white memorial before God! Remember your parish church, not 
only justly.while you are here in activity, but also in the substance, be. it 
much or little, which shall survive you. 

The Wednesday Night services began Oct. 5th and will be held every 
week in the chapel on Firth St. at 8 o’clock. It would be cheering to the 
Rector and spiritually profitable to the parishioners if they would allow 
no unavoidable business or duty to keep them away from this stated 
weekly service. — A cheering ‘‘good-bye’’ was given to Mr. Long- 
shore on his departure for Europe April 30, and two days after his return, 
Aug. 9, a hearty reception was tendered him, ‘The Rector and Mr. Page 
made addresses of welcome on behalf of the parishioners and the choir 
and Decoration Guild which Mr. Longshore feelingly responded to. . At 
the reception the Rector was greatly surprised by the presentation to him 
of $60 as a vacation gift from some of the parishioners. Mr. Page pre- 
sented the purse, and the Rector expressed his deep gratitude to those 
who thus generously provided for his vacation. During Mr. Longshore’s 
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absence his place at the organ was filled by Mr. J, W. McGinley, Miss 
Harman and Mr. Lukens. — We express herewith our high appre- 
ciation of the large attendance during the Summer of our choristers, and 
the excellent rendition of the music contributed greatly to the enjoyment 
and benefit of the Church services. — On All Saints’ Day, Nov. 1, a 
day most dear to every Christian heart, there will be a celebration of the 
Holy Communion at 9 o'clock, to allow every one who wishes to do so to 
commemorate before God those who died in faith. There will be also 
Evening service and Sermon at 8 o'clock. May many hearts be moved 
to join in these blessed services,

Jenkins, $2; total, 
$19.50. Weshould like to hear from other members of the Confirmation 
Class. Mr. Henry Budd’s Class resumed its sessions in the choir 
room on Sunday afternoon, Oct. 2, at 30’clock. The Rector has observed 
that there is an apparent misunderstanding in the parish with regard to 
the persons for whom this class is intended. ‘The object of the class was 
originally, and still is primarily, the instruction of young ladies, girls of 18 
and upward, some of whom, after leaving the class, would become quali- 
fied to become teachers in the school.

While ladies of older years will still be welcome, 
there are many young ladies in the parish, at present unattached to the 
School in any way, who should at once identify themselves with this class, 
and their failure to do so will deprive them of the weekly instruction by 
its teacher, of 20 years’ experience, which would enlighten their minds in 
“Church Doctrine and Bible Truth,” and help to deepen their spiritual 
life. Let there be large additions, then, next Sunday. The hour of 
meeting is 3 o’clock, and the place the choir room. 


All boys of the parish over 15 years of age are invited to meet in the 
chapel on Tuesday night, Oct. 11, at 8 o’clock. ——— We regret the loss 
of Mr, Wm. Gwinnutt from our choir owing to his removal to Boston. 
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The celebration of the 30th Anniversary of our Sunday-school was 
an interesting event, and it was observed by the school on the afternoon 
of Oct. 16th. Addresses were made by the Rev. Mr. Greene, of The Sea- 
men’s Missioh, by Mr. Buckley, the Superintendent, and the Rector. 
The singing of both schools was excellent, in the one case under the 
direction of Mr. Crump, the precentor, and in the other under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Goodfellow. The offerings at all the services on this day 
were appropriated to the summer deficieucy of $229 in the current ex- 
penses up to Oct, 1, and they were as follows: From the Sunday-school, 
$56.64; special envelopes, $131.00; loose offerings, $11.53; grand total, 
$199.17. The offerings of the congregation and the school for a similar 
purpose on the Anniversary Day of 1897 were $143.48. The contrast 
should incite in us all a feeling of thanksgiving to God. ———— ‘The Chief 
Magistrate of the Republic has appointed Thursday, Nov. 24, as a day of 
Thanksgiving. In this parish there willbe Morning Prayer and Sermon 
at 10.30 a. m., and the alms-basin offerings will be devoted, as every 
year, to the Episcopal Hospital. Contributions of vegetables, fruits, 
jellies, flowers, etc., should be given in abundance to the poor of the 
parish, after being first used in decorating the church, to give an object 
lesson of some of the representative productions of the earth. These should 
be sent to the chapel the evening before. Our Parish Endowment 
Fund.—In the last issue of this paper we suggested that an Endowment 
fund ought to be started, the principal of which would always be kept 
intact, and only the interest used to supply the deficiency in the current 
expenses which occurs every summer It was thought that if $5000 
could be raised in time, the interest of this sum would be sufficient for 
the annual deficiency. We rejoice to be able to state that our suggestion 
has been followed by a subscription in the following words: ‘‘In loving 
memory of Herbert C. and Mabel E. Tardif—Ten Dollars—as a founda- 
tion subscription to the Endowment Fund for the Church of the Good 
Shepherd, Phila. All Saints’ Day, 1898.” The New York Churchman 
says on this subject: ‘‘A common obstacle to the endowment of a Church, 
is a lack of initiative. Somebody must start it. The great need isa 
start, and a small amount is much better than none at all. ‘The seed will 
grow. An English Diocesan paper suggests a plan which has been tried 
with success in England, and is also working well in some parishes in 
this country. Two or three people meet and open ‘Our Parish Endowment 
Fund’ at the savings bank, ‘They deposit a shilling or more in the names 
of 2 or 3 trustees. The fund has begun, They then persuade the parson 
to fix one Sunday in the year on which day he agrees to mention the 
fund in his notices, and to appropriate the offerings of that one Sunday to 
the fund. The promoters also occasionally mention the fund; perhaps 
they have a working party to increase it. When the sum in the savings 
bank reaches $500, then that amount is invested and the parish receives 
the yearly interest. If it be properly managed and kept before the par- 
ishioners, no doubt in many cases legacies will be left to the fund.’’ The 
offerings hereafter found in the money chest in the tower entrance will 
be appropriated to this fund, and envelopes for a special offering for the 
fund will be prepared for the Sunday in January nearest the consecration 
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day of the church. As no formal offerings are taken at the early 
celebrations of the Holy Communion, it is suggested that those who 
would like to give something at such a time place their offering in the 
alms-chest. What you can do for the Churh.—First. Be loyal. 
Never speak disparagingly of the Rector, or suffer one in your presence 
so to speak of him. Never speak disparagingly of a fellow-worker in the 
Church. Your work is one, your neighbor’s is another. Your method 
is one, his is another. If you do your own work thoroughly, you will be 
content to say nothing but good of his. Always stand up for the Church, 
her doctrine, her discipline, and her worship. If you disparage these, 
you may be sure that no outsider will approve them. „Second. Be faith- 
ful. Always be in your place at church unless stern necessity alone 
prevents you. 
or see that a suitable substitute isin your place. If you are a member 
of a guild, be regular at the meetings and manifest an interest in the 
work. Zhird. Be a worker. The Christian life is a life of service. 
There are Christians and Christians. Do something, as well as be some- 
thing. Work as wellas pray. Dead wood in a parish is like dead wood 
everywhere else, it is hard to carry. Fourth. Be a giver. It costs money 
to light and heat the church. It costs money to have a Rector, a sexton, 
and good music. It costs money to carry on the various benevolent and 
missionary enterprises connected with the parish. You are not a good 
Christian, if you do not give for the spread of Christ’s Kingdom as God 
has prospered you. Giving is as much a part of the worship of God as 
praying. If you cannot give but ten cents a week, give that regularly, 
systematically, cheerfully, and ask for the weekly envelopes. znaly. 
Pray earnestly, fervently, daily for the parish, the Rector, and the King- 
dom.—Holy Trinity Chimes, West Chester. Every Rector, in his 
own mind, makes two broad divisions of his parish, the ‘‘Do Somethings,” 
and the ‘Do Nothings.’’ Many will say that he certainly ought to make 
a third division, the people who cannot do anything. Perhaps he ought, 
but his experience is dead against it. He does not find that when you 
really want to do any thing, ill health, or want of time, or any obstacle, 
keeps you from it. In every parish there are men and women and boys 
who have to toil and labor in the most exhausting way. ‘They do not 
have a half holiday a week, except in the heat of summer, and many not 
even then, and yet they find time to teach in Sunday-school, to sing in 
the choir, to work in guilds, and to do many purely unselfish things. 
And there are people in the parish who have more or less leisure, but 
they never take an hour for any one else. Whether you are a “Do Noth- 
ing” or a “Do Something” is a matter of will, of interest, of faith and 
love, of devotion to God and your fellow-men, and independent often of 
health or hurry. Every parishioner ought to ask himself the question 
on bended knees, Am I a “Do Nothing’ or a ‘‘Do Something?”

The Coal Fund.—It is time the parish had secured its winter’s supply 
of coal. About $100 will be required for this purpose. Special envelopes 
will be placed in the pews for contributions for the fund. ‘The heating 
of the church is a matter which concerns every worshipper, and, there- 
fore, every parishioner who contributes to this fund studies his own com- 
fort. The business sense of each one ought to lead him to be represented, 
as liberally as his means will allow, in the Special Offering for the Coal 
Fund, which will be received on the Sunday next before Advent, Nov. 20. 
Some envelopes will be placed in the racks for the use of those who may 
find it more convenient to give on some other Sunday. 

Preference or Duty? Which Shall it Be?—The indifference of these times 
has the effect of making us do what we want to rather than that which 
we ought todo. The result is that the standard of right and wrong is 
our own inclinations rather than the law of God. Christian people are 
constantly deciding the question of Christian duty by such questions as 
these: Do I want to go to Church to-day? Do I want to read my Bible? 
Do I want to give my money to this object? Do I want to kneel in 
prayer? Do I want to go to the Holy Communion? And a world of souls 
outside are catching this bad habit and saying: Do I want to be baptized? 
Do I want to be confirmed? Do I want to serve God? Men seldom con- 
sider the question : What is my duty? and do it regardless of their prefer- 
ences. What is the result? Empty pews, a depleted treasury, few 
workers, communicants scarce, the font seldom used, God’s commands, 
promises and invitations and Christ’s love all discarded for an individual 
preference. And yet in all human affairs we never consider these pref- 
erences, but think of our duties, Men pay their debts because they ought 
to, but recognize no debt to God unléss they want to.

Pupils study for years for mental knowledge to fit them for life’s duties 
because they ought to, but pay no attention to that education that fits 
them for eternal life unless they want to. They make the Kingdoms of 
the world full of duties, but fill the Kingdom of God with whatever they 
like. If you, dear reader, would cure this indifference in your soul, it

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Some Objections to Infant Baptism.—'‘Tf it was the will of Christ that 
infants should be baptized, why do we not find some express command 
on the subject in the New Testament? Because at the time the New Tes- 
tament was written it was already the established custom of the Church, 
| | and therefore there was no need of any command. ‘The Council of Car- 
| thage, held about A. D. 264, declared that Infant Baptism was the uni- 
versal custom in the Church from the days of the Apostles. If that is 
true, there can be no doubt that it is in accordance with the will of Christ. 
What objections do people sometimes make to infaut baptism? They say 
that according to the words of Christ (St. Mark xvi:16) belief is neces- 
sary to baptism, and as infants cannot believe, they should not be bap- 
tized.— How do you answer this objection? If this text teaches that in- 
| fants cannot be baptized, it also teaches that they cannot be saved ; for 
| it says ‘he that believeth not shall be damned.’ It is evident, therefore, 
that this text which speaks of believing does not refer to infants but to 
| adults. —What other objection is sometimes urged? That there is no 
| command in the Bible to baptize children.. —Is this a valid objection? No;

The coldness and indifference of her members have 
driven many away who would otherwise have become loyal and ardent 
adherents of the Church. Is there no fault at our own doors?

Be at your place of worship, with your prayers and praises and offerings. 
Do not let a day pass without knowing that your offering-pledge is in the 
hands of the Vestry, that they may know what they have to rely upon in 
the business part of the Church’s work. - The Rev. T. J. Taylor 
preached very acceptably to our people on Sunday morning, Oct. 23.

be wrong to keep the Lord’s Day Holy, or to have family prayers, or to 
admit women to the Holy Communion, for there is nò express command 
to do any of these things.—What other objection do people sometimes 
make to infant baptism? ‘hey say that they cannot see what good it will 
do, for a little water poured on the child cannot cleanse the soul.--What 
reply can we make to this objection? No one claims that the water does 
this. Water is but the outward and visible sign of the inward and spir- 
itual grace given to us through this act of obedience. It was not the 
water that cleansed Naaman, and yet had he not washed in the water of 
Jordan, as the prophet commanded, he would not have been cleansed.— 
What other common objection do people make ? They say that baptism can 
do no good, because many persons baptized in infancy grow up tobe bad 
or ungodly people. —What reply can we make to this objection? (1) If 
it is a duty whicd God’s Word enjoins upon us, our business is to obey, 
whether we can see the good or not. (2) Many persons born into this 
world mispend their lives, but that does not prove that the gift of natural 
life of mankind is useless. If we say it is wrong to baptize children be- 
cause some of them become bad, we might as well say that it was wrong 
for God to create mankind because some of the human race became bad. 
What other reason do people often give for not having their children bap- 
tized? They say that they wish to leave their children to choose for them- 
selves when they grow up.—What reply do we make to this? (1) If it 1s 
God’s will that children should be made members of His Church through 
holy baptism, parents ought to see that it is done. (2) If parents choose 
and act for their children in matters of worldly interest, much more are 
they bound to choose and act for them in spiritual matters, until they 
come of age to act for themselves.’’—/7 0m the Prayer Book Reason Why.

(2) Pray for grace to avail yourself to the full of the opportunity for pub- 
lic worship which lies before you. You know not that such a privilege 
will ever again be yours. (3) When you reach the House of Prayer re- 
member Whose it isand Who meets you there. Kneel then as you make 
your requests to Him. He who meets you is the King of Kings. (4) Join 
heartily in the singing and responses. See to it that the petitions allotted 
to you are indeed presented. (5) Take your Bible with you and follow 
the reading of the Lessons, ‘Try to carry away with you some words 
from Service and sermon for help and comfort. (6) Pray for your Cler- 
gyman. Ina manual of Christian duty which probably dates from the 
early part of the 20th century, we read, ‘‘My child, thou shalt remember 
him that speaketh to thee the Word of God, night and day.’’ (7) En- 
deavor to lead some careless soul to accompany you. Many would prob- 
ably accept a loving invitation at your hands. (8) Be regular communi- 
cants, remembering the words of our Lord and Master, ‘‘This do in re- 
membrance of me.’’

Ninety-nine out of a hundred Christians believe in infant baptism. 
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The Girls Friendly Society have contributed $5.00 towards the gas 
fund. Albert Taylor, a member of the last Confis mation Class, has 
contributed $1.00 towards the proposed Confirmation Class window. The 
fund now has $22.50, and we should like to hear from the other 42 mem- 
bers of the class. ———— A point that should be well considered and acted 
upon. A moment’s reflection should convince our parishioners that there 
was necessarily a large decrease in the offerings on the two successive 
very inclement Sundays, Nov. 27th and Dec. 4th, the attendance being 
very small. Just here the worshippers in a free seated church should learn 
the importance of every one contributing towards the parish support on 
the Sundays he is absent as well as when he is present. Unless this is 
done by everybody a deficiency necessarily arises in the current expenses. 
Very well, then, you see it is now in order for you to contribute for those 
two inclement Sundays if you were absent from church. 


Those who desire to connect themselves with the parish, or strangers 
wishing to be called upon, should hand their names and addresses to the 
Rector or vergers. How many of our people forget that there is a 
mid-week service every Wednesday night in the chapel on Firth street. 
Leave your pleasutes and employments and spend an hour in the public 
worship of God. Let it be noted that there will be no Wednesday night 
service in Christmas week. A Complaint.—Our attention has been 
called to the habit of some of our young girls who whisper to each other 
not only in the church during service, but also at the chapel service. 
Such persons should consider that they not only do an irreverential act, 
but they greatly disturb other persons who want to devote their whole 
time in church to the worship of Almighty God. We shall not now 
dwell on the irreverence of everything which prevents such worship, but 
shall hope that the public mention of the complaint in question will be 
sufficient to break up the habit which lowers greatly the reputation of 
those who engage in it. —Hland your book to the Stranger.—When the 
Saviour went into the synagogue at Nazareth there ‘‘was handed him the 
book.” Evidently the Nazarenes were not monopolists. How few mod- 
ern churches possess prayer and hymn books in plenty! If there is any- 
thing that wakens the disgust of non-church-goers, it is the greed and 
rapacity of complacent worshippers, hugging their prayer-books and 
hymnals as a miser hugs his gold, blissfully unconscious of others’ needs. 
Often on opening the book, one may read: ‘“This book is the property of 
John Smith.” In other words—keep off the grass ! —It is not so long 
ago since we were compelled to part company with our denominational 
friends on the question of the observance of Christmas. ‘That time is 
happily past. ‘The universal observance of this day is one of the Church’s 
victories over denominationalism.

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Sunday Excuses.—For many years we have read arguments to show 
the wrong men do who neglect the public worship of God. Weare glad 
the period of argument has given place to sarcasm, for it is a negligence 
beneath the dignity of reason, while it is exactly suited to ridicule. We 
all know the excuses are mere shams, devoid of sincerity. We give an 
illustration of the new method: A man looks out upon the rain and says 
to his wife, who is preparing to go to the opera: ‘‘My dear, I don’t think 
we can go out in this storm,” and:receives the reply: ‘Why you forget, 
do you not? We are not getting ready for church.’ Such instances are 
much more convincing than argument. — Why is time so scarce 
when the church-bell calls to worship, but so plenty when the world calls 
for pleasure? Why are Sundays and other Church days colder and hotter 
and wetter than other days? Why do people who seldom or never re- 
spond to the special call for money find most fault because the calls are 
made? Why is Sunday sickness the sickest sickness? Why are excuses 
that will keep people from church not thought sufficient for ‘‘regrets’’ 
when social requisitions are made? Why is notthe salvation of the soul 
made the first consideration at all times ? ——-— The offertory on Thanks- 


giving Day, which was given to the Episcopal Hospital, was $32. 


The pilgrimage to Jamestown, Virginia, of the delegates to the late 
General Convention, held in Washington, recalls to mind the fact that of 
the many religious bodies in this country, the Episcopal Church is the 
oldest, the first planted on these shores. In the United States there are 
more than 50 religious bodies, five of which may be found in all the States: 
Episcopalians, dating from 1607 in Jamestown, Va.; Romanists, dating 
from 1633 in Maryland; Baptists, dating from 1639 in Rhode Island; Pres- 
byterians, from 1684 in Maryland; Methodists, from 1766 in New York. 
The Church of England was the first that came to America. It made the 
first prayer, baptized the first convert, married the first couple, buried the 
first dead, and administered the first Holy Communion, This was in 
Virginia, thirteen years before the Mayflower came to New England. 

As usual, there will be two celebrations of the Holy Communion on 
Christmas Day, namely 6 and 10.30 o’clock, and it is the law of the 
Church Catholic that every communicant, unless prevented by sickness 
or some other unavoidable cause, shall communicate on that day. We 
shall none of us realize the great facts of our Lord’s life and the doctrines 
flowing from them, unless we obey the Church’s rule and strictly observe 
her fasts and feasts. Those who live and die outside her blessed fold 
may talk of the Church’s Calendar as a formal list of days and dates, but 
let us, who know better from happy experience, always count it a privi- 
lege beyond words to follow ‘‘the blessed steps of His most holy life,” 
and from His humiliation, in taking our flesh, at Christmas, on to the 
day of His ascension triumph, never fail to honor Him with most loving 
devotion. It is none too soon to ask the parishioners to contribute 
towards the Church Christmas evergreen decorations and for the usual 
Christmas treat given to the children of the Sunday-school. Every Church- 
mau should gladly give something towards these objects. Contributions 
for the former fund may be given to Mr. Longshore and for the latter to 
the Rector or Mr. F. P. Buckley, the Superintendent. A first class 
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entertainment will be given by the Rev. Mr. Bown on Tuesday evening, 
Dec. 13, in the parish house, for the benefit of the Sunday-school, The 
phonograph is a large one, and its varied selections can be heard distinctly 
by 2000 persons. The price of admission has been purposely made small, 
namely, ro cents, to insure the presence of every parishioner and to realize 
the best financial result.

. We are sorry that a good many of the parishioners have not acted on 
our advice in the matter of attendance at church in stormy weather. It 
is very saddening and astonishing to notice how many good-living, well- 
intentioned Christians content themselves with the smallest public acs 
knowledgment to Almighty God by attendance at His house on His own 
special day. Even the best disposed are not ashamed to go but once a 
day, though they have not the excuse of duty, distance or delicate health 
to hold them back. Infinitely more seem to think that an uncertain and 
far less regular attendance is quite sufficient. The ingenuity of the 
apologies made is wonderful; and not a little varied. Nearly all begin and 
end without the faintest possible conception that the primary object of 
public service is to worship God. The accompaniments are merely details, 
aud though they should receive all due attention by those responsible for 
them, and be conducted with reverence and in order, with a fitting sense 
of the people’s needs; still their failure if it exists, is no excuse, the duty 
of common prayer and public worship still remains, 


Be a worker.—The Christian life is a life of service. There are 
Christians and Christians. Do something as’ well as be something. 
Work as well as pray. Dead wood in a parish is like dead wood every- 
where else, it is hard to carry, 
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Loyalty of Church Members.—Itis those who, like the Psalmist, say, ‘‘I 
was glad when they said unto me we will go into the house of the Lord.’ 
“My soul longeth for the courts of the Lord.” ‘‘Our feet skall stand 
within thy gates, O Jerusalem,” who are the happy, peaceful, united, 
progressive and working members of the Church of Christ, for ‘‘the joy 
of the Lord is their strength.” As the services of the Church are pre- 
scribed for your spiritual benefit, to build up a symmetrical and noble 
Christian character, Je loyal in attending them, let no trifling excuses keep 
you away.

And during 
the week make your domestic and other arrangements such as to enable 
you to attend the Wednesday night service; let it be your study to make 
that first, not last and subordinate; let the world see that your religion 
means something, and that you study to respond toits claims, so will you 
“be strong in the Lord and in the power of His might.” So will your 
light so shine that others will be led to glorify your Father in heaven. 
So will your path be like that of the just which shineth more and more 
unto the perfect day.

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Easter Day was a very joyous day in this parish. ‘The sunny 
weather, the large congregations, the many communicants, the uplifting 
music by our faithful, voluntary and efficient choir, the large offerings 
from the congregation and the Sunday-school children, the large attend- 
ance of the latter and their beautifully rendered carols, the partly made 
and prospective improvements in the nave and chancel of the church, all 
contributed to make the Faster of 1899 one long to be remembered and 
thankful for. The special Easter offerings fiom the congregation 
were $156.60; from the Sunday-school, $155.12; together, $311.72. We 
congratulate the parishioners and the teachers and children of the school 
on this large fruitage of their Lenten self-denials, and we express herein 
our deep appreciation of the hearty co-operation thus shown in meeting 
the obligations of the parish to the Church at large, to the Diocese and 
the maintainance of our own church. 


The Envelope System in Bad Weather.—One of the best arguments 
in support of the Envelope System is that, when faithfully carried out, 
the income of the church is not materially affected by bad weather. 

The natural habit of the churchgoer is to give when he goes to church, 
and when he stays away to omit his weekly offering, completely forget- 
ting that the expenses of the parish do not decrease in bad weather 
(indeed, the coaland incidental repair bills increase at such times), and 
that his omission is a serious check to the church’s vital life. But 
if he uses the envelopes, the parish is not a financial loser through his 
non-attendance, as all the envelopes for the Sundays when he was 
unable to attend are handed in on the first Sunday of his presence at 
church after his compulsory absence. 

If every member of The Good Shepherd would take envelopes and 
use them systematically, the bad weather of the winter and spring months 
would not cause us financial anxiety. If you have not yet taken them, 
it is not too late to apply. 

The resurrection of Christ establishes, beyond the reasonable right of 
any man to question it,the supernatural character of His Person and of His 


Gospel. He promised, when nobody believed Him, that He would rise 
again, The world and all the powers of evil were against Him, yet He 


kept His word to the letter and to the day. In the face ofevery human 
probability and by solitary might He did what He said He would do. 
He has thereby won a right to man’s~confidence. He has earned the 
faith which He asks the people to give. “Easter means everything 
to us; far more than tongue can tell.. For one thing, it means that we 
have a certain ground for faith that God is good, is our Father; and it is 
the only certain ground for such faith. It can be affirmed that now all 
thoughtful men believe in a God of some sort, at least in an Almighty 
Power, in all things, behind all things, and from whom all things proceed. 
But the great question is not whether there is a God, but is He good, 
and is He mindful of us and of our affairs? And hence the supreme 
importance of this further question: “Can we trust implicitly in Jesus 
Christ? Did he speak with authority? Have we any satisfactory revela- 
tion of the infinite goodness of God? And the answer to all this rests 
on the resurrection of Jesus Christ. Did he rise the third day? If so, 
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then we have good ground, the very best, for faith in Him, and in all 
that He said and did.. He staked everything on His prediction that He 
would rise the third day. If He did not rise, then no matter what He 
said or did, it all goes for nothing. ‘Thank God, then, for Easter Day. 
It means that the assurances. of our Blessed Lord are all true; that there 
is a Father, and a Father's House ‘‘where the many mansions be; that 
we have knowledge of God, of duty, and of destiny; of a Lord and Master 
mighty to save ‘‘Who has destroyed death and brought life and 
immortality tolight by the Gospel.’

And there, too, are 
gathered the wise, the good, the holy, the humble, the innumerable cara- 
van going thitherward since the world was, and ten thousand timeswiser, 
better, holier than ever they were here. All, from righteous Abel to the 
last-gone servant of our God.’’—Rev. A. W. Snyder.

‘The gift is intended as the 
thanksgiving to God of loving and grateful parents for the recovery of 
their daughter from a dangerous illness. The tiles will dispense with 
the ever-dusty carpet, and the extended and beautiful chancel will widen 
the aisle therein, give a freer movement to the communicants when ap- 
proaching the Altar-rail, and give a fuller view of the Altar, ete. Now 
that such extensive improvements are being made to the interior of the 
church, it is in order to suggest two things which might be presented as 
memorial gifts, namely, a pair of iron gates separating the chancel from 
the nave, and a pair of brass gas standards to be placed on either side of 
the Altar in the sanctuary.

Everyone should have a Church Home. There are many who drift 
around from parish to parish, from one place of worship to another. No 
clergyman can consider them his own; there cannot possibly be any pas- 
toral relation. It is much more dignified, not to say more becoming a 
Christian, to be identified with some parish, attend regularly its services, 
share its responsibilities and enjoy the blessings and priveleges which a 
Church Home affords. 
to this parish on Low Sunday night, April 9, at 7.30 o'clock. After that 
date the opportunity to become a confirmed member of the Church in this 
parish will have passed away for another year: Remember how uncer- 
tain life is. You have tried procrastination; have its fruits been pleasant 
to the taste? You have nothing against the Church; then let the Church 
have the benefit of your example. Again; you say you are afraid you 
cannot grace the Church. ‘Then, let the Church grace you. Let her 
help you to adorn your character with the garments of the beauty of 
holiness, Again; you have, you say, found pleasure aud blessing in a 
mere attendance on the Church’s services. If as only a visitor shall you 
not even more, as a full member of the Church? And so, if at the last 
visitation of the Bishop you hesitated and staid back, dear reader, do 
this—mend your fault at this visitation and seek in the Apostolic Rite of 
Confirmation the graces of the Holy Spirit to enable you to live a Godly 
life and to receive the Spiritual help of the Holy Communion from time 
to time. Halt not, then, between two opinions. ‘The Church a waits to 
bless you. She is God’s representative on earth. ‘Seek and ye shall 
find, knock and it shall be opened to you.” — The followi g rules 
are given for the guidance of the candidates for Confirmation: (1) Kneel 
reverently and straight up at the Altar rail; not bent over with your face 
buried in the hands. So doing, you enable the priest to deliver the 
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The Bishop of the Diocese makes his visitation | 
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elements more conveniently. ‘‘Let all things be done decently and in 
order’? (2) Draw your gloves at your seat. You would not meet a mere 
earthly friend gloved. ‘“I‘his is My Body, this is My Blood.” (3) Do 
not crowd up to the rail. Go as far as possible to the right and left of 
the centre of the rail. In other words, do not kneel at the centre if there 
is room to the right and left of it. (4) Receive the bread in the palm of 
the right hand resting upon that of the left. Raise the bread to the lips 
without touching it with the fingers. Never receive the bread by pinch- 
ing it from the fingers of the priest; it scatters the crumbs, and is slovenly. 
Guide the cup to your lips with both hands with ease and reverence, 
(5) Always, if able, make an offering on occasions of Holy Communion. 
Go not before the Lord empty-handed. ‘Ihe alms at the 8 o’clock cele- 
brationus may be placed in the tower chest for the Endowment Fund, and 
at the 10.30 celebration on the first Sunday of each month they are 
appropriated to benevolent and pious uses. If you have put nothing in 
the basin, you are as much shut out from one of the prayers—that for 
“the whole state of Christ’s Church Militant, which reads ‘“‘accept our 
alms,” ete.—as if you were not in the House of prayer at all; and can 
you afford to be excluded from any of the Church’s prayers?’ Make, then, 
a free and willing offering whenever you, go to this Feast of Love. 


Worship Not Entertainment.—We should go to God’s house to wor- 
ship, not to be entertained. Worship was the predominant element of 
religion in the olden days when there was open vision. Jacob said of a 
stony hillside: ‘Surely God is in this place,’’ and he there worshiped the 
Unseen One. It was said to Moses as he approached a burning bush in 
the wilderness; ‘‘Put off thy shoes from off thy feet, for the place whereon 
thou standest is holy ground.’ ‘The tabernacle and the temple were 
places for worship, not for entertainment. ‘The elements of beauty and 
instruction were not overlooked, but the element of worship was always 
made most prominent, ‘The synagogues of Israel were established partly 
for instruction, but especially to prevent the worship ofthe true God from 
falling into disuse among a people who sometimes had no temple or were 
unable to visit the holy place except at infrequent intervals. But with 
many modern Christians how is it? If they think that the sermon or the 
music will not be to their liking, if they listen to the whispers of the 
prince of the power of the air as to the discomforts of the weather, if the 
Sunday paper offers more attractions to their minds than the Church 
service, if, if—we all know how many ‘‘ifs,’’? come between some people 
and Church services—they absent themselves from the house of God. They 
should go there to worship, not to be entertained.— The Advance.

THE PARISH CHURCHMAN. 


The Female Prayer Book Society has given us 50 prayer books and 

50 hymuals. These have been provided for the use of strangers, and 
the parishioners should bring their own books. ‘Ihe new books will be 
found on a shelf under the front part of each pew seat. — The Organ 
Recital nader the direction of Prof. Reuben S. Horman on Thursday eve- 
ning, April 20, was an uplifting function to all lovers of sacred music 
who were present. ‘The solo parts by Miss Senderling, and Messrs, 
Cousans, Passant and Page were well executed, and Mr. Page’s produc- 
tions on his Cello gave exquisite pleasure,and at times the strains were so 
pathetic that tears were scarcely restrained. Mr. Horman’s selections for 
the organ were beautiful, and, as always, splendidly rendered. Our own 
choir, also, did itself justice in the rendition of Simper’s beautiful anthem, 
Oh, King of kings.” ‘The floral decorations which surpassed every- 
thing of the kind ever seen in the church, remaining from the notable 
wedding of the day, and which had been arranged by Mr. Longshore 
contributed to the pleasure of the occasion, and the large congregation 
showed its apprecidtion of everything by giving a generous offering off 20. 25 
for the side-pavement fund. The Collins St. Pavement Fund.— 
Some notice has already been given of this fund, and Mr. Robert Paterson 


has contributed $1.00, Miss Alice Smith $5.00; offertory at the Organ 


Recital $20.50; grand total $26.25. We ought to receive at least $100.00 
for this fund, for the curb-stones will have to be re-set when the city is 
ready to cement the street. ‘The Sunday-school is to give its May offer- 
ings to the fund, and we should be thankful for subscriptions of 25 or 50 
cents, or $1.00 and upwards this month ornext. Weshould be pleased 
too, if parishioners would ask for our little albums arranged for the col- 
lection of ten ten-cent pieces from their friends for this fund, ——— The 
young men of this parish are arranging to havea ‘‘trolley party” sim- 
ilar to the very successful one given last year. ——— April 20th was a 
notable day in the history of this parish, for the anticipated wedding of 
Miss Schlichter to Mr. Gordon, of New York city, drew together a repre- 
sentative assemblage from many parts of the United States and the 
caurch outside was surrounded by a large concourse of people. After 
the wedding these were allowed to enter the church in a continuous 
stream to witness the decorations. The public press gave an extended 
notice of the wedding, and the Mew York Churchman speaks of it and of 
Mr. and Mrs. Schlichter’s generous gift to the church as follows: “Asa 
thank-offering for the recovery of their daughter from a dangerous illness 

Mr. and Mrs. Isaac Schlichter have tiled the aisles and entire chancel of 
the Church of the Good Shepherd, Kensington. ‘The gift has greatly 
beautified the church. Its completion was marked by the marriage of the 
daughter and Mr. James Lindsay Gordon, an assistant to the District 
Attorney of New York City, on April 20. It had been the privilege of 
the Rector, the Rev. John A. Goodfellow, to marry the parents nearly 
twenty-five years ago, baptize the bride when a babe, and present her 
and the bridegroom for Confirmation.” It is needless to add that the whole 
parish greatly appeciates the generosity and goodness of these parishion- 
ers who have so many times showed their love for, and pleasure in beauti- 
fying our church.. The stools in the pews were placed there to kneel on, 
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and not for a foot-rest. In consequence, however, of their having been 
so largely put to the latter use, it has been deemed advisable to take the 
carpet off all of them, and they will be stained to conform to the color of 
the floor. Plants and shrubbery are always aceeptable as decora- 
tions for our beautiful churchyard and so are cut flowers for use on the 
Super-altar at the services. To the recently confirmed we say: We 
are glad to enroll the names of 33 more persons on our register, and assure 
them that the Parish is strengthened, and the cause of Christ will be 
made more effective by the fact that they are now to share in its privi- 
leges, its successes, and its work generally among the people. Hereafter 
they can feel that they havea source of help and comfort in their religious 
life which they never possessed before. We trust that they will feel a 
responsibility in the work committed to the Christian by our Lord Him- 
self. Henceforth their object should be not only to be as frequently as 
possible in God’s house, but also enjoy the pleasure of bringing others to 
the knowledge of salvation by inviting them to come to the services. 
Their aim should bé to love their Parish Church morethan any other, to 
strengthen the hands of the Rector as far as possible; to place them- 
selves in full sympathy and accord with the entire work of the Parish; to 
the best of their ability become contributors, through the weekly envel- 
opes. More and more we trust they will learn the lesson that none of us 
liveth to himself, and that in making «sacrifices for Him, under Whose 
banner they have now actually become enrolled, and whose name they 
have publicly confessed before the world, they should feel great interest 
and pleasure. ‘The world is to be conquered for Christ, but this can be 
done only as individual Christians endeavor to touch by their influence 
the neighbor who is next door to them. We welcome, therefore, the 
newly confirmed to our ranks, and assure them that in faithful service 
they will find great reward, both at the present time and in the world to 


come. 
Early Communion.—Its value is thus beautifully expressed by the 


late Canon Liddon: “A Christian of the first or second century would 
not have understood a Sunday in which, whatever else might be done, 
the Holy Communion was omitted ; and this great duty is best complied 
with as early in the day as possible, when the natural powers of the mind 
have been lately refreshed by sleep, when as yet, the world has not taken 
off the bloom of the soul’s first self-dedication to God, when thought, and 
feeling, and purpose are still bright and fresh and unembarrassed ; then 
is the time for those who would reap the full harvest of grace, to approach 
the altar. It is quite a different thing in the middle of the day ; even 
when serious efforts are made to communicate reverently. Those who 
begin their Sunday with the Holy Communion know one of the deepest 
meanings of that promise, “They that seek me early shall find me.’ ”’ 
Reverence is a virtue of the soul, and God’s House of worship is the 
special place where reverence for God and sacred things is due and should 
be paid. Every one, on coming into God’s House, should at once kneel 
and spend a moment in silent prayer, asking God’s grace that we may

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The Bishop of the Diocese confirmed 32 persons on his visitation to 
this parish on the evening of Low Sunday, and as usual, the church was 
not large enough to admit all who wanted to attend the service. One 
other candidate had been confirmed for this parish on Palm Sunday in 
St Paul’s, Camden, N. J., by Bishop Scarborough. 


The Visible Church.—To become members of the Church is not merely 
to be enrolled as passengers on the ship that will carry us to a haven of 
rest on the other side of the sea of life. It is enlisting in the army to 
fight the battles of our Lord for truth and right in this world, It is an 
enrollment as laborers to work in the Lord's vineyard. When we enter 
into covenant relation with God and become members of the Church we 
accept Christ as our King and Lord, becoming His servants, and we 
should begin at once to do His work. It is hoped that the members ofthe 
last Confirmaton Class who receive a weekly income will become regular 
weekly-envelope contributors. They are now of the “household of faith,” 
and, as its members, should gladly contribute, “as God hath prospered 
them,” towards its support. 

The Proposed Confirmation Class Window. — The Rector has asked this 
year’s Confirmation Class to contribute towards the fund which was 
started by last year’s class for the purpose of placing a stained-glass win- 
dow in the church in memory of their confirmation. These members have 
subscribed as follows: Chas. G. Hensil $1.00; Chas. Myers 50 cts; Mrs. 
Elizabeth M. White $1.00; Edward H. Buckley $5.00. Eleven members 
of the class of 1898 subscribed $21.50 besides $5.00 from Mr. E. P. Buck- 
ley, making a grand total of $34.00. We should like to hear from the 
other members of both classes to raise the balance of the $100 which 
the window will cost. 

Parish Finances.—As

envelopes. ‘The Vestry has provided this regular channel for offerings, 
and all members of the congregation are asked to pledge themselves to 
the support of the parish.

It zs worth while. It is worth while to help 
forward order and system. It is worth while to assist in carrying out a 
plan which is vital to the support of the parish. It is worth while to 
encourage those who are charged with the responsivility of meeting the 
current expenses of the parish by proving your interest and loyalty in 
this practical way. Moreover a large sum is but the aggregate of a 
number of small ones. So do what you can, be it much or little. Blank 
pledges with explanations may be found in the rack near the inside 
church doors; take one, fill it out, place it in the alms-basin, and you will 
be furnished quarterly with envelopes. From the absence of peo- 
ple whose shadows never darken the church doors, it might be inferred 
that these are so self-reliant as to be above the need of Divine strength.

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Let misfortune and sorrows come, how pitiable their weakness then, how 
difficult to comfort and cheer. ——— Sunday is ‘‘The Lord's Day,” not 
yours. ‘The other six days are given you to use for all manner of occu- 
pations pertaining to this world’s duties. This day is given you to use 
for God in that special sense in which you recognize the duties of the 
world to come. Weare not to do as we choose, but as God commands. 
We are to use it for worship, not fun. Remember, it is the one day in 
seven that belongs particularly to your Lord. ‘The way in which so 
many now use Sunday loses sight of this fact, and while we may cease 
from labor, we do not occupy our time in accordance with the Divine 
plan. In this regard we break the 8th Commandment—we steal God's 
time and appropriate it to our own use. 

Catholic.—Words are things. ‘The misuse of the word Catholic, 
through ignorance or inattention, favors and helps those who so use it by 
design, ‘That is the Catholic Church,’’ ‘‘That is the Catholic Ceme- 
tery,” from the average Protestant is a concession that gives aid and 
comfort to the follower of the Bishop of Rome, that he is not slow to 
avail himself of. The fact is, the official name in the Creed of Pius and 
in the Catechism of rent is not Catholic, but “the Holy Roman Church.”’

Our only revenue is derived from the Sunday offerings of the people, 
collected morning and evening. These offerings are of two kinds, casual 
and systematic. A large part of the casual offerings comes from non- 
parishioners and varies considerably in amount according to the time of 
year and the prevailing weather. The regular parishioners are urged 
and expected to make systematic offerings through the envelopes provided 
for that purpose. Already the loose offerings have diminished, and 
hence it is the more important that all the envelope contributors should 
be regular in presenting their offerings. Unless this is done, there will 
be a large deficiency in the current expenses at the close of the summer. 
Will not each one try to prevent such a discouraging result ? 


A Rector depends for the success of his work very largely on the 
encouragement received from his parishioners. What a stimulus or a 
check to enthusiasm even passing remarks may be. For example, one 
person may say : ‘It is so very inconvenient to attend church, I have to 
come so far. If our church was close by I would go oftener.” Perhaps 
the same person during the week travels all over the widely scattered 
city and spends five or six times the amount of Sunday car fare and never 
gives the inconvenience or expense a passing thought. On the other 
hand one who lives much further from church than the first-mentioned 
will remark: ‘‘ You don’t know how much the Good Shepherd is to me. 
I never miss a Sunday if I can help it. Another cheers the Rector by 
telling him that “last Sunday I was compelled to forego service and it 
was the dreariest day for a long time. I really depend on the Sunday 
worship.” All-of which goes to show that those who love their church 
can come to it, or

Will to might gives greatest aid.”

The words “in store’’ do not militate against the idea of weekly giving. 
The words with which the verse closes, that there be no gatherings when 
I come,’’ show that the idea in the Apostle’s mind was that the Corin- 
thians ought weekly to set apart a certain portion of their income for the 
support of Christ’s cause. It was only by an accident, arising out of the 
Apostle’s absence, that they were unable to pay away the money every 
week. So far as the Corinthians were concerned it. was paid away, and 
was henceforth sacred the moment it was laid by in store. In the present 
day, however, as Christians come every “first day of the week to God's 
house there is no reason why, instead of laying hy “in store their week- 
ly offering, they should not leave it every Sunday at the Church. 


When you go to worship get to church before the service begins. 


‘Excepting unavoidable hindrances, it is just as éasy to do this as it is to 


be in time for the steamer. or the train, or business appointments. Em- 
ploy the time before service in serious meditation, witha brief silent pray- 
er, as a solemn duty of worship, in which you are about to engage. Talk- 
ing or whispering before or during service is not preparation, s not 
worship, is not reverence, and is annoying and wrong to others.

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THE PARISH CHURCHMAN, 


The Parish Churchman appears again after a vacation of three months. 


As the summer closes vacations are finished, and they bring us back 
to work. How it palls at first! How the wheels of the machinery of 
daily work creak and groan as they are again forced to announce their 
revolutions! *How dull the office seems after the bright river, the vine- 
covered porch, the gleaming sand beach by the sea! But there is no use 
to fret about it. With a thoughtful heart that we have had our play we 
bend ourselves to our work. 
prayerful thought to the development of ways of usefulness for his 
parishioners, that every one may help in the work of God. As each com- 
munity has its peculiar characteristics, it is necessary to devise ways in 
which to overthrow the kingdom of sin and Satan in that particular 
locality. Only so far as he can secure the hearty co-opération of the peo- 
ple does he expect to wield an intluence for the kingdom of Christ.. Is it 
not then the duty of every Christian man, woman and child in this par- 
ish to ask the question: “I wonder what our Rector would like me to 
do?? Your wonder will cease, if you ask him that question and offer 
him your time and influence. 
Divine Master is so acceptable as that which is voluntary, and by volun- 
tary service is meant that which needs no persuasions other than the love 
of duty and the pleasure experienced in performing it, 


Just now the Rector is very sad of heart because he needs badly two 
or three teachers in the Sunday-school. As a consequence that which 
should give him the greatest joy fills him with the most sorrow, for lack 
of teachers to instruct Lambs of Christ’s flock. Many people, young and 
old, when aroused by any cause to take up Church Work, experience a 
dampeving of their enthusiasm when a Sundayschool class is offered them. 
It seems too homely, simple and ordinary an occupation. ‘They think 
that to teach in the Sunday-school, as any one may do with little trouble 
and no romantic aspect of sacrifice about it, savors of smallness. Yet, 
good friends, there is no more noble, important, self-sacrificing and 
Christ-like work on this earth than to take the place and voluntarily as- 
sume. the. ‘‘parts and lots’? of sponsors who desert young children 
at the font; to moul their fresh young hearts and minds into living 
stones of that temple which is the Body of Christ. As the clergy look 
toward the future of the Church, they know that the most important 
work for it is, or may be done in the Sunday-school. Yet, how many of 
our schools have a staff of teachers who have the faintest conception of 
the grave nature of theirtask? Are the clergy responsible for this state 
of affairs? We have to beg, plead, implore, bribe and coax to get any 
kind of teachers at all for the children who come to us often without any 
effort on our part to bring them in. - We hope against hope that teachers 
dragged in in this way, will grow in competency, and the anxiety bred of 
uncertainty is not among the least of the burdens of a parish priest, At 
the same time there are many. men and ‘women in the parish who, with 
a little pains and instruction, could make the Sunday-school a shining 
success, increase the power and broaden the life of the parish, and hold up 
the hands of the Rector in a work which, from its human side, is far more

‘The privilege of moulding and 
shaping character in children and so fitting them for life here and here- 
after is surely not to be relegated alone to the clergy, nor, my good 
brethren, to the clergy assisted by the zomen. ‘‘Think on these things,”’ 
and offer yourself at once as a teacher resolved to do such work for the 
Master’s sake. ——— It is sad to know that there are communicants in 
this parish who do no kind of work for Christ and His Church.

“In everything. give thanks,” says St. Paul, and they who 
have been clear-eyed enough to thank God for His obscurer providences 
will not be slow to recognize and be grateful for His commoner, undis- 
guised mercies. And how many they are! How the heart melts when 
we really set ourselves to name them, and find that the sum of them ex- 
ceeds our easy computation, Light, sunshine, clouds, showers, fruits 
mountains, valleys, fields, lakes, rivers, dews, mornings evenings, 
foliage, homes, parents, children, friends, books, pictures, music work, 
recreation, plans, hopes, memories, health, sight, hearing, touch taste. 
smell, movement, sleep—all these throughout their thousand phases and 
ramifications, are ordinarily ministries of pleasure, very rarely ministries 
of pain. Into each life some rain must fall, but the sunshine, whether we 
notice it or not, is the hourly experience, the rain only the occasional one 
Under the shifting sands of our joys and sorrows there is a solid sub- 
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stratum of God’s goodness that never fails,—not even when the wildest 
storms beat, and seem to have wrecked everything that made life worth 
living. We do not always feel it under our feet, but it is there neverthe- 
less, and by and by we come to know that all was not lost,—nay, that 
loss itself was in some deep, spiritual sense a gain. And so we should 
find it easy in everything to give thanks, And we shall find it easier still 
when, out of our abundance or our competence, we have helped some of 
our poorer neighbors to feel what a good and pleasant thing it is to 
be thankful. Out of our happiness atid peace may there come a new pity 
for all who suffer, and the desire to succor those who have none to succor 
them ‘Except ye become as little children.” —The prevalent style of 
childhood is very far from that which Jesus Himself did set and put His 
seal on, and did exalt. But whose fault is this? Not that of the children, 
but of the parents. It is the teaching and example of the elders that is 
ruining the rising generation. Nowadays it is not a holy childhood that 
parents seek for in their children, but a precocious childhood. Children all 
too soon learn to know the value of money, and are filled with the de- 
sire to get on in the world and to rise above all others Why teach them 
these things that they will learn readily enough without you? The first 
years are the years to impress the mind with tlie Heavenly traits of purity, 
faith, hope and obedience to God’s will, and iti sti¢h an indelible manner 
that not the rougher years to come can effectually effacé them. But what 
is far worse than wrong teaching is dad example. A child’s eyes are every- 
where; indifference to the matter of Church-going and careless living will 
teach a child more quickly than the most careful instruction. Where is 
the use of telling a child that purity is the loveliest of all things in life, 
if he hears coarse and low language inthe home? Where is the use of 
telling the child that to trust in God to provide is the only proper way-to 
tread life’s thorny path, if he sees you worrying aud fuming over how 
business is going day by day? Where is the use of telling a child that 
this life is as nothing compared to that beyond, and that here we must 
prepare for the next, when he sees you as much engrossed in the pleas- 
ures and pursuits of this world as if there were no hereafter? Your advice 
. to your child to go to church and Sunday-school every Sunday will not 
have much weight when he sees you staying at home reading the Sunday 
newspaper, or remaining away from the public worship of your Creator 
for every trifle. He will very soon begin to do as you do, If chiidhood 
is to be our pattern, let us see to it that we make and have and keep the 
correct pattern. It is a holy childhood that Jesus commended and dig- 
nified, and we, parents, should give ourselves no rest until such a child- 
hood is about us in the children that God has given into our charge. 
Services are held every Wednesday night in the chapel on Firth 
Street at 8 o’clock. Would it not be helpful to you to consider such 
services an appointment with God each week and to meet him there?

Suppose that in all the world there were, at a given time, but a single 


Christian; and that he, as a result of a whole year of effort should bring 


one other person to a knowledge and acceptance of Christ—and that they 
two, at the end of the second year, should each bring one other to join 
them, making four in all; and at the end of the third year, these four 
should in the same way grow to number eight Christians;and soon, The 
time needed, at this rate, to bring every person in the world under alle- 
giance to Christ would be only thirty-two years. Your work, then, is 
to bring your own soul, penitent and humbled, into renewed and constant 
contact with Christ’s sacramental grace, and to induce others to do the 
same. Public worship is not a matter of taste, or choice or con- 
venience—it is an imperative duty. To omit it without good cause is sin. 
The spirit of the worshiper should be devotional, the body reverential— 
your prayers should be earnest, your praise hearty, your offering propor- 
tioned according to income Do not criticise but pray. Do not look 
around but look up. Make it a rule to be in church with prayer book, 
hymnal and purse, and thus it will be possible for you to participate in 
the three elements of worship, viz.: prayer, praise and giving. 


Is it your rule to be at church every Sunday morning? If not, 
why not? Is it also your rule to attend the weekly Wednesday night 
service? If not, don’t you see that your example is discouraging to others 
and also the Rector? It is a reproach against many Christians that they 
are so indifferent to the appointed week services of the Church. If such 
reproach can be applied to you, remove it in the future by your regu: 
larity of attendance. 

The Rev. Mr. Snyder asks, “When will a clergyman be at his best? 
Manifestly, when his people are at their best; when he sees that he is 
doing good and has reason to think that he is helping and inciting others 
to faithfulness and godly zeal. It will be said he has nothing to do 
with results; he is to go on all the same, and in whatever he does, do it 
heartily as unto the Lord, and not unto men. True enough, and yet the 
clergyman was a man before he was a clergyman, and is of like passions 
with other men, It is idle to say that he should never be discouraged, 
Being human, he cannot help being below ‘his best’ when he sees indiffer- 
ence where he has a right to look for encouragement, and habitual negli- 
gence in those from whom he has a right to expect habitual faithfulness. 
If you want your Rector to be always ‘at his best,’ try yourself, in your 
degree, to be what you would like to have him to be in his.”

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Advent.—The word ‘Advent’? means coming, and refers to our 
Lord’s past coming in the great mystery of the Incarnation, to His pres- 
ent coming in the Spirit in our hearts, as. well as to His final coming at 
the judgment in power and great glory. Advent, therefore, is a suitable 
preparation for Christmas, which always represents to us the lowliness to 
which the eternal God condescended to stoop in becoming man, The 
Church, therefore, before inviting us to come to Bethlehem to see the 
Holy Child in the manger, makes us think of the glory which belongs to 
Him. She would have us, therefore, prepare our hearts and minds for 
the sight of the Babe of Bethlehem by dwelling upon the keynote which 
sounds in our ears all through Advent-tide, “Behold, thy King cometh,” 
in meek and lowly human form, to be sure, yet the Incarnation of the 
Divine. Of course, we cannot do otherwise than love the Babe of Beth- 
lehem, the Child of the temple, the Son of the Virgin, the Companion of 
the apostles, the Healer of the sick, the Friend of Bethany, the Man of 
Sorrows, the Crucified and Dying one. But Advent tells us that we are 
to adore as well as to love, and that we must recognize in all these the 
triumphant King of Glory whose infinite majesty must never cease to be 
contemplated, because we are approaching His presence of Whom the 
Father said, “When He brought the First-Begotten into the world, let all 
the angels of God worship Him.” The Collect for the first Sunday in 
Advent is a general.call to prepare for His coming. The Collect for the 
second Sunday tells us of the Holy Scriptures as a great help in prepar- 
ing for that coming. The Collect for the third Sunday holds up the 
Ministry of the Church as another help; while that for the fourth tells of 
the personal Spirit of grace ‘‘helping our infirmities,” enabling us thus, 
on the very eve of Christmas, to realize that ‘‘the Lord is at hand.” 

The Church of the Good Shepherd, by its free and unassigned eats, 
its gospel preaching, its hearty worship, its cordial welcomes, as well as 
by the calls of its bell is constantly saying to every soul within the reach 
of its influence: ‘‘Come thou, and worship and work with us, and we will 
do thee good.” We want everybody to come! “Outsiders,’’ that, get- 
ting a glimpse of the Man of Calvary, they may be willing to accept His 
Mastership themselves—'‘‘Backsliders,’’ that they may have restored to 
them the joys of the great salvation; and “Insiders,” too, that they may 
know what it is to grow in grace and knowledge of our Incarnate Lord. 

An Exchange has the following ‘Suggestive Dialogue:” Stranger— 
What makes your Rector so unpopular? Parishioner—I did not know he 
was, but why do you ask? Stranger—I was at your church last Sunday 
morning and very few of your congregation were there. They were mostly 
strangers like myself. Parishioner: Oh! is that the way people reason about 
our absence? I guess I’ll go hereafter every Sunday morning to church. 
I don’t want our Rector to be misjudged. ——— Attendance at C hurch.— 
When Sunday morning comes do not think you will not be missed if you 
stay away from service. The Rector knows it, and those who are always 
constant in attendance know it, but above all else, God knows it— 
whether or not you are honoring Him on the day appointed for holy wor- 
ship. To spend the Lord’s Day in sleep, in reading the news- 
paper, in straightening up private matters, is a direct violation of 
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a most solemn Christian obligation. Zhe primal duty of all who 
desire to see the courts of the Lord’s House well trodden, is to teach true 
principles of worship, to set before men that for six days’ blessings their 
Father asks at least a partofone day’s acknowledgement;that an all-receiv- 
ing, never yielding life is but another term for decay and death; and that 
a religion without sacrifice is worth exactly, or rather less than nothing. 
My heart aches for the young men and boys who are led astray from fe« 
ligion by a parent’s example. Many a bright young soul, who has been 
instructed in the ways of righteousness, has wandered far from those ways 
because his father has walked in another path. There are boys who liave 
served faithfully in the choir until they reached the critical age and their 
voices changed, and then gradually their attendance at church and Holy 
Communion has diminished until it has ceased. ‘Their spiritual life has 
seemed to die. Whose fault was it? In almost every case it can be traced 
directly to the parents. It may be that the father does not go to church 
or lies abed on Sunday morning, or he spends the day reading news: 
papers, or he goes visiting; in fact, goes anywhere but to church, and 
does anything but worship God, Can you wonder what the boy will do 
with stich an example before him? Filial loyalty alone would be 
enough to make the boy desire to be lke his father. ‘There are parents 
who let their children choose whether or not they will go to church. Do 
you let them choose whether or not they will go to day-school or to work? 
A child should never be asked if he is going to church. He should go as 
a matter of course, for it is a plain duty as much as anything else is a 
duty. But if the parents do not regard public worship as a duty neither 
will the children. Fathers, where are your sons on the Lord’s Day? You 
know the reasons or the excuses for their absence from God’s House. 
Are they secularizing the day with you? ———-. Church-Going in Bad 
Weather.— We have been highly favored this Fall with fine weather, but 
much severe weather may bein store for us before the winter is over. It 
is a matter very greatly to be desired that all persons who believe in the 
Christian religion should SOLEMNLY RESOLVE that the question of 
weather should never interfere with their pbc worship of God. Were 
it true, as many seem to think it is, that the main object of church-going 
is to listen to a sermon, it would be hard to find a clergyman who would 
e so presumptuous and egotistical as to ask anyone to go through the 
rain or snow to listen to his discourses. He would say, ‘‘By all means 
stay at home if the weather is bad.’ But if, on the other hand, we 
believe that the church is truly God’s House, if we believe that He is 
actually though invisibly present to hear men’s petitions, to accept their 
adorations, and to bestow a blessing, whenever two or three meet together 
in His Holy Name, if we believe that the main object of church-going is 
not so much to hear a sermon as to render this homage, to address these 
petitions, to receive this blessing, through the regular Sacramental chan- 
nels, and to honor this sacred cause by the public demonstration of 
loyalty to it—then surely such a trifle as bad weather ought to have no 
effect whatever on our church attendance. Let us be consistent. If the 
church is God’s House, let us attend its services regularly and de- 
voutly without regard to weather. Suppose that some of us were visiting

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The Easter Day services were largely attended, and there were 110 
communicants at the 6 o’clock celebration. The music, as always, was 
very joyous and inspiring both at the church and Sunday-school services. 
At the Sunday-school service Mr. Yeakel made an interesting address, 
and the Rector also addressed the school. The special offerings amounted 
to $390.65, of which the school gave $151.92. It was a large one for the 
parish, and it was cheering to the Vestry and ourself. It was fortunate it 
was large, for there were many Diocesan and parochial expenses to meet, 
viz: Episcopal and Convention Fund, $35.27; Sustentation Fund, $11.00; 
General Missions, $60.00; renewal of insurance policy on the church for 
five years, $75.00; water rent, $40.00; total, $221.27. It is very gratify- 
ing to close the Conventional year with noindebtedness to May Ist, but 
the balance of $85.50 in the treasury is nota very large sum looking 
towards the summer current expenses. By an unaccountable mis- 
take the parish was favored in having the Bishop of the Diocese present 
on two successive Sunday evenings, April 29th, aud May 6th. At the 
latter service he confirmed 25 candidates for the parish and one for Holy 
Trinity chapel. The list of confirmees will be found under the head of 
The Parish Register in this issue. Suggestive rules for the newly- 
confirmed to follow:—1. Kneel reverently and straight up at the Altar 
rail; not bent over with your face buried in the hands. So doing, you 
enable the priest to deliver the elements more conveniently. ‘‘Let all 
things be done decently, and in order.” 2. Draw your gloves at your 
seat. You would not meet a mere earthly friend gloved. ‘“‘Thisis My 
Body; this is My Blood.’’ 3. Do not crowd up to the rail. Let only as 
many go upas can kneel comfortably at the rail, and when you go up go 
as far as you can to the right and left of the entrance to the sanctuary. 
4. Receive the bread in the palm of the right hand resting upon that of 
the left. Raise the bread to the lips without touching it with the fingers. 
Never receive the bread by pinching it from the fingers of the priest; it 
scatters the crumbs and is slovenly. Guide the cup with both hands to 
the mouth with care and reverence. 5. Always make an offering on oc- 
casions of Holy Communion. Go not before the Lord empty-handed. 
When you go to the early celebration deposit your offering in the tower- 
chest for the Endowment Fund. The alms at the celebration on the 
First Sunday of each month are appropriated to benevolent uses. If you 
have put nothing in the bason, you are as much shut out from one of the 
prayers—that for ‘‘the whole State of Christ’s Church Militant, which 
reads ‘‘accept our alms,’’ etc.—as if you were not in the House of Prayer 
at all; and can you afford to be excluded from any of the Church’s 
prayers? Make, then, a free and willing offering whenever you go to 
this Feast of Love. 6. The expenses ofthis church are all defrayed by 
the freé-will offerings of the worshippers. The offerings are so collected 
that, while the more favored may give much, the less favored may give 
little, without fear of ostentation in the one case or shame inthe other. 
Now that you are members of ‘‘the household of faith’’, it is hoped, there- 
fore, that you will fill out one of the pledges to be found in the envelope 
racks and contribute to the support of the church, its services and works. 
«All the seats are free and unappropriated.’’ If you want your church 
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to prosper, be faithful in doing your part. Join one of the guilds; seek 
out non-churchgoers and invite them to come to church with you. Notify 
your Rector of any who would be glad to receive a call from him. Be 
regular in your attendance at all the services of the church.

We would suggest that the above rules and prayers be cut out of this 
Ascension Day, 40 days 
after Easter, comes this year on May 24, (Thursday). Perhaps it is be- 
cause this great festival of our Ascended Lord always comes on a week- 
day, Thursday, perhaps it is because people do not stop to think that 
so many are apt to forget or ignore this day. Ascension Day teaches us 
that our Saviour, Jesus Christ, still in His two natures, the human and 
the Divine, ascended up to heaven and sitteth on the right hand of His 
Father and our Father, ever interceding for us sinners, showing His 
precious wounds, pleading in our behalf His One Great Sacrifice. As 
Christmas Day tells us, year by year, of the Holy Babe, both God and 
man, Who took upon Him our flesh, so Ascension Day tells us of the 
completion of the great work of the Incarnation, and that we have a Great 
High Priest in Heaven Who can be touched with the feeling of our in- 
firmities, and Who is still both God and man. Let those who can leave 
their places of business and their household duties try to be present 
at the service and Holy Communion which will be held at ro o’clock in 
the morning. The members ofthe Vestry of last year were all re- 
elected on Easter Monday night, and at their organization the next night 
Mr. Wm.

The Creed of the Church Catholic, Confessions of Faith, Articles, ett.—By the 

Rt. Rev. George F. Seymour, D. D., LL.D. 

In view of the widespread agitation and discussion, which must 
inevitably be occasioned by the action of eminent Presbyterian ministers 
in withdrawing, for conscience’s sake, from their official relation to the or- 
ganization to which they belonged, it may be helpful to many to state 
concisely the distinction between the Creed of the Church and the formu- 
lated dogmas and confessions and catechisms which have been put forth 
from time to time by local portions of the Church and sects, since the 
close of the conciliar period, or, say the end of the eighth century. The 
Creed of the Catholic Church is hers from zhe beginning. It is insepar- 
able from her. The apostles taught it, substantially as we have it, 
on the Day of Pentecost. And their pupils continued steadfastly in this 
doctrine, as we learn from the Acts of the Apostles (Acts ii. 42). The 
Creed is the summary of the teaching of God’s written Word. It em- 
bodies in articulated and complete statement the fundamental verities of 
the faith. No addition can be made to it except on zwo conditions: The 
attestation of miracles, as the vouchers for the alleged fresh revelation 
from God; and the acceptance of such revelation by the whole Church, as 
in accordance with the analogy of ‘‘the faith” already revealed. The Creed 
as we have and use it to to-day, is substantially the same ‘‘form of sound 
words’’ which St. Paul quotes and describes in the first four verses of the 


fifteenth chapter of his first Epistle to the Corinthians, as in use by him- 
self and those to whom he was writing. The apostle says: ‘‘Moreover, 
brethren, Ideclare unto you the Gospel which I preached unto you, 
which also ye have received, and wherein ye stand; By which also ye are 
saved, ifye keep in memory what I have preached unto you, unless ye 
have believed in vain. For I delivered unto yon, first of all, that which I 
also received, how that Christ died for our sins according to the Scriptures: 
And that He was buried, and that He rose again the third day, according 
to the Scriptures.” These words are of more value than a mere quota- 
tion; since they identify the Creed wlth the substance of the good news, 
‘the Gospel,” not yet reduced to writing, and with the Old Testament in 
the hands both of Jews, and the followers of Christ, and known as ‘'the 
Scriptures.” The Creed, then, is the marrow of revelation, the substance 
of God’s written Word, the summary of the first and fundamental princi- 
ples of the teaching of Christ. It deals simply with the things which God 
has revealed to us, and which He declares (Deut. xxix. 29) are meant 
“for us and for our children.” We can no more conceive of the Church 
Catholic without her Creed, than we can conceive of any science without 
its axioms. On the other hand, the formulated statements of doctrines 
promulgated by local portions of the Church in later days and the con- 
fessions and catechisms and articles of sects, except in so far as many of 
them repeat the Creed of the Church Catholic, are provincial or personal 
conceptions of alleged divine truth, and with few exceptions these formu- 
taries intrude upon forbidden ground, and violate the principle expressly 
laid down in the Bible as follows (Deut. xxix. 29): “The secret things 
belong unto the Lord our God.” Thisis God's grouud, which He pre- 
serves to Himself. ‘‘But,’’ the passage goes on to inform us. "but the 
things which are revealed belong to us and to our children.” ‘This is 
our ground, and its boundaries and limits are stated in the Creed of 
Christendom. Lutheranism is the word which describes the personal 
elements of character and teaching, for example, which distinguish. the 
religious bodies, which shelter themselves under Luther’s name, -and the 
same is true of Calvinism and Zwinglianism. Christianity was without 
these systems of belief for fifteen hundred years. It never existed for an 
instant without the Catholic Creed. Again, almost all the schemes of re- 
ligious teaching, stamped with localism or individualism, invade God’s 
ground, reserved by Him as exclusively His, and seek to intrude into His 
secret things. The Church of Rome, for instance, is one of the earliest 
sinners inthis direction. In her formulated teaching relative to the Holy 
Eucharist, imposed upon the Western Patriarchate by Innocent III. in 
A. D. 1215 she intrudes into God’s domain when she undertakes to ex- 
plain our Lord’s spiritual presence in the Sacrament of His Body and 
Blood by transubstantiation. = Again she repeats the offence in her ad- 
ditions to the Creed by Pope Pius IV., and some of her dogmatic ut- 
terances from the Council of Trent. She intrudes again into God’s secret 
things, when she tries to elucidate the mystery of the Incarnation by the 
dogma of ‘‘the Immaculate Conception” in A. D. 1854, and she lifts up 
her localism in gigantic proportions in the Vatican decrees of A. D. 1870, 
in the dogma of papal infallibility, 
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The Protestant sects are not behind Rome in their self-assertion and 
presumption, as appears in the confessions of faith and articles and cate- 
chisms produced in the sixteenth century, and later. They are presump- 
tous in intruding into God’s secrets, in attempting to explain His-eternal 
counsels and decrees, and they are self-asserting in having men’s persons 
in admiration in calling their systems Lutheran, Calvinistic, Wesleyan, 
etc. The additions to the Creed of the Church Catholic since St. Paul 
quotes it, and ‘Tertullian and St. Irenæus recite it, have been only verbal, 
to shut out heresies. ‘These additions have simply given expression to 
truth already in ‘‘the form of sound words, they have not added to its 
area. They have simply unfolded what was folded up, and made clear 
and explicit what was liable to be misunderstood, and was misunderstood 
and perverted, Al these confessions and articles and eatechisms, except 
in so far as they repeat the Catholic Creed, are subjects to human revision, 
amendment, or absolute repeal and rejection. Not so the Creed of the 
Catholic Church. It stands on the same foundation as God’s written Word. 
It is beyond the reach of man. He did not makeit. He received it from 
God. He cannot amend it, or rescind it, or unmake it. God gave it 
through revelation. It is our priceless treasure. It tells us that God the 
Father created us and forgives our sins; that God the Son redeemed us 
and will raise us from the dead;and that God the Holy Ghost sanctifies 
us, and restores us to “the Presence of God and the glory of His power;”’ 
and thatthe One, Holy, Catholic, and Apostolic Church lies between the 
divine givers, and us, the human recipients, and unites us to Them, the 
three Persons of the adorable Trinity. 3

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Summer Christianity. —Those who are going away on their summer 
vacations will soon take their departure. And for that large number who 
cannot get away, there are pleasures near at hand, of which summer al- 
ways calls them to take their share—a call which they are always well 
inclined to obey. Do not, in taking your allowable, and even necessary, 
summer pleasures, allow yourself to forget your duty to God. Do not, 
with your other relaxations, allow yourself to be relax or remiss in doing 
that. When we goon our summer vacations, we are too apt to act—— 
sometimes, I fear, to feel—as if we had left God behind us; as if He were 
a sort of local Divinity whom we did not take with us to our seaside or 
mountain resort, and whom we did not feel bound to worship very de- 
voutly till we returned to our homes and our parish church. Sunday is 
spent, therefore, very neglectfully and with much carelessness, both as 
to public worship and private prayer. We do things away from home 
on the Lord’s Day which we would not think of doing when at home. 
Though Christ’s people by profession and communicants in His Holy 
Body and Blood, we follow the thoughtless fashionable throng by whom 
we are surrounded, and do as they doin almost everything. ‘‘These 
things ought not so to be.” Wherever we are, we ought, first of all, to 
remember that we are Christ’s people, and we should honor His name 
and adorn His doctrine and live as becomes His disciples in all places 
and in all cases. Honor, then, His Holy Day and His Holy House as 
you take your pleasure in the summer heats. From Him comes the 
means and the health which enable you to take your summer enjoyments. 
Is it not ungrateful, then, and unworthy of your Christian profession, to 
neglect your duty to Him from whom these blessings flow? 

And those of us who stay at home should be careful not to decline 
from the level of Christian life and duty in the summer time. The sea- 
son tempts to relaxation. Amusements which lieat your very door, 
Sunday excursions. a house full of friends whom the pleasant summer 
day has induced to come and visit you, all say: ‘‘Let God go by, we need 
not go to church to-day, we haven’t time, there is too much to do, the 
weather is too warm, we cannot leave our friends.’’ So, Sunday after 
Sunday goes by through the summer season; goes by with our religious 

duties utterly neglected, and we come to the end of it with the tone of 
our spiritual life lowered and with less inclination to love God and keep 
His commandments. We cannot afford to do this. A summer round of 
amusement is dearly gained, if it be at the expense of a further separa- 
tion between us and God, and love to God, and duty to God. As Christ- 
ian people, do not so lightly and carelessly take yourselves apart from 
God and His worship and service this summer. Give Him the first 
thoughts and the first hours of His Holy Day, and sanction, thus, 
whatever summer relaxations you may feel that, as faithful and true 
Christian men, women, and children, you can allow yourselves, through 
the remainder of its sacred time. 
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Avoid the Summer Deficit.—We are approaching the season of the 
year when the parish treasury receives less from the worshippers than at 
any other time. Undoubtedly there will bea deficit in the current ex- 
penses this year, as usual, and the same thing may be expected every 
summer until our Endowment Fund reaches $5000, but itis a thing 
greatly to be desired, and which will relieve from much anxiety o 
who have the disbursement of the parish funds if the dreaded deficit reih 
be kept very small. One way in which this may be done is for all our 
parishioners to contribute the same amount for the Sundays they are 
absent from church that they would give on those when they are present. 
If any parishioners expect to be absent fora number of Sundays in suc- 
cession, it would be of material service to the treasury if they would 
contribute, prior to their departure from the city, what they would give 
if they were present on all those Sundays. Zf we must have a a this 
summer, let it be the resolution of every -one to see that, by his systematic and 
SUITED offering, it shall be as little as possible. On the afternoon of Ascen- 
sion Day the funeral of Dr. John Macdonald, who had been the surgeon 
of the Steamship Waesland for several years, took place from our casi 
He was brought to this port ill of pneumonia from which he died at St. 
Agnes’ Hospital. He had endeared himself to the Rector and his wife 
and Mr. Longshore, and a host of others who had been passengers on the 
steamer, by his medical skill, kindness and sympathy. Five foun clergy 
including the Rev. Mr. Cope and the Rev. Mr. Forsyth who, with the 
Rector, participated in the Burial office, and a large circle of friends from 
all parts of the city were present and thus attested their admiration of 
his nobility of character and their grief at the loss of his friendship. A 
part of our choir rendered the music on the occasion, and Miss Kleinert 
sang with touching pathos hymn 676. The interment was in East 
Cedar Hill cemetery.—On Thursday afternoon, May 31, a similar sad 
duty we had to perform for Mr. Edward Scholefield who entered into 
eternal rest Monday, May 28. He was confirmed in this parish April 19 
1896, and had ever since been a faithful communicant, a regular aE 
ant at church, a generous supporter of the parish, a loyal helper to the 
Rector, and a true friend. Both these men were lovely characters. They 
were faithful men, and feared God.

Now, when churches are 
for the most part free and open, they are voluntary gifts to God, made 
during, and as a part of, public worship.” ‘he writer considers a mod- 
erate endowment yielding one-fourth to one-third of the usual expendi- 
ture the ideal state of affairs. ‘he past year we have raised for our 
Parish Endowment Fund $847. Every parishioner should be interested 
in its growth and should be represented in it. One way to increase it is 
to remember it in your wills. We say to you, then, Make your wills! 
Remember the Parish Church in your wills! Do it whether you have 
much or little of this world’s goods to leave behind you. We have read 
of a widow who had but very little of this world’s goods to leave when 
she passed hence, but of that little she bequeathed $10.00 to her parish 
church! God bless her, and we tell you, friend, that her bequest will 
come up for a very white memorial before God! Remember your parish 
church not only justly while you are here in activity, but also in the sub- 
stance, be it much or little, which shall survive you.

THE PARISH CHURCHMAN. 


Exchange of Pulpits.—There is a great principle involved when we 
remember that the Episcopal Church stands for Christian unity. We be- 
lieve that Jesus Christ never intended that His Church should be rent into 
a hundred fragments, but that His followers should all be one. For 1500 
years this unity was maintained by the application of the rule that every 
recognized Christian Minister must be duly set apart by a Bishop for the 
Ministry of God’s Word and Sacraments. That unity has been broken 
in these modern days by persons and organizations which made light of 
this outward appointment, so long as they felt they had an “inward call” 
to preach the Gospel. They have departed from the custom that bound 
men together in unity, and have multiplied sects until there seems to be 
no end to the genius for division, and consequent weakness. ‘The Episco- 
pal Church is charged with narrowness and bigotry and exclusiveness, 
because she does not admit ministers of other Christian bodies to her 
pulpits. The charge is answered when the facts are understood. ‘The 
Rev. Dr. W. H. Huntingdon very forcibly gives one reason as follows: 
“Let us look for a moment at one undisputed historical fact. ‘The fact is 
this, that 500 years ago—and for our present purpose there is no occasion 
to go further back—soo years ago, the usage of recognizing as lawfully 
ordained clergymen only those who had been set apart by the authority 
of a Bishop was universal throughout Christendom. At the time of the 
Reformation most of the Protestant communions, for reasons satisfactory 
to themselves, relinquished this usage. We, on the other hand for rea- 
sons satisfactory to ourselves, chose to retain it. Wherein, then, lies the 
exclusiveness? It is others who have changed the custom, not we. Why 
should those who have chosen to let this feature slip, and have preferred 
to provide other methods of perpetuating the Christian ministry, blame 
us for holding to the way we have always held to? It is not for us to show 
why we have adhered to, but rather for others to show why they have de- 
parted from an ancient custom.”’

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It is necessary that the “Order of the twelve Apostles’’ should con- 
tinue to exist, for the Episcopate is that Order. That it is not necessary 
that the number of twelve was to be perpetuated is proven by the fact that 


after adding St. Matthias, St. Paul and St. Barnabas, all of whom (with 
others) are spoken of in the Bible as Apostles, there were already, with 
the original number, less Judas, fourteen. There are many of our 
people who are never or rarely seen at the 10.30 Sunday or Wednesday 
evening services. They ought to have a good reason, one that God will 
accept, for their absence. As every stone in the church is needed to give 
stability to the edifice, so every parishioner’s presence is needed to make 
the parish strong and influential in winning strangers to become identi- 
fied with it. Meaning of ‘‘Catholic.’’—There are two meanings to 
this word. In its original and secular sense it means simply universal. 
But it has an ecclesiastical meaning, viz, in agreement with the creeds, doc- 
trines, canons, and practices of the Undivided Church, as it existed before the 
separation of East and West, practically up to A. D. 800. : 

On Entering and Leaving God's House.—It is a custom which the 
feeling of Christians has rendered sacred, not to enter or depart from 
God’s House, nor to assemble for the purpose of hearing the Word of 
God, without first, in a whispered prayer, entreating His blessing that 
we may not pray, or hearin vain. “I will not ask,’’ said Bishop Heber, 
‘how many there are among you with whom this custom has passed into 
an idle form; I will not ask how many cover their eyes and say nothing; 
but this I will say, that more worthy honor would be paid to God’s 
House, and more souls by far than now escape, would be snatched from 
sin and everlasting misery, if when you there give outward token of your 
reverence, you would beg the help of your Almighty Father in some 
words like these: O God, without Thee, I am not able to please Thee; 
but may Thy Spirit this day both teach me the things that belong to my 
peace, and preserve them in my faith and memory; so that the seed which 
Thou sowest may prosper in my heart, till that day when Thy Blessed 
Son shall return to reap His harvest.’’ Thursday, Nov. 29, will be 
Thanksgiving Day, and, as usual, there will be service and sermon at 
10.30 a. m. Contributions of fruits, vegetables, jellies, etc., will be gladly 
accepted. They will be used, first, in decorating the church, and, after- 
wards, distributed among the poor. ‘There are many reasons why every 
one of us should go to God’s House on this day to render thanks to Al- 
mighty God for all the blessings He has vouchsafed to us during the past 
year. Children at Church.—Children should be trained to go to 
church with their parents. ‘They should be in attendance at the morning 
service. Ifthe habit is formed of attending only at Sunday-school in the 
afternoon, the habit of zoź attending the Church service is being formed 
as surely as is the habit of attending the school. As the child grows to- 
wards maturity, he is not likely to begin to form a new habit of church- 
going. The habit should be formed from childhood of attending the 
morning church service with the father and mother. The Sunday-school, 
then, is not the ‘‘children’s church.’ Its purpose is instruction. It 
should bein reality a school in which lessons should be éaught. 
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The Advent.—Before the issue of another parish paper the season of 
Advent will have come. Dec. 2d will be the rst Sunday in Advent. As 
the season recurs, the teachings concerning our Lord’s second appearing 
come with new power. We daily pray, “Thy kingdom come,” in the 
Lord’s Prayer; and express our belief in His sacred coming,in our Creeds, 
and when the Holy Eucharist is offered, the priest says, ‘‘And in His 
Holy Gospel didst command us to continue a perpetual memory of that 
His precious Death and Sacrifice until His coming again,’’ and thus we 
are constantly reminded of that glorious day; yet the Church in an es- 
pecial way emphasizes at this season the second Advent of our Lord. The 
thoughts suggested at this time are threefold. First, the greatest fact im 
the past history of the world, namely, that the Lord Jesus Christ took 
upon Him our flesh, came into this world, and thereby redeemed it. 
Second, that after appearing on earth, He appeared in heaven, in the real 
Holy of Holies, clad in our humanity, and there ever intercedes for us, 
and yet is in the Church until the end of time. The third thought is that 
greatest event for the future, even that He will come again in all His 
glory, Lord of lords, and King of kings, to take His chosen to Himself, 
and to judge the world. The Church guards against her children’s for- 
getting this glorious hope by her daily reference to it, and her special 
yearly teachings in Collects, Epistles and Gospels. In the Collect for the 
first Sunday in Advent, we pray, “Thatin the last day when He shall 
come again in His glorious majesty to judge the quick and the dead, we 
may rise to the life immortal.’’ 

Mr. Schlichter and his family have our sympathy and prayers in 
their increased affliction through the departure of their cousin, E. Fred- 
erick Schroeder, a very bright and promising young man. 

The following words are frequently sung before the Litany on Sunday 
mornings: 

“Oh, from earth to heaven restored, 
Mighty, reascended Lord, 

Listen, listen to the cry, 

Of our solemn Litany.’’ 

The Vestment Guild has received a generous donation of 80 yards of 
linen from Mrs. Schlichter which will be converted into cottas for all the 
choristers by Christmas. There are many ladies in the parish who ought 
to connect themselves with this necessary Guild which meets monthly. 

We are pleased to see again in our choir some former members, 
namely, Messrs. Gwinnutt, Buckley and Earnshaw, and we welcome as 
new members Masters Ellis, Heron, Lane and Mills. ‘There is still room 
for other old and new choristers. Three new members were ad- 
mitted to the Decoration Guild at the October meeting and four more this 
month. How much more aggressive the work of the parish would be if 
every man, woman and child took some active part in the workings of 
one or more of our organizations. Let us all get into the line of action 
before the new century begins. The Senior Chapter of the Brother- 
hood of St. Andrew holds its meetings monthly at 4 p. m. on the first 
Sunday of each month in the Vestry room, and the corporate celebration 
of the Holy Communion takes place at 8 o’clock on the second Sunday of 
each month.

Who will present one or more? 


How shall a man know what to believe? —As to what they are to be- 
lieve, the whole Roman Obedience is dependent on the supposed infallible 
| utterances of the Pope. In this the Romanist has a short and easy method 

of knowing what to believe, albeit a method to which there.are insuper- 
‘able objections. It is a modern theory, without the slightest authority 
| of Scripture or of Catholic consent. But the common Protestant methods 
of finding out what a man is to believe are quite as objectionable. No 
inconsiderable class think they must believe what seems to them to be true. 
The position of another and possibly still larger class is that all necessary 
| truth is to be found somewhere in the Bible, and happy is the man who 
is fortunate enough to discover it. But the trouble is he can never be 
quite sure that he has discovered it. The position of the Episcopal Church 
is radically different. It is not that any man is to depend upon any mor- 
tal as infallible. It is not that each one for himself is to think out some 
system resting on the sandy foundation of conjecture; nor is it that he is 
to search by himself through the books of the Bible to discover the essen- 
| tial truth contained in it. Itis that the Faith is God-given; that the 
Church received it; is to believe it, proclaim it, live it, and faithfully 
transmit it from generation to generation. As to what that ‘‘One Faith” 
| is, history abundantly witnesses. ‘‘Always, everywhere, and by all re- 
ceived,” is for us the Catholic rule and test. Nothing is more certain than 
that to the Apostles a faith was ‘‘committed;’’ it is equally certain that 
| they looked to no bishop or bishopric as the arbiter of truth, and that 
| they did not direct every man to hunt through the Scriptures in search of 
a faith. St. John said: ‘‘That which we have seen and heard declare we 
unto you. ” St. Paul said: “I delivered unto you that which I also re- 
ceived;’’ and when in old age he faced death and judgment, it was his 
| comfort and glory that he had “kept the Faith.” That it was for which 
| and in which he had lived and was about to die. It was not his, nor St. 
Peter’s, nor St John’s, but God’s truth, ‘‘the Faith which was once (and 
once for all) delivered unto the Saints.” 


: 
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Coal Fund.—It is time we were making provision for the purchase of 
our winter’s supply of coal, and Sunday, Nov. 18th, is suggested as the 
day for the presentation of special offerings for this objeet. A special en- 
velope will be placed in each copy of the November parish paper, but if 
for any reason any parishioner should not receive an envelope he may 
find extra ones in the envelope racks. With a view to securing the 
$100.00, at least, we must have for coal this winter, parishioners are re- 
minded that an offering for this purpose is asked only one Sunday in the 
year. Let every one help as generously as he can, and then we shall 
more surely reach the $100 mark. If any one should find it more con- 
venient to give on some other Sunday than Novy. 18th, his offering will 
be just as useful. The Summer Deficit fund.—Vhe special offerings 
for this fund, presented on the 32d Anniversary of the Sunday-school, 
Oct. 21st. were as foliows: from the congregation $103 34; from the Sun- 
day-school $47 95; total $151.29. The offering was quite good, it is true, 
but as the deficit was $236 to Oct. Ist, it will be seen that a ‘balance of 
$85 is still needed to liquidate all the expenses for the Summer. For some 
reason some of the parishioners were not represented in the offering, and 
such persons should now make an effort to make up the deficiency. They 
will find proper envelopes in the racks for their offering. 


The 32d Anniversary of the Sunday-school was fittingly celebrated 
Sunday, Oct. 21, by a large attendance of the scholars and. parishioners, 
by excellent singing in the large school under direction of Mr. Crump, and 
in the primary class under Mrs. Goodfellow, and by interesting addresses 
from the Rev. G. A. Latimer and Mr. F. P. Buckley, the superintendent. 
The Rector also made an address. The offering of the school was a very 
liberal one, $47.95. The choir of this parish invited Emmanuel 
Choir, Holmesburg, to participate in Even Song on Sunday, Nov. 4th. 
Their Rector, the Rey. Mr. Hord, accompanied them and participated in 
the service. There were ninety-two choristers in the chancel, and the 
worshippers who filled the church were enthusiastic in their appreciation 
of the manner in which all the music was rendered. One lady remarked 
that ‘‘she would not have missed it for anything.” The Rector of this 
parish was the preacher, and his subject was’‘‘All Saints.’’ 


The assertion is sometimes made—'‘'/ can serve God just as well with- 
out going to Church.’ Answer. ‘“‘Pardon me, you cannot. God gives 
you health, strength, life, faculties, senses; for the loan of these He de- 
mands homage, just as a landlord for the use of a house demands rent. 
You have to pay the landlord his rent monthly on fixed days. So for all 
that God has given you He demands rent to be paid weekly, on the Sun- 
day, and the rent He demands is public homage. You know that if you 
do not pay a landlord his rent he will turn you out of his house. If you 
do not pay God His due, you cannot expect Him to give you eternal life, 
which includes perfect health,ever-renewed strength, fully developed facul- 
ties. If you have not been a good tenant of that which was inferior, 
How shall He commit to you that which is better? So, if you want to 
serve God at all, you must serve Him in the way and at the time when 
He chooses that you should serve Him.’’—Aev. B. S. Gould.

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A Serious Ouestion.—There are two possible manifestations of the 
inward spirit among those who are called ‘*‘Church people,” which 
closely concerns their Christian character and life, but which they too 
often neither carefully analyze nor properly estimate. These are the 
feelings of “I love,” and “I. don’t like;’’ as more properly expanded, I 
love my blessed Lord and Saviour, and with and through that, I love 
His divine words and His Holy worship, and, on the other hand, I don’t 
like what crosses my own notions and prejudices; that is to say, I don’t 
like this particular thing about the Altar, or that feature in the Ritual, 
or the singing of the versicles, etc.; for these “don’t likes,” like the un- 
clean spirit which our Lord cast out might be termed “‘legion.”’ Now 
the question is: Which of these feelings is the stronger; and what does 
the ruling one determine as to the professed Churchman’s real character? 
It would seem, that where there is a true, pure, deep love of Christ, His 
‘presence, His word, and His worship, it must, in the Church and the 
services, overpower, obscure, and drive out of mind, the “I don’t likes;”’ 
that they must yield to the expulsive power of the higher and more ab- 
sorbing object of holy contemplation. Possessed by any such love, how 
can one turn his back on the services, leave the Church, withhold his 
offerings, and promote distraction in the parrish; in fact, deliberately pro- 
claim to the world, that what he does or does not like in matters non- 
essential, is more iniportant in his eye than the divine object of his 
professed love; the motes in the sunbeam mightier than the sun.— 
The Living Church. - A Wise Old Spider.—Two spiders went into 
a church one Saturday and parted at the door. The next Monday they 
met again on the steps, and one said to his friend, ‘Why what is the 
matter? You look so thin and tired. Have you had the grippe?” “No,” 
he answered, ‘‘but I am convalescing from my excitement in the church 
since last Saturday. You see I went up to the lecturn and the Decora- 
tion Guild brushed me off. I went to the pews and the sexton dusted 
me away. I went to the pulpit and the preacher nearly pounded me 
crazy.

Communicants coming into the parish, or leaving it, should present 
or ask for, as the Canon demands, a Letter Commendatory. It is only 
by following this law that accurate lists can be kept. i 


Any person desiring instruction in Christian doctrine,or an explana- 
tion of any teaching or practice of the Church, is asked to consult the 
Rector who will gladly attend to such request. 


Join the Confirmation Ciass.—The very best and wisest step a person 
can take is to become a full member of the Church of the Lord Jesus, to 
which Confirmation admits you. And this for several reasons. In the 
first place the Lord Jesus organized the Church for every man, woman 
and child to enter. In the next place it is the allying of one’s self with 
the greatest power, working for the good of the race that this world 
knows; and, besides, it is putting one’s life in closest touch with re- 
straints, correctives and incentives strongly making for virtue, and for 
the greatest perfection of personal character. Do you say, ‘‘There is some 
evil in the Church?’’ Of course,there is since it is bound to have in it so 
much of human nature. But who declines a gold coin because it has some 
alloy in it? or who refuses water because it is not a hundred per cent 
pure? Do yousay,also, ‘‘There are hypocrites in the Church, false disci- 
ples and weak ones, who go astray, and bring discredit to the cause?” 
But all the same, the Church of Christ with all its human blemishes and 
deficiencies is nevertheless the one mighty power that is fighting the sin of 
the world; fighting hard to put it down, and by banishing its darkness to 
bring in the light of a better day. If we-were to close all the churches 
and banish the public offices of the religion of Christ even for ten years, 
what a great loosening of public morals, what a heavy down-grade of 
righteousness, and what a mighty encouragement of all vileness and ini- 
quity would most certainly follow. We have asked many a man person- 
ally careless about Church duty and attendance, if he would prefer to see 
the churches discontinued and closed, and have yet to find the first ad- 
vocate of such a cause. All know it would be disastrous, a step back- 
ward. ‘They recognize that it would open the flood gates of evil, and be 
a practical death-blow to our civilization. How clearly, then, should 
every right-minded person range himself with this staying and uplifting 
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power, and so make it all the stronger to prosecute its battles and con- 
quests. But for a man to remain outside is to refuse his aid to the noblest 
cause this world knows, and to give solid encouragement to the enemy, 
the power of all evil. Delay not, then, to identify yourself with the Church 
of the Lord Jesus, and put yourself on the side of right. We are all in- 
fluenced in a powerful way by.the circumstances which surround our 
lives—our haunts, our companies, our occupations help to make or un- 
make our characters. ‘Too many of the associations we are obliged to 
touch shoulders with in this world are void of uplifting or ennobling en- 
ergy; not a few tend to make men careless, worldly, if not absolutely sin- 
ful. But here is a choice—in the Church of Christ—of putting-one’s self 
in touch with influences, and companionships that are all wholesome and 
pure, and in every way bound to be helpful, uplifting and improving to 
life and character. Why, then, should any right-minded man, truly de- 
siring to live the best kind of a life, refuse to enter this school of soul and 
character culture? It is foolish to remain outside. It is more than that, 
it is wrong, it is against the will of God. 


Envelope Givers. Thanks to our weekly envelope givers! They are 
the reliable and cheering upholders of the parish. Giving not only on the 
Sundays they are present at church, but if absent one, two or three Sun- 
days for good reasons, making sure that their envelopes for these Sun- 
days find their way to God’s Altar. There is a steadiness and a principle 
about their giving that is a credit to themselves, a strength to the Church 
of God, and a pleasure to Him. ——— The Rector s 29th anniversary ser- 
mon Was preached at Evensong, March 3. His official acts during the 
year were: baptisms, 3 adults, 36 infants; 33 confirmees; 19 marriages, 
38 burials; 38 persons were added to the communicants’ list, 13 removed 
and 5 died, making the total number 374. During his incumbency he 
has baptized 1654 adults and infants, presented 683 persons for Confir- 
mation, solemnized 594 marriages and officiated at 1188 burials. The 
communicants have increased from 20 to 374. The total receipts for the 
year were $4363.10. While he rejoiced to state that the year closed with- 
out any debt upon the parish, he added that “If it had not been for the 
contribution of $200 received the day before from a parishioner—a parish- 
ioner who has always been more than willing to help this parish to liquidate 
the deficit which sometimes occurs in the current expenses, and whose 
generosity the parish has experienced in many other ways,—I should 
have been obliged to report a deficit of $86 at the close of the year, Feb. 
28th, and there would have been. no. money in the treasury to pay the 
monthly salary of the Organist and:the Rector due March ist”

offertory and you will see people putting their weekly envelopes for the 
Church Support on the basins. Now if you do not do the same, ask your- 
self the question why these people should so faithfully provide for the 
Church’s necessities while you excuse yourself from the like duty?

How can I receive the Holy Spirit of God? We refer to the Bible 
for the answer. Always, it was by the laying on of the Apostles’ hands 
in Confirmation. Many modern methods are different, but those who de- 
sire to receive the Gospel to-day in all its simplicity, and grow up in it, 
will find more satisfaction in following up the Bible custom than they will 
in trying to understand the modern way in which the Holy Spirit is 
given. We grant the laying on of hands alone has no more effect than 
water alone in baptism. But as the outward sign of an inward condition 
and desire, it carries with it all the effects of any of the means of grace. 
The Gospel was given to us complete, we cannot better it. Ifyou want 
the Holy Spirit, we advise you to prepare for Confirmation (which is the 
laying on of hands), and obeying, you need not doubt the result. But, 
remember, Confirmation does not retain the Holy Spirit, if you grieve 
Him by a faithless life, anymore than baptism secures to you promises, 
unless you fulfil the conditions. God has appointed other means for His 
retention—the chief of which is the frequent and devout reception of the 
Holy Communion. First secure His presence, and Bible methods will 
then show you how to retain it. Week-day services tn Holy Week: 
Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, Maundy Thursday 9 a. m. and 8 p. m.; 
Good Friday 10.30 a. m.; 12.30 to 3 p. m.; 8 p. m.; Easter Even 9 a. m. 
On Maundy Thursday there will be a celebration of the Holy Communion 
atga. m., and baptism will be administered on Easter Even at 4.30 
o’clock. Many parents should avail themselves of this opportunity to 
get their children baptized.—All who have attended the Three Hours’ 
Service on Good Friday have found it profitable to their souls. The at- 
tendance has been growing each year, and we hope a great many more 
persons will make an effort to be present this year and spend the time, so 
to speak, before the Cross. Everyone will feel free to come and go as 
his circumstances demand.—The ‘‘Story of the Cross” will be sung to 
Lacey Baker’s beautiful setting on the night of Passion Sunday, March 
24th, and Wednesday night in Holy week, April 3d. ; 


There will be two celebrations of the Holy Communion, as usual, on 
Easter Day, the first at 6 and the second at 10.30 a. m, Every confirmed 
person in the parish should carefully prepare himself to communicate on 
that day, and we advise those who are physically able to do so to com- 
municate at the early celebration. When all nature is restful and the 
body and soul are not weary with household cares. Contributions 
of money to help defray the expenses of the Easter decorations are asked 
for and may be handed to Miss Richards or Mr. Joseph Williamson. 
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On Shrove Tuesday night, Feb.,19th, the members of the Decoration 
Guild presented. to their faithful Secretary, Miss A. M. Richards, a use- 
ful writing desk, and about 35 persons afterwards enjoyed a feast of pan- 
cakes. A fine organ, cello and vocal rendition will be given in the 
church on Tuesday night in Easter week, April oth, at 8 o’clock, under 
the direction of Mr. Harry Page, an adept in such matters. Such a re- 
cital ought to secure a very large gathering. Of course there will be no 
charge for admission, but it is suggested that each person present a silver | 
offering on the alms-basin. - Our senior choristers spent a delight- 
ful evening as the guests of Mr. W. F. Hughes at his residence on the 
night of St. Valentine’s Day. Several of the choristers of Emmanuel 
Church, Holmesburg, were also present. The /r. chapter of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew will gladly welcome boys over 12 years of age 
who desire to become members. There is a membership of 16, and the 
meetings are held on the 1st and 3d Monday nights of each month at 8 
o'clock. St. Timothy’s Guild for boys over 15 years of age is now 
in successful operation. Director, F. H. Longsbore; Vice President, Mr. 
Wm. Bisher; Secretary, Ned Buckley; Treasurer, Richard Childs; 
Librarians, George Thornhill and Edward Churchill. It meets every 
Tuesday night in the Infant school room at 8 o’clock. 


On Sexagesima Sunday, Feb. 10, the Rector was not able to officiate 
by reason of illness. It was one of the few timesin his incumbency when 
he was unable to take his Sunday duty. Mr. Longshore did good service 
as-Lay-Reader in his absence, and Mr. McGinley took his place at the 
organ. The Rector expresses his thanks for the many questions about 
his condition, and for some flowers and delicacies which were sent to him, 
and the assurance of prayers for his recovery. The Easter Offering .— 
There are certain obligations which this parish meets every year out of 
its: Easter offering—they are Diocesan assessments, ete. These should be 
met out of the offering, and there should be a good balance, besides, to 
make the Summer deficit in the current expenses as small as possible. 
Every parishioner, therefore, by restriction of personal expenses, should 
lay by daily or weekly during Lent (in addition to his ordinary offerings) 
as much as he is able, and offer the amount thus accumulated to God 
on Easter Day. 


Baptisms.—Scarcely a first Sunday i in 1 any month passes that we do 
not have children to baptize at 9.30 o’clock. Of course this pleases us, 
and we are glad to note how promptly nrany of the children are brought 
after birth. Not only is this most fitting, but it isso much better, and 
easier to bring the children as babies than when grown older when 
they sometimes become frightened and rébel. Not unfrequently we have 
Presbyterian parents bringing their little ones to us for baptism,and some- 
times, no doubt, because they are refused Presbyterian baptism for their 
children; the parents not being full members of that body. We are glad 
to weleome all such, but all parents and sponsors should remember that 
they, in all honor, agree to see to it that the children so baptized ‘‘shall 
be brought to the bishop to be confirmed by him;’’ that is, that parents 
shall use all honest efforts, that children for whom they have asked bap- 
tism at our font shall be brought up in the Episcopal church. 


The members of cur choir have in contemplation the repetition of 
Pinafore sometime after Easter, the proceeds to be used for the payment 


of the year’s music bill. We are pleased to notice a number of new 
faces among the Junior choristers, also some familiar faces returned after 
an absence. We should like to welcome some new men to the choir and 
to see some others more regular in attendance. ——— To a Christian 
who has no respect for the example of Christ or regard for the customs of 
His Church, Lent may be a meaningless mockery. It isa precious needed 
opportunity for thought of God, for spiritual refreshment, for religious 
development, for careful examination, for self-denial in lawful things, 
for frequent attendance upon the services of the church, for frequent 
prayer. To those who are burdened with domestic cares, and to other 
toilers, Lent says, come ye yourselves apart and rest awhile in the quiet 
of the Sanctuary and get a sweet and soothing influence that comes from 
the worship of God and the thought of heaven. Man does not live by 
bread or business or financial success alone. Give some attention to the 
higher, holier life within. Value your soul more than wordly success. 
Your body willdie. Your soul will live. Improve it, develop it, educate 
it, provide for it. Give it the benefit of attendance at the Lenten services 
on Tuesday afternoons at 4 0’clock, and Wednesday and Friday nights 
at 8 o’clock. Richard Hooker wrote a great book on ‘‘Ecclesias- 
tical Polity.’ He once said, “If I had no other reason why I should 
wish to be religious, I would be religious to make my mother happy!” 
Sons and daughters, such a motive is worthy of your consideration if you 
have not yet publicly confessed Christ in Sacramental act. No wonder 
Hooker became a great man. He honored his mother. — A Lent kept 
by the organized activities of the parish with a true conception of the 
purpose and spirit of the sacred season showing itself in their corporate 
life, must bring great benefit not only individually to the members, but 
also collectively to the organization as an organization and tothe work 
which it exists to do. — It is hard to understand how any parents 
refusing themselves to he confirmed can urge their sous and daughters to 
receive this Ordinance. ‘The example of the parents often makes the 
child indifferent, and he sees no need of receiving Confirmation. Neglect 
of parents to attend to the interests of their children’s souls is worse than 
neglect of their physical needs. If we want our children to grow up in 
faith, love and obedience, we must be anxious that they do not pass by 
indifferently their religious duties. — Man can only give to others 
what he himself possesses. If you feel the power of the presence of the 
Holy Ghost in your heart you can exert its influence on others to bring 
them to Christ, but not otherwise. Christian faith in yourself can in- 
fluence the same faith in others. Your life others can feel—your devotion 
can inspire others. But all-professions that come not from the heart are 
empty and vain. The conclusion of the matter is summed up ina few 
words. If you would have your loved ones or your friends come to 
Christ in Holy Baptism, Confirmation or the Holy Communion, come 
yourself. — Communicants, what are you doing to bring others to 
eonfess Christ in Holy Baptism and Confirmation? Does not the Master’s 
command, ‘‘Go ye,” apply to you, or is it intended for the clergy only?

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Though the weather on Easter Day was disappointing to many, yet 
the observance of the Festival in this parish was marked by a large num- 
ber of worshippers-—the attendance atthe 6 a. m. celebration was the 
largest we have ever seen at that time—and by a liberal offering, and, 
in the opinion of many persons, the choir surpassed its usual good record 
of excellence and rendered all the music in a splendid manner. The 
Sunday-school at 3 o’clock in the church sang their carols well under the 
direction of Mr. Crump, with Mr. Jenkins’ accompaniment. The pri- 
mary school not only sang its carol well, as it always does, but its recita- 
tion in unison of the Easter story, as told by one of the Evangelists, was 
remarkably well done. ‘The offering of both schools was the largest ever 
presented, and was $174.30, while the special offering of the congregation 
was $136.46, and that of the Jr. Girls’ Friendly Society was $2.30; thus 
making the total Easter offering $313.06. Such a result was exceedingly 
gratityfng to us and pleasing to God. A much-needed beautiful sur- 
plice and stole, both the generous gifts of Mrs. Schlichter, were worn by 
the Rector on Easter Day, and he expresses his sincere thanks for both. 

The greatest event in the history of the world is the resurrection of 
our Blessed Lord. Thousands of years had rolled away since the first 
child of man lay dead, slain by his brother’s hand. Since that time 40 
centuries of men had died, and their lifeless forms had been returned to 
mother earth; but their souls, where were they? Man yearned to know 
that he was immortal; but how was he to prove it? Some few philoso- 
phers seemed to grasp the truth, but their reasoning was not accessible 
to the many. The Jews were taught it by their Scriptures: yet to the 
countless multitudes that inhabited our world, death was a terror which 
showed no bright side to its victims, and none could escape it. Ah! how 
dark was the grave until that sad but blessed day, when loving hands 
laid the lifeless form of the Crucified to restin the silent tomb. But now, 
to the faithful, death is but the joyful entrance into the Paradise of God. 
“O death, where is thy sting? O grave, where is thy victory?’ Can we 
wonder that the burden of the Apostles’ preaching was ‘‘ Jesus and the 
Resurrection?’ Let us picture to ourselves the sorrow of the stricken 
disciples, after the sad burial rites were over, and they realized that He, 
Whom they acknowledged to be the Son of God, had been taken by cruel 
hands and slain. Imagine the sorrow of the gentle St. John, the anguish 
of the apostate St. Peter, and the grief of the faithful women. ‘That first 
Easter Even, to us now so blessed a day, binding us, like All Saints Day, 
with our dear departed, what was the anguish of that day to them? And 
yet, at this far distant time, we wonder that their faith was so dim, that 
our Lord’s constant reiteration of the statement that He should rise again 
on the third day, should have made so little impression on them. For 
forty days our Blessed Lord remained in the earth before His Ascension, 
appearing at different times and under different conditions, so that at 
times He was not immediately recognized. “He showed Himself alive 
to the Apostles, whom He had chosen, by many infallible proofs, being 
seen of them forty days, and speaking of the things pertaining to the 
Kingdom of God.” Then He again meets His dear ones and leads them 
out of Jerusalem, by the old familiar paths up the verdant slope to the 


| 
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summit of Mt. Olivet. They, with their understanding not yet illumined 
by the Holy Spirit, could not have foreseen that He was about to leave 
them, until having raised His pierced hands in blessing, He ascended in 
silent majesty amid choirs of angels, when a cloud received Him out of 
their sight. And now, at the right hand of God, He waits to welcome 
us home, ever living to make intercession for us. Christ is risen! Alleluia! 


After Lent.—It isa fashionable though most unworthy observation 
frequently heard during Easter week, that when Lent has gone and its 
discipline has been relaxed, we suffer such a “‘letting down.’’ Is not this 
a confession that the Lenten days have been used in a mere superficial 
manner? There ought to be no “letting down” after a well-spent Lent. 
If the 4o days of blessing have been faithfully employed, there should be 
no descending to a lower plane of thought and purpose and action when 
they have passed away. The fruits of the solemn weeks should be larger 
love for God, clearer spiritual perceptions, and a stronger self-command. 
Alas! there is often a sorry ‘‘letting down.’’ There is a wilful dropping 
back to our former ways—the same old passion for the world, the same 
neglect of the means. of grace, and the same unmindfulness of Christ and 
His holy things. But this ought not tobe. And genuine earnestness in 
our aspirations to ‘‘grow in grace and in the knowledge of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ’’ will restrain us from gladly returning to the world’s 
things as though they were after all the most delicious joys in this life. 
We need not fear the spirit of asceticism in our Christian life...Qur every- 
day necessities require that we retain all the year round at least something 
of the strictness which we submit to during Lent. When the Easter 
angels have come, it does not behoove us to cease from. prayers, from the 
reading of the Holy Bible, or from the devotions of the church. We shall 
not be unnatural or morbid, if we continue to give prominence to sacred 
matters after Lent has gone. It will indicate only a shallow religion if 
we seem to think that if only we keep Lent, we may at other times be as 
worldly and even godless as we will. No one advocates the continuance 
of the more sombre hues of that season. And yet we must beware lest we 
return to our former selves and laxness and the failures of the past. After 
the exercises of these past weeks, there should be no “letting down,” but 
rather a lifting up, a real and veritable ‘‘Lift up your hearts.’’ 

When the duty of church attendance is pressed upon some persons 
the answer sometimes is, ‘‘I can serve God just as well without going to 
church.” Answer: You cannot. God gives you health, strength, life, fac- 
ulties, senses; for the loan of these He demands homage, just as a land- 
lord for the use of a house demands rent. You have to pay your landlord 
his rent monthly on fixed days. So for all that God has given you He 
demands rent to be paid weekly, on the Sunday, and the rent He demands 
is public homage. You know that if you do not pay a landlord his rent 
he will turn you out of his house. If you do not pay God his due, you 
cannot expect Him to give you eternal life, which includes perfect health, 
ever renewed strength, fully developed faculties. If you have not been a 
good tenant of that which was inferior, how shall He commit to you that 
which is better? So, if you want to serve God at all, you must serve Him 
in the way and at the time when He chooses that you should serve Him.

i do their duty in bringing, this important matter to the consideration of 
their children, pupils and god-children. Every faithful parishioner should 
do what he can for the spread of the Kingdom of our adorable Lord. If 
f] any persons cannot attend the class but would like to be confirmed, they 
t may consult the Rector after any service. Personal Religion.—This 
is our most vital concern in this world. To have it planted, developed 
and strengthened we were placed here; and we shall be held accountable 
for our religious opportunities. But it was God’s will that our wills 
| should be free. Hence we can, if we choose, defeat all of His gracious 
‘| purposes concerning us. Simple neglect is ruinous, and it is as fatal in 
[| the end as direct opposition to the requirements of God. We are capable 
of thinking, and we must think. We are capable of action, and we must 
| act. And now is the accepted time; it is the only time which belongs to 
| us, or of which we have any promise. To put off the interests of the soul 
| is presumption; itis banking on capital which is not ours. Such thoughts 
|| come to our minds as we think of the approaching administration of Con- 
firmation. The determination to attend tothe care of the soul—to per- 
sonal religion, lies back of this important matter. If we are ready to give 
our attention to the one, we should be ready for the other unless already 
confirmed. Neglect of the invitations extended to us, through the Church, 
will prove a great hindrance to our moral and spiritual progress, if it does 
not check it altogether. We need what the Church has to give us, and 
we need all of it. Ifwe have had the blessings of baptism and instruction 
we should wish to go right on, and, after Confirmation, enjoy, use and 
value the inestimable blessings of the Holy Communion. There are 
many others in the parish who ought to give thoughtful attention and 
prayer to the call to Confirmation, and not reject it when it is too late. 
j Such persons should beware of the danger of saying ‘‘Go thy way for this 
time. When I have a convenient season I will call for thee.’’

On the afternoon of the 2d Sunday after the Epiphany, January 19, 
the Sunday-school will hold a missionary session as it does yearly. 


While the dear Bishop of the Diocese is slowly recovering from his 


attack of sickness, it is the opinion of his physicians that permanent re- 
covery is possible only by continued relief from overstrain, and that this 
can only be secured by the appointment of a Bishop Coadjutor. The 
Bishop, therefore, acting upon the advice of the Standing Committee of 
the Diocese, has called a Special Convention of the Diocese to elect such 
coadjutor on Tuesday, February ath, at 11 0o’clock. — It was a great 
pleasure to the parishioners and ourselves to see Mr. Richardson L. Wright 
again at the Church services, after a protracted sickness. Among the 
blessings of the new year which we sincerely wish he may attain is that 
of complete restoration to health and strength. ——— The ability in many 
congregations to give for the general work of Missions is small, and other 
requirements may often seem to make it impossible to spare anything for 
Missions, yet we believe that there is no congregation which cannot send 
something annually for the cause which belongs to every member of the 
Church, ‘The reasons by which this may be urged are: First, every menm- 
ber of the Church is.by virtue of his baptism a member of the Board of 
Missions, and the appeal of the Church through the Board is made ex- 
pressly to all baptized persons as such and on the ground of their baptismal 
vows. Secondly, the clergy are the representatives of the Board in their 
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respective parishes, and as such receive the publications of the Board in 
order that they may be informed, and inform the people of their charge of 
the work and needs of the Board, and ask their offerings. Thirdly, Canon 
21 on ‘Parochial Instruction’’ makes it the duty of the clergy to instruct 
all in their cures concerning the missionary work of the Church at home 
and abroad, and provide a suitable opportunity for them to contribute 
from time to time of their substance for the maintenance of the same, 
These considerations are a sufficient authority to justify the Rector to ask 
the parishioners to contribute an annual offering during Epiphany-tide in 
the special envelopes which have been placed in this month’s parish paper 
for Foreign and Domestic Missions. Fifty cents or even 25 cents ina 
year for each of our parishioners ought not to bea severe tax, and yet 
that would give the work of the Board a “push.” But when many com- 
municants give nothing a year for such an object, is it any wonder that 
the Church moves on slowly to her victories for the Master? 


A Sectional Conference of the North-East chapters of the Brotherhood 
of St. Andrew will be held in this parish Monday night, Jan. 27. It is 
hoped that Mr. Kline, the Prest. of the Local Assembly will be present 
and make an address. The roth anniversary of the consecration of 
the church will be celebrated on the evening of Septuagesima Sunday, 
Jan. 26th. We hope to secure a special preacher for the occasion, and all 
the Guilds will please have their annual reports ready. The annual 
concert of our choir will be held on Thursday, January 30, in the parish 
house. ‘Tickets 25 cts. ‘he first halt of the program will be of a varied 
nature, and in the second part a humorous sketch will be introduced. 


Every parishioner should remember this occasion and give his support to 
the choir by purchasing tickets and being present. ———— The Vestment 
Guild are in need of funds to purchase material for vesting the many new 
members of the choir. It ought, too, to have a larger membership, and 
we appeal specially to all the mothers of the choir boys to become mem- 
bers.

The Guild meets on the second ‘Tuesday of each month, and at 
the meeting on Jan. 14th, Miss Jennie Massey, the Prest., would be glad 
to see all the mothers of the boys. The Junior chapter of the 
Brotherhood meets on the second Monday in each month at 8.30 0’clock.

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The choir on Christmas Day numbered about 75, and in the rendition 
of the Christmas music on that day, and when it was repeated on the Sun- 
day following, they kept up their good record.

‘The offertory for the 
disabled aged clergy funds amounted to $18. ———— A Reminder.—Some 
of our people seem to have very peculiar clocks in their homes on Sundays. 
They apparently run slower on these days than during the rest of the 
week, and their owners are apt to arrive behind time at the Church ser- 
vices. This careless habit appears to be growing. Might not an effort to 
correct this undesirable custom be included among the resolves of the new 
year? At the outset of the new year it is a good time to ask, Are 
you a regular weekly contributor to the income of the parish through the 
Envelope System? Do not hesitate to become such because you feel that 
you can give so little that it is not worth while. It 2s worth while. It is 
worth while to help forward order and system. It is worth while to assist 
us in carrying out a plan which is necessary to the support of the parish. 
It is worth while to encourage those who have the oversight and dis- 
bursement of the finances by proving your interest and loyalty in this 
practical way. Moreover, a large sum is but the aggregate of a number 
of small ones. Every one who has an income should remember that it is 
his duty to give to the support and extension of the Church. So give 
according “as God prospers you,” be it much or little. Blank pledges 
will be found in the envelope racks near the church entrance; take one as 
you go out, fill it up, deposit it in the alms-basin, and then you will be 
supplied with a quarter’s supply of envelopes. It was a pleasure 
to have with us, and to listen to a sermon from, the Rev. S. E. Hanger, 
of St. Stephen’s Church, Florence, N. J. at Evensong on the 2d, Sunday 
after Christmas, A number of our young men made his acquaintance 
last summer while they were in camp there, and they keep him and his 
good wife in grateful remembrance for their many acts of kindness. It 
was humiliating to us to hear him say that he saw some young girls 
giggling and talking during service. Did these girls belong to us or were 
they strangers? We trust all our young people are learning the necessity 
of reverence for God’s House, and that they are showing it. The lack of 
such reverence lowers greatly the moral character of those who are guilty 
of it. Minister.—I am sorry I didn’t see you at church last Sun- 
day, Tummus. Tummus—Weel, ye see, it was siccan a wet day it wisna 
fit tae turn oot a dog in. But I sent the wife, sir—London Tit-Bits. 

Christian Giving. How to do it this year. Rule 1. Consecrate yourself 
perfectly to the Lord with all you have and hope for. Rule 2. Reckon 
yourself to be only a steward for the proper use of all God’s gifts to you. 
Rule 3. Find out your net income in cash or its equivalent. Rule 4. Aix 
upon some definite percentage of your net income that shall be devoted to 
the Lord for the current year. — Sunday.—Did it ever occur to you 
that in making the demand for Sunday as one rest day out of seven we 
really provide for one-seventh of our lives? That is to say, if we live to be 
70 years of age, we shall have had ten years of Sundays! Let us suppose 
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we are masters of these Sundays, during life’s working period, from 18 
to 60, and we still have six years of time all our own. ‘This calculation 
must startle us into the question, Do we use this time wisely? It is gen- 
erally considered that Sunday has claims of its own—that it is to be a day 
of recuperative rest or of religious service, according to our training and 
needs. To some it is a day of arduous labor for the Master, and to others 
it means relaxation in family iife, or change of scene and exercises. All 
of these things are necessary, and no one can prescribe for another the 
precise occupation of the day. On the one hand we shall be foolish 
creatures if we deliberately turn from the spiritual help which the wor- 
ship of God in communion with our fellows affords. And on the other, 
if Sunday does not bind the breadwinner to his home and family and 
cement the ties which centre in his home, the bread were scarce worth the 
winning, and Sunday would lose one of the chief arguments for this set- 
ting apart of a day in seven. However we may decide to reconcile these 
claims, the truth is clear that Sunday is one of life’s best opportunities, if 
only we use it in any good way. In the six years of rest which so many 
of us are to enjoy there is time to acquire a language, to master a science, 
to conquer the preparation needed for intelligent enjoyment of literature 
or art and all this outside of the morning and evening in church, and in 
the family in the afternoon and part of the evening. 


The 13th Anniversary of the Decoration Guild was observed in the 
usual way on the Feast of the Epiphany. A splendid dinner was given 
to about twenty of the ‘‘old folks,” after a service in the chapel and an 
address by the Rector. ‘Their faces were an interesting study and an in- 
dex of the joyousness of the occasion, Besides a number of ladies, not 
members of the Guild, who assisted in serving them with the many good 
things provided for them, there were present the Rev. and Mrs. S. E.

Longshore presented on behalf of the Guild the Autobiography of Bishop 
Whipple to the Rector who responded expressing his hearty thanks, and 
then he, in turn, presented for the Guild a $10 gold piece to Mr. Long- 
shore. Altogether the anniversary was a delightful occasion to all 
present, and about 80 persons partook of the hospitality. 


Mr. Longshore gave a splendid dinner to the choir on Monday even- 
ing, Dec. 30, after a number of games had been participated in. Besides 
efficient service rendered by a number of the ladies, a number of visitors 
were present, and after the dinner, speeches were made by the Rev. Mr.

Smith and the Rector. About 125 persons were present. The junior 
choristers presented Mr. Longshore with a fine umbrella.

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The Bishop of the Diocese has notified the Rector that Bishop White- 
head, of the Diocese of Pittsburgh, acting in his stead, will administer 
the Apostolic Rite of Confirmation in this parish on the first Sunday night 
after Easter. There are many in the Sunday-school and in the parish who 
ought to consider this visit of the Bishop as a call to them, to confirm and 
ratify their neglected baptismal vows and to seek grace through Confirma- 
tion to keep them. Procrastination has been called “the thief of time,” 
and it is the thief of many a soul. All who have seen a Confirmation 
know that it consists in the laying on of the hands of the Bishop, and its 
purpose is to invoke on the head of the recipient the grace of God to 
enable that person to live a Christian life. And we believe that when it 
is received with the right disposition that grace is given so that the per- 
son is confirmed or strengthened to keep the vows of his baptism which 
he takes upon himself at that time. When one is a child he is of course 
guided and governed by his parents, guardians or teachers. But when 
he becomes old enough to understand for himself the difference between 
right and wrong, good and evil, and to direct and govern himself, then 
he ought solemnly to undertake to do what is right of his own accord, 
and Confirmation ought to be administered just at that time in order to 
settle and confirm him in the right way. Or if through neglect or wrong- 
doing one is not confirmed just at the period of life the Church intends it 
should be received, then at any time or age when one has the opportunity 
it should be received as a blessing and a help to enable one to do what he 
is obligated to do and which will be of the greatest advantage to him. 
Some are deterred from receiving it from a fear that they cannot live up 
to the profession which it requires them to make. But they should re- 
member that every Christian is morally bound to do all that he undertakes 


when he is confirmed. The difference between one who is confirmed ` 


and one who is not, is that one acknowledges his obligation and declares 
himself determined to try to fulfil it and seek God’s help to enable him to 
do so, and the other makes no effort to do what he knows he ought to do. 
The preparation that is necessary for Confirmation is, first, an intellectual 
one, the candidate must understand thoroughly what are the principles 
and teachings of the Church and the requirements of the Christian life. 
To assist in this preparation those who propose to present themselves this 
year in this parish, the Rector will hold a Confirmation Class in the 
chapel on Thursday night, Feb. 13th, and every Thursday night there- 
after till the visitation of the Bishop. The Rector trusts that every one in 
the parish, whether old or young, who has not yet been confirmed will at 
once seriously consider his duty in this matter and attend the class. He 
hopes, too, that every one of the communicants of the parish will do this 
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Lent personal work for the saving of souls, and will lead, St. Andrew like, 
some Peter to the Confirmation class. Ash Wednesday occurs this 


- year on Feb. 12th. Matins will be said in the chapel on this day at 10.30 


o’clock, and there will be Evensong at 8 o'clock. The week services up 
to Holy Week this Lent will be on Wednesday and Friday nights at 8 
o’clock. Ifthere be any parishioners who would like to attend an after- 
noon service during Lent and will notify the Rector of such desire, he will 
be pleased to hold such service. In Lent the Church calls us to spend as 
much time as possible in religious retirement, self-denial and spiritual im- 
provement. To strengthen and deepen the spiritual life not only for forty, 
but for all the days is the true purpose of Lent. The Church calls us to 
seek more of God’s grace by special prayer, self-examination and fasting. 
Let us, then, as obedient children, gladly obey the voice of our beloved 
Mother, and seek to grow daily more like our Blessed Master. Let us take 
Him as our ideal, seek Him in the frequent services, receive the Holy 
Communion weekly, and abstain from all worldly pleasures and places of 
amusement. Every day seek to say or do some kind word or act. Prac- 
tice self-denial daily and add your savings to your Easter offering. If you 
will thus make faithful use of Lent you will draw nearer the Blessed Sav- 
iour than you have ever been before, and the light of the Easter sun will 
shine for you with far more significance and glory than it has ever done 
before. The First Sunday in March will be the Rector's Thirtieth 
Anniversary of his Rectorshipb.—The parishioners are asked to signalize 
‘this occasion by a special offering for the Parish Endowment Fund. ‘The 
loose offerings and those in the special green envelopes will be applied to 
the fund. Zhe subscriptions towards the Endowment Fund since last re- 
port have been: from Howard R. Priest $2.00; Adam Kennedy $1; Miss M. 
L. B. Duncan $3; anon. $1; previously acknowledged $1706.86; grand 
total $1723.86. — The annual concert of the choir was, for sad reasons, 
postponed to Tuesday night, Feb. 11. It is hoped that all the parishion- 
ers will make an effort to be present, and thus show their appreciation of 
our choir's excellent and voluntary work. They need money to help them 
meet their expenses, and use this method of securing it for want of a bet- 
ter way. We would urge young men over 18 years of age to 
connect themselves with St. Timothy’s guild which meets every Monday 
night at 8 o’clock under the directorship of Mr. Wm. F. Bisher. 

Since Jan. 1, three Presbyterian ministers, one Reformed Episcopal, 
one Congregational and one Methodist have either been admitted to the 
ministry in our Church or become candidates for Holy Orders.

Laus 
Deo! The Rector’s 30th Anniversary.—The only thing which marred 
the happiness of the Rector’s 30th anniversary was the inclement weather 
in the morning which prevented the church being filled with parishioners. 
Before night, however, the weather became clear and cold, and so at Even- 
song the attendance filled the church. It was a pleasure to have the Rev. 
Dr. J. G. Bawn present to assist in the Holy Communion office. It was he 
who baptized the Rector’s son as a baby. The Rector preached from Acts 
26:22, ‘Having therefore obtained help of God, I continue unto this day.” 
His official acts for the year were baptisms: adults 7, children 32, total 
39, confirmees 31, marriages solemnized 19, and burials 40. During the 
thirty years of his Rectorship there have been 1697 baptisms administered, 
an average of 56 a year, there have been 714 confirmations an average 
of more than 23 a year, 611 marriages have been solemnized, an average 
of 20 a year, and 1271 burial services have been conducted, an average of 
42a year. ‘Che total receipts for the year were $4,301.89, while the re- 
ceipts for the thirty years were $131,413, or an average of $4,380 for 
every year of the thirty. The Endowment fund which was started Nov. 
I, 1898, now has $2458.71. At Evensong it was a pleasure to the Rector 
to have two of his spiritual sons present. The Rev. Mr. Cope, who 
preached an excellent sermon in which he emphasized the mutual duties 
of the Rector and his parishioners, was one of the first scholars of the 
Sunday-school, and the Rev. Wm, Reese Scott, Rector of Christ Church, 
Media, who intoned the evening office, was the first child baptized by the 
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Rector nearly thirty years ago in the hall which was at Frankford avenue 
and Adams street: The offerings for the day were: for the endowment 
fund-in envelopes $114.15, loose offerings $22.10, for parish support $14.95, 
for organist’s salary $1.50, total $152 70. “Praised be the Lord daily, 
even the God Who helpeth us, and poureth His benefits upon us.”’ 

Confirmation.—This Apostolic Rite is to be administered in this par- 
ish at Evensong on the first Sunday after Easter, April 6th, by the Bishop 
of the Diocese of Pittsburg. Ifyou will turn to Acts 8; 5-17 you will find 
that the Philip there spoken of is not Philip the Apostle, but Philip the 
deacon, one of the seven deacons,—that he, a deacon, preached and bap- 
tized, that the Apostles who were in Jerusalem, 40 miles off, did not 
consider it to be sufficient that the people of Samaria had been baptized 
and had received the Word of God, for they sent two of their number, St. 
Peter and St. John, to perfect the work carried thus far by St. Philip, the 
deacon,—that these Apostles were the chief ministers of the Church, cor- 
responding to our Bishops,—that their special work agreed in its essential 
features with that of our Bishops when they administer what we call Con- 
firmation; for the Apostles prayed for them that they might receive the 
Holy Ghost. So do our Bishops. And the Apostles laid their hands on 
them. So do our Bishops, using this prayer: ‘Defend, O Lord, this Thy 
child with Thy heavenly grace, that e muy continue ‘Thine forever, and 
daily increase in Thy Holy Spirit more and more, until Ze come unto Thy 
everlasting kingdom, Amen.’’ Confirmation, then, as the name denotes, 
is a strengthening or confirming in grace. It is an internal and external 
Rite.—It enjoins a preparation of both mud and heart.—It is a personal 
consecration to God made ‘openly before the Church.’’—It is designed 
for persons of all responsible ages—In the case of young persons it im- 
plies that they have arrived at “years of discretion,” and have been 
“sufficiently instructed’’—It is a ratification of the baptismal vow, in 
which “the devil and all his works, the vain pomp and glory of the 
world, and the sinful desires of the flesh’’ were renounced; a belief ex- 
pressed in ‘‘all the articles of the Christian faith as contained in the 
Apostles’ Creed,” and a promise made to ‘‘Keep all the commandments 
of God to the end of life.” —It distinctly requires faith and repentance, ob- 
tained by the assistance of the Holy Spirit through prayer, reading the 
Scriptures, attendance at church, self-examination, and a diligent use of 
all the means of grace. 

Position of Baptized Persons Who Neglect Confirmation. (1) They 
are guilty of neglecting ‘‘the great salvation.” (2) They renounce their 
baptismal covenant. (3) They reject Christ.

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A number of the young men and boys from our choir rendered the 
musical portion of the service at St. George’s Chapel, Port Richmond, on 
a recent Sunday night by invitation of the Minister-in-charge, Rev. A. J. 
Arkin. — The following letter of the Rector, addressed to a particular 
person, applies to many others in the parish: ‘‘I am always well pleased 
when I see you at church, and your attendance, I notice, is regular at the 
morning service. Such attendance leads me to infer that it is the desire 
of your heart to worship God and learn His will from His read and 
preached Word. Iam, therefore, at a loss to understand why you should 
not proceed further than attendance at Church. Do you doubt that the 
Lord Jesus instituted the Sacrament of His Body and Blood? Did He not 
say, ‘Take, eat,” “Drink ye all of this in remembrance of Me,” and did 
He not intend that all His disciples should receive that Holy Sacrament, 
and thereby lovingly obey Him? And dia not the Holy Ghost, on the 
Day of Pentecost, inspire the Apostles to institute the Holy Rite of Con- 
firmation? 
will find that while the humble Deacon, St. Philip, could preach end 
baptize, the higher authority of the Apostles St. Peter and St. John, in 
Jerusalem, had to be invoked to lay hands on those who had been bap- 
tized by the Deacon. And in the roth chapter of the same book, do you 
not find that St. Paul thought Confirmation was necessary after baptism, 
and is it not called, like repentance, faith, etc., one of the ‘‘first principles 
of the doctrine of Christ’’ or Christianity in the 6th chapter of the Epistle 
to the Hebrews? And does not the Church say that Confirmation is the 
door of admission to the Holy Communion? Why, then, do you not en- 
roll yourself in this appointed way in Christs army? Will you not let 
me help you to avail yourself of all the helps which the Lord Jesus has 
established in His Church? Surely He would not have appointed them 
if He did not know that we needed them all to enable us to live a Christ- 
ian life. Can we really love Him if we refuse to obey any of His com- 
mands? Did He not say, “If ye love Me, keep My commandments?” 
Does He not, therefore, make obedience a test of true love for Him? My 
Confirmation Class meets every Thursday night in the chapel at 8 o’clock. 
I shall be pleased to hear from you in reference to this matter, for I do 
want to be a Pastor and helper to you. With kindest regards, and hop- 
ing that you may avail yourself of the-coming opportunity on the first 
Sunday night after Easter, April 6th, to become a partaker of all the 
privileges of the Church,” etc. — Why is time so scarce when the 
church-bells call to worship, but so plenty when the world calls for 
pleasure? Why are Sundays and other Church days colder and hotter and 
wetter than other days? Why is Sunday sickness the sickest sickness? 
Why are excuses that wili keep people from church not thought sufficient 
for ‘regrets’? when social requisitions are made? Why is not the salva- 
tion of the soul made the first consideration at all times? ———— The Faith 
of the Episcopal Church is fixed, and undergoes no change. We do not know 
when Rome will promulgate a new doctrine, as she did at the Council of 
Trent, again in 1854, and in 1870. Protestantism, resting as it does on ne- 
gations, in some of its phases is drifting to all negation. Why should you 
become a Churchman? If you believe Christ established only one Church 


If you will read the 8th chapter of the Book of the Acts, you ' 
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and the Episcopal Church is one of its Branches, your duty is plain. In 
seeking a Church where the soul may rest and expand, the following four 
things are wanted: (1) A pure faith, found in the Bible, expressed in its 
Creed, and expounded by those Christian writers nearest to the days of 
the Apostles. (2) Continuity of existence from the days of the Apostles 
to the present. (3) Apostolic ordering of the ministry, so that all may 
know it acts with authority. (4) The due administration of the Sacra- 
ments without mutilation in form, matter or significance. The only 
Church in the U. S. of America which fulfills all these conditions is the 
Episcopal Church, and hence has a right to claim the allegiance of every 
American citizen who desires to worship the God of his fathers.

It is the Jaw of the Catholic Church that all 
confirmed persons should prepare themselves to receive the Holy Com- 
munion on Haster Day. The Easter Offering.—We shall need, as 
every year, a large offering on Easter Day to meet certain annual obliga- 
tions which are laid upon us by the Diocese, viz., the Episcopal and Con- 
vention Fund, the Sustentation Fund, the annual water rent of $40., etc. 
It will be gratifying if the $300 mark can be reached. The Choir 
concert was a great success, over 3c0 persons being present. ‘The receipts 
thus far have been $89, expenses $41.39. The “Pancake treat? of 
the Decoration Guild, held Monday night before Lent, was largely at- 
tended, and the profits were $8.50. If all our people are to be helped 
in their spiritual growth during Lent they will be diligent to be found fre- 
quently at the services of the Church. — Will not some woman offer 
her services aż once as a teacher for a class of small girls? It saddens us to 
go into the school and see them without a teacher. If the dear Master 
travelled eight miles, after His resurrection, to instruct two ignorant dis- 
ciples, is there not oze among His professed disciples in this parish who is 
willing to go a few squares each Sunday to iustruct His ignorant lambs in 
the blessed Gospel? — We were privileged to have with us on a re- 
cent Sunday morning Mr. Carleton, the travelling Secretary of the Brother- 
hood of St. Andrew, who made an excellent address and met afterwards, 
about 25 members of our chapters. — Joseph Williamson, George 
Waters, Chas. Hensil and Richard Childs are hereby authorized to solicit 
and receive contributions for the Palm Sunday and Easter Day decorations 
of the sanctuary.

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Something happened in the first century that destroyed the old world 
and gave birth to the new. That something was the resurrection of Jesus. 
That and that only explains history. Jesus rese. ‘The Christians of to- 
day may checr each other as did their predecessors in the first ages of the 
Church with the confident salutation, ‘‘Christ is risen.” And if He has 
indeed risen He is living to-day, and He Who saved the world in the 
first century will not forsake the work of His hands in the 20th century. 
“Fe will perfect that which concerneth us ° A risen Lord can never be- 
come a vanishing quantity in the world’s history. He is ‘‘declared,”’ 
proved, ‘‘to be the Son of God with power by the resurrection from the 
dead,” and having ‘‘all power in heaven and in earth.” He will be the 
Director of His own cause ‘‘always even unto the end of the world.” They 
who work with Him need not fear the outcome. They who work against 
Him must propose to settle with One Who is omnipotent and deathless. 


Resurrection Glory. ‘Many of them that sleep in the dust of the earth 
shall awake, some to everlasting life, and some to shame and everlasting con- 
tempt. And they that be wise shall shine as the brightness of the firmament; 
and they that turn many to righteousness as the stars for ever and ever.” 
Daniel 12: 2, 3. The difference between our present bodies and our glori- 
fied bodies is illustrated at large in the first Epistle to the Corinthians, 
15; 35-50. Nothing of present weakness, sickness or infirmity will be 
left. We may see some of the peculiarities of the risen body in the visits 
of angels to our earth. They assumed a human body, and made it visible 
or disappeared, just as they wished. ‘They ate and drank with man. We 
shall be equal with the angels. We s>e the same powers in our Saviour’s 
risen body. He could transport himseif instantly from place to place, 
appear in a room where doors were closed, and disappear. The body 
raised is a spiritual body, a powerful body. The righteous shine as the 
sun in the Kingdom of their Father, and as the stars for ever and ever; 
and as one star differeth from another star in glory, so also is the resur- 
rection of the dead. When thus raised from the dead, and meeting the 
Lord in the air, the whole number of the Saints are collected together, the 
judgment of their works takes place, that each one, like Daniel, may 
stand in his lot at the end of his days, and the reaping may be according 
to the sowing. What an unspeakably_ glorious, what an all-important, 
all-thrilling event is this resurrection! Why are we all grovelling so here 
below, instead of by faith and heavenly-mindedness being already risen 
with Christ, and seeking those things which are above? 


The music of the choir on Palm Sunday, Good Friday and Easter 
Day, also on Confirmation night was finely rendered, and warm praise 
was bestowed upon the size and work of the choir by the many strangers 
and friends attending all these services. The parishioners contrib- 
uted $35.50 towards the expense of the Palm Sunday and Easter Day dec- 
orations. Our thanks are herewith extended to the contributors and to 
the Committee who collected the money, namely, Messrs. George Waters, 
R. Childs, C. Hensil and J. Williamson. The long-looked for vis- 
itation of the Bishop of Pittsburgh, taking the place of our own Bishop, 
was realized on the evening of Low Sunday, April 6th. Shall those who 
were fortunate to be present ever forget it? After a plain and comforting 
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Easter sermon, the Bishop confirmed 38 candidates whose names are given 
in this issue of the parish paper, and gave them wholesome counsel and 
told them that if they would be faithful in the duty of public and private 
prayer and in frequent attendance at the Holy Communion, the Rector 
would have strong evidence of the fulfillment of their baptismal vows. 


By a pre-arranged plan, unknown to the Rector, at the close of the 
offertory, the Senior Warden, Mr. Wm. Tardif, approaching the Bishop, 
delivered the following address: ‘‘Reverend Father in God: On this 
auspicious occasion when so many have ratified the vows made for and by 
them at their baptism in the Holy Rite of Confirmation, received at your 
hands, it was deemed fitting to use this for another object. I have been 
requested, therefore, as Senior Warden to present through you to the 
Rector this testimonial’’—a purse of $500—‘‘on behalf of the parishioners 
and friends expressive of their loyalty and loving affection entertained for 
him who has gone in and out among them for 30 years, ministering to 
their spiritual wants and necessities as a faithful pastor and friend. And 
his devotion to the material welfare of the parish is best attested by this 
sacred edifice, beautified by the many memorials associated with it, and 
also a parish house and rectory, all monuments to his unwearying zeal 
and patient perseverance in their erection.’’ The Bishop, then taking the 
purse, addressed the congregation first on the long and happy relation of 
the Rector to the parish, and then, in fitting words, expressed the added 
pleasure given him on the occasion of his visit to be asked to present the 
testimonial to the Rector. The latter replied and reminded all present 
of a like generous testimonial presented to him on the occasion of his 25th 
unniversary, and expressed his deep gratitude to each and every con- 
tributor to the purse in the parish and elsewhere, not only for the intrinsic 
value of the gift but also for the affection which prompted it.

S. S. Waesland, for it had become endeared to them through one or more 
passages to and from England. — The Rev. Dr. Olmsted is to be con- 
secrated Bishop of Colorado in Denver Cathedral. We wish him God 
speed in his new work. — The Rector herein gladly bears testimony 
to the generosity of the parishioners since March rst, for since that time, 
besides meeting the current expenses, they have contributed $136 to the 
Endowment Fund, on the Rector’s’ goth anniversary, March 2, $296 as 
an Easter offering, and $500., assisted, of course, by kind and generous 
friends of the Rector outside of the parish, in the goth anniversary testi- 
monial. May the dear Lord remember and reward tiem a hundred fold 
for all these gifts, which, to many, must have involved much sacrifice. 


THE PARISH CHURCHMAN. 


We have great pleasure in welcoming so many new communicants to 
the Holy Communion of the Body and Blood of Christ through Confirma- 
tion, and we express the earnest wish that they will all continue faithful 
to this and their other obligations to the end of their life. In entering 
upon this new relationship with the Church, we trust that they will al- 
ways realize what a blessed privilege the Holy Communion is, and that 
they will show their appreciation of it by being often found at the weekly 
celebration which takes place at 8 o’clock on all Sundays except the first 
in each month when it is at 10.30 o’clock. And now that they are full 
members of the ‘‘household of faith,’’ they should gladly do their part 
not only towards parish support, but become members of one of the guilds, 
at least. These exist to do much parish work, and better work can be 
done in combination with others than as separate units. 

When there is to be a celebration of the Holy Communion, no per- 
sons should leave the church who do not intend to communicate until after 
the prayer for the Church Militant. This rule has been violated a number 
of times lately. The resurrection of Christ establishes beyond the 
reasonable right of any man to question it, the supernatural character of 
His Person and of His Gospel. He promised, when nobody believed Him, 
that He would rise again. The world and all the powers of evil were 
against Him, yet He kept His word to the letter and tothe day. Inthe 
face of every human probability and by solitary might He did what He 
said He would do. He has thereby won a right to man’s confidence. He 
has earned the faith which He asks the people to give. 

The Church and the Resurrection.—TVhe existence of the Church as an 
organized body is proof of the Resurrection of our Lord. It would be more 
accurate to say that the existence of the Church is proof that the Lord’s 
disciples believed in His Resurrection, but there is no satisfactory way of 
accounting for their faith if the Resurrection were not a fact. To con- 
vince eleven hard-headed and utterly sceptical men—men who had shown 
themselves to be selfish and unspiritual—of the truth of such a thing as 
the Resurrection of a man dead beyond the possibility of doubt and laid 
by their own hands in his grave, required the strongest evidence. But if 
they had not been convinced there would have been no Church. Up to 
the Lord’s Crucifixion they had no conception of such an institution as 
the Church. ‘That conception was taught them afterward by the Risen 
Lord, and thus they were able to give visible form to the Kingdom of God 
on earth, and that visible Kingdom is the proof of Christ Resurrection, 
and with it the reality of all His work, because to that alone can its origin 
be traced and that alone explains its existence. The Church is a visible 
fact to-day. Trace it back by its history from century to century and you 
find it always teaching the same thing, i. e., the death and Resurrection 
of the Son of God. You find it always baptizing men into the death and 
Resurrection of the Lord, always observing the Eucharistic memorial of 
His death by which He destroyed death, until you come to Pentecost, and 
the forty days of the Lord’s Resurrection life and the empty tomb as well 
as the empty cross. ‘There is no other origin for the Church than this.

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The Church of England.—Changes have passed over the life of the 
Church and the life of the nation in thecourse of centuries, sweeping, 
radical and revolutionary, deeply affecting at times the life of the Church 
as well as the life of the Kingdom. But these changes have no more 
affected or altered the identity of the Church than they have altered or 
affected the identity of the Kingdom. Through them all the Church of 
England has remained the same old Church, just as England through 
them all has remained the same old England. The Reformation, which 
was the greatest change of all in the life of the Church, as it was the 
greatest change of all in the life of the Kingdom, did not destroy the 
Church’s identity or break her continuity of existence, any more than it 
destroyed the identity or broke the continuity of the existence of the 
Kingdom. The Church of England came to us, not as some people errone- 
ously think, from the Reformation, but ¢hrough the Reformation. At the 
Reformation she put away from herself false doctrines and corrupt uses 
and practices derived from Rome, and she threw off from herself the 
usurped supremacy of Rome, but she remained the same old Church of 
England, just as Naaman remained the same man after being cured of 
his leprosy. The Holy Ghost is not a mere manifestation of God, 
or an influence of which we can say “‘it;’’ zZ comes to us, 2¢ helps and up- 
lifts us; but a Divine Person, of Whom we can only rightly use the per- 
sonal pronoun ‘“‘He.’’? So the Scripture speaks. Our Saviour said, “Ye 
Know //im, for He dwelleth with you and shall be in you.’’ His person- 
ality is distinguished from that of the Father, our Lord speaking of ‘‘the 
Holy Ghost, Whom the Father will send in My name.” 


We, Churchmen, or Episcopalians, believe in a government by Bish- 
ops. A careful study of the New Testament will show. (1) That Christ 
Himself instituted and named the Order of Apostles (St. Luke 6:13.) (2) 
That He promised that this Order should exist until the end of the world 
(St. Matt. 18:20) and (3) That the Christian ministry was developed, not 
from below, but from above. ‘The first members did not raise their num- 
ber to a position higher than the original equality of all; but the Apostles, 
the first, sole deposttaries of Christ’s commission, afterwards delegated to 
others, as their substitutes, assistants and successors, such of their powers 
as were transmittable and necessary for the continuance of the Church. 
Thus they appointed: (1) Déacons, for the discharge of the secular and 
lower spiritual functions. (2) Presbyters (sometimes called bishops or 
overseers in the New Testament), for the ordinary care of the congrega- 
tions. (3) More Apostles. As the original Apostolic body became too 
small for the work, and the advance of age warned the Apostles to pro- 
vide for the future; they imparted to certain men the highest powers of 
government and ordination. ‘These, at first called “Apostles,” ‘‘angels,”’ 
etc., were from the second century called Bishops. 


Baptized persons who are affiliated with the sects are members of the 
Holy Catholic Church, but out of communion with her. ‘They are indi- 
vidually members of her, but the organizations of which they claim to be 
members are not. An illustration may be found by supposing that a citi- 
zen of the United States enlists in a foreign army. He remains a citizen, 
but the army does not thereby become an official representative of the 
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United States. A tooo American citizens may voluntarily associate them- 
selves into a military organization, but that does not make their organi- 
zation a part of the United States army. Similarly, a group of baptized 
Churchmen may associate themselves into a sect, but that does not make 
the sect an official portion of the Catholic Church. 


Ascension Day teaches us that our Saviour still in His two Natures, 
the human and the divine, ascended up to heaven and sitteth on the right 
hand of His Father and our Father, ever interceding for us sinners, show- 
ing His precious wounds, pleading in our behalf His one great sacrifice. 
As Christmas Day tells us, year by year, of the Holy Babe, both God and 
man, Who took upon Him our flesh, so Ascension Day tells us of the com- 
pletion of the great work of the Incarnation, and that we have a Great 
High Priest in heaven Who can be touched with the feeling of our in- 
firmities, and Who is still both God and Man. How necessary was it for 
the only begotten Son, our Lord Jesus Christ, to ascend into the heavens 
that we may also in heart and mind thither ascend and with Him contin- 
ually dwell! What a source of inspiration and uplifting! What a joyous 
and powerful counter attraction to the depressing influences of this earth- 
ly life! How truly it makes heaven to be some glorious heaved-up place 
wherein Christ is the centre and the joy of all aspiring saintly souls! How 
certainly is this glorified Lord, ever enthroned in heaven, the constant 
source of the most up-reaching thoughts, the most enkindling fervors, the 
most unearthly hopes, the most spiritual and pure devotions, the most 
glad and triumphant songs. ‘‘After He was parted from them,”’ says St. 
Luke, “and carried up into heaven, they worshipped Him and returned 
to Jerusalem with great joy.’’

And from that hour how truly has the ascen- 
sion of Christ been a joy and thanksgiving while, in a sense, His disciples 
have been continually in the temple, blessing and praising God.

The Influence of the Holy Ghost.—There is something remarkable in 
the command of our Saviour as He stood on the Mount of Ascension: 
“Tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, until ye be endued with power from 
on high.” We might naturally ask: Were men ever better prepared for 
their ministry than they who had been taught for years by the Divine 
Master Himself? Why, then, wait any longer? Yet there is the command 
to do nothing (literally sit still) until power came from on high. Itisa 
lesson to the Christian world to recognize human weakness and realize the 
necessity of divine power in every act. We must labor with God and 
God with us in every successful effort in the Christian life. The Apos- 
tles frequently showed their weakness—-the impulsive nature of their obedi- 
ence—the timid character of their discipleship—sometimes they believed 
and then they doubted. In one hour they would swear allegiance, and 
in the next they would be scattered. At one time they would rejoice, 
only to show at another their fear. The Gospel of Jesus Christ could never 
be built upon such a foundation as this. There isno power in such actions 


equal to the task of breaking down idolatry in the world, or of sin in the - 


human breast. The disciples meant well enough—they were sincere with- 
out a doubt—but they were human, and their human desires and loves 
must have the influence of divine power and guidance to give stability and 
direction to the work. Therefore Christ said: Sit still—do nothine: wait 
for the promise of the Comforter to be fulfilled. They obeyed, and from 
that day forth they preached “with all boldness.” They were as firm as 
a rock in their allegiance to Christ. They faced angry rulers; they re- 
joiced in their sufferings, thankful that they were worthy of them; they 
were willing even to die for the testimony of Jesus, and the power of His 
Gospel. It was the presence of the Holy Spirit iv their hearts that sus- 
tained them, and brought strength out of their weakness—that changed 
their good impulses into constant principles. So it must be to-day. The 
Holy Spirit of God must be the effectual power in individual effort, and 
in the Church. And yet, how many recognize this fact? How many there 
are who know not so much as whether “there be any Holy Ghost” who 
endeavor to build up Christian work in their own way, after human fashion 

with all the impulsiveness of human love, and then feel discouraged when 
it is not the success they hoped for! God gives His Holy Spirit to them 
that ask Him. We may all have divine guidance, divine strength, divine 
constancy. We must have, if we would be successful in the Christ lite 
and labor. This then is God’s way to change our impulses into perma- 
nent characters, to enable us to do the work we want to do—to carry forth 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ to a perishing world, and to feel the influence 
of the Holy Spirit in ail their ways. Sunday Evensong until Octo- 
ber will begin at 8 o’clock.

Her 
Prayer Book is more or less used by every educated minister of every de- 
nomination. Her marriage and burial services are conceded by intelligent 
‘outsiders’? to be the most beautiful services of their kind in the world. 
The Church is respected and welcomed in every community. Let us mag- 
nify the dear Church to which we belong by the consistency of our lives 
and the earnestness of our devotion to her principles. It is some- 
times a matter of amazement to Christians of other communions that 
there should be so much space for difference, so many various positions 
and opinions in the Episcopal Church. But this is that which distin- 
guishes between a Church and a sect. A sect is a company of people who 
think exactly alike. A Church is a great, roomy, Catholic Institution 
which has a welcome for ev:ry man who even wishes to be baptized and 
live a Christian life, and who has made a small beginning at Christian 
faith. The truth is that people are different. We have been made so by 
the goad Lord Himself. Jesus knew that perfectly, and constantly acted 
upon the knowledge But He did not teach that there ought to bea 
different Church for all the various species of the human family. He 
founded one Church on the day of Pentecost, and meant it to be big 
enough to take everybody io. In view of the innumerable sects one can- 
not help asking, did their founders do well in thus severing the Body of 
Christ? What revelation did they receive, authorizing them to build on 
another foundation than that of the Apostles of which Jesus Christ is the 
chief corner stone? Weare reminded of the words of Bishop Pearson in 
his exposition of the Creed: ‘‘Whatsoever Church pretendeth to a new 
beginning, pretendeth at the same time to a new Churchdom, and what- 
soever is so new is none.” 
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The “Parish Churchman” enters 
upon its 26th volume with this 
number. We are grateful to our 
Kensington merchants for the ‘ads’ 
which have permitted its regular 
appearance during the year. And 
for such assistance our parishioners 
should patronize them when they 
need such things as they sell. And 
they will feel that they are bene- 
fitted through their ‘‘ads’’ if you 
will say to them that you saw their 
‘fads’’ in the paper.

A 
person can be baptized but once, as 
the Scripture says, ‘‘There is one 
baptism.’’—Confirmation, or Lay- 
ing on of hands, is the complement 
of baptism. A person is made a 
member of the Church by baptism. 
He is admitted to the Holy Com- 
munion by Confirmation. In the 
Acts of the Apostles we read that 
those who were baptized by St. 
Philip in Samaria were afterwards 
confirmed by St. Peter and St. 
John. St. Paul also confirmed 
certain disciples at Ephesus. (Acts 
19:6.) By the laying on of the 
Apostles’ hands the Holy Ghost 
was imparted. In Hebrews 6: 2, 
Confirmation is mentioned as one of 
the principles of the doctrines of 
Christ. These are as follows: re- 
pentance and faith, baptism and 
Laying on of hands, resurrection 
and the General Judgment. The 
time for the visitation of the Bishop 
is rapidly approaching. After Jan. 


4th another opportunity for fulfilling 
the duty to God and man in the 
Apostolic Rite of Confirmation will 
have passed. One more sin—that 
of procrastination—will be added to 
the list against those who so persist- 
ently put off the important step. 
What can possibly be more import- 
ant than to prepare for the future 
spiritual life? But leaving all per- 
sonal gain aside, we beseech you, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, 
by the love of our Master and only 
Saviour, that you put off no longer 
the decisive step and the important 
moment.

The lights 
having been put out by the storm, 
the service was delayed twenty min- 
utes The rector’s official acts dur- 
ing the year were: baptisms, infants

Easter Day Offering.—We 
must remind you of the offering to 
be made in the parish on Easter 
Day. This custom of special Easter 
offerings is a recognized feature of 
Church life wherever Easter is duly 
observed. It shows our appreciation 
of Easter joys and privileges, since, 
what a man has, that he is willing 
to pay for. It shows, also, that 
Lent has taught us to love God, 
and to deny self for His sake. 
There are certain obligations, some 
of which are Diocesan which the 
parish meets yearly through its 
Easter offering. There is the Epis- 
copal and Convention Fund assess- 
ment for the support of our two 
Bishops, the Sustentation Fund for 
the support of the Diocesan mission- 
aries, the annual water rent, &c. 
We earnestly suggest, therefore, 
that by restriction of personal ex- 
penses each parishioner shall lay by 
daily or weekly during Lent (in 
addition to his ordinary offerings) 
as much as he is able, and offer the 
amount thus accumulated in a 
special envelope (to be sent to the 
parishioners) and place it in the 
alms basin on Faster Day. Let us 


aim to raise $300. 
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DEAR PARISHIONERS: 

It is hardly necessary to say to 
you that the profit of the Lenten 
season to us will be in proportion 
to the earnestness with which we 
observe it. If our Lent keeping is 
a mere matter of fashion, which we 
engage in mainly because others 
are engaged in it, we cannot expect 
much good to come from it. It re- 
quires the earnest spirit, earnestly 
seeking good, to attain its benefits. 

The object of Lent is to make 
us better. Those among us who 
are best will be the readiest to ac- 
knowledge their need of becoming 
better. We are none of us all that 
we should be. However much 
better we become, we shall then be 
none too good. 

The means of improvement 
which Lent invites us to are: Self- 
examination, meditation on God’s 
word, prayer, fasting, self-denial. 
It is by these things that the life of 
God is built up in the soul of man. 
We need all the help we can 

get for the Christian life, and can- 
not afford to despise any means of 
grace. May there be in us the de- 
sire to make better use of them this 
Lent than ever before, and may

Church going 
gives an opportunity; it does not 
force the opportunity upon the in- 
dividual. 

The real question for the in- 
dividual is whether he desires his 
spiritual life to be vigorous or to be 
deadened. Those who desire the 
latter, will, naturally, not wish to 
go to church even once. 

And those who desire the for- 
mer will wish to attend regularly; 
and particularly will desire that 
service that brings them most inti- 
mately into communion with their 
Father.” ;

a part of the Law of God. And to 
the plea that love is all that is re- 
quired, ‘‘for love is the fulfilling of 
the law,’’ our 1eply is, that that 
which does not fulfill the law is not 
love. Let these sentiments be im- 
pressed upon the young by precept 
and by the example of their parents, 
making them to understand that 
duty to God is not discharged when 
duty to His Church is neglected, 
and the next generation will give 
no occasion for deploring the neglect 
of Church attendance.

the tabernacle, which was once ‘‘of 
the earth, earthly,’’ comes forth a 
spiritual, imperishable body, to be 
forever with the Lord!

The chief men appointed 
were those whom He called Apostles 
These appointed other men to serve 
under them or with them, so that 
when they died, others took their 
places, and the great work of the 
Ministry has gone on in unbroken 
succession from the Apostles. Jn 
the Preface to the Ordinal our 
Church says, “It is evident unto 
all men, diligently reading Holy 
Scripture and ancient authors, that 
from the Apostles’ time there have 
been these Orders of Ministers in 
Christ’s Church—Bishops, Priests, 
and Deacons.” (Prayer Book, p. 
509.) ‘These three orders we have. 
They minister to us by Christ’s 
authority; and we should honour 
them, pray for them, and work 
with them. 
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You can’t be just as good with- 
out going to Church. If you could, 
there would be no need of the 
Church, no need of the Saviour, no 
need of the Sacraments, no need of 
the Ministry, no need of the Bible, 
no need of Sunday. All these things 
belong together and are bound up 
together by God Himself, and you 
can’t have them out-doors, so to 
speak. in the world. You have to 
come to Church for them.

There are four marks of a 
Churchman. Without these a man 
is deficient in Churchmanship. 1— 
A Churchman does not look upon 
the Church as a sect but as Christ's 
Kingdom, of which he is privileged 
to be a member by Holy Baptism. 
2—A Churchman believes in the 
Sacraments which His Master in- 
stituted and placed in the Church 
for our observance, 3—A Church- 
man looks upon the Ministry as a 
sacred vocation, to which men are 
called and in which they are Christ's 
ambassadors entitled to the respect 
due to their office. 4—A Church- 
man feels the obligation of service. 
He loves the habitation of God and 
the place where His honor dwelleth. 
He serves the temple by maintain- 
ing its services, giving his time and 
money and talents to the service of 
the King. Are you a Churchman?

The Need of Service. —TRUR 
SERVICE is the very opposite of sel- 
fishness; and all such service has 
its compensation, no matter how 
humble it may be. In order that it 
be real and adequate, it must be 
whole-hearted and contemplate no 
return. Service for self is no service 
at all in a high Christian sense. It 
must be altogether for others. Jesus 
said: “I came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister.’’ What a 
world of meaning there is in that 
statement of aim and purpose on the 
part of the Master, especially to 
ministers of the Gospel, who are to 
labor as He did—in the spirit of 
complete self-effacement. 

In Christian work this sort of 
service is a pressing need. If we 
seek place, or look for ease, or hunt 


for honors, or aim to be exalted, 
our compensation (if there be any) 
is received in advance, and our fu- 
ture is behind us. If we countpopu- 
larity, or salary, or presents, or 
anything else as compensation, we 
simply minister to self and lose 
souls. The greatest man among thé 
millions 1s the one who is servant 
of all, and that for the sole sake of 
doing them good. We count our- 
selves out of the race for gain and 
honor, that we may win Christ and 
also souls. 

And the need for such service 
is only equalled by its blessed com- 
pensations—the results of our labor 
and the approbation of God and our’ 
own inner consciousness. ‘‘Well 
done’’ will finally fall to our lot 
from the lips of the Master, and 
that will be joy and glory combined, 
We shall be satisfied with His 
commendation. ;

Thus through 
all the wreck of empires and 
through all the conquests of nations 
the Church of Christ ‘survived to 
bear witness to the truth into which 
God’s Holy Spirit has ever guided 
her. Let us pray that we may be 
so guided by the same Spirit that we 
may finally attain to His everlasting 
Kingdom. 


The worth of all souls at the out- 
set are equal. The worth of all 


souls at the goal will depend on the 
use they have made of their liberty. 


The resurrection of Christ pro- 
claims the victory of right over 


wrong, of truth over error, of life 


over death. Right cannot be over- 
turned, truth cannot be crushed, life 
cannot be destroyed. The religion 
of Christ has illustrated these facts 
in all the Christian centuries. 


You cannot conceive of a condi- 
tion of the human heart and mind 
God cannot meet and relieve with 
all His plentitude of power in the 
gift of the Holy Spirit. 


It is the old, old story—the need 
of more teachers in the Sunday 
School. It does seem strange that 
for this, one of the most important,- 
if not the most important fields of 
Christian activity, so few should 
volunteer, should be willing to help 
the little ones whom Christ loved, 
to a better knowledge of Him, His 
life, His words, His work. But if 
His words, His example, His sacri- 
fice and the remembrance of their 
own vow of service which Chris- 
tians make, will not move them, 
what will? One or two of the 
teachers will soon be called into 
military service, and another has re- 
moved to the country for the sum- 
mer. There are persons in our con- 
gregation who should ask them- 
selves the question, Can’t I serve 
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the Master in this way? and if their ; 


love for Him and His Church is 
strong, they will gladly offer them- 
selves as teachers, and let them offer 
their services at once. 


A lady said the other day that 
she did not believe the Gospel could 
change a man’s character. And yet 
what a wonderful change came over 
the Apostles after the Holy Ghost 
was given. , The timid were bold, 
the doubter became the martyr. It 
may be true the character of some 
is not changed by the Gospel, but 
it ought to be. The only hindrance 
to that change is the unwillingness 
of the individual to let the Gospel 
into his heart and life. 


While Christ was on earth He 
talked a great deal about heaven, 
and gave us promises concerning 
that life which is to come. When 
He ascended He showed to`us that 
heaven is a reality. He has entered 
it as our Forerunner, and is pre- 
paring mansions for His followers. 
Think no longer then of Christian 
truth as a lot of opinions, but rather 
think of every thought as a reality 
with the greatest reality of all as 
its completion.

The grand sum 
of $105,300 was turned in from 
1,428 subscribers, instead of 1,000, 
which was the quota asked for.

THE RECTOR’S 53RD 
ANNIVERSARY 

Notwithstanding the inclement 
weather, there was a large congre- 
gation, very many communions and 
a generous offering. There were 
two celebrations of the Holy Com- 
munion at 8 and 10.30 o’clock. At 
the latter service the Rector 
preached his 53rd anniversary ser- 
mon. The recent Confirmation 
Class received its first Commu- 
nion together. There were during 
the year 19 baptisms, 19 confir- 
mices, 6 marriages and 34 burials. 
During the whole of the Rector’s 
incumbency there were 2,658 bap- 
tisms, 1,376 confirm ces, 950 mar- 
riages and 2,035 burials. It was a 
great joy to the Rector to have pres- 
ent to assist him in the Holy Com- 
munion administration the Rev. 
Wm. Reese Scott, a chaplain in the 
United States Army. Mr. Scott 
was the first child baptized in the 
parish, a month after the Rector 
began his work in Kensington. The 
procession, which extended the 
length of two aisles, numbering 80, 


included choristers, the members of 
the Vestry, the Confirmation Class 
and four musicians, with their brass 
instruments. The service through- 
out was inspiring, and Mr. Long- 
shore at the organ played with ani- 
mation and the augmented choir 
sang beautifully, accompanied by 
the brass instruments. After the 
service 100 old parishioners and 
friends from a distance partook of 
a fine luncheon, which Mr. Long- 
shore planned and which was pre- 
pared by 25 of our faithful women, 
who are splendid cooks. After the 
luncheon Mr. Longshore introduced 
a number of speakers, whose ad- 


dresses were all enjoyed. The speak- 


ers were: The Rev. Wm. Reese 
Scott, Mr. Joseph R. Wilson, Mr. 
Harry P. Page, the Rev. Mr. Du- 
bell and the Rector. All regretted 
the absence of Bishop Garland, but 
Mrs. Garland was present. Mr. 
Longshore presented gifts to her, 
Mrs. Goodfellow and the Rector. 

Seventy-five remained all after- 
noon and partook of supper at 6 
o’clock. -At evensong the Rev. G. 
Livingston Bishop, the Rector’s 
classmate, preached, and after the 
offertory the Rev. Dr. D. G. Mac- 
Kinnon, of New Bern, North Car- 
olina, made a happy laudatory ad- 
dress concerning the Rector and his 
long Rectorship. Altogether it was 
a day which will long be remem- 
bered. 

After the offertory at the 10.30 
cervice Mr. Longshore read lauda- 
tory congratulations to the Rector 
and congregation from the Presid- 
ing Bishop, Bishop Talbot, of Beth- 
lehem, Pa.: Bishop Garland, Dean 
Levis, the Rev. Harry S. Ruth, of 
Wisconsin, another spiritual son of 
the parish, and the Rev. W. Herbert 
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Burk. We wish we had space to 
publish all the beautiful and con- 
gratulatory letters, but we shall pub- 
lish Mr. Burk’s alone. He said: 

“Please accept my heartiest con- 
gratulations upon your fifty-third 
anniversary. I wish I could be with 
you and express by my presence my 
deep gratitude to God that He has 
given you the wonderful strength, 
encouragement and help to enable 
you to give all these years of blessed 
service.

HOW TO MAKE A CHURCH 


Attend all the services regularly. 
` If it rains or snows, make a spe- 
cial effort to be there. 

Invite some one else to go with 


you. You will be surprised how 
many people are eager to accept 
your invitation. 


Think of the services, speak of 
them to others, and pray that they 
may be attended with the Divine 
blessing. 

Pray for each member, as far as 
you may know them, especially for 
the sick and poor. 

Pray for the Rector. His useful- 
ness will be greatly increased by the 
daily prayers of his people. 


Note the absence of members, not 
to criticize or find fault, but to show 
the proper attention in case they are 
sick, or to encourage them if they 
are cast down; to restore them if 
they are wandering. 

Speak to strangers and invite 
them to come again. 


What is the use of a parish? It 
is to preach the Gospel, to save the 
souls of men, to extend the King- 
dom of Christ. To build up believ- 
ers, to bring men to faith and re- 
pentance, to Baptism and Confirma- 
tion and Holy Communion; to set 
people about doing good works— 
caring for the poor, the outcast, the 
sick and sorrowful—to set men 
working and giving for Christ’s 
sake and man’s—this is the purpose 
of the parish, as it is of the Church 
and ministry, and all the means of 
grace.
